INTRODUCTION 


When the volume on the Trussebut fee was published in 
1955 it was not my intention to attempt another in this series of 
Early Yorkshire Charters; and the opportunity was taken there 
to give a consolidated index of the tenancies in chief, the chart 
pedigrees and the notes, either extensive or brief, on about three 
hundred and seventy families, which had been included in the ten 
volumes. Since then, however, I have been given to understand 
that a volume on one of the remaining fees, which consist mainly 
of Mowbray, Percy, Ros, Tickhill and Vescy, might be desirable. 
After some hesitation the Percy fee was chosen; and the material 
was gradually collected, although there was then no reasonable 
hope that it could be printed. But the generosity of the Trustees 
of the Marc Fitch Fund, to which reference will be made below, 
has now made this possible. In view, however, of the size and 
comparative costliness of the present volume it has been decided 
to regard it as a double volume to cover two years’ subscriptions 
to the Record Series for the years 1961 and 1962. 


Although the early pedigree from William de Percy I, the 
tenant in chief in Yorkshire and Lincolnshire, has been given in 
detail in the new edition of The Complete Peerage, for which 
Farrer’s material both for his ‘Honors and Knights’ Fees’ and 
‘Early Yorkshire Charters’ was used, a survey of the lands which 
constituted the knights’ fees held of William de Percy II in 1166 
was outside the scope of that work. It is a survey of this kind 
which is one of the principal purposes of the present volume. 


The Percy fee is an important example of a tenancy in chief 
of which the holders before the end of the twelfth century held 
under-tenancies of no less than six others. Notes on these will be 
given in Chapter VI. Several Yorkshire charters, however, 
relating to the Percy under-tenancies of the honour of Chester 
and the Brus, Durham and Gant fees, were printed by Farrer in 
the relative sections in his second volume. There is always a 
difficulty in deciding in which volume lands held by one tenant 
in chief of another should be included, and in attempting to lay 
down any fixed rule to cover all cases. But certainly with regard 
to Percy it is desirable to survey together all the available charters 
issued by the lords of the fee, especially in view of the witnesses, 
some of whom occur in charters relating both to the lands held 
in chief and to those held as under-tenancies. Consequently such 
charters already printed by Farrer are included in Chapter III, 
but only with a brief heading in English and the full list of 
witnesses. Several Yorkshire charters issued by Percy tenants of 
lands held of other tenants in chief, which were not printed by

§2. 


One of the reasons for the choice of the Percy fee was the 
location in Craven of no small proportion of the lands held in 
chief in Yorkshire; and it was thought that if charters relating to 
them were available they could be used, in conjunction with 
those relating to the honour of Skipton printed in Volume VII, 
to give some comprehensive basis for the feudal history of that 
area in the twelfth century. It will be seen in the tables printed 
here in Chapter IJ that in the twelfth century about 170 carucates 
were held by the Percy fee in Craven out of a total of about 575 
carucates held by the fee in chief in Yorkshire. It has been 
estimated from the details given in the returns for the period 
1284-1314, which are not altogether complete, that the holdings 
of the honour of Skipton in Craven add up to about 190 carucates.1 
Thus the greater part of Craven was shared between the two.? 
The holdings were often closely intermingled, even in the neigh- 
bourhood of Skipton itself; and in six vills—Addingham, Coniston 
Cold, Gargrave, Glusburn, Hellifield and Malham—there was a 
divided interest with a total of about 24 carucates each. The 
Percy interest lay more predominantly in the west and north of 
Craven, including the forests of Gisburn and Bolton by Bowland, 
the upper reaches of the Skirfare and the Wharfe, and the district 
surrounding Settle. 


§3. 


The material for the present volume has been based primarily 
on William Farrer’s two manuscripts of ‘Early Yorkshire Charters’ 
and ‘Honors and Knights’ Fees’. The latter manuscript follows 
his usual practice of arrangement, being divided into sections for 
the fees returned in the 1166 carta of William de Percy II, with 
additional sections for the lands held in demesne or not subject 
to knight service. It appears to have been composed at an early 
date, and there are several reasons for deducing that it preceded 
his collection of Yorkshire charters with their annotations. It 
must, therefore, be used with care, for there are passages showing 
that many of his conclusions or suggestions would have been 
revised. In particular the date of the foundation of Sallay abbey 
is given as earlier than is warranted by the records, and is cor- 
rected in the later manuscript. With regard to some of the fees 
it is difficult to accept the suggestion for their constitution, an 
example being the Neville fee (§5), of which Thrybergh seems a 
more convincing possibility for its principal holding in Yorkshire.

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But the manuscript is of importance for the compilation of the 
early history of several Yorkshire townships; and, moreover, it 
contains material, such as the notes on the separate, but perhaps 
related, families of Normanville, not always immediately relevant 
for the Percy fee, which must be consulted for extrinsec purposes. 
It is to be borne in mind, however, that since the manuscript was 
prepared a large amount of printed material, including a long 
series of Curia Regis and Pipe Rolls, has become available. 


Farrer’s collection of charters for the Percy fee, which is 
confined to the Yorkshire lands held in chief, is mainly drawn 
from the chartularies of the three religious houses principally 
concerned—Whitby, Sallay and Fountains—and from the copies 
made by Roger Dodsworth, from originals either in private 
possession or formerly in St. Mary’s Tower at York, which are 
now in various volumes of his collections in the Bodleian Library. 


The Whitby chartularies, one then being in the possession 
of Sir Charles Strickland and the other in the British Museum 
(Add. MS. 4715), were printed by the Surtees Society in two 
volumes in 1879 and 1881. The latter MS. contains several 
charters not entered in the former; but the former generally 
contains an ampler list of witnesses to the charters preserved in 
both. Several Percy charters relating to Whitby were printed by 
Farrer in his seetion on the honour of Chester in his second volume; 
and in the present volume they have been entered in the abbrevi- 
ated form mentioned above. When possible the other Whitby 
charters printed here have been taken from the Museum MG., 
giving any additional witnesses from the Surtees Society’s printed 
copies. 

Upwards of forty charters come from the fourteenth-century 
chartulary of Sallay abbey,’ the Cistercian house founded by 
William de Percy II in the reign of Stephen as a daughter house 
of Newminster. Many of the lists of witnesses were augmented 
in Farrer’s copies from a Towneley MS., then in his possession, 
which was based on the original charters. Subsequently the text 
of the chartulary was printed for our Society in two volumes? 
under the editorship of the Rev. Joseph McNulty, who made 
similar augmentations not only from the Towneley MS., which by 
that time had been acquired by the Manchester Public Reference 
Library, now known as Towneley MS. 6,° but also from the copies 
made from the originals by Dodsworth. A comparison of Mr. 
McNulty’s text with the chartulary itself shows the care with 
which his transcripts were made. There are two points in his 
edition, however, which require correction for our present purpose. 
The first is his assignment of 1168 as the date of the death of 
William de Percy II,‘ thus affecting the limits of date for several 
charters, whereas it is certain that he was alive in 1170 and

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reasonably certain that he was alive in 1174, in the year before 
the division of his barony between the earl of Warwick and 
Jocelin of Louvain, the husbands of his two daughters. The 
second relates to the identification of the first of the two visiting 
abbots, Julian Igniacensts and William abbot of Mortemer, on 
whose advice Maud de Percy, countess of Warwick, gave the 
church of Tadcaster in 1189 to relieve the precarious condition of 
Sallay, partly due, it was said, to the effects of the climate. 
Julian’s abbey was given as Inys,? which was not founded, how- 
ever, until 1180, only a few years prior to 1189, and of which 
Igniacensis is not a recorded adjectival form.? There can be no 
doubt that the correct identification is Igny in the diocese of 
Reims, which was an old established Cistercian house, the 
adjectival Igniatensis being recorded,* and of which the abbot in 
1189 was named Julian.® Thus the visiting abbots to inquire into 
the state of Sallay came from France and Normandy, from the 
dioceses of Reims and Rouen respectively.® 


Over eighty charters come from the Fountains chartularies. 
Of the five-volume chartulary of the fifteenth century three 
volumes are now in the British Museum, one in John Rylands 
Library, and one, covering the letters N to P, is missing. But 
brief abstracts of several charters, which were presumably entered 
in the missing volume, are included in a sixteenth-century manu- 
script im the, Museum: (Add. MS. 18276), Inv 19lo—Ma, Wad. 
Lancaster printed as a private enterprise his edition of the avail- 
able material, in full abstract form in English with an excellent 
index, in two volumes—a rare work, for only sixty copies were 
printed.’ It has been of great help in preparing the present 
volume, in conjunction with the examination of the Museum 
manuscripts and with Farrer’s copies, which he must have begun 
to collect before Mr. Lancaster’s edition had appeared. Mr. 
Lancaster’s work is of a high standard, and it is only occasionally 
that a suggestion for an amendment of a local place-name or a 
witness is necessary. 


Besides the three abbeys of Whitby, Sallay and Fountains, 
there were several other religious houses, in Yorkshire, Lancashire, 
Durham, Lincolnshire and Norfolk, which received benefactions 
from the holders of the Percy fee and their tenants; and in Chapter 
VI there are a few charters issued by Jocelin of Louvain, lord of 
the honour of Petworth, which afterwards passed to his Percy

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descendants, in favour of Reading and Durford abbeys and 
Lewes priory. A lst of all the chartularies, from which the 
charters have been taken, is given in the Index of sources. To 
one other religious house benefactions were given by the Percy 
family, though at a date later than the period mainly covered in 
this volume. This was Sandon hospital in Surrey, founded early 
in the thirteenth century. Here was buried about 1233 Joan 
Briwere, the first wife of William de Percy III;! and her husband 
made gifts of land at Foston, Leicestershire, which he held in her 
right,? and of a rent of 20 marks which was due to him from 
Sallay abbey in respect of his gift to that house of the manor of 
Gisburn.? Mr. Meekings, reviewing all the details, has made the 
convincing suggestion that on a journey to or from Petworth 
Joan fell ill in the neighbourhood of Esher and was taken to 
Sandon hospital where she died.4’ That she was buried there was 
clearly the cause of the benefactions made by her husband, who, 
so far as is known, had no interests in Surrey either in his own 
or her right. After his death in 1245 his heart was buried with the 
body of Joan his wife at the hospital.° 


Another manuscript of special importance, to which Farrer, 
however, was not enabled to have access, is the Percy Chartulary. 
An edition of this was printed for the Surtees Society in 1911. 
But, as Farrer-noted, there were ‘injudicious excissions’ in the 
texts; and several charters were ‘so effectively relieved of ‘“common 
form’’ that it is impossible to say whether the document is a grant, 
a confirmation, or a release’.6 Through the kindness of the 
present Duke of Northumberland the manuscript was deposited 
temporarily in the British Museum; and I was able to compare 
the texts with the printed edition and supply omissions. From 
this source seventeen charters have been included in the present 
volume. The most important document is the division of the 
Percy barony, after the death of William de Percy II, between the 
earl of Warwick and Jocelin of Louvain, the husbands of his two 
daughters and coheirs (no. 89). In the Surtees Society’s volume 
it is in a defective state owing to the damage to the leaf; but 
when Dodsworth examined the manuscript it was in a more 
perfect condition, and the text now printed is taken from Farrer’s 
copy, collated with a photostat, of Dodsworth’s transcript, which 
has itself been collated with the original manuscript. The date is 
April 1175; and it contains many details of tenancies not held by 
knight service, as well as the knights’ fees which can be compared 
with William de Percy’s carta of nine years earlier to show both 
continuity and change.

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It is difficult to find many original charters relating to the 
Percy fee. Only two issued by William de Percy II have been 
discovered—one in the possession of Mr. Bradfer-Lawrence (no. 
25), and the other in the Hailstone collection in the York Minster 
Library (no. 16). Two charters of countess Maud are in the 
Middelton collection belonging to our own Society (nos. 55, 66); 
and some of Henry du Puiset, whose mother was a Percy, in the 
muniments of the Dean and Chapter of Durham (nos. 235 and 
note). An original charter of Adeliz de Percy, his mother, which 
is now in the Bodleian Library, is printed with a facsimile in 
Appendix B (no. 297). Five others, issued in respect of lands 
held by tenants, make up the twelve which are reproduced in 
collotype, and of which a list is given below. 


$4. 


The account of the main line of the Percy family in the 
new edition of The Complete Peerage, to which reference has been 
made, makes it unnecessary to give more in this volume than a> 
brief outline down to the time of William de Percy III, who died 
in 1245. A chart pedigree is provided as the frontispiece. An 
account of the line descended from Picot de Percy, tenants of the 
Bolton Percy fee, is given in Chapter IV with a chart pedigree 
on p. 106. : 


From the time when Wilham de Percy III came of age in 
the period 1212-14, and even before, when William Briwere had 
his wardship, there were constant disputes with his uncle Richard,} 
to whom, as one of her younger sons, Agnes de Percy had given 
a large interest consisting of 5 knights’ fees (no. 84). It is fortu- 
nate that Richard died without legitimate issue, so that on his 
death the whole of the Percy fee became the possession of his 
nephew, to whose son Henry de Percy and his descendants it 
passed as a united tenancy in chief. 


Most of the members of the main line of the family who issued 
or witnessed charters can be identified. The identification, 
however, of a Robert and a John de Percy, both of whom wit- 
nessed several charters of William de Percy II, has not been 
established. Moreover, there is one charter which has given rise 
to a point of difficulty. This is no. 37, a charter by which an 
Alan de Percy restored to Whitby abbey land in Isleham, co. 
Cambridge. This was assigned by Farrer, although with some 
hesitation, to Alan de Percy I, the father of William de Percy II; 
but for reasons given here in the annotation it is likely that it 
was issued by Alan de Percy II, who died in the lifetime of his 
father William de Percy II, at a date later than the accession of 
king Henry II. There is also sometimes a difficulty in identifying

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members of the main line who bore the same christian name, 
such as Walter or Henry. It is certain that William de Percy II 
had illegitimate sons so named; for Walter de Percy is described 
as a brother (actually a half-brother) of countess Maud in one of 
her charters (no. 41), and in another which they both witnessed 
(no. 118); and Henry de Percy is also described as a brother of the 
countess (no. 213), a Walter and a Henry de Percy being des- 
cribed as brothers in other charters (nos. 43, 51, 209 note, and 
Z1Ol, There 16 also evidence that Henry de Percy, rector of 
Gisburn, who succeeded a rector named Malger in the period 
1189-1200 (nos. 50, 259 note), had a brother named Walter (no. 
184). Unless, therefore, we are faced with an unusual coincidence, 
it can be deduced that the rector of Gisburn was an illegitimate 
son of William de Percy II. That he and his brother Walter were 
illegitimate is proved by the fact that at William de Percy II’s 
death his heirs were his two daughters. It is probable that 
Geoffrey de Percy, rector of Gargrave, was the same man as the 
Geoffrey who occurs as steward of Jocelin of Louvain (no. 68); 
but for this there is no similar evidence, and Geoffrey’s parentage 
has not been determined. 


It is curious that one of the younger sons and one of the 
daughters of Robert the steward the elder adopted the name of 
Percy (p. 95). So far as is known they had no Percy blood, though 
it is not impossible that their grandfather Fulk son of Reinfrid, 
the steward, married a member of the family, for which, however, 
there is no evidence. But, whatever the reason may have been, 
the successive tenants of the Steward’s fee, before it passed to 
the family of Kyme by marriage, never appear to have used a 
name with a territorial origin. Certainly this is not an example 
of children adopting the surname of an heiress mother. That 
was a common custom. The descent of the Nevilles of Raby from 
Robert son of Meldred and Isabel de Neville, and that of the 
second line of Percy from Jocelin of Louvain and his wife Agnes 
are conspicuous examples. 


$5. 


There are several references to the early rectors of parishes, 
especially of those such as Gargrave and Gisburn within the rural 
deanery of Craven, and to the holders of the rural deanery in the 
twelfth century. As often as not a rural dean was described as 
the dean of the parish of which he held the rectory. The earliest 
rural dean of Craven of whom there appears to be a record was 
Arkil, who as Arkil the dean (presumably of Craven) witnessed a 
charter of archbishop Henry relating to the church of Long 
Preston, 1147-53 (no. 151). Ralph occurs as dean of Kettlewell 
in 1176 (no. 107), and there is evidence that he had been suc- 
ceeded at Kettlewell by 1184, when Adam occurs as dean of 
Arncliffe (no. 138). Adam, who had held the rectory of Arncliffe 
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as early as 1170 (no. 129), occurs as dean of Craven in 1186,1 and 
as dean of Craven (no. 259) and dean of Arncliffe late in the 
century.2. Both Ralph and Adam were married men. Ralph had 
sons (nos. 133, 138), and a daughter Maud who was the mother- 
in-law of Gilbert de Rilston;? and Adam had a daughter who 
married Elias de Giggleswick (p. 158). 


One of the charters (no. 107) was issued at the chapter, 
presumably the ruridecanal chapter, at Collingham; and, as 
Ralph dean of Kettlewell was a witness, it can be deduced that 
the rural deanery was that of Craven. That Collingham and also 
Harewood, both of which later were within the deanery of the 
Ainsty, were at that time in the deanery of Craven is shown by 
the list of witnesses to another charter (no. 253). 


Among other twelfth-century rectors was a certain Ralph 
d’Aunay who was instituted to the church of Topcliffe on the 
presentation of William de Percy (no. 264; and cf. no. 30). His 
name suggests the Ralph d’Aunay, a nephew of archbishop 
Roger, who was an archdeacon in the church of York, holding, it 
has been supposed, the archdeaconry of Cleveland, c. 1165-1172, 
and that of York not later than 1174 until his death in 1194, 
when he was holding the rectory of Skelton.4 It is uncertain 
whether the rector of Topcliffe, who was not styled archdeacon 
at his institution, was the same man. 


A few miscellaneous points can be noticed. In charter no. 
172 the first witness is Ralph son of William, a constable of 
Scarborough who appears to be otherwise unrecorded; and no. 
164 gives a reference to the castlery of Wheldrake. The witnesses 
to no. 277 show that Hugh de Boby shared the office of deputy 
sheriff of Yorkshire with a certain Hugh de Scaucumba.® The 
list of witnesses to no. 208 concludes with the charter itself; and 
a charter issued by a lady (no. 279) was witnessed by five other 
ladies. No. 260 gives an example of the minute details often 
recorded for the boundaries of land and pasture; and there is a 
strange story which purports to explain the acquisition of a 
moiety of Bolton by Bowland by William le Vavasour the justice 
(p. 126). In no. 292 Henry de Percy, the eldest son of Jocelin of 
Louvain and Agnes de Percy, gave an unusual undertaking to 
Reading abbey that he would seal his confirmation charter with 
his new seal free of charge. 


Lastly, there are two men, Gilbert de Plumpton and Oliver 
Angevin, whose misfortunes, due to matrimonial difficulties, have 
an interest of a special kind. The first has been identified by

The second, Oliver Angevin, a benefactor of Sallay abbey 
(no. 116), and a tenant of the archbishop of York, can presumably 
be identified with the O. Andegavensis who was kept in prison by 
William de Roumare until he should swear to marry a lady of 
William’s choice; his escape and marriage to another lady raised 
a point of ecclesiastical law which was referred to pope Alexander 
III (p. 134).

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CHAPTER I. 
THE PERCY FAMILY 


A detailed account of the generations of the Percy family 
of the first line, with which this volume is mainly concerned, has 
been given in the new edition of The Complete Peerage;' and it is 
proposed only to give here a brief outline, with sufficient detail 
to provide a necessary background to the charters. 


The earliest member of the family for which there is avail- 
able evidence is 

WILLIAM DE Percy I. His parentage is not known; but 
there is substantial evidence that he took his name from Percy- 
en-Auge, dept. Calvados, arr. Lisieux and canton Mézidon.? His 
connexion with Yorkshire dates from as early as 1070; and lists 
of his tenancies in chief at the Domesday survey, both there and 
in Lincolnshire, and of other lands held in chief which passed to 
him or his immediate descendants, together with a note of the 
under-tenancies of other tenants in chief, will be given in Chapter 
if, 

He built a castle at Topcliffe and refounded the monastery 
at Whitby. He married Emma de Port, a member of the family 

of Hugh de Port of Basing, the ancestor in the male line of the 
family of St. John; and in her right he held Hambledon, Hamp- 
sire, later held. by, the: Percy family of the tec Ol, St. Jjoun. 
Emma's maritagium also included land in Isleham and Snailwell, 
co. Cambridge, where she made gifts to Whitby abbey.? William 
de Percy went on the first crusade in 1096, and died in Palestine 
where he was buried. 

He had a brother Serlo who was prior of Whitby,’ and their 
nephew William became the first abbot.6 A niece Alice de Percy 
married, first, Reginald Belet or Buscel, and, secondly, Hugh de 
Boythorpe; and Alan, her son by her first husband, confirmed to 
Whitby abbey the gift made by his father of the church of Hutton, 
a place which became known as Hutton Bushell.®

(1) Alan; see below. 


(2) Walter, who witnessed his father’s charter to the monks 
of Whitby,! and one of his brother Alan’s charters to the abbey.? 


(3) William, who witnessed his father’s charter to the 
monks of Whitby,® and two of his brother Alan’s charters to the 
abbey.’ He may have been the William de Percy, canon of York, 
who witnessed charters of Fulk son of Reinfrid and Robert son 
of Fulk to Whitby abbey, c. 1115-25 and 1133-c. 1144.5 


(4) Richard, of Dunsley; see below. 


ALAN DE Percy I, son and heir of William de Percy I. 
His dispute with the bishop of Durham for lands in the soke of 
Welton was settled on 9 January 1099-1100 by their restoration 
by king William II to the bishop. He confirmed his father’s 
gifts to Whitby abbey and made several additions;’ and was a 
benefactor of St. Peter’s hospital, York.8 With his son William 
he gave land in Holme on the Wolds, held of the bishop of Durham, 
to Haslat de Leconfield.® 


He married Emma daughter of Gilbert de Gant, whose 
maritagium included land in Wold Newton, Ganton and Staxton, 
and presumably also in Horkstow, co. Lincoln.!® He was living 
in 1130, and died not later than 1135 as in February 1135-6 
king Stephen confirmed the benefactions made to Whitby abbey 
by William de Percy, Alan his son, and William son of Alan.” 
It was apparently after her husband’s death that Emma gave a 
carucate of land in Wold Newton to Bridlington priory.*8 


Alan de Percy had sons: 
(1) William; see below. 


(2) Walter, to whom his mother gave 2 carucates of land in 
Wold Newton, which he gave to Whitby abbey, his gift being 
confirmed by William his brother.1* He married not later than 
1153 as her third husband Avice daughter of William Meschin 
and Cecily de Rumilly, and widow of William de Curcy and 
William Paynel of Drax. Avice inherited Rougemont in Hare- 
wood from her father,!® and in the list of benefactions to Whitby 
the donor of the 2 carucates in [Wold] Newton is named Walter

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de Percy ‘de Rugemond’.!. He had a son Robert who witnessed 
his brother Henry’s confirmation to Whitby, and as Robert son 
of Walter de Percy a charter to Sixle priory c. 1150-1175.? 


(3) Henry de Percy, who was described as his brother as a 
witness to a charter by William de Percy II to Whitby abbey, 
1145-53. His interests later lay in Scotland. He confirmed to 
Whitby lands in Oxnam and Heton, co. Roxburgh, given by 
Alan and Geoffrey his brothers, his charter being witnessed by 
Geoffrey and Robert de Percy, his brothers, John son of Robert 
de Percy, Geoffrey the clerk his brother, Robert son of Walter 
de Percy, and Gilbert son of Hugh de Percy.’ 


Of these brothers 


(4) Alan de Percy, who was illegitimate, being described as 
‘magni Alani filius nothus’. As Alan son of Alan de Percy he 
witnessed a charter of Robert son of Fulk to Whitby abbey.® 
He fought in king David’s army at the battle of the Standard 
in 1138. In 1152-53 for the health of his lord king David and 
earl Henry and the soul of Alan de Percy his father he gave to 
Whitby abbey a carucate in Oxnam and one in Heton, his charter 
being witnessed by William and Henry de Percy his brothers.® 
This gift was confirmed by king David in the same period.’ 


and (5) Geoffrey de Percy, who was probably also illegiti- 
mate. He confirmed his brother Alan’s gift to Whitby,® and added 
another carucate in Oxnam which had been given to him by 
king David, his charter being witnessed by Geoffrey the clerk, 
his brother. He also gave a carucate in Heton to Kelso abbey 
with the consent of Henry his brother and heir.!° 


WILLIAM DE Percy II, son and heir of Alan de Percy I. 
He was present at king Stephen’s court at Easter 1136, and at 
the battle of the Standard in 1138. He was the founder of Sallay 
abbey, and probably of Stainfield priory, co. Lincoln;" and a 
benefactor of Whitby and Fountains abbeys and other religious 
houses in Yorkshire and Lincolnshire. He married, first, probably 
in the decade 1130-40,!% Alice or Adeliza de Tonbridge apparently 
the daughter of Richard son of Gilbert de Clare;!% and, secondly, 
1164-66," Sibyl de Valognes, widow of Robert de Ros of Helmsley,

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who had died in 1162 or 1163.1 He was living in the year ending 
at Michaelmas 1170, and almost certainly in that ending at 
Michaelmas 1175, when Helte de Boisdele owed 100s. in Lincoln- 
shire for the right of 2 knights’ fees which he claimed against him.? 


William de Percy died before Easter 1175 when his barony 
was partitioned between the husbands of his two daughters, and 
he was buried at Fountains abbey. Sibyl his widow, who had 
dower in Leconfield and Nafferton,? married, thirdly, Ralph 
d’Aubigny, brother of William d’Aubigny II of Belvoir, and was 
living in 1212. He had issue by his first wife: 


(1) Alan de Percy II, who witnessed three of his father’s 
charters to Sallay abbey. He can be identified as the Alan 
de Percy who did the service of a knight’s fee to John de Port 
in 1166,° having presumably been given by his father part of the 
maritagium of his grandmother Emma de Port, which included 
Isleham, co. Cambridge, where he gave 2 carucates to Whitby 
abbey.® He died in his father’s hfetime, leaving an illegitimate 
son William, who witnessed charters of his aunts Maud and 
Agnes de Percy,’ and with whom the latter made a final concord 
ints 


(2) and (3) Maud and Agnes, who were their father’s coheirs 
at his death; see below. 


William de Percy had illegitimate children: 


(i) a son Walter, who, described as her brother, witnessed 
a charter of Maud de Percy.? 


(ii) another son Henry, who, described as the brother of 
Walter de Percy, witnessed another charter of Maud de 
Percy,?® and as the brother of the countess a charter of 
Nigel de Plumpton.¥ | 


(iii) a daughter Adeliz who by Hugh du Puiset was the 
mother of Henry du Puiset;!2 she subsequently married

(iv) A daughter Emma.? It was recorded in 1212 that 
William de Percy [II] gave 14 carucates which he held 
in chief in Kirmond le Mire [wap. Wraggoe, co. Lincoln] 
to William Malebisse with his daughter in frank- 
marriage, and that William’s heirs were then holding 
them.® This gift constituted a moiety of the 3 carucates 
held there by William de Percy I in 1086 and by Alan 
de Percy in 1115-18. In 1175 the land and service of 
William Malebisse was assigned to the share of the earl 
of Warwick in the division of the Percy barony. William 
Malebisse, who was of Acaster Malbis and son of Hugh 
Malebisse, died in 1176.4. Richard Malebisse his son 
was described by Maud countess of Warwick as her 
nephew,° and similarly by Agnes de Percy.® 


MAUD DE Percy, daughter and coheir of William de Percy II, 
was born at Catton near Stamford Bridge.? She married before 
Easter 1175 William third earl of Warwick as his second wife.® 
He died s.p. in 1184; and in the following year she owed 700 
marks in Yorkshire for having her father’s land and her dower 
and freedom from marriage against her will.® She was living in 
the year ending at Michaelmas 1202, and died before 13 October 
~1204.1° In one of her charters to Fountains abbey she gave her 
body for burial there.4 


AGNES DE Percy, daughter and coheir of William de Percy IT. 
She married between 1154 and 11612 Jocelin of Louvain, son of

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Godfrey duke of Lower Lorraine and brother! of queen Adeliza, 
second wife of king Henry I. He was lord of the honour of 
Petworth,? and died in the year ending at Michaelmas 1180. 
Agnes died between 1201 and 13 October 1204. 


He had issue: 


(1) Henry de Percy, who took his mother’s name of Percy. 
He succeeded his father in the honour of Petworth; and he con- 
firmed in their lifetime gifts made by his mother and his aunt 
the countess of Warwick to Fountains and Sallay abbeys. He 
gave to the priory of St-L6, Rouen, where he was afterwards 
buried,4 land in Hambledon, Hampshire,> which had formed part 
of the maritagium of Emma de Port, his ancestress. He married 
Isabel daughter of Adam de Brus II, with whom he had the 
manor of Kirk Leavington in frank-marriage. He was living in 
1197, and died in his mother’s lifetime before Michaelmas 1198. 
Besides his son William de Percy III (see below) he had a younger 
son Henry, to whom his brother William gave the manor of 
Heyshott, Sussex.6 Henry de Percy’s widow married, secondly, 
Roger Mauduit. 


(2) Richard de Percy, see below. 

(3) Jocelin, who was buried at St-L6, Rouen. 

(4) Ralph, who witnessed a charter of his father to Sixle 
priory.’ 

(5) a daughter Maud, the wife of John de Daiville, to whom

He had two other daughters Eleanor and Alice, to whom 
he gave separate interests in Heyshott, and to the former Hamble- 
don with the mills of Winchester belonging thereto, his gifts 
being confirmed by king Henry II.1° 


WILLIAM DE Percy III, elder son and heir of Henry de 
Percy by his wife Isabel de Brus. He was under age at his father’s 
death, and was in the custody of William Briwere from 3 April 
1200. He was still under age in Trinity term 1212 and attained

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full age before Trinity term 1214. Although he was the heir male 
of his great-grandfather William de Percy II he only obtained 
possession of approximately a moiety of the barony—the moiety 
held by his great-aunt Maud countess of Warwick—until the 
death in 1244 of his uncle Richard de Percy, who held the other 
moiety and with whom he had a long series of disputes. He died 
shortly before 28 July 1245. 

He married, first, Joan one of the five daughters of his 
guardian William Briwere, with whom he had land in Leicester- 
shire and Somerset; and their five daughters shared in the coheir- 
ship of William Briwere the younger. He married, secondly, 
Ellen daughter of Ingram de Balliol, with whom he had Dalton 
in Hartness, co. Durham, which acquired the name of Dalton 
Percy.1. By her he had six sons; and from Henry de Percy, the 
eldest; who died’ in 1272, the father of Henry de- Percy who 
acquired Alnwick and died in 1314, the main branch of the family 
descended in the male line until the seventeenth century. 


RICHARD DE PERCY, a younger son of Agnes de Percy and 
Jocelin of Louvain. At Michaelmas 1181, described as Richard 
son of Agnes de Percy, he owed 20s. in Yorkshire for a recognition 
of land in Stainton, par. Gargrave. He was given 5 knights’ fees 
by his mother;? and on 13 October 1204 the sheriff of Yorkshire 
was ordered to Cause him to have the land of his mother, together 
with the land held by his aunt Maud de Percy of the honour of 
Chester. He was one of the leaders of the northern barons against 
king John, and one of the twenty-five appointed to enforce the 
provisions of Magna Carta. He died at an advanced age in or 
before August 1244. Although he was twice married he left no 
legitimate issue. His son Henry, to whom he gave the manor of 
Settle, had a son Alexander; and both Henry and Alexander 
made over their interests in the Percy fee to Henry son of William 
de Percy. 


§2. 


The following notes refer to other branches of the Percy 
family which can be traced to the twelfth century or earlier. 


PERCY OF DUNSLEY 


At the Domesday survey, apart from a carucate held by 
Berenger de Todeni, 3 carucates in Dunsley, par. Whitby, were 
terra regis. These passed to William de Percy I or his son Alan, 
who gave Dunsley to the monks of Whitby. Farrer was un- 
decided whether the land in Dunsley passed directly to the Percy 
fee or whether, as he considered more probable, it was held 
mediately of the honour of Chester.> There appears to be no

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record, however, that it had passed to the earl of Chester by 
grant from the Crown or was held of his honour.! 

The Percys of Dunsley descended from Richard a younger 
son of William de Percy I. With Alan his brother Richard de 
Percy gave to the monks of Whitby two-thirds of the tithe of 
the demesne of Staxton, par. Willerby;? and this was included 
in Alan’s charter, 1100-c. 1115, which he witnessed.? He married 
Adeliza widow of Walter de Argentom, by whom he had a son 
and successor William.4 

This William de Percy ‘ante obitum meum’ confirmed to 
Whitby abbey, for the soul of Richard de Percy his father, 2 
bovates in Loftus which Adeliza his mother had given for the 
soul of Walter de Argentom her husband.’ As William de Percy 
son of Richard he founded Handale priory, par. Loftus, in 1133, 
giving to the nuns tofts in Dunsley, land in Staxton, and pasture 
in ‘Grenedal’ [Handale] and Dunsley.6 In the period c. 1145-1150 
Benedict abbot of Whitby gave him Dunsley by the same bounds 
within which his father had held it, at a yearly rent of 2 marks.’ 
As William de Percy of Dunsley he witnessed a charter, 1140-50;8 
and among his gifts to Whitby were 3 bovates and 5 tofts in 
Dunsley, for the souls of William de Percy [I] his grandfather, 
the founder of the abbey, and Richard his son, his own father, 
made to the precentor for making and writing books, for a rent 
of 3s. towards the farm due to the abbey.® Towards the end of 
his life, 1160-70, as son of Richard de Percy of Dunsley, he 
founded a hermitage in the wood of Dunsley at Mulgrave, to be 
under the obedience of Whitby abbey.!® This foundation was 
confirmed by his son Richard," who in 1200-02 gave the advowson 
of Handale priory to Richard Malebisse.* From Richard the 
family descended in the male line to Peter son of Simon de Percy, 
living in the fourteenth century, whose heir was Margaret de 
Percy wife of Robert Man of Sneaton.%8 


PERCY OF KILDALE 


The Percys of Kildale descended from Ernald de Percy, 
who witnessed the charter of William de Percy I to the monks 
of Whitby, c. 1090-1096.14 The family, whose connexion with

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the main line is not known, held 3 knights’ fees in Kildale, 
Ormesby, Crathorne, Nunthorpe and elsewhere,! including Kiln- 
wick, which thus acquired the name of Kilnwick Percy.? These 
places were held, not of the Percy, but of the Brus tenancy in 
chief.8 


Farrer has given an account of the early generations of the 
family in his note to a charter by which Ernald de Percy I gave 
to Guisborough priory the church of Ormesby and the mill of 
Caldecotes [Cargo Fleet, par. Middlesborough], 1129-c. 1135,4 
which were confirmed by his son Ernald de Percy I1.5 The latter’s 
heir at his death in 1170 was William son of his brother Robert, 
then under age. Robert had been enfeoffed of Kilnwick; and 
with Agnes his wife quitclaimed their right in the church there 
to St. Peter’s, York.? The immediate lordship of Kilnwick did 
not, however, descend to their son William, but, as the result of 
a case in 1194, to the representatives of Robert’s three sisters.§ 
Nevertheless, the superior interest was retained or regained by 
Robert’s male heirs, for in 1242-43 William (son of Walter) de 
Percy, his great-grandson, held a knight’s fee in Kilnwick of 
Peter de Brus.?® 


William son of Robert de Percy married Agnes daughter of 
Roger de Flammaville and sister and coheir of Hugh de Flamma- 
ville. For the soul of Agnes his wife he confirmed to Guisborough 
priory the gift.made by Robert de Brus from the fee of Ernulf 
(sic) de Percy, his grandfather; and he quitclaimed to the prior 
_ his right in the churches of Crathorne and Ormesby and the mill 
of Caldecotes given by Ernald de Percy, his grandfather, and 
Ernald his uncle, both 1171-c.

PERCY OF BOLTON PERCY 


This family descended from Picot, a Domesday tenant of 
William de Percy I; and the lands which constituted the 3 knights’ 
fees held by Robert de Perey in 1166 lay principally in Bolton 
Percy, Carnaby and Sutton upon Derwent. A tenancy in chief 
at Wharram, which accounts for the name of Wharram Percy, 
now a lost vill, was acquired in the twelfth century. The descent 
of the family will be described in §2 of Chapter IV. 


It is probable that Robert de Perey II of this family, who 
succeeded his father William son of Robert de Percy I in 1209-13 
and died in 1226-29, can be identified as the Robert de Percy 
who occurs as a justice in 1208" and 12265 and was sheriff of 
Yorkshire from Michaelmas 1213 to Easter 1214.4. The account 
of the latter given by Foss says that he was the third son of 
Jocelin of Louvain and Agnes de Percy, and lord of Sutton upon 
Derwent.6 Both these statements cannot be correct. There - 
appears to be no trustworthy evidence that Jocelin and Agnes 
had a son named Robert;:* and if the latter statement is correct, 
of which, however, no confirmatory evidence has been found, the 
identification can be accepted. It will be noticed in §2 that Peter 
son of Robert de Percy II was sheriff in 1261-63.

The 
sectional numbers refer to the holdings, certain or suggested, and 
in whole or in part, which constituted portions of the knights’ 
fees held of William de Percy II in 1166 and described in Chapter 
IV, or which were acquired by the holders of those fees later in 
the twelfth century. The letter D refers to those demesne lands 
for which charters are printed in Chapter V. The footnotes show 
that in a large number of places there were other tenants in chief; 
and many of these holdings passed to the Percy fee, as will be 
seen in the next table.

At Anley, near Settle, the 2 carucates soke of the king’s manor of 
Bolton and the 3 carucates of Roger of Poitou appear to have 
passed to the Percy fee.4 Eastburn and Steeton, both in par. 
Kildwick, present a point of some complexity, of which a note 
has been given in considering the lands of the honour of Skipton.° 
Whatever the origin of the tenure may have been it will be seen 
that Robert de Plumpton held 4 carucates in Steeton of the 
Percy fee in the thirteenth century. At an earlier date, probably 
late in the reign of Henry II, Elias de Steeton had given land in 
Steeton to Bolton priory;’ but no connexion between the Steeton 
and Plumpton families has been traced. 


It will be noticed in the first of the tables printed above 
that William de Percy held 53 carucates in Dunnington at the 
Domesday survey, and that the archbishop held 4 carucates 
there. That an interest in the prebend of Dunnington in the 
church of York was regarded as an appurtenance of the Percy 
fee is shown by the assignment of the prebend of St. Peter’s 
(which can certainly be identified as Dunnington) to the share of 
Jocelin of Louvain in the division of the Percy barony in 1175.8 
There is a charter, which is not reprinted in the present volume, 
recording that master William Testard, archdeacon of Nottingham, 
had canonically acquired the prebend (of Dunnington) by the 
institution of archbishop Geoffrey and on the presentation of 
dame Agnes de Percy, 1191-94.9 In 1218-19 Richard de Percy, 
her younger son, claimed the advowson of the prebend against 
the archbishop as his right as belonging to his lay fee;!° and 
eventually on 20 January 1224-5 by a final concord he acknow- 
ledged that all the lands of his fee held by the church of York in 
Dunnington, Grimston™ and Hewick of the gift of his ancestors

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The details given in the Lindsey survey, 1115-18,! show a 
large measure of continuity. In several places, such as the 8 
carucates in Elkington, the 3 carucates in Kirmond le Mire, the 
2 carucates 3 bovates in Owmby, the 24 carucates in Somerby, 
the totals of 3 carucates in Stainfield and of 2 carucates in Apley, 
and the smaller holdings in Beckering, Cabourn, Fotherby and 
Westlaby, the lands held by Alan de Percy were precisely the 
same. The 34 carucates in Covenham were represented by 2 
carucates there and a carucate in Cawthorpe in Covenham St. 
Bartholomew. The holding of 24 carucates in Ingleby was repre- 
sented by 2 carucates 14 bovates in Saxilby, which is not men- 
tioned in the Domesday survey for Lincolnshire.? Other differences 
are of a minor character; and the total of Alan’s holdings is 
approximately 54 carucates compared with his father’s holdings 
of approximately 56 carucates. But in addition to this total Alan 
is given as holding 4 carucates in Horkstow, wap. Yarborough, 
as a tenant in chief, and a further 4 carucates there as a tenant 
of Walter de Gant. These may be duplicate entries, for in 1086 
there were only 4 carucates in Horkstow, held by Gilbert de 
Gant in demesne. The Percy under-tenancy of the Gant fee 
certainly continued, for Agnes de Percy held land there,? and in 
1242-43 the master of the Hospitallers held a knight’s fee of the 
old feoffment in Horkstow, of which the immediate tenant of 
Gilbert de Gant was Richard de Percy.‘ 


The only tenants of Alan de Percy which are mentioned in 
the Lindsey survey are Robert de Arci (Avaceia) and William son 
of Hacon, who had minute holdings in Cuxwold, and Richard of 
Lincoln, who held 24 carucates in Reston and Little Carlton and, 
as Richard, 3 carucates in Wickenby; these latter lands, held by 
Osbern of William de Percy in 1086, were inherited by the 
Chamberlain family and formed part of the Chamberlain fee in 
1166, of which an account will be given in §14 in Chapter IV. 


One other place in Lincolnshire must be mentioned where 
the Percy family acquired an interest. This is Worlaby, wap. 
Hill, where the archbishop of York held 2 carucates 2 bovates at 
the Domesday survey, and the same amount, held by the arch- 
deacon [of York], at the Lindsey survey, when Alan de Percy 
also held 6 bovates there.® It is recorded that William de Percy 
[II] had held 2 carucates 2 bovates there which he had given to 
the chapter of York in pure alms, and which the canons were 
holding in 1212.6 In the period 1218-27 Alexander de Bayeux

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held a life tenure of the land of Worlaby of the chapter of York.! 


§3. 


The details in the tables given above show that at the 
Domesday survey William de Percy held 385 carucates 2 bovates 
in chief in Yorkshire, and that subsequently at least 190 carucates 
were added to the Percy fee there; and that at the Domesday 
survey William de Percy held approximately 56 carucates in 
chief in Lincolnshire, much the same amount being held by his 
son Alan de Percy at the Lindsey survey. 


To these figures must be added a considerable amount of 
land, spread over several counties and held as under-tenancies. 
This will be examined in Chapter VI, where it will be seen that 
between the date of Domesday and the end of the twelfth century 
under-tenancies were held by the heirs of William de Percy of the 
honours of Chester and Richmond, the bishopric of Durham, the 
Brus, Gant and Port fees, and, as an under-tenancy of the honour 
of Arundel, the property known as the honour of Petworth.

CHAPTER III. 


CHARTERS OF THE LORDS OF THE FEE 


The charters printed in this chapter include those issued by 
Wilham de Percy I, his son Alan, and his grandson William de 
Percy II. They are followed by a charter which was probably 
issued by Alan de Percy II, who died in his father’s lifetime, and 
on whose death his sisters Maud and Agnes became his father’s 
coheirs. The charters of Maud and her husband the earl of 
Warwick, and of Agnes and her husband Jocelin of Louvain, are 
followed by those issued by Henry the eldest son of Agnes, who 
died in her lifetime, and finally by one of Richard de Percy, a 
younger son, to whom she gave a considerable portion of her 
inheritance, and whose disputes with his nephew William de 
Percy III lasted for a long period. 


1. Gift by William de Percy [I] to Serlo the prior, his brother, and 
the monks of Whitby, for the souls of king William [I] and 
queen Maud and for his lord king William [II], their son, and 
for his lord Hugh earl of Chester, and for himself and Emma 
de Port his wife and Alan de Percy his son, of the vills of Whitby, 
Stainsacre, Newholm, Stakesby, the port [of Whitby], Hackness 
and the churches of St. Mary and St. Peter there, Northfield, 
Suffield, Everley, Broxa and Thirley Cotes;1 tithes of the hall in 
Upleatham, Wilton and Seamer, and in Kirmond le Mire, 
Ludford, Covenham, Immingham and Somerby [co. Lincoln]; 
half the tithe of fish in Airy Hill;? and the forests and pastures 
and other appurtenances of the church of Whitby.

Gift by Alan de Percy [I] to the monks of Whitby, for the health 
of his lord king Henry and the souls of William de Percy his 
father and Emma de Port his mother, of two-thirds of the tithe 
of grain of his demesnes of Upleatham, Wilton, Seamer and 
Nafferton, and of Immingham, Somerby, Stainton le Vale, 
Kirmond le Mire, Ludford, Elkington, Cawthorpe, Covenham 
and Owmby [co. Lincoln]; and of Staxton, of the gift of Richard 
de Percy his brother.

There is another charter entered in the Chartulary in which Alan de 

Percy recorded a detailed list of gifts, most of which had been made by 
his father, and which he confirmed; the witnesses are the same, except that 
the first is given as Walter, instead of William, his brother.! These charters 
were probably issued early in the period assigned; for Everard, the ancestor 
of the Leathley family, and Malger, the ancestor of the Vavasour family, 
were Domesday tenants of William de Percy I; see §4 and §3 in Chapter IV. 


3. Gift by Alan de Percy [I] and Richard his brother to the monks 
of Whitby of two-thirds of the tithe of the demesne of Staxton 

[par. Willerby]. [1100-c. 1115]

The gift is included in Alan de Percy’s general charter (no. 2), and 
this charter was presumably of earlier date. Richard de Percy was of 
Dunsley. Staxton had formed a portion of the marriage endowment of 
Emma de Gant, wife of Alan de Percy, who had presumably enfeoffed 
Richard his brother. 


4, Confirmation by Alan de Percy [I] to Whitby abbey of the vills 
which Tancard the Fleming had sold to abbot William, namely 
Fylingdales, Fyling Thorpe, Normanby and Hawsker; and 
general confirmation of the lands etc. of his fee belonging to the 
abbey within specified bounds [as in the charter of king Henry I].

This land formed part of the 6 carucates in Holme on the Wolds, 
which with other land constituted the 4 knights’ fees held by William de 
Percy II of the bishop of Durham in 1166; notes of this tenure will be 
given in Chapter VI. 

The first witness, Robert son of Fulk, had succeeded his father as 
steward; and the charter was evidently issued late in Alan de Percy’s life. 
As William de Percy shared in the gift the date is probably late in the 
period assigned. The sixth witness gives the name of the earliest recorded 
member of the Hallay family; he was probably of an earlier generation 
than the Robert who was living as late as 1175; see §i3 in Chapter IV. 


6. Gift by Alan de Percy [I] to St. Peter’s hospital, York, of 2 
bovates of land in Dalton [par. Topcliffe] for the establishment 
of a vaccary, with pannage for swine bred there; and confirmation 
of the gift made by Theobald of 2 bovates of land in the same 
vill, quit of all custom except danegeld. [c. 1130-1135]

The witnesses show that this charter belongs to the same period as 
the next, being towards the end of Alan de Percy’s life, and so in the period 
1130-35. 

Theobald, the donor mentioned, was evidently of the same family as 

Theobald de Dalton who gave 4 bovates in Dalton to Newburgh priory 
(no. 32), but was presumably of an older generation. The wood of Moskwith 
or Mosquid, and the park of Berbilond in Dalton are mentioned in Percy 
déeds.* 


7. Grant by Alan de Percy [I] to St. Peter’s hospital, York, of 
licence to grind corn without multure at his mills at Stamford 
Bridge. [c. 1130-35]

This is followed in both references? by a charter of William de Percy 
confirming the gift of Alan his father in the same terms; the witnesses are 
the same, in a different order, with the addition of Gilbert the canon as the 
first of them. The phrase ‘pater meus Alanus eis in vita sua... . dederat’ 
shows that William’s charter was issued after Alan’s death; but the interval

This was land of the Gant fee, which Emma de Gant, wife of Alan de 
Percy I, had brought on her marriage. The family of Rocheford, which 
gave their name to the place (no. 10) and of which some notes are given in 
the section on the Gant fee in Chapter VI, held an under-tenancy. In 1284-85 
of the 12 carucates in Wold Newton, the prior of Bridlington held one 
carucate in pure alms of the Gant fee, and two carucates were held of 
Whitby abbey.? 

The gift of Emma wife of Alan de Percy with the consent of William 
her son was confirmed by king Stephen, 1135-39.3 It is probable that the 
present charter belongs to the same period.

The church of Seamer was included in archbishop Henry’s confirmation 
charter to Whitby.® That gives the latest date as 1153 for the present 
charter; and as the church was not included in pope Eugenius III’s 
confirmation, 1145-48, but only tithes in Seamer, the limits of date can be 
suggested as 1145-53. Although the first witness occurs as late as 1169, he

10. Confirmation by William de Percy [II] to Whitby abbey of 2 
carucates of land in Newton Rocheforth [Wold Newton], given

8d. yearly, with 
the stipulation that after Walter’s death Erneis should hold them of Whitby 
abbey; hiis testibus, Roberto decano sancti Petri Eboracensis, Geroldo 
canonico, Serlone canonico, Toma filio Paulini canonico, et aliis.2 Walter 
de Percy’s gift to Whitby of 2 carucates in ‘Neuethon in Waldo’ was in- 
cluded in archbishop Koger’s confirmation,*+ of which the latest date is 
1160 as Osbert the archdeacon witnessed.° This charter was certainly issued 
earlier than no. 11, but an early limit of date is difficult to establish. The 

-eighth witness was possibly Hugh son of Adam de Montbegon; but this 
seems to be the only reference for a son of Adam, who died before 1172,6 
named Hugh, and Roger, Adam’s son and heir did not die until 1226. For 
Erneis brother of Aldred, who was living in 1153-61, see the note to no. 37.

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It has been supposed! that this charter was issued before the death of 
king Henry I, and so would furnish a proof that William de Percy succeeded 
his father before December 1135. There are two objections to so early a 
date. First, it is most unlikely that Baldwin son of Ralph de Irton, whose 
father witnessed the preceding charter, could have witnessed so early as 
1130-35, for he was living in 1166 and later; and secondly, because 1145-53 
is the suggested period when the church of Seamer, which was included 
here among the specified gifts, was given to the abbey by William de Percy 
II (note to no. 9). It is therefore reasonably certain that the king named 
was not Henry I but Henry II. The mention of William’s first wife puts 
the latest possible date as 1166. Robert de Argentom’s son William held 
a knight’s fee of William de Percy in 1166?. 


12. Gift by William de Percy [II] to Benedict the abbot and the 
monks of Sallay abbey, which he had built, of Sallay, Dudland, 
and Ellenthorpe [par. Gisburn]; and confirmation of a carucate 
of land in Rimington [par.

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The heading is given as ‘carta prima ejusdem Willelmi’, being preceded 
by a. note of the foundation: ‘Anno ab incarnacione Domini M°.C°.xlvij. 
kal. Januar. emissus est conventus cum abbate Benedicto ad construendam 
abbaciam de Salleya petente et preparante eis locum nobili viro Willelmo 
de Percy viij. idus. Januar. fundata est ipsa die luna prima.’ It was a 
Monday on 6 January 1146-7, and a Tuesday on 6 January 1147-8. It must 
be deduced that the abbey was founded in the former year,! the day being 
the first Monday after 1 January, and that the reckoning from Christmas 
for the beginning of the year was being used. This was Farrer’s revised 
opinion,? and he noted that in the Fountains chronicle the foundation 
of Sallay was placed earlier than that of Roche, the three daughter-houses 
of Newminster being given as Pipewell, Sallay and Roche in that order,3 
and it being known that Roche was founded on 30 July 1147. 

The foundation of Sallay had been preceded by the gift to Robert 
abbot of Newminster of 2 carucates of land in Sallay by Swane son of 
Swane (no. 13), made no doubt with the approval of William de Percy. 
Farrer added in his note to that charter that “it is indeed by no means 
improbable that some small religious settlement may have existed on 
Swane’s land, near St. Andrew’s well, for many years anterior to 1147, and 
this may have been known to Benedict. In any case the non-existence at 
that time of any religious house in this part of Yorkshire or in the adjoining 
parts of Lancashire, accounts for the foundation of this house and the 
welcome which it immediately received .... in the valley of the Ribble 
and the neighbouring parts of Craven.”’ 

The date of the present charter was probably 1147 or soon after, and 
certainly earlier than no. 14. For Norman son of Uctred see §21 in Chapter 
IV; the charter of Robert the steward is pd. at no. 91 in §1.

The heading is given as ‘carta secunda Willelmi de Perci..... The 
mention of the service of Stainton suggests that the date is earlier than 
1154 in view of king Stephen’s confirmation (no. 15); and the witnesses 
suggest a date not much later than no. 12. 

There is another charter in the Chartulary (f.1),4 also headed ‘carta 
secunda’, addressed to the archbishop and mentioning abbot Benedict; 
many of the clauses are precisely the same, but the gifts of Guy de Humet 
and Robert the steward are not included; as the long lists of witnesses are 
the same the two charters were issued on the same occasion. Dodsworth 
made a copy of this shorter charter from the original in the possession of 
Robert Hartley of Stirk House in 1629. 

William de Percy issued a further charter, entered in the Chartulary 
with the heading ‘carta quarta’ (f.145Y) ;3 it was addressed to the archbishop 
and the chapter of St. Peter’s, and confirmed with the consent of Adelida 
his wife and Alan his heir all the same gifts mentioned in the charter printed 
above, the vill of Stainton and not the service of Stainton being included, 
with clauses to ensure peaceful possession and to deprecate the exaction of 
any services; testibus subscriptis in quorum audiencia hec carta facta lecta 
et concessa fuit in magno placito apud Tadecastre, Alano de Perci filio et 
herede Willelmi de Perci, Roberto de Perci, Roberto dapifero filio Roberti 
dapiferi, G[?ilberto] can[onico]* filio Fulconis, R. capellano de Samer, et 
multis aliis. This was not later than 1166 as the grantor’s first wife was 
living. For the grant of the vill of Stainton by Selby abbey to Sallay see 
no. 124; and it seems clear that Sallay had acquired some interest in Stainton 
at an earlier date. In no. 123 the service of the land of Stainton is described 
as the 15s. payable to the chief lord.

Hugh du Puiset, the first witness, was consecrated at Rome on 20 
December 1153; and the king was in Yorkshire in the following summer.? 
At an earlier date, before the death of his son Eustace, the king issued a 
charter of protection in general terms in favour of the abbey.* 

Archbishop Roger also issued a charter? confirming the same gifts 
mentioned in king Stephen’s charter, William de Percy’s gift of the service 
of Stainton, however, being replaced by the vill of Stainton of the gift of 
the abbey of Selby. That gift was made in the period 1154-58; see no. 124 
in Chapter IV. The archbishop’s charter was earlier than 1165 as the 
legatine style is absent, and presumably not later than 1162, when Sallay 
acquired a carucate in Barrowby (no. 204), which was not included. The 
description of the donor of the land in Ilkley as Robert the steward son of | 
Fulk,® shows that it was given by the elder Robert; see §1 in Chapter IV. 

In the confirmation charter of pope Alexander III, dated 18 December 
1172,7 the grange of Barrowby was included; and Sallay, with the land of | 
Crocum and Dudland, and also Ellenthorpe and Stainton are described as 
granges. |

The charter of William son of Hugh also quitclaiming to the abbey 
the 15s. rent is printed at no. 125, of which the earliest date is suggested 
as c.

The effect was to confirm Sallay in the freedom from the service due to the 
chief lord which was mentioned when Hugh son of Everard, William’s 
father, gave the vill of Stainton to Selby abbey (no. 123).

There is another copy of this charter on f.24 in almost precisely the 
same terms. Charters of Durand de Cliff, giving the manor of Deepdale 
with land and pasture there, and of Richard son of Angot de Osgodby, 
giving land in Osgodby, are printed at nos. 189 and 195 below. They are 
both witnessed by Richard dean of Seamer, who witnessed charters of 
Agnes de Percy after the death of her husband (nos. 75, 78). This would 
suggest a date for the present charter quite late in the life of William de 
Percy. But the first witness occurs in no. 10 which is earlier than 1160, and he 
was succeeded by his son Baldwin by 1166; see §30 in Chapter IV. It may be 
that Richard was rural dean for a long period. A date such as c. 1160-1166 
seems probable. The second witness was presumably Marmaduke Darel.

At least five of the witnesses to this and the next charter are the same; 
and it is not unlikely that Baldwin the knight was the same man as Baldwin 
son of Ralph, who witnessed the next charter and who held a little more 
than a knight’s fee of William de Percy in 1166. As the date 1164-1175 is 
suggested for the next charter it is assigned for this one. Nicholas the dean 
of Tadcaster, who can be presumed to have held the rectory of Tadcaster 
and the rural deanery of the Ainsty, also witnessed a charter of Robert the 
steward the younger (no. 90), who died before 1175, and a charter of Maud 
countess of Warwick in 1189 (no. 50); he occurs as rector of Tadcaster in 
no. 28, where Ernald is named as his predecessor; and it is not unlikely that 
Ernald, who as Arnald priest of Tadcaster with Nicholas his son witnessed 
no. 10, was his father.

There are two charters of Thurstan de Arches making gifts to Fountains

no less than. twelve of the present witnesses also witnessed no. 26, which 
was certainly not issued before 1164. 

Farrer noted that Juden’ is now Cowside beck. This joins the river 
Skirfare at Arncliffe, and Darnbrook beck joins Cowside beck 24 miles to 
the south-west.

The mention of Sibyl [de Valognes], the second wife of William de Percy, 
in this charter and nos. 26-28 and 30 shows that 1164 is their earliest limit 
of date. 

The charter of Ulf son of Roschil de Malham making this gift is printed 
at no. 242. His gift, in addition to those made by William de Percy and 
Thurstan de Arches, as in nos. 23 and 24 above, was included in king Henry 
II’s confirmation to the abbey, issued at York in August 1175.2

The Morers family held an interest in Frunthorpe, later known as 
Thorpe le Vale; see §33 in Chapter IV.

At 
Michaelmas 1175 William son of Robert owed 30 marks for having a record 
and judgement of the land of Wetherby (Wervebi1) according to the deed

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between him and William de Percy.! The king was at Winchester in October 
and November of that year, and Richard de Lucy was with him. The 
king’s charter may have been issued then or shortly afterwards; it was 
certainly issued after the death of William de Percy in 1174-75, and pro- 
bably before the death of Richard de Lucy in 1179. In the partition of the 
Percy barony in 1175 Wetherby was assigned to the share of the earl of 
Warwick.

Farrer assigned this charter to Alan de Percy I, suggesting a date 
c. 1125-1130, chiefly because Aldred of York died before Michaelmas 1130; — 
but, as he points out, this would introduce an unknown dean of York named 
Robert in that period. This is an insuperable difficulty, for the first dean 
named Robert was Robert de Gant, who did not become dean before 1143, 
and Robert Butevilain, who became dean in 1157-58, was known as Robert 
secundus.3 Moreover, Erneis brother of Aldred occurs as a witness with 
John the treasurer [of York] to a charter of Savaric abbot of St. Mary’s,* 
the extreme limits of date being 1153-61; and Erneis of York and Aldred 
his brother witnessed a charter of William de Percy II much later than 
1130 (no. 10). 

The evidence, therefore, strongly suggests that the grantor was Alan 
de Percy II, who died in the lifetime of his father William de Percy II. 
In 1166 this Alan de Percy held a knight’s fee of John de Port,° evidently 
in respect of the maritagium of Emma wife of William de Percy I, 
which must have included Isleham; and it can be deduced that his father 
William de Percy II had made over to him part of Emma’s inheritance 
before that date. According to the ‘Memorial’ Emma de Port gave to 
Whitby abbey ‘unam mansuram in Usegate et duas carucatas terre unam 
in Ysleham et alteram in Sneileswelle’ [Snailwell, co. Cambridge];® and the 
2 carucates must have been lost before the present restoration. 

The editor of the Whitby Chartulary assigned the charter to Alan le 
Meschin, an illegitimate son of Alan de Percy I. But this cannot be supported, 
for the interests of that Alan lay in Scotland where he gave lands to Whitby,’ 
and it is quite unlikely that he had an interest in Isleham. That place and 
Snailwell are only four miles apart; and certainly the interest in Snailwell

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descended to William de Percy III of the main line,! the great-nephew and 
heir of Alan de Percy II. 

On the assumption that the charter was issued by the latter, and 
having regard to his chronology suggested in Chapter I, the period c. 1155-70 
can be assigned. 


CHARTERS OF MAUD DE PERCY AND THE 
EARL OF WARWICK 


All these charters were issued between 1175, when William 
de Percy’s barony was divided, and 1204 when countess Maud 
was dead. Those issued in the earl’s hfetime were not later than 
1184; but in many issued by the countess it is uncertain whether 
her husband was alive or not. With regard to no. 54, in which 
she spoke of service due to her and of a fee held of her, it might 
be supposed, if the witness clause were missing and the charter 
were taken by itself, that it was issued in her widowhood; but 
that is not so, for it was witnessed by her husband. It is therefore 
unsafe to assign the earliest date of 1184 to many of her charters. 
In some instances that may be justified, but not necessarily in 
all.2 It is curious that in only one charter (no. 65) she used the 
phrase ‘in her widowhood and lawful power’, and that in only 
two of her charters (nos. 50, 60) she mentioned her husband in 
the ‘pro salute anime’ clause. In the first of these he was certainly 
dead, but in the second it is uncertain.

A similar confirmation was issued by Jocelin of Louvain and Henry 
his son, and another by Agnes de Percy (no. 71 and note). Both the earl of 
Warwick and Jocelin acquired an interest in Malham at the division of the 
barony in 1175. William de Percy II’s gift of pasture and his confirmation 
of the gift of Thurstan de Arches; his gift of Malham tarn and the fishery; 
and his confirmation of the gift of Ulf son of Roschil were made in the 
period 1164-75 (nos. 23, 24, 25). All these gifts were included in the con- 
firmation by king Henry II of August 1175.3 

The first witness was presumably the earl’s brother Henry, who wit- 
nessed nos. 48 and 53, being the third of the sons of Roger earl of Warwick.? 
Greetham in Rutland was held of the earldom of Warwick.

It is convenient to consider together the present confirmation and the 
ensuing six charters in favour of Fountains abbey, although their chrono- 
logical arrangement cannot be assured; nor is it certain whether some or all 
of them were issued during the ear! of Warwick’s lifetime. As five of the © 
witnesses to the present charter occur in no. 38, which is dated 1175, and 
the first witness suggests, though does not prove, that the earl was living, 
the date 1175-84 can be assigned tentatively. Charters of Baldwin son of 
Ralph de Irton are given in §30 in Chapter IV. 

The fact that the earl’s clerk witnessed no. 40 also suggests the same 
period. Several of the witnesses occur in the ensuing six charters. Nigel 
de Plumpton witnessed all of them, but he died later than the countess. 
On the other hand Nigel de Stockeld, who appears to have died not later 
than 1194 (§24 in Chapter IV), witnessed nos. 40-42, and that can be taken 
as their latest date. A reason is given for supposing that the earliest date 
for nos. 41 and 42 is 1182; and no. 45 was probably issued quite late in the 
life of the countess.

The gift of the hospital was confirmed to the abbey by king Henry II, 
at the petition of Maud countess of Warwick, recording the terms of the 
gift in detail, the last paragraph running ‘si vero predicti monachi ration- 
abiliter amplius ibi adquirere poterunt secundum quantitatem tenementi 
sui quod ibi adepti fuerint utentur pascuis et ceteris aisiamentis in Tatecastre 
et in Litton et in Linton et ceteris appendiciis prefati hospitalis’; issued at 
Westminster and witnessed by Ranulf de Glanville, Hugh de Morewyk, 
Hugh Bardulf, Hubert Walter, Ranulf de Gedding;! the date is presumably 
not earlier than 1181 in view of the names of the justices who witnessed, 
and not later than 1186, when Hubert Walter became dean of York; and 
the king’s absences abroad reduce the period to July 1181 to March 1182, 
or June 1184 to April 1185, or the spring or early summer of 1186. Although 
it cannot be assumed that the countess made her petition after her husband’s- 
death, this is not unlikely, and the period 1184-85 is probable for the king’s 
charter. Alternatively, if the king issued his confirmation shortly after the 
charter of the earl and countess the date of 1181 is not impossible for both. 

The brethren of the hospital issued a charter, with the confirmation 
and seals of the earl and countess, surrendering themselves and their place 
of Tadcaster to Sallay abbey, being received as brethren, with a proviso 
against removal except with their own consent.

These gifts were included in the comprehensive charter of confirmation 
issued by king Richard I on 23 October 1189.2, Ernald was elected abbot 
of Rievaulx on 2 March 1188-9. The gift of the church of Tadcaster was 
confirmed by Agnes de Percy, the donor’s sister and heir (no. 77). 

There were disputes, however, between William de Percy, the grandson 
of Agnes, and William Gernun his clerk on the one hand and the abbey on 
the other. These were settled by archbishop Gray on 11 December 1225, 
certain tithes being awarded to the abbey and the advowson, saving the 
life interest of William Gernun in the rectory, to William de Percy, who 
subsequently gave the advowson and the church itself to the abbey, saving 
his chapel in his court of Tadcaster with the chantry.4 The church was 
appropriated to the abbey by pope Gregory IX on 16 April 1239, subject 
to the life interest of the rector and a future provision for a vicar; and the 
appropriation was confirmed by him in 1241.>

Nigel de Stockeld issued a charter to the hospital, combining his gift 
of the vill of Stockeld with land in Kirk Deighton of the fee of William 
Trussebut, probably in the summer of 1194, when it was also confirmed 
by his son Walter.! It might therefore be supposed that the present con- 
firmation was issued then or shortly afterwards. But Nigel had issued an 
earlier charter relating to Kirk Deighton which was confirmed by William 
Trussebut before his death in 1175-76;? and it is possible that he also issued 
an earlier one making the gift of Stockeld. Moreover, the last witness to 
the present charter suggests that the earl of Warwick was living. A wide 
limit of date must therefore be assigned,* but a date earlier than 1184 is 
likely. A charter to Nigel’s son Richard is given at no. 65, not earlier than 
that year. For the Stockeld fee see §24 in Chapter IV.

His descendant Richard de Percy was addressed as patron.* The priory 
acquired the church of Gisburn, though the name of the donor (perhaps 
William de Percy II) is not recorded. Archbishop Gray issued an ordination 
of the church with the nuns’ assent in 1226.5

This includes another of the gifts which were excepted in the grantor’s 
charter to Fountains abbey (no. 46), and so was issued earlier than 1199. 
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It was probably, though not certainly, issued after the death of the earl 
of Warwick. The grantee, who is named Juliana de Warewic in no. 359, 
gave these lands, so described, to her son John, the countess then being 
dead;! and John, named John de Plumpton, gave the 6 acres, which the 
countess had given to Juliana his mother, to Mauger le Vavasour.? Further 
notes will be given in the introduction to the Plumpton fee, §29 in Chapter 
TV 

Of the places mentioned Skirden lies 14 miles to the north of Bolton 
by Bowland, and Ray Head 4 mile further north. Fildingate is lost.% 
Alrebarwe, the alder grove, was within the bounds of the forest of Gisburn.*

The charter of Adam son of Copsi is printed at no. 240, the date being 
not later than 1189-91, and probably not later than 1184. As seven witnesses 
occur in both charters the present charter was probably issued soon after- 
wards. A charter issued subsequently by Robert, described as Robert de 
Linton, chamberlain of the countess, dealing with the half carucate, is 
printed at no. 241.

CHARTERS OF AGNES DE PERCY AND 
JOCELIN OF LOUVAIN 


The first of these charters specifies a manor which Jocelin 
of Louvain acquired on his marriage to Agnes de Percy. It must 
not therefore be assumed that all his charters relating to the 
Percy fee were issued after his share of the barony was assigned 
to him in 1175. The latest date for them is that of his death in 
the year ending at Michaelmas 1180. Unlike her sister Agnes 
de Percy often mentioned her widowhood or made a pious reference 
to her late husband in the charters which she issued after his 
death. These can be dated within the limits of 1180 and 1204. 

This section concludes with two charters issued by her 
eldest son Henry, who died by 1198, and one by her younger son 
Richard. Some charters relating to Jocelin of Louvain’s tenure 
of the honour of Petworth, a member of the honour of Arundel, 
will be given in Chapter VI. 


68. Grant in perpetual fee farm by Jocelin [of Louvain], the queen’s 
brother, with the king’s consent and that of his wife Agnes de 
Percy and of his heirs, to Sixle priory of his manor of Ludford 
[wap. Wraggoe, co. Lincoln], which the king had given him for 
his service when he gave him Agnes to wife; reserving the 
services and tenements held by his knights in the vill, and a 
yearly payment of 12/. by the priory; and also of Richard son 
of Ulf with his heirs and tenement. For this grant the priory 
gave him and his wife 100/7. of silver which he received on his 
start for Jerusalem for the expenses of his journey. [c. 1174]

This charter shows that a manor in Ludford, where William de Percy I 
held land at the Domesday survey and Alan de Percy I at the Lindsey 
survey, was acquired by Jocelin of Louvain, brother of queen Adeliza, on 
his marriage to Agnes de Percy at a date later than 1154. It presumably 
formed part of the 54 knights’ fees held by Jocelin in 1166.1! In 1212 it 
was recorded that William de Percy II and his heirs had given 4 carucates 
3 bovates in Ludford to Sixle priory at farm for 12/7. [yearly], apart from 
the feoffment he made to Robert de Thweng.? In 1186-88 king Henry II 
confirmed to Sixle priory a large number of gifts including that of Jocelin 
of the church of St. Helen of Ludford and all the tenement that he had in 
the vill and territory of [North] Willingham;? but that must have been a 
separate gift.

In view of the gift of the church made by Jocelin, noticed in the 
preceding note, this must have been a confirmation. The date is probably 
early in the period assigned, and perhaps soon after Jocelin’s death.

the chaplain of [North] Willingham all witnessed another Sixle charter in 
the time of Henry II;3 and similarly Ralph rector of Hainton and William 
the chaplain of Willingham.* Geoffrey de Percy occurs in the preceding 
charter as Jocelin’s steward. Notes on William de Murers and Theobald 
de Dalton will be given in §33 in Chapter IV, and at no. 232 in Chapter V.

The charter of Robert son of Robert, who can be identified as Robert 
de Thweng, granting the vill of Legsby to Sixle priory, is printed in §12 
in Chapter IV, with some notes on his family. Notes on Robert de Hallay 
are given in §13. He held a knight’s fee of William de Percy II in Covenham, 
and at the Domesday survey there were 34 bovates in Grainthorpe, soke 
of Covenham. It was presumably from that land that Robert made his 
gift to Sixle priory. The earliest date for the present charter is that of 
Jocelin’s marriage; but as at least seven of the witnesses occur in no. 68 
the period must be the same, and as it was probably (though not certainly) 
issued after the death of William de Percy II, the limits of c. 1175 and 
1180 can be suggested.

These charters can be compared with the confirmation of the earl of 
Warwick and Maud de Percy issued on 28 December 1175 (no. 38), and 
were probably issued shortly afterwards.

The double description of the first witness makes it clear 
that Richard was rector of Seamer and rural dean of Dickering. He occurs 
again in nos.

The next charter shows that Richard de Newby was the son of William 
Martin. The latter was the joint holder of a third of a knight’s fee in 1166;

Alan de Percy was the son and heir of William de Percy II and died in 
his father’s lifetime. It is clear that William son of Alan de Percy was 
illegitimate, for otherwise he would have inherited the whole of the Percy 
fee. The Percy portion of Gargrave was assigned to the share of Jocelin 
of Louvain, Agnes de Percy’s husband, in the division of 1175. William’s 
claim to Gargrave may have been due to some promise made to him by 
Jocelin, or it may have been granted to Alan by his father. Beamsley was 
shared between the Percy fee and the honour of Skipton, and the Mauleverer 
family had an interest in both portions.?

The first of the five knights’ fees was the Amundeville fee (§7), held 
by Ralph de Amundeville in 1166 and 1175, and by his son Ralph de Amunde- 
ville II from c. 1192. The second was the Thweng fee (§12), held by Marma- 
duke de Thweng as successor of his father Robert son of Robert. The fifth 
was the fee which had been held by Richard de Weiton’ in 1166 (§15) and 
as Richard de Wyton in 1175. The third fee can be identified as the Argentom 
fee (§16), for the two daughters of William de Argentom, who died 1179-85, 
were Agnes wife of Roger son of Peter and Alice wife of Gilbert de Stratton,? 
and in 1204 Hugh de Bolebi (the joint tenant named in this charter) and 
Maud his wife acknowledged 3} carucates in Upleatham and elsewhere as 
the right of Alice wife of Gilbert de Stratton.* These four fees had been 
included in the share of the barony assigned to Jocelin of Louvain, Agnes 
de Percy’s husband, in 1175. With regard to the fourth fee it can be 
suggested that Killet represents Kilton, for William de Kilton was apparently 
the eldest son and successor of Ilger son of Roer who had held a knight’s 
fee of William de Percy in 1166 (§17), which, like the other four fees, was 
assigned to the share of Jocelin of Louvain in 1175. 

It is difficult to give any approximate date for the issue of this charter; 
but it must have been issued after Jocelin’s death. It may have been issued 
soon afterwards in view of the prospective succession of Henry de Percy 
the eldest son to his father’s Petworth estate, and the desire to make 
provision for a younger son, or after Henry’s death in 1197-98.

The chronology of Henry de Percy is a difficult matter. It might be 
supposed that he came of age in 1190, when at Michaelmas he owed 500 
marks for having the honour of Petworth as his father had it at his death, 
the honour having remained in the king’s hand during the preceding years.? 
But this is in conflict with the fact that Richard his younger brother owed 
20s. in Yorkshire at Michaelmas 1181 for a recognition of land in Stainton, 
par. Gargrave, which he paid in the following year.2. This means that 
Richard, even if he came of age at the age of knighthood, could not have 
been born later than 1160-63,* with the corollary that Henry could not 
have been born later than 1159-62, and so had been of full age several 
years before he had Petworth in 1190. Moreover, before his death in 1180, 
Jocelin gave to Richard land in Stedham,°? a member of the honour of 
Petworth. 

Henry de Percy married Isabel daughter of Adam de Brus II; and this 
accounts for her brother Peter® being the first witness to this charter and 
the next. His elder son William attained full age between 1212 and 1214; 
and the date of the marriage may have been c. 1188-90. The witnesses to 
this charter suggest that it was issued at about the same period as the 
next, which was certainly not issued before 1189; and the mention of his 
children puts the earliest date somewhat later. Henry de Percy died before 
Michaelmas 1198 and was buried at the priory of St-L6, Rouen,’ a member 
of which house occurs here as a witness.

This is only one of a large number of charters issued by Richard de 
Percy, who did not die until 1244; but of this the latest date is 1210 when 
Richard Malebisse died.t. A charter of William de Percy II, Richard de 
Percy’s grandfather, confirming to Byland abbey gifts made by Durand 
de Cliff and Angot de Osgodby is printed at no. 22, and the gift of pasture 
in Moskwith by Agnes de Percy at no. 75. Charters of Durand de Cliff and 
Richard son of Angot de Osgodby are printed at nos. 189 and 195. 

It might be supposed that as the demesne of Catton was given to 
Richard de Percy by his mother possibly as early as 1180 (no. 84) he issued 
this confirmation shortly afterwards, but there is no reason to suppose he 
acquired possession of the other lands during her life. A date between 1204 
and 1210 can therefore be suggested. 


APPENDIX A. 


The following is a list of a few gifts made by William de 
Percy II and his two daughters Maud and Agnes, for which the 
texts of their charters do not appear to have been preserved. 
They exclude references to feoffments and gifts which are made 
in the notes to the charters printed above or in the introductions 
to the sections in Chapter IV. 


(i) William de Percy gave 2 bovates in Ludford, co. Lincoln, 
to Thomas son of Jollan for the service of an eighth of a knight’s 
fee; and in 1212 Thomas and his heirs were holding them.? The 
name of Thomas son of Jollan does not occur in the carta of 1166; 
but in 1175 a knight’s fee held by him was assigned to the share 
of the earl of Warwick in the division of the barony. 


(ii) William de Percy gave 2+ carucates in Worlaby, wap.

(iii) Maud countess of Warwick gave to Robert de Beaugrant 
the land of Ray Head (Raheued) in the forest of Gisburn.4 She 
mentioned a gift to him in her charter giving land in the forest to 
Fountains abbey (no. 46).

CHAPTER IV. 
CHARTERS RELATING TO THE KNIGHTS’ FEES 


The examination of the knights’ fees held of the Percy 
tenancy in chief, with which this chapter is concerned, is based 
primarily on the carta of 1166 (no. 88). This shows a total of 
28 knights’ fees of the old feoffment, and 8 plus a third and a 
tenth of the new. The details given in the division of the barony 
between the husbands of his two daughters and coheirs in 1175 
after the death of William de Percy II (no. 89) include a large 
number of holdings, partly given as knights’ fees and partly on 
a carucage basis, with certain references to holdings of other 
tenancies in chief. The division specified an approximate total 
of 43 knights’ fees. 


The next material is the valuable return, made in 1212, of 
the lands in Lincolnshire held in chief mainly by knight service.! 
In this return, apart from gifts in frankalmoin, land was held of 
the Percy tenancy in chief, which included land held of Richard 
de Percy, by the service of slightly more than 104 knights’ fees. 
No contemporary return for Yorkshire has survived;? but for 
1242-43 there is a list of the fees of the honour of William de 
Percy [III] amongst other similar lists for Yorkshire.? The total 
is only slightly more than 7 knights’ fees; and the return, which 
apparently does not include the fees held of Richard de Percy, 
who was then alive, is clearly incomplete. For the same period 
there is a detailed list of the lands in Lincolnshire for which 
scutage was assessable, followed by lists of the fees held by the 
tenants in chief;* and those held of William and Richard de 
Percy add up to 5 or 6 knights’ fees—a curious decrease from the 
1212 return. But when Henry son of William de Percy died in 
1272 the inquisition for Lincolnshire’-—the only one which has 
survived—found that the knights’ fees pertaining to the manor 
of Ludford as his chief manor in the county amounted to slightly 
over 84. - 

For the later period there is ample material for the tenancies 
of the Percy fee in Yorkshire in the returns of 1284-85 and 
1302-03,° but except for the wapentakes of Staincliffe and Dickering 
it is difficult to deduce an approximate estimate of the number 
of knights’ fees. In the former wapentake, where an important

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number of holdings belonged to the Percy fee, out of a total of 
about 214 knights’ fees, Henry de Percy held about 74 as com- 
pared with about 104 belonging to the honour of Skipton, 14 to 
the Lascy fee, 3 to the Mowbray fee and 14 in the royal demesne;} 
and in Dickering Henry de Percy held 2 knights’ fees.2, A return 
in 1303 for Lincolnshire closely follows the details of 1242-43, 
showing the changes in the tenancies which had taken place.’ 


The inquisitions held after the death of Henry de Percy in 
13144 are of great value for tracing the continuity of the tenancies. 
They record a total of slightly more than 74 knights’ fees in 
Lincolnshire; Petworth was held of the earl of Arundel by the 
service of 21 knights’ fees; and the castle and barony of Alnwick, 
which had been acquired five years earher, was held in chief for 
3 knights’ fees. There are detailed returns for the three ridings of 
Yorkshire and a separate one for Craven; but they are primarily 
concerned with details based on carucage, and it would be difficult 
to calculate the total amount of knight service due from the 
Yorkshire lands. This is even more difficult in the case of the 
dower assigned to Eleanor, Henry de Percy’s widow,°® where the 
majority of the holdings are reduced to a fractional value of a 
knight’s fee, the fractions going as low as a ninety-sixth, which 
on the basis of 12 carucates to a knight’s fee would represent a 
single bovate. 


There are two twelfth-century records for which no ex- 
planation has been found. The first is a holding of 54 knights 
in the fee of Jocelin of Louvain in Yorkshire in 1166;® and the 
second is the statement that Thomas de Arcy held 5 knights’ 
fees of the fee of William de Percy in Lincolnshire in 1184-85.’ 
With regard to the first, although the return is under Yorkshire 
it is likely that it included the manor of Ludford, co. Lincoln, 
which Jocelin acquired on his marriage with Agnes de Percy, his 
charter to Sixle priory (no. 68) making mention of tenements 
held by his knights in that vill. With regard to the second, no 
mention of Thomas de Arcy occurs in the Percy carta of 1166, 
nor, indeed, of so large a holding either then or in 1175. Thomas 
de Arcy the younger, in the king’s wardship in 1184-85, had 
inherited 20 knights’ fees in chief. There seems to be no clue 
to his tenure of the Percy barony, except the statement in 1175 
that the service of Thomas de Arcy (the elder) and his land was 
assigned to the share of the earl of Warwick.

The folio in the Percy Chartulary is now badly torn at the top and 
sides, as is shown in the printed copy made in 1911. The text here printed 
is based on the MS. with additions from the copy in MS. Dodsworth, made 
when the MS. was in a more perfect state. 

A comparison between this record and the cavta of nine years earlier 
shows considerable continuity among the more important tenants, both in 
name and the amount of service, in some instances a change being due to 
death. But among the smaller tenants and the tenancies held jointly the same — 
continuity cannot be traced, and there were numerous changes of grouping. 

In the tenancies of a knight’s fee or greater, assigned to the earl of 
Warwick, the same holder and the same amount of service can be seen in 
the Vavasour fee (§3), the Leathley fee ($4), the Neville fee (§5), the Darel 
fee (§9), the Foliot fee (§11), the Chamberlain fee (§14), where the holder 
and probably the amount of service were the same, the Humez fee (§18), 
and the Plumpton fee ($29). It will be suggested in §8 that Guy de Humez 
had replaced Geoffrey de Valognes in that fee. Baldwin [de Bramhope] 
and Nigel his brother held 2 knights’ fees as compared with one and a 
quarter and a tenth fees previously held by Baldwin son of Ralph (§30); 
and it is a not improbable deduction that Nigel was Nigel de Stockeld 
whose father’s name was Ralph, and who held half a knight’s fee in 1166 
(§24), and who is not mentioned elsewhere in the division.t The one and 
three-quarters knights’ fees held by Gilbert de Arches in 1166 (§6) were 
now included in the 2 knights’ fees held jointly by Osbert de Arches and 
Henry son of Apolitus, the latter’s joint holding of a knight’s fee with 
Adam son of Norman in 1166 (§21) being replaced by a joint holding of 
Adam son of Norman with two others; and a possible deduction, on the 
assumption that there was continuity, is that the holding of Henry son of 
Apolitus was a quarter of a knight’s fee and that of Adam son of Norman 
was three-quarters. The joint holding of a knight’s fee held by William son 
of Richard and Walter son of Ralph in 1166 (§19) seems to have been 
replaced by a knight’s fee held by Richard son of William for the land of 
Lazenby, par. Kirkleatham. Thomas son of Jollan appears as a new holder 
of a knight’s fee.

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Similarly, in the tenancies assigned to Jocelin of Louvain, the same 
holder and the same amount of service can be seen in the Amundeville fee 
(§7), the Arundel fee (§10), the Thweng fee (§12), the Hallay fee (§13), the 
Weeton fee (§15), the Argentom fee (§16), and the Kirkleatham fee (§17). 
William son of Robert de Percy replaced his father Robert son of Picot as 
the holder of 3 knights’ fees (§2); and William de Kyme replaced his father- 
in-law Robert the steward in the Steward’s fee (§1), his service being in- 
creased from 34 to 4 knights. Peter son of Grente held half a knight’s 
fee, which can be compared with his joint holding of a knight’s fee in 1166 
(§22). In Jocelin’s share appear three holdings which cannot be found to 
correspond with any in the 1166 carta. These are 2 knights’ fees held by 
William [de] Auketon, 2 knights’ fees held by William de Morers, and one 
knight’s fee held by Richard de Gaumeton. Some notes on the second of 
these will be given in §33, with a reference to the first in §22. 

In addition to the knights’ fees the division included a large number 
of specified lands, many of which had been held in demesne by William 
de Percy. Whitby abbey and much forest land were to be shared in common. 
Sallay abbey was assigned to the earl and Stainfield priory to Jocelin, whose 
share also included the prebend of York, which can be identified as Dunning- 
ton, and the church of St. Mary, Castlegate in York. 

The total of the knights’ fees given in the division was about 20 in 
the share of the earl and 23 in the share of Jocelin. This compares with a 
total of about 36 in 1166. The division also included under-tenancies of 
the honour of Chester, the bishopric of Durham, and the Gant and Port 
fees; and any land of the barony acquired in Normandy, the location of 
which is unfortunately omitted, was to be shared in common. These under- 
tenancies account in some measure for the discrepancy between the totals in 
1166 and 1175.

The land constituting the 3 knights’ fees of the old feoff- 
ment and half a knight’s fee of the new feoffment held by Robert 
the steward in 1166 lay in Ilkley, wap. Skyrack; Pallethorpe, par. 
Bolton Percy, wap. the Ainsty, with appurtenances in Ouston, 
par. Tadcaster, and Healaugh; and Snainton, par. Brompton, 
wap. Pickering Lythe; and in Lincolnshire, in Cawthorpe in 
Covenham, wap. Ludborough; Elkington, wap. Louthesk; Fother- 
by and Little Grimsby, wap. Ludborough; Immingham, wap. 
Yarborough; and Kirmond le Mire, wap. Wraggoe. In addition 
land in Coniston Cold, par. Gargrave, and Thornton with the 
hamlets of Earby and Kelbrook, all in wap. Staincliffe, were then 
or became later members of the fee; and, similarly in Lincolnshire, 
in  Owersby and Thornton le Moor, wap. Walshcroft. 

At the Domesday survey the total assessment of the land 
held by William de Percy in chief in the Yorkshire places was 
19 carucates.1 This only includes one carucate in Coniston Cold, 
where the Percy fee subsequently held three;? and it excludes

In 1284-85 
Philip de Kyme, the descendant of Robert son of Fulk, was the 
immediate tenant of the Percy fee in 3 carucates in Coniston 
Cold, 3 carucates in Ilkley, the manor of Pallethorpe (given as 3 
carucates in 1302-03), 3 carucates in Ouston, and 12 carucates less 
5 bovates in Thornton with Earby and Kelbrook; but not in the 
24 carucates of the Percy fee in Snainton, which had apparently 
been alienated.? 

With regard to the land in Lincolnshire the Domesday 
survey shows that Fulk was then William de Percy’s tenant in 
Elkington, Fotherby and Little Grimsby; and statements in the 
returns of 1212? show that Alan de Percy gave 8 carucates in

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Elkington and a carucate in Cawthorpe in Covenham to Fulk the 
steward, whose heirs were then holding them; and that William 
de Percy II gave 64 bovates in Kirmond le Mire to Robert, who 
can presumably be identified as Robert the steward, either the 
elder or the younger. The table above shows the holdings of 
William de Percy and Alan de Percy at the Domesday and Lindsey 
surveys respectively, together with the tenancies held by the 
heirs of Fulk or by Simon de Kyme, their representative, in 
1212. 


Certain details are available for the knight service due from 
the Steward’s fee in the thirteenth century. The 34 knights’ fees 
in the 1166 return were increased by half a knight’s fee before 
1175, when the service of 4 knights due from William de Kyme 
was assigned to Jocelin of Louvain in the division of the Percy 
barony. The returns of 1212 for Lincolnshire show that Simon 
de Kyme or the heirs of Fulk held a total of 22 plus 4 knights’ 
fees, being a knight’s fee in Little Grimsby, another in Elkington 
and Cawthorpe, half a knight’s fee in Immingham, a quarter in 
Owersby and Thornton, and a fifth in Kirmond le Mire; and in 
1242-43 Simon de Kyme, his grandson, held 2} knights’ fees 
there, being seven-eighths of a fee in Elkington, half a fee each 
in Little Grimsby and Immingham and a fifth in Kirmond le 
Mire, while William de Kyme held (of him) an eighth in Covenham 
1.e. in Cawthorpe.! In 1274 the lord of Kyme held 24 knights’ fees 
of the late Henry de Percy in Elkington, Cawthorpe, Immingham, 
Owersby and Kirmond le Mire.? 


The Yorkshire details are less satisfactory; but the amount 
of the carucage given in the 1284-85 returns, noted above, suggest 
a total of between 14 and 2 knights’ fees on the varying bases of 
ten or twelve or fourteen carucates to a knight’s fee. It can be 
deduced as a rough approximation that the amount of knight 
service due from the Yorkshire and Lincolnshire lands was in the 
proportion of three to five. 


It is probable that the holders of the Steward’s fee had 
some interest in the 6 carucates in Holme on the Wolds which 
formed a portion of the 4 knights’ fees in Yorkshire held by 
William de Percy II of the bishop of Durham in 1166.3 The 
evidence for this is the inclusion of the church there in the charter 
of Alice de St. Quintin, widow of Robert son of Fulk, and in the 
gifts made by Henry her son and Sibyl her daughter, which will 
be noticed below.

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The family descended from 


REINFRID, who served as a knight under the Conqueror and 
later became prior of Whitby. Having entered the monastery at 
Evesham he accompanied Aldwin of Winchcombe to the north, 
and was for a while a member of the revived community at 
Jarrow.t The conflicting details of his connexion with Whitby 
were examined by Professor Hamilton Thompson in his paper 
‘The Monastic Settlement at Hackness and its Relation to the 
Abbey of Whitby’.2. He concluded that Reinfrid, after leaving 
Jarrow, settled as a hermit at Whitby with the approval of 
William de Percy, and subsequently organized the monastic life 
there; that he remained there after the secession of Stephen, who 
had replaced him as administrator and had taken his supporters 
to Lastingham c. 1080, whence they went to their final home at 
St. Mary’s, York; that, having resumed his position as prior, he 
obtained from William de Percy a grant of one of the churches 
and land at Hackness before 1086, whither he and the monks 
removed from Whitby; that his death as the result of an accident 
took place during their sojourn there, where he was buried, being 
succeeded by Serlo de Percy; and that the return to Whitby took 
place c. 1091 and not later than 1096. 


Fuk, the Domesday tenant of Wiliam de Percy. As Fulk 
the dapifer, son of Reinfrid prior of Whitby, he witnessed two 
charters of Alan de Percy to Whitby abbey in the early years of 
‘the twelfth century;? and, as Fulk son of Reinfrid, a charter of 
William de Percy to Serlo the prior and the monks of Whitby at 
an earlier date.4 


Fulk’s tenancies of William de Percy at the Domesday 
survey, both in Yorkshire and Lincolnshire, have been noticed 
above; and it is probable that he held the office of steward under 
William as he certainly did under Alan de Percy. The gift to him 
by the latter of a knight’s fee in Elkington and Cawthorpe, co. 
Lincoln, has also been noticed. He was also a tenant of Osbern 
de Arches at the Survey in 2 carucates in Catterton and 10 caru- 
cates 7 bovates in Toulston, Newton Kyme and Oglethorpe.® As 
Fulk the steward, with the consent of Osbern de Arches, he gave 
2 carucates of land in Toulston to Whitby abbey, c. 1110-1118;8 
and he gave the tithes of his demesne in Newton Kyme to St. 
Mary’s, York (no. 93). 

It is evident that the date of Fulk’s birth was 1065 at the 
latest; and the fact that his son Robert witnessed a charter of

he is styled Fulk son of Reinfrid, c. 1115-c. 1125. 
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Alan de Percy as steward (no. 5) shows that he died before the 
latter. He had issue: 


(1) Robert; see below. 


(2) William, who witnessed with his father a charter of 
Alan de Percy to Whitby abbey (no. 2). 


(3) Gilbert, who witnessed a charter of Alan de Percy and 
his son William (no. 5), and charters of the latter (nos. 14, 16, 
17, 19). He was given 54 bovates in Kirmond le Mire by William 
de Percy (see above, p. 90”). Described as Gilbert canonicus son 
of Fulk he witnessed a charter of William de Percy to Whitby 
abbey (no. 10), and as G. canlonicus| son of Fulk! one of the 
same to Sallay abbey (no. 14 note). He can, therefore, presumably 
be identified as the Gilbert son of Fulk who occurs as a canon of 
York in charters of archbishop Roger and Robert the second, 
dean of York.?

ROBERT SON OF FULK. So described he confirmed, with the 
consent of William de Arches, his father’s gift to Whitby abbey 
of 2 carucates in Toulston.? In the period c. 1125-1135 he wit- 
messed a charter of Alan de Percy to St. Peters hospital, York 
(no. 6), and, as Robert the steward, his gift of land in Holme on 
the Wolds (no. 5). Without the description of steward he wit- 
nessed two other charters to St. Peter’s hospital shortly before 
and after the death of Alan de Percy (no. 7 and note). As steward 
of William de Percy II he gave 2 bovates in Ilkley at the founda- 
tion of Sallay abbey, which were included in William’s first charter 
of gift and confirmation to that house, c. 1147 (no. 12) and in the 
confirmation charters of king Stephen and archbishop Roger (no. 
15 and note). He witnessed one of William de Percy’s charters to 
Fountains abbey ante c. 1150 (no. 17). 

He marred Alice (or Adelize) daughter of Merbert. de St, 
Quintin by his second wife Agnes de Arches. The latter married, 
secondly, Robert de Fauconberg, and, thirdly, William Foliot, by 
both of whom she had issue. There is little doubt that her brother 
William de Arches gave her Appleton, par. Bolton Percy, where 
Osbern de Arches held three manors consisting of 12 carucates at 
the Domesday survey.® Alice de St. Quintin her daughter, whose 
brothers Walter and Alan died without issue, married Eustace 
de Merc as her second husband; and in 1167 Eustace [de Merc] 
and Peter [de Fauconberg], Agnes’s son by her second husband,

Roebuck and Nun Appleton. 
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each held an interest in Appleton. Alice de St. Quintin was the 
foundress of the Cistercian nunnery of Nun Appleton; and she and 
Robert her son and heir gave to brother Richard and the nuns 
the site of the house with land including 2 bovates in Appleton, 
for the soul of Robert son of Fulk.2 With Eustace de Merc, her 
second husband, and the consent of their heirs Robert and William, 
she issued a further charter increasing the land in Appleton to 4 
bovates and adding 2 bovates in Immingham, co. Lincoln, saving 
the lordship of William de Percy and Robert the steward (her 
son), and other benefactions including the churches of Immingham 
and Holme on the Wolds.? The charter printed at no. 96 shows 
that Immingham had been given to her by her son Robert. Ata 
later date she added a carucate in Appleton with her body for 
burial. She held land in Covenham, co. Lincoln, in dower; and 
with her consent Eustace de Merc gave the church there for 
founding a monastery of nuns of the same order as Nun Appleton, 
his charter being witnessed by her and her daughters Agnes, 
Denise and Sibyl.® She also confirmed to Nunkeeling priory her 
mother’s gifts of land held by the St. Quintin family of the honour 
of Holderness.6 Eustace de Merc was living in 1186.’ 

Robert son of Fulk was dead when his widow issued her 
first charter to Nun Appleton priory c. 1150. He had issue: 

(1) Robert; see below. 

(2) William, mentioned in one of his mother’s charters to 
Nun Appleton. He was given by her land in Immingham (no. 
96); and is described as William the steward in his sister Sibyl’s 
charter to Nun Appleton (see below). It is possible, therefore, 
that he succeeded his brother Robert as steward to William de 
Percy II, or else adopted the description as a surname. 

(3) Walter, mentioned in his mother’s Immingham charter 
no. 96). 
. (4) Henry, mentioned in the same charter. He took the 
name of Percy; and as Henry de Percy, son of Alice de St. Quintin, 
gave to Nun Appleton priory half a carucate of land in Holme 
on the Wolds.§® 

and three daughters Agnes, Denise and Sibyl, who witnessed 
Eustace de Merc’s charter mentioned above. Sibyl, who also took 
the name of Percy, gave to Nun Appleton priory 13 bovates of 
land in Holme on the Wolds which Alice de St. Quintin, her 
mother, had given her and Robert the steward and William the 
steward, her brothers, had confirmed.?®

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ROBERT SON OF ROBERT, who as Robert the steward held 
the steward’s fee, consisting of 34 knights’ fees, in 1166. As 
Robert the steward, nephew of Gilbert son of Fulk, he witnessed 
a charter of William de Percy II to Sallay abbey, c. 1147-1154 
(no. 14); and as Robert the steward son of Robert the steward 
another ante 1166 (note to no. 14). As a knight he witnessed a 
charter of archbishop Roger, 1154-60.1 

As Robert son of Robert son of Fulk he confirmed his 
mother’s gifts to Nun Appleton priory;? he gave to that house 
common of pasture for 400 sheep in Immingham, and with Roesia 
the countess, his wife, the church of North Elkington and land 
there; and at his death, as Robert the steward, father of Margaret 
wife of William de Kyme, 2 bovates of land in Elkington.4 He was 
a benefactor of Ormsby priory, his gifts including the churches of 
South Elkington and Little Grimsby (no. 94 and note). 

At Michaelmas 1163, as Robert the dapifer, he rendered 
account of 100 Jz. in Lincolnshire for having as his wife the widow 
of Gilbert de Gant, paying 50 marks, and, also described as Robert 
the dapifer of William de Percy, completing the payment in 1167.° 
This lady was Roesia or Rohese® daughter of Richard FitzGilbert 
de Clare by Adeliz daughter of Ranulf earl of Chester; by her 
first husband Gilbert de Gant, earl of Lincoln, who was born 
c. 1120 and died in 1156, she was the mother of Alice de Gant, 
who married Simon de St. Liz, earl of Northampton and Hunting- 
don.? Part of the land of her first husband which she held in 
dower lay in Scampton, co. Lincoln; and with Robert the dapifer, 
her second husband, she issued a charter of confirmation of land 
there.” 

By her Robert son of Robert, who died in the period 1166-75, 
had two daughters: Margaret, who married William de Kyme, 
and Roesia who married Simon de Kyme.® These marriages 
introduce a question of some complexity.

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Simon and William were the elder and younger sons of 
Philip de Kyme, the representative of a family primarily of 
Lincolnshire importance, holding a tenancy in chief there, and a 
considerable number of knights’ fees of several different tenants 
in chief, including a large holding of the honour of Chester. It 
has been noted above that in 1175 William de Kyme held the 
steward’s fee of the Percy barony, which was certainly in right of 
his wife Margaret; and that in 1212 Simon de Kyme held the 
Lincolnshire portion of it, charter no. 92 showing that he also 
held an interest in Ilkley. It can be deduced that Margaret had 
no issue, and that therefore on her death William de Kyme no 
longer retained an interest by the curtesy of England, her heir 
being her sister Roesia. It can be supposed that after their father’s 
death a division of his holdings had been made, his paternal 
holding of the steward’s fee being included in Margaret’s share, 
and his wife’s inherited lands of the Arches fee in that of Roesia. 
The charter printed below (no. 95) shows that Simon de Kyme 
gave to William his brother a knight’s fee in Elkington and 
Cawthorpe, which formed part of the steward’s fee; and it can be 
deduced that he did this to compensate William for the loss of 
his interest after the death of Margaret earlier than 1184. The 
gift to William was in general terms, to hold to him and his heirs. 
But after Simon’s death Roesia his widow, notwithstanding the 
fact that the gift was made with her counsel, claimed this knight’s 
fee in Elkington and Cawthorpe against a William de Kyme who 
shad no entry except by William de Kyme his father, to whom 
Simon de Kyme her late husband had demised it. The case was 
in progress in 1220 and 1221,? and eventually by a final concord 
of 16 February 1223-4 William acknowledged Roesia’s right and 
quitclaimed it, receiving from Philip de Kyme [II] (Roesia’s 
son and heir) 100s. worth of land in Helpringham.? From this it 
must be deduced that William de Kyme, Simon’s brother, had 
married again after Margaret’s death and was the father of 
the younger William, the defendant in the case, by his second 
wife. 

Certainly the steward’s fee and the tenancies of the Arches 
fee descended in their entirety from Roesia to Philip de Kyme her 
son and his heirs. In 1205 Simon de Kyme and Roesia his wife 
were parties in cases relating to Appleton,* which had been held 
by her paternal grandmother of the Arches fee. Simon de Kyme 
died before 27 January 1219-20;5 and after his death Roesia

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confirmed to Sallay abbey land in Ilkley given by her father, 
granting to the monks and their men the right to grind 
corn at her mill there. She also gave a bovate in Earby (Euerby) 
to the Hospitallers;? and in 1221 was a plaintiff against Agnes de 
Kelbrook for customs and services from a tenement held by 
Agnes in Kelbrook;* both of which places were members of the 
steward’s fee, as noted above. On 13 September 1227, with the 
counsel of Philip de Kyme, her son and heir, she granted her manors 
of South Elkington and Cawthorpe to the bishop of Lincoln at a 
farm of 20 marks yearly for ten years. On 11 January 1227-8 
she was named as the defendant against the prior of Ormsby for 
common of pasture in Elkington,® and in November 1228, in one 
of the pleas between William de Percy and his uncle Richard, it 
was recorded that she was holding land in several places of the 
Percy fee.’ She gave in her widowhood to Robert de Skegness 
half a carucate in Ilkley of her demesne, which Robert gave to 
Fountains abbey. 

There are several evidences for the tenure of the lands of 
the steward’s fee, both in Yorkshire and Lincolnshire, by Roesia’s 
descendants. In 1231 Philip de Kyme recognised that a knight’s 
fee in Little Grimsby and Fotherby was the right of the prior of 
Ormsby as of the gift of Simon de Kyme, his father, to hold of 
Philip and his heirs in frankalmoin.? The Lincolnshire holdings 
of his son Simon in 1242-43, having succeeded in 1242, have been 
given above.t® In 1256 Wilham de Kyme, the younger Simons 
brother and heir, made an agreement with Alice prioress of Nun 
Appleton for common of pasture in his land in Immingham." 
The large list of William’s Yorkshire lands, held of several 
fees, 1s given in the inquisition held after his death in 1259,.¥ 
His temancies of the, Percy tee oconsisted of 2) carucates im 
Ouston, held of him by Mauger le Vavasour; 34 carucates in 
Coniston Cold and Smaws [par. Tadcaster], held by Ralph de 
Normanville; a -carucate in Thornton’ and, Ukley, - held by 
Peter de Percy in frank-marriage; 4 further bovates in Thornton, 
2 bovates in Kelbrook and 3 bovates in Earby, held by various 
tenants.

As Roesia wife of Simon de Kyme could not have been born before

As shown in the introduction to this section the land in Newton Kyme 
was held of the Arches and not the Percy fee; but presumably Farrer included 
the charter in his Percy MS. in view of the grantor. He noted from the 
same source a gift by abbot Clement [1161-84] to Hugh the chaplain of 
Nicholas dean of Tadcaster for his life of all the abbey’s tithes of the 
lordship of Newton upon Werf! for a yearly rent of 10s.; and also a con- 
firmation to St. Mary’s by Simon de Kyme, lord of Newton, of the tithes 
of his demesne of Newton upon Werf, which demesne he held by the gift 
of Sir John de Kyme his brother, referring to the gift made by Fulk his 
antecessor. 

Farrer suggested that the fourth witness to the charter printed above 
was Athelulf who became prior of Nostell and was consecrated bishop of 
Carlisle in 1133; but there appears to be no corroborative evidence that he 
was a canon of Nostell before becoming prior. The latest date, however, 
for the charter can be placed at 1135, as Fulk was succeeded by his son 
Robert as steward before the death of Alan de Percy; and it is unlikely 
that a canon of Nostell could be so described before c. 1120.?

Abstracts of two further charters have been printed from copies made 
by Dodsworth from the lost chartulary of North Ormsby.! In the first 
Robert the steward, with the consent of Roesia his wife, gave to the priory 
pasture for 60 sheep everywhere in the fields of South Elkington. In the 
second William de Kyme confirmed all the land given by Robert the 
steward, son of Robert son of Fulk, both in Little Grimsby and in Fotherby, 
and also the churches of [Little] Grimsby and South Elkington. The land 
in Fotherby was presumably the 4 bovates held there by Fulk, the tenant 
of William de Percy at the Domesday survey. 

The mention of the grantor’s wife and issue in the charter printed 
above suggests the earliest period for its date; and as it was addressed to 
the bishop of Lincoln the latest date is 1166 in view of the vacancy in the 
see for several years afterwards. The charter also shows that Gilbert son 
of Fulk was dead.

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The earliest date for this charter is 1175, when William de Kyme, 
Simon’s brother and predecessor, held the fee; and the latest possible date 
is 1194 as Philip de Kyme, their father, the fifth witness, died shortly after 
1189 and before 28 November 1194.1 Ralph was abbot of Bardney on 
8 December 1178 when pope Alexander III’s charter of confirmation was 
addressed to him,? and again in 1182.3 At Michaelmas 1185 the abbey had 
been vacant for one and a half years,+ presumably by the death or resignation 
of Ralph. In 1192 the abbot of Bardney was Robert.° The date of this 
charter can therefore be narrowed to 1175-84, with a probability of c. 1180- 
1184, though even then the grantor’s son Philip cannot have been more 
than a young boy. This conforms with the occurrence of Lambert prior 
of Kyme and some of the other witnesses in the latter years of Henry ITI.® 

Cawthorpe, as noted above, was the portion of Covenham which formed 
a member of the Steward’s fee. Alexander son of Roger de Covenham 
gave land there to the church of Lincoln late in the twelfth century, his 
charter being witnessed by Warin de Haule,? who held the remaining 
portion of the Percy fee in Covenham; see §13.

Mag. Robert de Swine occurs as a witness c. 24 March 1175-6;! and 
again to charters in the periods 1170-75 and 1170-85.2 Five of the witnesses 
occur in a charter issued by Eustace de Merc (the grantor’s second husband), 
giving the church of Covenham to Nun Appleton priory, with the consent 
of Alice his wife in whose dower the church was situated.? It is possible 
that the present charter was issued soon after the death of the grantor’s 
son Robert, who died between 1166 and 1175; in any case it is likely that 
it was issued, not when Alice was a widow, but while she was married to 
Eustace, who had married her when her son Robert was alive.*+ In 1212 
the half knight’s fee in Immingham was held immediately of Richard de 
Percy by Simon de Kyme.° 


go. THE BOLTON PERCY FEE 


The land constituting the 3 knights’ fees of the old feoff- 
ment held by Robert son of Picot in 1166 lay principally in Bolton 
Percy, Carnaby, Nesfield and Sutton upon Derwent. At the 
Domesday survey Picot was William de Percy’s tenant of 24 
carucates in Bolton upon Dearne and of 6 carucates in Sutton 
upon Derwent, and Rozelin was William’s tenant of 8 carucates 
in Bolton Percy. Carnaby, terra regis at the Survey, assessed at 
13 carucates,® passed to the Percy fee. Rozelin was also William 
de Percy’s tenant of a total of 10 carucates 3 bovates in Thry- 
bergh, and Brinsworth and Dalton, both par. Rotherham; but 
there is no evidence that an interest in these places was ever held 
by the descendants of Picot, who, however, certainly held Rozelin’s 
interest in Bolton Percy.’

Peter de Percy, Picot’s direct descendant, held at his death 
in 1266-67 a moiety of Sutton upon Derwent by knight service of 
the Percy fee," with 8 carucates in Carnaby and 7 carucates in 
Bolton Percy;? but this return is apparently incomplete as there 
is no mention of the vill of Nesfield, of which he was the immediate 
tenant of the Percy fee,? and which in 1284-85 was held for half 
a knight’s fee by Robert de Plumpton of Robert de Percy (Peter’s 
son and heir), who held of the heirs‘of Henry de Percy.4 Peter de 
Percy also held at his death Wharram [Percy] with the advowson 
of the king in chief for a quarter of a knight’s fee and worth 211. 
12s. 2d. yearly; and in 1284-85 his son Robert held South Wharram 
in chief by the same service.® Earlier and later particulars of this 
tenure will be given below. 

The 1284-85 returns also show that Carnaby consisted of 12 
carucates held of the heirs of [Henry de] Percy,® so that only two- 
thirds of the vill were held by Picot’s descendants; and that 
there is no mention of the latter in an entry recording the tenure 
by Adam de Normanville of John de Hoton for a knight’s fee of 
the vill of Thrybergh and a portion of Bolton [upon Dearne], 
Dalton and Brinsworth.’? It can therefore be deduced that the 
interest of Picot in Bolton upon Dearne had not been retained by 
his descendants.® 


The family descended from 


PicoT, the Domesday tenant of William de Percy.® He was 
presumably the Picot de Percy who witnessed three charters of 
‘Alan de Percy to Whitby abbey,!° and a charter of Fulk son of 
Reinfrid to the same house." These charters were issued in the 
first quarter of the twelfth century. As Robert son of Picot was 
alive in 1166 it might be supposed that there were two Picots of 
successive generations; but this is unnecessary if it can be 
assumed that Picot the Domesday tenant was born c. 1060 and

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Robert c. 1100. Picot, Robert’s father, gave the church of Bolton 
Percy to Nostell priory a long while before the death of king 
Henry (no; 97): 


ROBERT DE Percy I. He confirmed the church of Bolton 
Percy to Nostell priory (no. 97), and gave the church of Carnaby 
to Bridlington priory before 1153 (note to no. 101), and that of 
Sutton upon Derwent to Whitby abbey (no. 104). As Robert son 
of Picot he witnessed charters of William de Percy II to Sallay 
abbey (nos. 14, 16); and, so described, held 3 knights’ fees of him 
in 1166. As Robert son of Pichot de Perci he witnessed a charter 
of William de Percy II to Whitby abbey (no. 11); and as Robert 
de Percy son of Picot he gave to the same a house in Fishergate, 
York (no. 106). He died before 1175, when his son William had 
succeeded him. By his wife Cecily, who became a nun at Nun 
Appleton (no. 100), he had two sons: 


(1) William; see below. 


(2) Picot, who with William his brother, sons of Robert de 
Percy, witnessed a charter in favour of Bridlington priory,! and 
with William his brother one in favour of Nun Appleton priory, 
1194-98.2, He held’an interest in Settle (note to no. 255). 


WILLIAM DE Percy. As William son of Robert de Percy he 
held the 3 knights’ fees which were assigned to the share of Jocelin 
of Mouvain im 1175. He confirmed the git made by Cecily his 
mother to Nun Appleton priory (no. 100), and the gift of the 
church of Bolton Percy to Nostell priory made by Picot his grand- 
father and confirmed by Robert his father (no. 99). He gave 2 
bovates of land in Carnaby, together with himself, to Bridlington 
priory (no. 102). As William de Percy of Carnaby (Kernetebt) he 
witnessed a Fountains abbey charter, 1191-1203, also witnessed by 
William de Percy of Kildale.2 In 1199, as William de Percy of 
Carnaby he witnessed a charter to Kirkham priory;* and in 1209, 
as of Carnaby (Gernetebt), he owed 5 marks for a forest offence.® 
He was given by Osbert de Frisemareis, to hold of him as a sub- 
tenancy of the honour of Holderness, 12 acres in Frisemareis.® 
Before 1213 and perhaps before 1212, he was succeeded by Robert 
his son. He had a younger son John.’ 

William de Percy’s interest in Wharram, a tenure in chief,® 
is shown by a claim which he made in 1177, when he owed 200 
marks for the right of the land of Wharram against Robert de 
Montfort; the debt continued until 1186, when Robert’s name 
was replaced by Henry de Montfort’s and payment began, which

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was completed in 1198.1 The subsequent history shows that his 
claim was successful, and the place acquired the name of Wharram 
Percy;? but in 1166 and again in 1242-43 a tenure in chief there 
appears in the possession of Stephen the chamberlain and his 
grandson Henry; see §14. The quitclaim by the latter to Peter 
de Percy in 1254 is noted below. 


ROBERT DE Percy II. In 1212 he gave dower belonging to 
Cecily widow of Osbert de Frismareis who had claimed it from a 
third of 3 bovates in Frismareis.2 On 29 July 1213 he gave four 
good palfreys for having the king’s letters patent for free warren 
in his lands in Bolton [Percy] and Sutton [upon Derwent] if 
outside the forest.4 In 1214 he was the defendant against the 
abbot of Fountains for fishing rights which the latter claimed as 
belonging to his tenement in Wheldrake.® The case was settled 
by a final concord in 1218.6 He is probably the Robert de Percy 
who received a quitclaim of 2 bovates of land in Middleton in 
1218;’ for a Robert de Percy son of William de Percy gave with 
his body to Warter priory 2 bovates there, together with all his 
land in Frismareis.? In 1218-19 he was convicted of disseising 
the master of St. Leonard’s hospital of a tenement in Carnaby; 
and in 1223 he was the plaintiff against master Robert de Brid- 
lington for bringing a plea in a court Christian in respect of a 
lay fee in the same place.t® In 1219 he warranted and quitclaimed 
the advowson of Bolton [Percy] to the prior of Nostell;4 and in 
1226 reasonable bounds between Appleton [Roebuck] and Bolton 
[Percy] were to be made between him and Philip de Falconberg.” 
In 1225 he had a dispute with Wiliam de Percy who complained 
that a pool in Hornington, par. Bolton Percy, damaged his tene- 
ment in Tadcaster.4* A charter relating to Settle (no. 255) shows 
that he held an interest there; but its origin has not been deter- 
mined. 

Robert de Percy died before Hilary term 1229, when the 
service due from his heirs for a tenement in Bolton is mentioned

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in the dispute between William de Percy and his uncle Richard.! 
The arrangement made by the prior and convent of Warter for a 
chaplain in the chapel where Robert de Percy was buried was 
confirmed by archbishop Gray in 1232.2 Aubreye, his widow, 
who occurs in a Sutton upon Derwent charter (no. 105), had 
permission to have a chaplain in the chapel of Sutton in the same 
year;? and her dispute with the abbot of Whitby for the advowson 
of the church there in 1233 led to a lapse to the archbishop.* She 
was living in 1252, when as the mother of Peter de Percy she 
called him to warrant;> and again in 1254 in a dispute about land 
in West Wharram.°® 

It is probable that it was this Robert de Percy who was a 
justice in 1208 and 1226, and sheriff of Yorkshire in 1213-14.’ 


PETER DE Percy I. In 1242-43 he held half a knight’s fee 
in Sutton [upon Derwent] of the Mauley fee;§ and it can be 
assumed that he then held the other moiety of Sutton of the 
Percy fee, which he held at his death (see above).® In 1246 he 
acquired land in Hornington from a member of the local family;!° 
and another final concord of that year shows that he was the 
superior lord of Herbert de Neville and Margery his wife in a 
knight’s fee in Scoreby, par. Gate Helmesley, and Stamford 
Bridge, and another in Ribston, Cowthorpe and Hornington.4 
The returns of 1284-85 show that Peter’s son Robert held the 
interest in Scoreby and [West] Stamford Bridge as an under- 
_tenancy of the heirs of Chamberlain, who held immediately of 
the Percy fee (see §14); and Peter’s interest in the other places 
appears to have been an under-tenancy of the Plumpton tenure 
of the Percy fee (see §29). 

On 16 May 1251 Peter de Percy and his heirs were granted 
free warren in his demesne lands in Ilkley, Wharram and Carnaby; 
and on 1 February 1252-3 a market and fair at Ilkley,!® where, as 
will be seen below, his interest was originally in right of his wife. 
Final concords of 1252 show Peter’s interest in Sutton upon 
Derwent; of 1251 and 1254 his subordinate interest held of 
Euphemia de Newton in Poole, par. Brotherton; and of 1254 
a quitclaim made to him by Henry the chamberlain of the right

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in two-thirds of 84 carucates in West Wharram and the third 
held by Aubreye de Percy in dower, with the advowson.1 He 
was a justice itinerant in the northern counties in the period 
1257-62,? and was sheriff of Yorkshire from 9 July 1261 to 13 
June 1263.4 

His wife’s name was Roesia, with whom he recognised in 
1245 that half a carucate in Ilkley was the rnght of the abbot of 
Fountains, to hold of them and her heirs.4 She was certainly a 
member of the family of Kyme,® and presumably a descendant® 
of Simon de Kyme who held the Steward’s fee (§1) in right of his 
wife Roesia daughter of Robert son of Robert the steward. Peter 
de Percy’s son Robert held [kley for 3 carucates of Philip de 
Kyme in 1284-85;’ and it can be deduced that Ilkley formed the 
maritagium of Peter’s wife. 

By her he was the father of Robert de Percy who was born 
in 1245. Peter de Percy died shortly before 23 March 1266-7; a 
note of his holdings of the Percy fee has been given above, and 
of his tenure of Wharram Percy with the advowson of the king 
in chief for a quarter of a knight’s fee; he also held two-thirds of 
a carucate in Poole, par. Brotherton, of Euphemia de Wheldale.® 
He bore the arms or a fess engratled azure.® 


ROBERT DE Percy III. According to the inquisition held 
after his father’s death he was aged twenty-one on 19 May 1266. 
As son and heir of Peter de Percy his homage was taken on 30 
April: 1267:7° | 

In 1284-85 he held 8 carucates in Bolton Percy and the vill 
of Nesfield of the Percy fee, and the vill of South Wharram of the 
king in chief for a quarter of a knight’s fee, his holding there in 
1302-03 being 6 carucates; and in the latter period 54 carucates 
in Sutton upon Derwent, being 3 carucates of the Percy and 2% 
of the Mauley fees.44 In 1284-85 he also held Ilkley for 3 carucates

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of Philip de Kyme, 3 carucates in Hornington of Robert de 
Plumpton, and 6 carucates in Scoreby and the vill of Stamford 
Bridge of the heirs of Chamberlain, all as under-tenancies of the 
Percy fee. In 21 June 1276, as lord-of Bolton in the Ainsty, he 
demised the manor of Scoreby to Gilbert de Luda, citizen of 
York, for 30/4. sterling yearly.2, In 1278-81 and again in 1292-93 
he claimed free warren in Sutton upon Derwent, Bolton [Percy], 
Ilkley, Wharram and Carnaby, putting forward the charters to 
Robert his grandfather issued by king John and to Peter his 
father issued by Henry III.2 On 3 June 1299 he was granted a 
market and two fairs at Carnaby. At some period before 1303 
he granted the 8 carucates in Bolton Percy to dame de Vescy,® 
who was Isabel sister of Henry lord Beaumont and widow of 
John de Vescy.® 


He married first Margery daughter of Adam de Everingham, 
who gave him the manor of Stainborough in frank-marriage; this 
he gave in 1309-10 to his son Edmund for life.’ He married 
secondly Beatrice, who survived him (see below). There is a 
record of his daughter Agnes, born on 4 September 1279.°® 


He had an eldest son Henry, to whom as his son and heir 
he, described as lord of Wharram Percy, quitclaimed his right in 
premises there.® But Henry evidently died without issue; and 
Robert made over several of his holdings to his next son Peter,!° 
who also died in his ifetime. An inquisition held on 17 December 
1315, on the complaint of Isabel widow of Peter de Percy that 
the escheator had*taken into the king’s hand the manor of Ilkley, 
found that Peter gave it to her, Isabel daughter of William de 
Erghum, for life three weeks before he married her, and that she 
had seisin for three years before his death and fourteen days 
after; it was held of Sir Henry de Percy for 23s. 4d. yearly; and 
another inquisition held on 24 January 1315-6, on the complaint 
of Robert de Percy that the escheator had removed him from the 
manor and advowson of Wharram, which Peter had granted him 
for life, found that Peter gave them to Robert in 1311-12, who 
continued in seisin for three and a half years before Peter’s death 
and eight days after; and that the manor was held of the king 
by grand serjeanty! of finding an armed man for forty days in

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the king’s war in England at his own cost.! Further inquisitions, 
held on 25 or 26 April 1318, 13 November 1320 and 30 August 
1327, found that Peter had died twelve years before the latter 
date, leaving two daughters Eustacia, born in 1313-14, and Joan, 
born in 1315 and died c. 1324; he had held at his death the manor 
of Wharram Percy in chief by serjeanty (as above) with the 
advowson, which his father had given him and which he had 
demised to his father for hfe; the manors of Carnaby and Ilkley 
were held by his widow Isabel for hfe; that of Sutton upon Derwent 
by him of his father’s gift; and those of Bolton Percy and Scoreby 
with lands in Stamford Bridge by Isabel widow of John de Vescy 
for life, to whom they had been demised by his father with 
reversion to Peter; it was further found that after Peter’s death 
his father had intruded into Sutton upon Derwent and held the 
manor for six years, and that after his (Robert’s) death Beatrice 
his widow? had held it for five and three-quarter years and was 
holding it in 1327.3 These details show that Peter married in 
1312 and died in 1315, and that Robert his father died in 1321. 

Eustacia daughter of Peter de Percy married Walter de 
Heslerton, who died on 9 September 1349, holding all the places 
named, except Bolton Percy,’ in right of his wife, and leaving a 
son Walter aged eighteen.® Walter the younger died on 24 Sept- 
ember 1367, leaving a widow Eufemia but no heir of his body; 
and the Percy lands réverted to the chiet lords of the fee.*

The grantor succeeded his father between 1166 and 1175. The first 
witness married c. 1182, the daughter of the elder Otes de Tilly, and widow 
of Henry de Neufmarché, and died 1209-12.! Of the other witnesses Peter 
Basset issued a charter witnessed by Nicholas his son, 1170-85;? and William 
son of Hervey issued charters, 1165-80.3 It is likely that this confirmation 
was issued soon after the grantor succeeded his father.

Robert the dean to whom the charter was addressed was Robert de 
Gant, and Robert the archdeacon was Robert Butevilain who succeeded 
him as dean in 1158.5 The witnesses can be compared with those in a 
confirmation charter of archbishop Henry to Whitby abbey.® 

In the general confirmation charter of king Henry II to Bridlington 
priory, 1155-57, it is stated that the church of Carnaby was of the gift of 
Robert de Percy,’ whose charter, however, was not entered in the Chartulary.

133) by 
a confirmation by Robert son and heir of Sir Peter de Percy, having often 
inspected and diligently examined the charters of his ancestors, of the 
church of Carnaby and 6 bovates there; and a charter of the same Robert, 
granting certain facilities, dated at York Castle 27 Sept. 1306. 

It seems clear that the present charter was issued shortly before the 
grantor, on entering the priory, was succeeded by his son Robert; the 
notes given in the introduction to this section show that this was between 
1209 and 1213.

Nigel, who held a knight’s fee of William de Percy II 
in 1166, did not die until the early years of the thirteenth century; but the 
first witness to the present charter, who occurs in 1154, 1166 and 1170-75, 
suggests that its date is early in the reign of Henry II.

The church of Sutton upon Derwent (Quenresuiton) was not included 
in the confirmation charter of archbishop Roger 1161-64, but was so in- 
cluded in his later charter of 1164-c.1172.5 It was also included in king 
Henry II’s confirmation, 1172-79. Of the witnesses to the present charter, 
Ralph priest of Whitby, William de Hauchesgard [Hawsker], and Richard 
son of Blacher witnessed a charter of William de Percy II to Whitby, 
1154-66 (no. 11), which was also witnessed by Robert son of Picot de Percy. 
Ivo de Ugglebarnby occurs in 1163 and 1167 and in the period 1140-70,’ 
and Geoffrey priest of Sneaton with Vivian of Ugglebarnby 1160-70.8 The 
sequence of the early priors of Nostell has complications,’ but it is reason- 
ably certain that the first witness was Anchetil who occurs in 1155-59 and 
again in 1163.1° These details suggest the extreme limits of 1161 and c. 1170 
for the date of the present charter.

§3. THE VAVASOUR FEE 
The land constituting the 2 knights’ fees of the old feoffment 
held by William le Vavasour in 1166 included the tenancies of 
William de Percy held by Malger at the Domesday survey. These

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were 1 carucate 1 bovate in Barnby upon Don; 4 carucates in 
Cocksford, par. Tadcaster; 3 carucates and 5 or 6 bovates in 
Edlington, including berewicks in Braithwell and Doncaster; 3 
carucates in Hazlewood and 14 carucates in Stutton, both in par. 
Tadcaster.t There also passed to this fee or to members of the 
Vavasour family (though not necessarily in all cases before 1166) 
further lands held by William de Percy at the Survey, including 
3 carucates in Askwith,? par. Weston; a moiety of Bolton by 
Bowland;? 10 bovates out of the 6 carucates in Dalton, par. 
Topcliffe,t and 6 bovates in Thurnscoe, soke of the manor of 
Bolton upon Dearne. To these can be added Sicklinghall, par. 
Kirkby Overblow, and portions of Rawdon and Yeadon, par. 
Guiseley, all of which were terra regis at the Survey and partly 
passed to the Percy fee;> and Addingham was held by the Vavasours 
as tenants both of the Percy fee and the honour of Skipton. 


In addition to their holdings of the Percy fee the main line 
of the Vavasour family held half a knight’s fee of the old feoff- 
ment of the honour of Skipton, consisting of 4 carucates in 
Addingham, and 3 carucates in Draughton and Berwick, par. 
Skipton, 2 carucates in Sutton, par. Kildwick, being added at a 
later date than 1166.’ They also held tenancies of the Lascy fee 
in Hessle, par. Wragby,® and elsewhere; of the Brus fee in Bilton; 
and of the Mowbray fee in Healaugh, both in wap. the Ainsty.® 
In Ouston, par. Tadcaster, they held an under-tenancy of the 
Steward’s fee of the Percy tenancy in chief; see §1 above. William 
‘le Vavasour also acquired from the earl of Warwick the manor 
and advowson of Narborough, co. Leicester (note to no. 114). 


In 1242-43 John le Vavasour held a knight’s fee in Hazle- 
wood of the honour of William de Percy;!® and the returns of 
1284-85 show that his son William le Vavasour held the vill of 
Edlington of John de Percy for half a knight’s fee, 14 carucates

The inquisition held after the death of William le 
Vavasour, who was summoned to Parliament from 1289 to his 
death shortly before 22 March 1312-3, found that he held half a 
carucate in Addingham of the Percy fee and 24 carucates and 
the advowson there of the honour of Skipton, and in addition to 
his holdings of other tenancies in chief the manor of Hazlewood 
for half a knight’s fee, a moiety of Stutton, the manor of Wood 
Hall, par. Kirkby Overblow, 7 bovates in Sicklinghall and a toft 
in Spofforth, all’of Henry de Percy At Henry de Percy s death 
in 1314 Walter le Vavasour, William’s son and successor, held of 
him 54 carucates in Hazlewood, Stutton and Cocksford, 5 caru- 
cates in Sicklinghall, 10 carucates in Edlington for a knight’s fee, 
2 carucates in Yeadon and a carucate and a bovate in Rawdon, 
each for a fifth of a knight’s fee, 2 carucates in Addingham for a 
sixth of a knight’s fee, and a carucate in Bolton by Bowland for 
a twelfth of a knight’s fee.® 

The descent of the Vavasour family with a chart pedigree 
has been given in the account of the Vavasour fee held of the 
honour of Skipton.t. The principal point left undetermined was 
whether William the justice, the tenant of the Percy and Skipton 
fees in 1166, was grandson of Malger the Domesday tenant through 
his father or his mother. The word avunculus, used by Wiliam 
for Robert son of Malger in his charter to Bolton priory,® might 
suggest that William’s mother was Robert’s sister; but the use of 
the words avunculus and patruus was often indiscriminate; and, 
although the Percy material does not solve the question, it appears 
in a note given below (note to no. 120) that Dodsworth was of 
the opinion that William’s father was named Malger. If that is 
so, it must be deduced that Malger the Domesday tenant, who 
can be identified as the Malger witnessing a charter of Alan de 
Percy to Whitby abbey early in the twelfth century (no. 2), had 
two sons Robert and Malger, and that William the justice was 
the heir of Robert, who presumably died without issue, as the 
son of Robert’s younger brother. 

William le Vavasour died between Michaelmas 1189 and 
29 June 1191; he had two sons Robert and Mauger.® It seems clear 
that Robert married twice, his daughter Maud by his first wife 
becoming successively the wife of Theobald Walter and Fulk 
FitzWarin, and his son John by his second wife succeeding him 
in the tenure of the Vavasour fee. From John the family des-

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cended in the male line until the nineteenth century.! Evidence 
is now available to prove that Robert le Vavasour married in 1208 
as his second wife Juliana widow of Thomas de Rye and daughter 
of Thomas de Multon.? 

It has been noted above that in 1242-43 John le Vavasour held 
a knight’s fee in Hazlewood of the honour of William de Percy. This 
is followed in the return by a holding of Fulk son of Fulk ofa knight’s 
fee in Edlington.? This was the second of the Vavasour fees, and 
their superior interest was retained there. Charter no. 114 shows that 
the manor of Edlington was part of the endowment given by 
Robert le Vavasour to his daughter Maud on her marriage to 
Theobald Walter; and Hunter cited a charter to the same effect 
in which Robert reserved the advowson.4 In February 1203-4 
Theobald successfully pleaded that he had suffered a disseisin of 
his tenement there.® After his death Maud married Fulk FitzWarin 
in 1207,6 and he was the Fulk son of Fulk who held Edlington 
in her right in 1242-43.”7 This had given rise to a dispute, as in 
1208 Robert le Vavasour offered a palfrey for the recognition of 
a novel disseisin against Fulk FitzWarin for his tenement there; 
but in the following year Fulk owed 20 marks for the summons 
of Robert to show by what warrant the latter held the land, and 
30 marks for Robert’s disseisin;? and in 1210 he accounted for 
100i. for having seisin of the manor, completing his payment in 
the following year, and a further 100. and a charger finer than 
any in Wales for hastening judgement against Robert therefor.!° 
In 1223 there was an assize of darrein presentment to the church 
of Edlington between Robert le Vavasour and Fulk FitzWarin;# 
and the first recorded presentation, made by John le Vavasour in 
1249-50,!2 when Fulk was still living, shows that the latter had 
not succeeded in including the advowson with the manor. In 
1246, as Fulk son of Fulk FitzWarin, he was called to warrant 
land in Edlington, the subject of a case at York; and in 1251 
he was the defendant against John le Vavasour for the manor, 
less 34 carucates and the advowson.™ It is not surprising that the 
Butler family, descended from Maud le Vavasour’s first husband, 
claimed interests in Edlington. Thus in 1226 Theobald Walter the 
younger claimed the manor against Fulk FitzWarin.© In 1268

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Theobald Butler, the great-grandson of Maud and Theobald 
Walter, claimed a carucate there against the prior of Grandmont, 
who put forward a gift of the land by Maud to the priory of 
Alberbury;! and by a final concord of that year Theobald’s right 
was recognised, and he granted to the prior of Alberbury 3 bovates 
of the land in frankalmoin.? In 1275 he claimed a carucate in 
Edlington against Agnes Bacun, giving his descent from Maud le 
Vavasour; Agnes vouched to warrant Fulk son of Fulk FitzWarin, 
who vouched John le Vavasour, and the latter said that Maud 
had given the land back to her father.2 At his death in 1285 
Theobald held 5 bovates in Edlington.* 

In 1298 Henry le Scrope of Bolton acquired an interest in 
Edlington; in that year Thomas de Coleville and Mabel his wife 
sold him the manor for 10/z.;> and in the following year Edlington 
was among the places in which he was granted free warren.® In 
1302-03 Warin son of Fulk and Henry le Scrope held jointly half 
a knight’s fee in Edlington of William le Vavasour, who held of 
Henry de Percy;’ and Henry le Scrope, at his death in 1336, held 
the manor of Edlington of Henry le Vavasour by the service of 
a rose yearly.®

Henry son of Apolitus was the joint holder with Adam son of Norman 
of a knight’s fee in 1166; see §21. He repeated this confirmation in the chapter 
of St. Peter’s York.? Richard de Otterington issued two charters making 
the gift of the half carucate to Sallay abbey with the licence of his lord 
Henry son of Apolitus, to whom the abbey was to do the forinsec service 
of a twenty-eighth part of a knight’s fee, paying to the donor 16 marks of 
silver; the witnesses included R. priest of Ilkley, H[enry] son of Apolitus and 
Hugh his brother.* The grange of Askwith with half a carucate of the gift 
of Richard de Otterington is included in king Richard I’s confirmation 
of 1189.4 

The next charter suggests that Walter de Denton was the superior of 
Henry son of Apolitus in the feudal chain. His daughter Agnes married 
Mauger le Vavasour, younger son of William le Vavasour (no. 115); and 
this accounts for the holding of Mauger and his descendants in Askwith, 
as is shown by the.tenure by a younger Mauger in 1284-85 of two-thirds 
of the vill? of the Percy heirs for a quarter of a knight’s fee, in addition 
to the vill of Denton held of the archbishop of York by the same service.® 
Walter de Denton, also known as Walter Polcard, gave 16 acres in Askwith 
to Richard de Otterington, and confirmed the latter’s gift of these to Sallay.7 
He died in 1183-84.8 

There seems to be no evidence that land in Askwith formed part of 
the 2 knight’s fees held by William le Vavasour in 1166; but the charters 
are included here in view of the interest of the Vavasour family, and of the 
reference to the half carucate in William le Vavasour’s charter to the abbey 
(no. 115). 

The present charter, issued at the ruridecanal chapter of Craven held 
at Collingham,® is important for another purpose. It purports to give the

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only known reference to an archdeacon in the church of York named Robert 
during the period 1158-81. It could ordinarily be supposed that the second 
witness was William d’Eu the precentor, but it is reasonably certain that 
he died in the period c. 1170-74, being succeeded by Hamo.! Moreover, 
there is satisfactory evidence for the names of four of the archdeacons 
holding office in 1176, namely Ralph d’Aunay (York), Ralph de Warneville 
(East Riding), Jeremy (Cleveland) and John son of Letold (Nottingham), 
the only missing one being the archdeacon of Richmond as Godfrey de 
Lucy succeeded at some unspecified date before 1184.2 For these reasons 
the possibility that the date of the charter is incorrect has been suggested. 
But there is no corroborative justification for the doubt. It is possible that 
the witness clause, which is certainly imperfect, has more mistakes than 
one. It may be significant that a Robert, apparently vice-archdeacon, 
witnessed a charter with Ralph dean of Kettlewell and Richard de Preston 
in the period c. 1164-1175; see no. 253 in Chapter V. Moreover, the second 
witness may have been a canon of York, who could well take precedence 
over a vice-archdeacon; and a William canon of York occurs in the period 
1164-77.4

109. Gift by Hugh Foliot, for the soul of Henry his brother, to 
Pontefract priory of a bovate of land in Barnby [upon Don], 
which was Thorald’s, together with Thorald, his sequel and 
chattels, free of all service except the king’s service on the basis 
of one carucate to a tenth part of a knight; in lieu of a mark’s 
rent given by Henry his brother; with the consent of William 
the donor’s son and heir who witnessed the charter and to whom 
the monks gave a bezant. [c. 1160-85]

It has been noted above that in 1284-85 Richard Foliot held a portion 
of Barnby upon Don of William le Vavasour, and it is therefore probable 
that the bovate given by this charter was included in the Foliot holding 
there. This under-tenancy apparently formed no part of the knight’s fee 
held immediately of the Percy fee by Hugh Foliot in 1166 and 1175, though 
its location has not been determined; see §11. 

The first witness rendered account of 110s. for having his chattels in 
1165, paying the balance due in the following year.1. Jordan de Ledston 
and Ranulf son of Siward witnessed charters to Pontefract priory, 1159-70, 
1165-75 and 1175-91, and Richard de Stagno and Adam his son one of 
Jordan de Ledston to the same, 1170-90.5 The period suggested for the 
present charter is only approximate, but the mention of the donor’s son 
makes a date towards the end of it probable.

At the Domesday survey William de Percy I held 6 carucates in Bolton 
by Bowland with berewicks of a carucate each in Holme and Raygill. An 
account of the manor is given in the Introduction to Pudsay Deeds, pp. 
66-72; and some notes copied by Dodsworth? give further details, stating 
that William le Vavasour gave his moiety of the vill to Robert and Mauger 
his sons in equal portions, and that William had acquired the moiety 
through the help which he had given as a justice when William son of 
Hugh [de Leathley] recovered before him the whole vill that had been 
given to his sister Hessella in marriage for service not performed. Whatever 
may be the truth of this strange story it seems clear that in the twelfth 
century the Vavasour family held one moiety of the vill, and the Leathley

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family (§4), the other, as immediate tenants of the Percy fee.1 Richard 
le Vavasour was William’s brother; see no. 112. 

The advowson, like the manor, was divided into moieties. Charter no. 
114 shows that the advowson, 7.e. a moiety of it, was retained by Robert 
le Vavasour when he gave his land of Bolton to Theobald Walter on 
marriage with Maud his daughter. Theobald Walter, their son, however, 
included the advowson in his gift of his land in Bolton to Roger de Birkin.? 
This moiety of the advowson was recovered in 1234 by John le Vavasour,3 
who in 1246 sold it to Richard de Bolton.+ The latter, son of Elias de 
Bolton, acquired the other moiety; and the advowson, thus united, des- 
cended in the Bolton family.°

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The donee confirmed and quitclaimed to Mauger le Vavasour all his 
land of Belasis in exchange for 10 acres in Bolton and 5 marks of silver, 
paying yearly a pound of pepper.! In one of the headings he is described 
as William the constable; and he had a son Richard, described as Richard 
son of William the constable >

W. de Malhom’, et multis aliis.° It was also confirmed by Mauger le 
Vavasour as of the gift of Richard his uncle (pairuus); hiis testibus, Henrico 
de Perci, Willelmo de Stiueton’, Willelmo de Malhom, Stephano de Hamer- 
ton’, Johanne de Halton’, et aliis pluribus. Mauger issued several other 
charters to Sallay, giving all his land in Bolton and the land of Malasis 
(another lost place in Bolton), some of his charters being issued in the 
period 1204-09.7

Mr. W. Paley Baildon, who examined this charter in connexion with 
the Baildon family, was unable to explain the origin of Hugh de Baildon’s 
interest in Bolton by Bowland.! It is possible that as Baildon was held 
by the Leathley family this land formed part of the Leathley moiety of 
Bolton; but it is included here in view of the grantor’s name.

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The marriage of Theobald Walter to Maud le Vavasour took place 
later than 1189-91, when her father Robert succeeded to the Vavasour fee;! 
and Theobald died before 8 October 1205, when Narborough was to be 
delivered to Thomas Basset.2 The period assigned shows the widest limits 
of date for the present charter. Notes on Edlington have been given in the 
introduction to this section, and on the advowson of Bolton by Bowland 
in. the note tomo, 110: 

Narborough was a member of the fee of the earls of Warwick. William 
earl of Warwick, the husband of Maud de Percy, gave the manor and 
advowson to William le Vavasour. This was stated in an assize of darrein 
presentment to the church of Narborough which Fulk FitzWarin (Maud’s 
second husband) and Maud his wife brought against the abbot of Leicester 
in 1221, when the latter pleaded that Roger earl of Warwick gave the 
advowson to the abbey and that it was later that earl William gave the 
manor and advowson to William le Vavasour, Maud’s ancestor.4 On 10 
September 1217 the sheriff of Leicestershire was ordered to give seisin of 
the manor to Henry earl of Warwick as Fulk FitzWarin, who held it of 
the earl’s fee, was an enemy of the king;* but after Fulk made his peace 
the manor was restored, and he was granted a market there on 23 October 
1219.5 In 1226 Theobald Walter (Maud’s son by her first marriage) brought 
a claim against William Pantuif and Hawise his wife for the manor of 
Narborough;® but this was evidently unsuccessful. In 1242-43 John le 
Vavasour held half a knight’s fee there of the earl of Warwick,’ which in 
1235-36 had been held as an under-tenancy by Hubert Hose.® In a case 
of 1276 brought by Ralph le Boteler and Maud his wife against John le 
Vavasour for the presentation to the church, in which the gift of the manor 
and advowson by earl William to William le Vavasour was recorded, it 
was stated that Maud le Vavasour gave them to Hawise her daughter, and 
that Maud wife of Ralph le Boteler was descended from Maud.? Hawise, 
Maud’s daughter by her second husband Fulk FitzWarin, married William 
Pantulf of Wem and, secondly, Hubert Hose,!° explaining the references of 
1226 and 1235-36; and the younger Maud was Hawise’s daughter by her 
first husband.1!. The manor and advowson descended in the family of 
Boteler of Wem.??

Of the places mentioned the most important is Hazlewood, held by 
the donor’s ancestor at the Domesday survey. William de Percy I held 
3 carucates in Ouston, mainly a berewick of the manor of Pallethorpe, and 
in 1284-85 the heirs of Mauger le Vavasour held a manor there of 3 caru- 
cates of Philip de Kyme of the Percy fee,* 7.e. as an under-tenancy of the 
Steward’s fee (§1). The Domesday holding by Osbert de Arches of 4 caru- 
cates in Oxton? passed to the Percy tenancy in chief; but as in 1284-85 
William Marescallus and several others held 3 carucates there of the Percy 
fee* it is unlikely that the Vavasour interest there extended beyond about 
a carucate, including the half carucate mentioned in this charter.> It seems 
clear that the interest of Mauger le Vavasour, the donor’s younger son, both 
in Ouston and Oxton, arose through his marriage with Agnes daughter 
and heir of Walter de Denton. Notes on the church of Thurnscoe are given 
at no. 119. The gift of Thurnscoe to Roche abbey by William le Vavasour 
is included in the confirmation charter of pope Urban III in 1186.°

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The date of this charter must be later than the death of Walter de 
Denton in 1183-84, and before that of king Henry II. Many of the gifts

Although the land in Oxton did not form part of the Vavasour fee 
held by the main line of the family these charters are included here in 
view of the Vavasour interest, and of the mention of Oxton in William 
le Vavasour’s charter (no. 115). The present charter was issued after the 
death of William de Percy II and before that of the earl of Warwick. It 
was confirmed by Maud countess of Warwick (no. 52). 

Oliver Angevin held a knight’s fee of the archbishop of York in 1166;1 
and he witnessed a charter of the earl of Warwick and Maud de Percy to 
Fountains abbey in 1175 (no. 38). He can presumably be identified with the 
O. Andegaven|sis], a parishioner of the church of York, who was the subject 
of a letter from pope Alexander III to the abbot of Fountains and master 
Vacarius, 30 June 1177, saying that he had been informed by W., O’s 
brother, that the late W/[illiam] de Romare had kept O. in prison until he 
compelled him to swear that he would marry a lady named Hal?wise]; but 
that escaping from prison he took another as his wife, by whom he had 
sons; and that later the said Ha. brought a case against him before the 
archbishop, who made him swear that he would not go to his wife pending 
judgement; and that before judgement was issued Ha. died, and O. dared 
not return to his wife; they were to inquire whether O. had sworn by force 
to accept Ha. as his wife, and if he had not lived with her to allow him 
to return to his wife, but that if he had sworn and had lived with her he 
was not to return to his second wife, giving him leave to take another wife 
if he wished.?

It is uncertain whether this bovate formed part of the holding of 
Mauger le Vavasour in Oxton, but as he witnessed this is likely. The charter 
gives a striking example of the danger of supposing that the subject of a 
‘pro anima’ clause was dead, for the countess of Warwick witnessed. 


(vii) THURNSCOE 


119. Final concord between Robert le Vavasour and the abbot of 
Sallay by which the latter would hold land in Thurnscoe in his 
own hand, and would not demise it at farm to anyone except 
the former.

In 1212 Robert le Vavasour complained that contrary to the final 
concord in the king’s court, evidently the one printed here, the abbot of 
Sallay demised his land of Thurnscoe at farm to the abbot of Roche; but 
he did not proceed, and was in mercy.? William le Vavasour, his father, 
had given to Sallay abbey the church of Thurnscoe‘* and his interest there, 
saving what he had given to Roche abbey (no. 115). This gift was con- 
firmed by his son Robert le Vavasour;> and the church of Thurnscoe was 
included in king Richard I’s confirmation to Sallay on 23 October 1189.° 
Some notes on the early history of the church are given in a section of the 
Paynel fee relating to Thurnscoe.? The abbeys of Sallay and Roche made 
an agreement c. 1212, by which the former quitclaimed all their land in 
the vill retaining their right in the church.® But the interest of Sallay in 
the church must have lapsed, for the presentations from 1233 onwards 
show that they were made by the families of Vavasour and Neufmarché in 
the proportion of two turns by the former and one turn by the latter.° The 
assize of darrein presentment to two-thirds of the church brought by John 
le Vavasour against Richard abbot of Roche,in 1229 was evidently successful.1° 

The Vavasour holding of the Percy fee in Thurnscoe, representing the 
6 bovates held by William de Percy in 1086, was small compared with the 
remainder which became members of the Paynel fee and the honour of 
Tickhill.!

120. Gift by Robert son of Malger to Embsay priory of a carucate 
and a half of land in Yeadon [par. Guiseley]. 
[ante 1156]

This gift was confirmed to Bolton priory by William Vavasour, des- 
cribing the donor as his uncle (avunculus).1 There is another charter of 
William to the same effect, with a different set of witnesses; testibus, Alano 
de Yedona et Thoma fratre suo, Aldreth de Altun et filio ejus W., Galfrido 
de Disford, Willelmo Mauleuerer, Willelmo filio ejus, Nigello de Plumton et 
Gilberto [blank]? ejus, Ricfardo] le Vauasor.? It is preceded by a sketch 
pedigree of the Vavasour family, putting the name of William’s father as 

_ Malger as an additional note; and by a confirmation of the same land by 
Robert Vavasour (son of William), referring to the donor as his father’s 
uncle.+ This was probably a result of Robert’s recognition of the 14 caru- 
cates as the right of the prior by a final concord of 24 January 1205-6.° 

The date of the present charter was earlier than the removal of the 
canons from Embsay to Bolton in 1155.° 


64. THE LEATHER Y PEE 


The land constituting the knight’s fee of the old feoffment 

held by William son of Hugh in 1166 lay in Haggenby, a lost vill 
in Tadcaster; Leathley; and Stainton, par. Gargrave. 

At the Domesday survey Ebrard held of William de Percy 

3 carucates in Haggenby, 4carucatesin Leathley, and 84 carucates in 

Linton, par. Spofforth;’? and, described as the man of William de 

Percy, he cultivated the king’s two manors in Castley, par. Leathley.®

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Ebrard, if he can be identified with Evrard,! also held of William 
de Percy a carucate in Legsby with sokeland of 10 bovates in 
Holtham, wap. Wraggoe, co. Lincoln; but this holding subse- 
quently passed to the Thweng fee; see §12. Hugh son of Everard 
held the vill of Stainton (no. 123), which at the Survey consisted 
of 3 carucates, soke of the king’s manor of Bolton in Craven, and 
3 carucates held by Roger of Poitou, and which subsequently 
passed to the Percy tenancy in chief. It is probable that in view 
of the reference at the Survey the Leathley family held one of 
the two carucates in Castley, which became a member of the 
Percy fee, the other becoming a member of the Meschin fee;? 
and that in the twelfth century, and certainly in the thirteenth, 
they held a moiety of Bolton by Bowland of the Percy fee, the 
other moiety becoming a possession of William le Vavasour.® 

Detailed accounts with documentary references of the 
family of Leathley, descended in the male line from Ebrard, have 
been given by the late W. Paley Baildon in two publications.‘ 
Besides their holdings of the Percy fee, the family acquired lands 
of other tenancies in chief. These included Baildon, a member of 
the archbishop’s fee; and also the second moiety of Castley, with 
a moiety of Rigton and all Stainburn, par. Kirkby Overblow, 
members of the Meschin fee, and an interest in Weston, a member 
of the Vescy fee, which were acquired by the marriage of Hugh 
son of William de Leathley to Christiana daughter and heir of 
Adam son of Norman.® They were the benefactors of several 
religious houses, including Fountains, Sallay, Kirkstall, Healaugh 
Park and the cathedral church of York.® 

The following notes, showing the main line of descent, are 
principally restricted to the lands held of the Percy fee. 


Ebrard is presumably the Everard who witnessed a charter 
of Alan de Percy I to Whitby abbey early in the twelfth century 
(no. 2). Hugh son of Everard, his successor, gave Stainton to 
Selby abbey, of which it was held by Sallay abbey before 1158 
(nos. 123, 124). William son of Hugh son of Ebrard, the tenant 
of the knight’s fee of William de Percy II in 1166, is so described 
as a witness to a charter of Norman son of Uctred to St. Peter’s 
hospital (no. 215); and as William son of Hugh de Leathley to a 
charter of William de Percy II to Sallay abbey, c. 1147-1154 
(no. 14), and with Hugh his son and Robert de Leathley one of 
the countess Maud, 1175-c. 1184 (no. 64). He quitclaimed to

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Sallay abbey the 15s. yearly rent which belonged to the service 
of Stainton (no. 125), and which William de Percy II also quit- 
claimed at his request (no. 16). In the partition of the Percy 
barony in 1175 his knight’s fee was assigned to the share of the 
earl of Warwick. In 1180 Adam son of Norman and William son 
of Hugh de Leathley rendered account of 200 marks for per- 
mission to effect a marriage between Adam’s daughter and 
William’s son, and William completed his share of the payment 
in 1185.1 He was still living in 1201, when he was a party to a 
final concord with Jordan de Sancta Maria and Alice his wife.? 
Besides Hugh his successor he had a younger son Robert, who 
held the vill of Haggenby which he gave to the priory of Healaugh 
Park (no. 122), and land in Bolton by Bowland which he gave to 
Sallay abbey (no. 121). 

Hugh son of William de Leathley gave to the priory of 
Healaugh Park the church of Leathley, so far as it belonged to 
him, and 2 bovates of land there.* He issued a confirmation 
charter to Sallay abbey which included the abbey’s holding in 
Stainton;* and in 1221 he gave the church of Weston to arch- 
bishop Gray.® With Christiana his wife he was a party to a final 
concord in 1208;° and with her consent he gave the vill of Stain- 
burn to Roger Peitevin with Isolda his daughter in frank-marriage.’ 
He married as his second wife Emma Darel, who as his widow 
confirmed his gifts to St. Peter’s hospital, York;* she was apparently 
the widow of Ralph son of Baldwin of Bramhope and Dishforth; 
see §30. For the souls of his wives Christiana and Emma, des- 
cribed as Hugh de*Leathley son of William de Leathley, he gave 
to Fountains abbey the service from a tenement in Castley;® it is 
clear, however, as noted above, that Emma survived him. 

Hugh de Leathley had several sons;!®° and the main line 
descended through his eldest son Adam, whose son and heir Adam 
son of Adam de Leathley sold to Henry son of William de Percy 
his right in Leathley, Castley, Rimington, Steeton and Haggenby, 
in which places he had previously held of Henry in chief." It will 
be noticed that Linton, par. Spofforth, is not mentioned.

Robert de Leathley issued two charters making these gifts in practically 
identical terms.* One (the toft and 13 acres of land) was made for the use 
of the abbey church and its buildings, paying 2s. yearly; and the other 
was witnessed by William the constable, and Jordan and Elias the king’s 
serjeants. Of these the first may be William constable of Skipton who 
witnessed Malham charters about the end of the century;> and Elias the 
king’s serjeant has been identified with Elias son of Uctred de Bolton.® 
Some notes on Robert de Leathley are given at no. 122. It can be supposed 
that, as in Haggenby, he was given this land in Bolton by his father. 

The places mentioned are Wycongill Bank, Rainsber Scar and Fooden, 
all in Bolton by Bowland.’ Fooden lies in the eastern part of the vill. 
Malger rector of Gisburn witnessed a charter of Maud de Percy in 1189 
(no. 50) and a Stainton one probably earlier than 1175 (no. 125). He was 
succeeded as rector by Henry de Percy who so occurs 1198-1200 (note to 
no. 299). 


(ii) HAGGENBY

The grantor was a younger son of William son of Hugh de Leathley, 
the tenant in 1166, and he was presumably given Haggenby by his father. 
The present gift was confirmed by Hugh de Leathley, his elder brother, 
several of the witnesses being the same.> In 1284-85 the prior of Healaugh 
Park held the vill of Haggenby, containing 3 carucates, of the Percy fee as 
of the barony of Spofforth.* 

There are several references to Robert de Leathley in the first quarter 
of the thirteenth century. He gave land in Stainburn to Fountains abbey 
which he had purchased, with a warranty of an exchange to the same value 
from his land in Haggenby.° Not later than 1224 he gave pasture in Haggenby 
to Sallay abbey, and quitclaimed tithes and lands belonging to the church 

. of Tadcaster, pledging whatever right he had in the church. In 1219-28 
he gave meadow land in Stutton, par. Tadcaster, belonging to his land of 
Haggenby, to the precentorship of York;7 and he gave meadow land in the 
same place to the priory of Healaugh Park.* He also gave land in Bolton 
by Bowland to Sallay abbey (no. 121). 

It is difficult to avoid the conclusion that Robert de Leathley, in view 
of his interest in the church of Tadcaster, can be identified with the Robert 
de Lelleia, clerk of York diocese, about whom the pope on 22 October 1218 
ordered the abbot of Fountains and others to make a further inquiry, it 
having been reported that he had three wives and had been excommunicated 
by archbishop Geoffrey and presumed to hold the church of Tadcaster, 
belonging to Sallay abbey, having several others with cure of souls.° There 
is a record of an institution in 1229 to a moiety of the church of Leathley 
which Robert de Leathley had held.?°

Gargrave], paying 15s. yearly to be rendered to the chief lord, 
being the service of the land, and giving specified facilities to 
the donor and his wife on their visits to Selby; and request to 
William, the donor’s son, to maintain the gift. [c.

As the donor appears to have been succeeded by his son William by 
c. 1147-1154, as noted above, a date for this charter c. 1140-50 can be 
suggested. The gift of Stainton in Craven by Hugh son of Everard was 
included in the comprehensive charter of confirmation to Selby abbey 
issued by king Stephen in 1154.1

The first witness and Robert the archdeacon give the limits of date 
as 1154-58. This charter was included verbatim in a confirmation issued by 
Thomas abbot of Selby on 17 March 1277, recognising the right of Sallay 
abbey to the manor of Stainton. This was followed by a final concord, 
27 May 1278, to the same effect, Sallay paying to Selby the yearly rent 
of 40s.3 This payment was made until the Dissolution.* 

Clement prior of St. Mary’s witnessed a charter of abbot Savaric, 
c. 1150-1161.5

There can be no doubt that the grantor was the same man as in no. 

125.3. The pedigree gives no alternative. But in view of the content of the 
charter with its mention of gifts made by his sons, and of the names of the 
witnesses, and for palaeographical reasons, it must have been issued at a 
much later date, probably at the end of the life of the grantor who was 
still living at an advanced age in 1201. It seems that he had revived claims 
which in the time of William de Percy II he had renounced.

$52 THEONEVIELE FEE 


William de Neville held a knight’s fee of the old feoffment 
in 1166; and the fee which he held in 1175 was assigned to the 
share of the earl of Warwick in the division of the Percy barony. 

Farrer! described the descent and identity of this fee as 
doubtful. His notes referred to the Percy holdings in Halton 
West and Hellifield, par. Long Preston, and Paythorne and 
Swinden, par. Gisburn. But it is more likely that the fee held 
by William de Humez in 1166 was composed of land in these 
places; see §18. There is some evidence, though presumptive 
rather than conclusive, that the Neville fee was composed of land 
in Thrybergh, Bolton upon Dearne, and Dalton and Brinsworth, 
par. Rotherham. In these places the Normanville family held an 
under-tenancy in the thirteenth and probably in the twelfth 
century, being the tenants in possession; and their association 
with the Percy fee in Yorkshire and the honour of Chester in 
Lincolnshire, of both of which Rozelin was a Domesday tenant, 
makes it convenient to trace their descent in a separate section 
(§34), where the evidence for the possible constitution of the 
Neville fee will be given. 


6. THE ARCHES FEE 


In 1166 Gilbert de Arches held of William de Percy a knight’s 
fee of the old feoffment and three-quarters of a knight’s fee of 
the new feoffment; he was also named as a joint holder of a 
knight’s fee with Durand de Cayton and others (see §20). 

The lands constituting the former holdings are shown in a 
charter by which William son of Henry de Percy (the great- 
grandson of William de Percy of 1166) confirmed to Thomas son 
of Alan de Arches (the grandson of Gilbert de Arches) and his 
heirs all the lands which had been held by Alan his father of the 
grantor’s fee, namely, Rainton, par. Topcliffe; Somerby, wap. 
Yarborough, co. Lincoln; Kearby, par. Kirkby Overblow; Kettle- 
well; Arncliffe; Linton; Threshfield, par. Linton; 2 carucates in 
Addingham; half a carucate in Follifoot, par. Spofforth; half a 
carucate in ‘Alton’; and a house each in Tadcaster, York and

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Stamford Bridge; to hold by the service of 12 knight’s fees.1 The 
service was the same as in 1166, though some of the land may 
have been added subsequently. 


Some details relating to these places can be considered: 


(i) Rainton. At the Domesday survey count Alan of Rich- 
mond held 9 carucates in Rainton;? but, whereas Baldersby and 
Easby (in Rainton) constituted the half knight’s fee held by 
Percy of the honour of Richmond,? Rainton itself appears to 
have passed to the Percy tenancy in chief. 

In Trinity term 1212 Richard de Percy was summoned to 
show why he intruded into the land formerly held by Alan de 
Arches in Rainton, of the service of which William Briwere was 
seised with the wardship of William son of Henry de Percy after 
the death of Maud countess of Warwick up to Alan’s death, as 
William Briwere said; and it was found by an inquisition that 
Wilham Briwere was so seised; Richard offered two palfreys for 
an inquisition to inquire whether Alan’s service belonged to his 
share of the inheritance of William de Percy his grandfather or 
to the share of William de Percy in William Briwere’s wardship; 
but as Richard could not gainsay that William Briwere was so 
seised it was adjudged that the latter should have seisin of the 
land of Rainton.? 

On 12 August 1218 the sheriff of Yorkshire was ordered to 
cause William Briwere to have such seisin of the custody of the 
land and heir of Alan de Arches in Rainton as he may have had 
before being disseised by reason of the war.® In 1227 William 
(son of Henry) de Percy claimed against Thomas de Arches 6 
carucates in Rainton,® of which William de Percy his grandfather 
was seised in demesne; Thomas said that William had no right 
as Maud countess of Warwick confirmed to Alan de Arches his 
antecessoy by a charter which he produced the land which Alan’s 
father Gilbert de Arches had held at his death, namely Rainton 
and several other lands, and further that on the division of the 
inheritance of William de Percy countess Maud had the service 
of Alan de Arches,’ who had been under age, and had restored 
the land when he attained full age, as the charter bore witness, 
and that William Briwere when he had William de Percy the 
plaintiff in his wardship had the wardship of Thomas until he 
was of age and then took Thomas’s homage; he put himself on 
the great assize to recognise whether he had the greater right of 
holding the land of William by the service of half a knight or

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William of holding it in demesne.! In 1230 the great assize between 
them in respect of the 6 carucates in Rainton was postponed;? 
it was held at York on 8 June 1231, when an agreement was 
made, William de Percy giving 10 marks therefor;? and on 11 
June the latter acknowledged that the land was the mght of 
Thomas, to hold to him and his heirs of William and his heirs by 
the service of half a knight, Thomas giving 30 marks.4 The 
confirmation charter of William de Percy which included Rainton, 
noted above, was probably issued shortly afterwards. In 1235 
Thomas de Arches gave 21 bovates in Rainton to St. Leonard’s 
hospital;> and as Thomas son of Alan de Arches he was an ex- 
tensive benefactor of Fountains abbey, giving his capital messuage 
in Rainton with the chapel there and a total of about 16 bovates, 
his gifts being confirmed by Osbert his brother. In 1252 the 
abbot of Fountains claimed against Osbert de Arches acquittance 
of the service demanded by Henry de Percy for the tenement 
held of Osbert by the abbot in Rainton.’ In 1284-85 Rainton 
consisted of 64 carucates, held of the Percy fee, of which St. 
Leonard’s hospital held 2 carucates 5 bovates, Newburgh priory 
half a carucate and Fountains abbey 3 carucates.® 


(11) Somerby, co. Lincoln. At the Domesday survey William 
de Percy held 24 carucates in Somerby, where Alan de Percy I 
held the same amount in 1115-18. In 1242-43 Thomas de Arches 
held half a knight’s fee there of William de Percy;® and in 1245 
he quitclaimed the advowson of the church to the prioress of 
Stainfield.° In 1263 Osbert de Arches granted to Gilbert de 
Bernevalle and Sarah his wife for the latter’s life at a yearly 
rent of 100s. the manor of Somerby which they were holding of 
Sarah’s dower as of the inheritance formerly of Thomas de Arches 
the brother of Osbert whose heir Osbert was;! and in 1274 Gilbert 
de ‘Berivale’ held a knight’s fee in North Somerby of Henry de 
Percy.” It can be deduced that Sarah was the widow of Thomas 
de Arches. In 1303 William de Cantilupe (see below) held half 
a knight’s fee in Somerby which Thomas de Arches formerly held.® 


(iii) Kearby. At the Domesday survey William de Percy 
held 4 carucates in Kearby. That was the amount of land held 
there of the honour of William de Percy III in 1242-43, 12 caru- 
cates making a knight’s fee.4 In 1257 Osbert de Arches had a 
grant of free warren in his demesne lands in Aston and Kearby,

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and in Normanton [upon Soar], co. Nottingham.!’ He gave to 
his eldest daughter Maud and her heirs in marriage all his land 
of Kearby, Kirkby Overblow and Micklethwaite.2, Maud married 
William de Cantilupe, who with her held the vill of Kearby of 
the Percy fee for a quarter of a knight’s fee in 1284-85. He held 
it for the same service at his death in 1308 of her inheritance.* 
In 1314 William de Ergham, one of the heirs of Maud, held 3 
carucates in Kearby and Follifoot, and also a carucate in Kirkby 
Overblow.® 


(iv) Kettlewell. At the Domesday survey Roger of Poitou 
held a manor consisting of a carucate in Kettlewell, half a carucate 
in Hubberholme and half a carucate in Starbotton,® which passed 
to the Percy fee; and Hugh son of Baldric held in Craven a manor 
and berewick in ‘Holecher’ and ‘Bretebi’ assessed at 8 carucates,’ 
most or all of which passed to the Percy fee. It is supposed that 
these places lay in Kettlewell,? and perhaps included Buckden 
which is not mentioned in the Survey. In 1284-85 there were 
8 carucates in Kettlewell with Starbotton, of which Elias de Knoll 
held 2 carucates of Robert de Grey and the abbot of Coverham, 
and they of Osbert de Arches, and the heirs of Arches of the 
Percy fee, and of the remainder the abbot of Coverham held 3 
carucates and Robert de Grey 3 carucates both of the heirs of 
Arches also of the Percy fee; and a carucate in Buckden was 
held equally by Elias de Knoll and Elas de Buckden both of 
ene Percy ec.” 

| The interest of Coverham abbey was due to the lords of 
Middleham, tenants of the honour of Richmond. The abbey 
was founded at Swainby by Waleran son of Robert and his 
mother in or shortly before 1187 and was later moved to Cover- 
ham.?® King Henry II’s confirmation charter of 1188-89 included 
a gift by Waleran of 16 acres in Kettlewell and pasture there for 
1000 sheep and 40 beasts." It will be seen that Waleran’s father, 
Robert son of Ralph, acquired an interest in Kettlewell (no. 147), 
but there was probably some earlier feoffment there, possibly by 
a member of the. Perey or Arches family. In 1222 Coverham 
abbey acquired a moiety of the church of Kettlewell from Bolton

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priory; and in 1268 made an agreement with Fountains abbey 
for pasture rights in Starbotton.? 

It will be seen below that the interest of Ehas de Knoll was 
due to his marriage with Hawise daughter of Reiner de Arches. 


(v) Arncliffe. At the Domesday survey Roger of Poitou 
held 4 carucates in Arncliffe,? which passed to the Percy fee. 
In 1284-85 there were 5 carucates there, of which the abbot of 
Fountains held a carucate of Elias de Knoll, the church was 
endowed with 2 bovates, and 3 carucates 6 bovates were held of 
Alice de Buckden who held of Ehas de Knoll who held of the 
heirs of Brakenberg, all of the Percy fee.4’ No clue has been found 
for the last holding, but it is possible that the Arches interest in 
Arncliffe as an immediate tenure only extended to the 10 bovates 
mentioned in no. 128. 


(vi) Linton and Threshfield. At the Domesday survey 
Gilbert Tison held 2 carucates in both places, and 4 carucates 
were terra regis in Threshfield,® all of which passed to the Percy 
fee. In 1284-85 4 carucates were held in Linton of Robert de 
Grey, who held of the Percy fee; and Elias de Threshfield had an 
interest in 3 carucates in Threshfield of the same fee.® It seems 
unlikely that the Arches family had any considerable interest.’ 


(vii) Addingham. It is difficult to see how the Arches 
family could have held 2 carucates here as an immediate tenancy, 
as of the 6 carucates the Vavasour family held 4 carucates of the 
honour of Skipton and 2 carucates of the Percy fee.® 


(vil) Foliifoot. Land there held by one of the Arches heirs 
was associated with Kearby in 1314 (see above). Reference to 
the Braham interest there will be given in §21 below. 


(ix) ‘Alton’. The identity of this place is uncertain. It may 
be Halton Gill, par. Arncliffe, rather than Halton West, which 
was a member of the Humez fee (§18). 


The details given above show the descent for two generations 
from Gilbert de Arches, the tenant of this fee in 1166. But as 
his son Alan was under age in 1175, it is doubtful whether he was 
the same Gilbert de Arches who witnessed three charters of Alan 
de Percy I (nos. 5-7). It is therefore possible that there were two 
Gilberts de Arches, probably father and son, and that Gilbert I, 
born c. 1100 or earlier, was the first holder of the knight’s fee of 
the old feoffment, and further that Gilbert II was born c. 1125.

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Gilbert, the tenant in 1166, who witnessed several charters 
of William de Percy II, was evidently dead in 1175. There is 
no evidence to explain the identity of Osbert de Arches who was 
then holding 2 knights’ fees jointly with Henry son of Apolitus in 
the share assigned to the earl of Warwick. It is possible that he 
was the elder son of Gilbert and died shortly afterwards, being 
succeeded by his brother Alan then under age. There is reason 
to suppose that Osbert’s share of the 2 fees amounted to 12, 
corresponding to Gilbert’s holding in 1166.1 

The proceedings of 1227 noted above show that countess 
Maud restored to Alan de Arches when he came of age the land 
held by Gilbert de Arches. On 25 October 1211 Alan de Arches 
had a writ directed to the sheriff of Yorkshire that the latter 
should not hold a plea between Gilbert Fitz Reinfrid and Helewise 
his wife,? plaintiffs, and Alan for a carucate in Kirkby Overblow, 
unless a duel was waged, because Alan, the tenant of the land, 
had put himself on the great assize to inquire who had the greater 
right.2 As noted above Alan de Arches was dead in the following 
year. His charter confirming land in Kettlewell is printed at 
no. 145. 

Thomas de Arches, his eldest son and successor, the donor 
of land in Rainton to Fountains abbey, was living in 1248, when 
he was a party to a final concord of land in Aston and Aughton.4 
He also held an interest in Normanton upon Soar, co. Nottingham.® 
He died without issue before 1252, when his brother Osbert 
succeeded him. He left a widow Sarah, who as the Somerby 
evidence shows married Gilbert de Bernevalle as her second 
husband. 

Osbert de Arches [II] made a presentation for institution to 
the church of Aston, in 1253.6 He held land in Bridlington, con- 
cerning which he made an agreement with Bridlington priory to 
settle disputes in 1258.” He held this land of the Meinill fee, and 
in 1267 Stephen de Meinill gave his service to Bridlington priory.® 
William de Cantilupe and Maud his wife gave to the priory a 
messuage, 4 carucates and 10/4. rent in Bridlington, with the 
reversion of the tenement held there in dower by Maud widow of 
Osbert de Arches;® a final concord to this effect was levied in 
1286, a chaplain being provided to celebrate in the priory church 
for the souls of the donors, Osbert de Arches, Richard de oy, 
and Maud de Arches,}°

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William de Cantilupe, who was born in 1262 and died in 
1308, having been summoned to Parliament from 1299 to his 
death, married Maud daughter and heir of Osbert de Arches by 
Maud his wife; she was his first wife and died without surviving 
issue.t It will be noticed that as Osbert de Arches could not have 
been born later than 1213 he was apparently about fifty years 
old when his daughter Maud was born. At his death William de 
Cantilupe held by the courtesy of England of the inheritance of 
Maud his wife a third of a knight’s fee in Bridlington of Sir Nicholas 
de Meinill, a knight’s fee in Aston of Thomas de Furnival, a quarter 
of a knight’s fee in Kearby of Henry de Percy, and the manor of 
Somerby of Henry de Percy for half a knight’s fee; Maud’s heirs 
being William de Ergham, aged forty, and Thomas de Ouneby, 
aged twenty-six or thirty, her kinsmen.? They were the repre- 
sentatives of Joan and Christiana, sisters of Osbert de Arches.’ 


There were two other branches of the Arches family which 
had connexions with this fee: 


(a) Peter de Arches of Arnford and Kettlewell issued charters 
giving land in those places in the middle of the twelfth century 
(nos. 133, 136). He was probably of a younger generation than 
the Peter de Arches who rendered account of 20 marks of silver 
in respect of the pleas of Blyth in 1130, and who, in Farrer’s 
view,° was by Emma his wife the father of Herbert I of Shadwell, 
a tenant of 2 knights’ fees of Henry de Lascy in 1166. This 
Herbert de Arches and his son Herbert II had interests in Bordley 
and Conistone in Kettlewelldale;* both members of the honour of 
Skipton. Their propinquity to Kettlewell makes it probable that 
Peter de Arches of Kettlewell was closely related; and it is possible 
that he was a younger brother of Herbert I and so a son of the 
Peter of 1130. The successor of Peter of Kettlewell was his son 
William (no. 139 and note to no. 144), whose gifts in Kettlewell 
to Fountains abbey were confirmed by Alan de Arches (no. 145), 
his superior in the feudal scale. A later Peter de Arches gave to 
Bolton priory 4 bovates in Kettlewell, including one which he 
had given to Adam de Buckden in marriage with his sister; these 
were the subject of a lease by Adam prior of Bolton.’ 


(b) Thurstan de Arches gave to Fountains abbey land in 
Arncliffe in and before 1170, and land between Kilnsey and

His son and successor 
was Wilin de Arches (no. 130); and he had a younger son Walter 
who gave to Furness abbey land in Hetton, a member of the 
honour of Skipton, his gift being confirmed by Wilin de Arches 
in 1221, and also by Herbert de Arches II’—which suggests a 
relationship between their two branches. In 1201, in continuation 
of a case in 1199, Maud de Percy, countess of Warwick, com- 
plained that Wilin de Arches had wrongfully entered her forest 
of Langstroth and made himself forester; he replied that the 
office belonged to his land of Buckden which he held of her, and 
the case was postponed.” It was settled in 1202 by a final concord 
by which the countess quitclaimed to him and his heirs the custody 
of the forest, and in return Wilin granted her a meadow on the 
Wharfe which he would hold of her by the free service of serjeanty 
as was due for his tenement in Buckden.? On 3 February 1222-3 
Elias de Giggleswick quitclaimed the advowson of Arncliffe to 
Wilin de Arches;* and the proceedings in 1228 between William 
and Richard de Percy show that Elias de Giggleswick held of Wilin 
de Arches a mill to which the suit of the vill of Settle belonged.5 

Wilin de Arches had a son William whom he mentioned in one 
of his charters to Fountains abbey (note to no. 130); but his 
successor was his son Reiner who confirmed the gifts of his grand- 
father Thurstan and his father Wilin.6 Reiner de Arches by Sara 
his wife had two daughters—Hawise who married Elias son of 
Elias de Knoll, and Maud who married John Dawtrey (de Alta 
Ripa); and on 28 January 1265-6 an agreement relating to Reiner’s 
inheritance was made between them, by which to Ehas and 
Hawise were assigned Starbotton, meadow land in Langstroth, 
service in Arncliffe and tofts in Kettlewell, and to John and Maud 
all the land of Hapton [co. Lancaster],’ 10 bovates in Hayton, 
and Rathmell [par. Giggleswick], the advowson of Arncliffe being 
shared by alternate presentations to the church.® This explains 
the interest held by Ehas de Knoll in Arncliffe and Kettlewell in 
1284-85, when Thomas Dawtrey held 2 bovates in Rathmell as 
an under-tenancy of William le Fleming.® 


It is probable that all these families were related to the 
family of Arches which was descended from Osbern de Arches, 
the tenant in chief at the Domesday survey.?® It will be noticed 
that Peter de Fauconberg had a wager of battle with Peter de 
Arches, apparently for land in Kettlewell (no. 138), and that 
Walter de Fauconberg held land there at a later date, and also

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an interest in Starbotton (nos. 141-2 and note to no. 148). This 
is significant, as Farrer pointed out,! because Peter de Fauconberg 
was a son of Agnes de Arches of Catfoss, the daughter of Osbern, 
by her second husband Robert de Fauconberg.2 Walter was 
Peter’s son by his wife Beatrice, and his interest in Craven 1s 
further shown by his gift of a moiety of his brood mares there to 
Meaux abbey, 1197-1210.3 But there is no clue to the nature of 
the relationship between the Arches families. 


(i) ARNCLIFFE 


128. Gift by Thurstan de Arches to Fountains abbey of 10 bovates of 
land in Arncliffe, 2 being in frankalmoin and 8 for a yearly 
payment of a mark of silver, for which he received 16 marks of 
silver; and pledge to warrant the land in the hand of Thomas 
de Reineville. [c. 1165-1170]

This is followed by a note that these 10 bovates were included in the 
18 bovates (no. 129) and were given previously, the whole land given being 
18 bovates, excluding the land which Thurstan had acquired from William 
son of Helte [Mauleverer] and given to the abbey. The witnesses suggest 
that there was no great interval between the two charters. The first witness 
was presumably the canon of York of that name who occurs c. 1170-1177; 
and the second held the Tanfield fee of the honour of Richmond, dying 
before Michaelmas 1182.° Among others were Peter de Arches of Kettlewell,

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Herbert de Arches I of Conistone in Kettlewelldale, and Gilbert de Arches, 
who was probably the donor’s superior lord in the feudal scale. 

A gift in Arncliffe made by Thurstan de Arches was confirmed by 
William de Percy II (no. 24); and it was included in king Henry II’s confir- 
mation to Fountains in 1175.1. A charter which Thurstan de Arches issued 
to Fountains in 1174-75, giving his part of the land between Kilnsey and 
Arncliffe that he had purchased from William son of Helto [Mauleverer], 
has been printed in the volume of this series on the honour of Skipton.? 


129. Gift by Thurstan de Arches to Fountains abbey of 18 bovates 
of land in Arncliffe, 2 being in frankalmoin and 16 for a yearly 
payment of 24s., with common pasture belonging to Arncliffe 
in Malham Moor and elsewhere; also gift of the ‘borganes’ and 
the marsh and waste within the 18 bovates; for which he received 
26 marks of silver and 3s. 4d.; and pledge to warranty in the 
hands of Thomas de Reineville and John the priest of Well; the 
abbey paying the farm for six years beginning at Martinmas 1170.

With regard to the word ‘borganes’ Farrer has the following note to 
an Arnford charter (no. 135) in which the place-name ‘Ruddeburganes’ 
occurs: ‘“The word ‘burganes’ occurs not infrequently in early charters of 
the north of England. It is the equivalent of the fairly common place-name 
Burwains, Burwins or Borrans. It seems to bear the same meaning as 
‘lince’, the north-country ‘lench’, and refers to land laboured or won for 
the plough on a hill side—the terraces which are a striking feature in many 
hilly townships of the six northernmost counties.’ See also the context 
in which the word is used in no. 143.

The grantor released to the abbey, with his body for burial there, a 
mark of silver of the rent of 24s. for the 16 bovates given by his father (see 
no. 129); and he gave to the abbey, for the souls of his son William and his 
ancestors, the bovate in Arncliffe which he bought from Elias de Giggles- 
wick, son-in-law of the dean.! 

Hetton, Bordley and Kilnsey were all members of the honour of Skipton. 
Herbert de Arches I held one half of Bordley with an interest in Hetton, and 
he gave a fourth part of Bordley to his daughter Ingeleis in marriage with 
Robert de Thornton, who are mentioned in the present charter. The Rilston 
family also had an interest in Hetton and Bordley;+ and some charters 
relating to the interest of the Kilnsey family in Kilnsey have been printed.° 
John son of Edulf de Kilnsey, the second witness, also known as John son 
of Edulf de Arncliffe, gave land in Arncliffe to Fountains, his gift being 
confirmed by Wilin de Arches.® With his brothers he issued a charter in 
1174.7 This suggests that the present charter belongs to the twelfth century.

There are several charters relating to the grantor’s family in this 
section of the Chartulary.!. The grantor’s father, Adam son of Meldred, 
was living in 1175, when moieties of his land and service were shared between 
the earl of Warwick and Jocelin of Louvain (no. 89 above), and in 1182;? 
and his charter giving land in Stackhouse in Giggleswick to Furness abbey 
is printed at no. 256. The family used the names both of Giggleswick and 
Arncliffe. The Fountains charters show that Elias, the grantor’s brother, 
married a daughter of Adam the rural dean and rector of Arncliffe. The 
grantor had a son Elias, who confirmed the carucate in Arncliffe, which is 
the subject of the present charter, to his uncle Elias de Arncliffe, increasing 
the yearly rent to 12d. It was probably Elias the uncle, the grantee of the 
present charter, who had sons William and Roger, the latter of whom 
became a lay brother at Fountains, and daughters Christiana and Alice. 
Christiana’s husband was named Hugh, and Alice married Adam de Thoresby. 
Thomas de Thoresby held land in Arncliffe in the fourteenth century. The 
grantor’s charter giving the church of Kirkby Malham to the abbey of 
West Dereham is printed at no. 239. 

Conan de Aske, one of the witnesses to the present charter, was living 
in 1169 and 1201, and had probably been succeeded by his son Roger by 
1208.3 


132. Confirmation by Adam rector of Arncliffe of the agreement 
between Fountains abbey and the church of Arncliffe for an 
exchange of land in Arncliffe. [c. 1175-96]

The grantor occurs as rector of Arncliffe in 1170 (no. 129) and later in 
the century (no. 143). He frequently occurs as the rural dean, and held 
the rural deanery of Craven in 1186,° witnessing a charter of Agnes de

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Percy as dean of Arncliffe (note to no. 80). His daughter married Elias 
son of Adam de Giggleswick, as mentioned in the previous note. 

The first witness to the present charter can probably be identified as 
Adam de Thorner, a canon of York, who was appointed by the king to the 
archdeaconry of York in 1196 and who held an interest in the church of 
Giggleswick.1 The third was evidently rector of Aberford and rural dean 
of the Ainsty. The church of Burnsall was divided into moieties; the first 
of these two rectors can be identified as the Henry de Brenneshale who with 
Adam dean of Craven witnessed a Threshfield charter (no. 259). The last 
witness illustrates the fallacy of supposing that a man, described as presbiter 
of a particular place, held the rectory. It is possible, but not certain, that 
the charter was issued before the grantor became rural dean. 


(ii) ARNFORD 


133. Notitia of a gift by Peter de Arches to Hugh son of Ketel de 
Hartlington and his heirs of Arnford [in Hellifield, par. Long 
Preston]. [middle 12th cent.]

Hujus rei testes 
sunt : Radulfus decanus, Radulfus capellanus Radulfi et Gregorius 
qui cartam istam fecit et Henricus de Buckedena et Paganus de Ketel- 
wellia et Hormus de Littunia et Vifus frater suus et Ricardus prepositus 
Petri de Arches et Swanus prepositus de Kete[lwe]llia et Harnoldus 
suus frater et Randulfus Berner et Ricardus filius decani et Adam 
filius eyusdem decani et Hornoldus filius Amfridi et Fulcherus. 


At the Domesday survey 2 carucates in Arnford formed part of a 
manor held by Roger of Poitou;* and these presumably passed to the Percy 
fee. The present record, though corrupt in form and detail, shows that 
Peter de Arches (of Kettlewell) had been enfeoffed of Arnford. In view of 
his interest this and the following two charters are included here; but there 
is no evidence that Arnford formed part of the tenure of Gilbert de Arches 
in 1166. 

The Hartlington family acquired a tenancy of the honour of Skipton 
in Hartlington and Appletreewick, besides under-tenancies in Hanlith and 
Rilston.? Hugh de Hartlington witnessed no. 129 of date 1170; but this 
gift, which can be compared with the gift of land in Kettlewell to his brother 
Alan (no. 136), may have been made several years earlier.t Hugh’s son 
and successor, William de Hartlington, received a quitclaim of the vill of

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Arnford from Peter son of Alan de Arnford, giving him 2 bovates in Hanlth; 
but this was subsequently reversed, after an assize of mort d’ancestor, by a 
final concord of February 1218-19.! 

The first witness to the present charter occurs as Ralph dean of Kettle- 
well in 1176 (no. 107). He was an earlier rector than Richard who occurs in 
1176-84 (no. 138). 


134. Gift by Alan de Arnford to Torfin the forester of Barnoldswick 
in marriage with Raganilda his daughter and their heirs of a 
bovate of land in Arnford, rendering yearly a pair of spurs 
worth 3d. and doing forinsec service on the basis of 18 carucates 
to a knight’s fee. [c. 1190-1207]

There are several charters in this section of the Chartulary giving 
details about the family of Arnford.2 Alan de Arnford had a son Amfrid 
whose widow Benigna held by reason of dower 2 bovates in Arnford, which 
she subsequently gave to Fountains abbey. Alan’s eventual successor was 
his son Peter, mentioned in the preceding note, who gave all his lands and 
rents in Arnford with his body for burial to Fountains. His gift of a 
carucate there was confirmed by Peter son of Peter de Brus. This must be 
Peter de Brus II, and the date 1222-39. Alan de Arnford also held land 
in Kettlewell (no. 137); and 3 bovates in Scosthrop, par. Kirkby Malham, 
and a bovate in Rimington, which he gave to Uctred de Paythorne in 
marriage with Alice his daughter.

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Torfin the forester, the grantee of the present charter, was succeeded 
by his son John, who gave the bovate to Fountains.! Ranulf de Eston, the 
second witness, was dead in 1207.2

a bovate of land in Arnford, and 2 acres of meadow, receiving 
the right of burial at Sallay for himself, his wife and his heir, 
and a quitclaim of the land called Ruddeburganes with pasture 
for 100 sheep and 4 acres which he had given previously.

Ranulf son of Walter, the third witness, was Ranulf de Eston of the 
preceding charter. The present charter is not entered in the Sallay Chartu- 
lary. In 1223 Fountains and Sallay abbeys made an agreement by which the 
lay brothers of the former could dwell at Arnford and of the latter at Litton, 
Sallay giving to Fountains their lands in [Long] Preston and Arnford, saving 
rights of passage for their men and cattle through the territory of Preston.3

This charter can be compared with the grantor’s charter giving Arnford 
to Hugh son of Ketel de Hartlington (no. 133), and there seems no reason- 
able doubt that Alan son of Ketel was Hugh’s younger brother. Moreover, 
comparing this charter with the next, it is a reasonable deduction that 
Alan son of Ketel became known as Alan de Arnford, for whom see the 
note to no. 134. 

The fourth witness is probably Pain de Ketelwell, a witness to no. 133.

The second witness gives 
the latest date as 1200.2, There follows (f. 10%) a confirmation by William 
de Arches of the 2 bovates given by Alan de Arneford; same witnesses as 
to Alan’s charter, except that the second witness is given as Alanus frater 
met Guillelmt.

Peter de Arches had given him because he fought for him [in a 
duel] against Peter de Fauconberg; rendering yearly 4od. and 
doing forinsec service on the basis of 12 carucates to a knight’s 
fee; pledge of warranty in the hand of Thurstan de Arches, the 
abbey giving 10 marks of silver, 40 sheep, an ox and a cow, with 
the benefits of fraternity. [1176-84]

Fulcher’s gift was confirmed by his daughter Maud, who later released

Walter occurs as prior of Bolton in 1186? and in the period 1178-87.% 
It is more likely that he was the successor rather than the predecessor of 
prior Geoffrey who occurs in the period c. 1170-90. A note on Adam rector 
of Arncliffe and rural dean is given at no. 132. The fifth witness was 
probably the successor in the rectory of Kettlewell of Ralph dean of Kettle- 
well, z.e. rector of Kettlewell and rural dean of Craven, who occurs in 1176 
(no. 107). Alexander became rector of Carleton in 1184.° These details 
suggest a date 1176-84 for the present charter. Three of the lay witnesses, 
William Mauleverer and Richard his brother and Hugh de Calton occur 
together c. 1170-1184.° The lady of Skipton mentioned is probably Alice 
de Rumilly who died in 1187.7 )

It is uncertain whether this charter was issued before or after the 
preceding one; but it is likely that Fountains abbey found that the warranty 
for Fulcher’s gift was defective and that a confirmation to him by William 
as son and successor of Peter de Arches was necessary, in which case it was 
issued later. Moreover, as the witnesses show, the confirmation by William 
de Arches to Fountains (no. 140) was issued on the same occasion. It is 
unlikely that Thurstan de Arches was living later than 1190.

Nigel de Plumpton was dead in 1212; see §29; and this rules out the 
possibility that the second witness was William Testard, dean of St. Peter’s, 
who was not nominated for election before 1214;! he was evidently William 
the dean of the city, who occurs in the period 1175-95. The first witness 
can therefore be identified as William abbot of the Cistercian house of 
Stratford Langthorne, Essex, who held office during that period. The 
charter was probably issued before Roger de Bavent became deputy sheriff 

of Yorkshire in 1194.

Robert son of Ralph succeeded his father as lord of Middleham in or 
later than 1168 and died in 1184-85.2 Several tenants of the honour of 
Richmond are among the witnesses. Swane occurs as master of the hospital 
in 1173 and earlier, and was succeeded by Paulinus de Ledes probably by 
1186.3 No gift by Peter de Arches to the hospital is mentioned in the 
detailed confirmation of pope Alexander III in 1173;* but it includes 16 
acres of land and pasture for 1000 sheep in Kettlewell. In 1188-89 king 
Henry II confirmed to Swainby abbey, later removed to Coverham, the 
gifts made by Waleran son of Robert (the grantee’s son), which included 
the same amount of land and pasture in Kettlewell.° 

Farrer noted® that Langcliffe and Middlesmoor were the high pasture 
on the east and west sides of the river Wharfe respectively, and that Dowber 
gill appears to be the ravine separating the Whernside pasture from Scale 
Park.

148. Demise by Richard of St. Omer to Alan de Arches and his heirs 
of 5 bovates of land in Rainton which he had claimed against 
him; rendering yearly 5s. and making a payment of 2 marks of 
silver in recognition. [c.

It has been noted in the introduction to this section that half a carucate 
in Starbotton passed to the Percy fee. There is a record that temp. Richard 
I William de Arches put himself on a great assize against Walter de Faucon- 
berg to recognise whether Walter had a greater right to hold a carucate 
in Starbotton (Stauerbotle) in demesne, or whether William should hold it 
of him.! The extra half carucate may have been in Kettlewell. 

The grantor of the present charter was son of Thurstan de Arches 
(no. 130), and, as noted above, was living as late as 1228. The witnesses 
suggest a date after the turn of the century. 


7. THE AMUNDEVICLE (PEP 


The lands constituting the knight’s fee of the old feoffment 
held by Ralph de Amundeville in 1166 lay in Long Preston; 
Painley, par. Gisburn; and Wigglesworth, par. Long Preston; all 
in wap. Staincliffe. 


At the Domesday survey William de Percy held 5 carucates 
in Painley; and Roger of Poitou, whose holdings in these places 
passed to the Percy fee, held 3 carucates in Long Preston, where 
a church was recorded, one carucate in Painley, and 4 carucates 
2 bovates in Wigglesworth.’ 


In 1284-85 there were 6 carucates in Long Preston, the 
church being endowed with one carucate, and Richard de Brus 
holding the remaining 5 carucates of the Percy fee, an under- 
tenant of 5 bovates being the abbot of Sallay; and there were 4 
carucates in Wigglesworth, of which the greater part was held of 
Richard de Brus, the immediate tenant of the Percy fee, one of 
the under-tenants being the abbot of Fountains.? In 1302-03 the 
heir of Richard de Brus held 2 carucates out of the 6 carucates 
in Painley of the Percy fee.* It will be seen below that the interest 
of Richard de Brus was due to the gift made to him by his uncle 
Richard de Clare, who had purchased the manor of Preston from 
Nigel de Amundeville. At the death of Henry de Percy in 1314 
Gilbert de Clare, earl of Gloucester, held the manor and 6 caru- 
cates in Preston in Craven, land in Wigglesworth, and 2 carucates 
in East Painley by the service of a knight’s fee.® 


The principal interests of the Amundeville family of which 
Ralph de Amundeville was a member lay in Lincolnshire. In an

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account of the family compiled some years ago! evidence was 
given to identify the place of origin as Mondeville, dept. Calvados, 
arr. and canton Caen;? and it was suggested that Juclinus de 
Amundivilla, who was a witness on behalf of the abbey of 
Fécamp at the determination of a suit in 1085, was the same man 
as Goislan, a tenant of the bishops of Lincoln and Durham in 
Lincolnshire at the Domesday survey. It was also suggested that 
he was of an older generation than, and possibly the father of 
Goslin de Amundaville, the dapifer of the bishop of Lincoln, who 
was living in 1130, and whose obit and that of Beatrice his wife 
were observed at Lincoln; and that Beatrice was a daughter of 
Ralph Paynel, the Domesday tenant-in-chief. 

This younger Goslin or Jocelin was the father of several 
sons. The eldest was Walter de Amundeville, who was a bene- 
factor of the hospital of Elsham, founded by Beatrice his mother, 
and whose charter, including interests in Kingerby and Owersby, 
co. Lincoln, was witnessed by William, Elias, Ralph and Adam 
de Amundeville his brothers.2 He held the office of steward of 
the bishop of Lincoln in succession to his father, occurring as such 
in 1147 and 1162. He was deputy sheriff of Lincolnshire in the 
year ending at Michaelmas 1158, and sheriff during the next five 
years ending at Michaelmas 1163. In 1166 he held 5 knights’ 
fees of the old feoffment of the bishop of Lincoln, and these lay 
in Kingerby and Owersby and other places in Lincolnshire. In 
1166-67 he retired to the hospital of Elsham, where he died and 
was buried; and having no issue by Hawise his wife, who died 
not later than 1162, he was succeeded in his Lincolnshire lands 
and also as steward of the bishop of Lincoln by his next brother 
William. 

Walter’s connexion with the Percy fee is shown by his 
possession of the manor of Long Preston, of which he had pre- 
sumably been enfeoffed by Alan de Percy before 1135. He gave 
the church there to the canons of Embsay not later than 1153 
(no. 150). And it is probable that during his lifetime he gave the 
manor to Ralph de Amundeville, the tenant of the Percy fee in 
1166, as a portion for a younger brother. 


RALPH DE AMUNDEVILLE I. The knight’s fee which he held 
in 1166 was assigned to Jocelin of Louvain, husband of Agnes de

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Percy, in the partition of the Percy barony made in 1175. In that 
year he witnessed a charter of the earl of Warwick and Maud de 
Percy to Fountains abbey (no. 38), and not later than that year 
he gave with the assent of his heirs half a mark of silver from the 
mill of Long Preston (Prestona im Cravana) to St. Clement’s 
priory, York.t Described as Ralph de Amundeville son of Jocelin 
he gave to William le Mey 2 bovates in Preston; and the latter’s 
daughter Agnes quitclaimed them to John de Kirkby, whose 
tenant Henry the cook of Kirkby in Lonsdale gave them to 
Fountains abbey. As Ralph de Amundeville filzus Joslami he 
gave to the church of Lincoln 2 bovates and a messuage in Carlton 
le Moorland, co. Lincoln,? where he held a tenancy of the Aumale 
Lees 

He was living at Michaelmas 1191, and probably died during 
the ensuing year.? 


RALPH DE AMUNDEVILLE II, son and heir. He confirmed 
his father’s gift to William le Mey of 2 bovates in Preston;® and 
gave to Sallay abbey a bovate and toft in the same place.’ At 
Michaelmas 1196 he owed 10 marks in Yorkshire for having right 
of a knight’s fee in Bilbrough against Richard de Warewic and 
his wife; and the case was in progress in 1200 when the knight’s 
fee was described as in Bilbrough and [Moor] Monkton,® which 
were members of the Paynel fee.® 

He married Avice one of the three sisters of Nigel de Luvetot 
of Southoe, co. Huntingdon. He died before Michaelmas term 
1201, when Avice his widow claimed her dower in Haydor, co. 
Lincoln, against Henry de Longchamp,!° and in 1205 she recognised 
that she had her reasonable dower in a third of Carlton [le Moor- 
land], co. Lincoln, and of [Long] Preston which she had sought 
against Henry de Longchamp." 


ELIAS DE AMUNDEVILLE, son and heir. He inherited his 
father’s interests in Long Preston and Carlton le Moorland; and 
at the death of his maternal uncle Nigel de Luvetot shortly before 
8 May 1219 he inherited a third part of the honour of Southoe

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Lovetot. He confirmed to Fountains abbey whatever the monks 
held of his fee in Long Preston,! having previously given to Sallay 
abbey 2 bovates of land there, with pasture for 300 sheep and 
rights of transit, confirming his father’s gift of a bovate. In 
1219 he recognised that the advowson of the church of Long 
Preston was the right of the prior of Bolton (no. 152 and note); 
and he gave to the church and its rectors estovers in the wood of 
Prestgill.2 In Carlton le Moorland he was a benefactor of the 
Templars and of the hospital of Burton Lazars, co. Leicester.* 

In 1228 he was appointed as a justice to take an assize of 
novel disseisin at Huntingdon. He was living in the year ending 
at Michaelmas 1230, and died shortly afterwards. His widow 
Eschina married Peter de St. Edward; and her dower in Long 
Preston was established in 1231.° 


NIGEL DE AMUNDEVILLE, brother and heir. He succeeded 
his brother in the lands held of the Percy fee, and in a third part 
of the Luvetot inheritance, for which he had done homage to the 
king*by 13 June 1231.6 As son of Ralph de Amundeville he 
granted to his lord Richard de Percy for hfe pasture for 40 cows 
throughout the pasture of Preston, both in Prestgill and else- 
where.? On 20 January 1234-5 he granted to John de Kirkby 
two-thirds of the manor of Preston for a term of nine years, 
reserving to Eschina, his brother’s widow, a third part as her 
dower;® and in 1257-58 he was vouched to warranty by Adam 
prior of Bolton, who received a quitclaim from William de Newton 
to the advowson“of the church.® In 1242-43 he held a knight’s 
fee of the old feoffment of the count of Aumale in Carlton le 
Moorland, co. Lincoln;!®° and he gave half a bovate there to the 
hospital of Burton Lazars in consideration of the great favours he 
received from the brethren of St. Lazarus beyond sea in his voyage 
to the Holy Land, commanding his son Robert to let it be en- 
joyed in frankalmoin." 

On 15 December 1254 he was exempted from serving on 
assizes and juries, and as sheriff or king’s bailiff against his will;” 
and on 25 November 1258 he sold for 200 marks of silver to Richard 
de Clare, earl of Gloucester and Hertford, a carucate in Preston

3 carucates in Carlton [le Moorland], besides several 
specified lands of his Luvetot inheritance, receiving a grant of 
certain lands, not including the carucate in Preston, for the lives 
of himself and Joan his wife, with remainder to the earl to hold 
with the land in Preston of the chief lords of the fees.? Subsequently 
Peter de Percy, ‘sheriff: of- Yorkshire; informed the* bailiif or-the 
West Riding that he had the king’s mandate dated 12 January 
1261-2 to order the prior of Bolton to permit earl Richard de 
Clare to present a suitable rector for institution to the church of 
Preston in Craven.® 

In a memorandum in the Bolton Chartulary, recording the 
gift of the manor of Preston by Nigel de Amundeville to the earl, 
it is stated that the latter gave it to Richard de Brus his godson, 
the son of Isabel his sister; that Richard de Brus died seised, being 
succeeded by Robert his elder brother, who gave it to William 
de Brus his brother; and that the latter was ejected by Gilbert 
earl of Gloucester and Hertford, who as the result of a plea gave 
20011. to Wilham for his surrender.* 

At earl Richard’s death in 1262 it was found that in Southoe, 
co. Huntingdon, a third of a fee was held by John [? vecte Joan] 
de Mondeville for life with reversion to the earl.> This suggests 
that Nigel was then dead; and it is probable that his son Robert, 
mentioned above, had died in his lifetime. 

The sale to the earl of Gloucester of the land in Preston 
evidently terminated the connexion of the Amundeville family 
with this fee. 


(i) LONG PRESTON

Although the canons did not move from Embsay to Bolton until 1155,? 
the confirmation of this gift by archbishop Henry puts the latest date as 
1153; and the gift was probably made shortly before the confirmation. 
The first witness, occurring as Adelmus or Alelmus, was dean of Lincoln 
in 1147-48 and in 1163.3 The third witness, a brother of the grantor,‘ 
witnessed with Hunfridus the subdean a charter issued by the canons of 
Lincoln in 1147.5

This is followed by a note of a gift by the same donor of another bovate 
in the same vill to William son of Hugh de Neuton and his heirs. 

Hugh de Newton and Margery his wife gave to Sallay abbey 2 bovates 
and other land in [Long] Preston; testibus, Waltero presbitero, Laurencio 
persona de Giclesw[ic], Stephano diacono.2 Their gift was confirmed by 
Hugh their son.4_ For the interest of William de Newton in Preston in 
1257-58 see the introduction to this section. 

Ralph de Amundeville II, who made the gift to Margery, died in 1200-01. 
As Hugh de Newton was alive when Laurence was rector of Giggleswick, 
who occurs as late as 1227-304 and several years earlier, a wide limit of 
date must be assigned for Margery’s gift to the church. 


(ii) WIGGLESWORTH

By the next charter entered in the Chartulary Nicholas and William 
sons of Geoffrey de Heueresheim gave to Fountains abbey the lordship of 
Wigglesworth, which as in the present charter had been given to Robert 
sometime rector of Preston, their brother. The abbey had acquired an 
interest in Wigglesworth before 1198, as it was included in king Richard I’s 
confirmation of 1198;! but this gift of the vill was later. The present charter 
was issued not earlier than 1201 and not later than 1230 in view of the 
mention of Elias de Amundeville.

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This charter was issued later than, or perhaps only at a short interval 
after, the gift to the abbey mentioned in the preceding note. In 1202 after 
a great assize William son of Hugh quitclaimed by a final concord his right 
in 2 carucates in Wigglesworth to Geoffrey de Wigglesworth;! and it is 
likely that Hugh son of Geoffrey, holding 2 carucates as mentioned in the 
present charter, was the latter’s son. The witnesses suggest a date early 
in the reign of Henry III. 


&8. THE VALOGNES FPE@® 


There is no conclusive evidence for the identification of the 
lands which constituted the knight’s fee of the old feoffment held 
by Geoffrey de Valognes in 1166; but it is not unlikely that it 
included land in Aismunderby and Markingfield, both in par. 
Ripon. At the Domesday survey William de Percy held a manor 
of 2 carucates in Aismunderby and one of 5 carucates in Marking- 
field, Bernulf being his tenant in both places. William de Percy 
II gave land in Markingfield to Fountains abbey ante 1150 (no. 17). 

In 1166 Geoffrey de Valognes was the husband of Emma 
daughter and eventual heir of Bertram de Bulmer, whom he had 
married ante 1163.2, Bertram de Bulmer, besides his tenancy in 
chief, held a tenancy of the honour of Skipton,? and it can be 
suggested that he held land in Aismunderby and Markingfield as 
a tenancy of the Percy fee. it is probable that, Geotirey de 
Valognes held this knight’s fee, as well as the 4 knights’ fees 
which he held of William Fossard in 1166, in right of his wife,’ 
as forming her maritagium. After the death of Geoffrey de Valognes 
in 1169 and before Michaelmas 1176 Emma married Geoffrey de 
Neville, who died in 1193; and she became heir to her brother 
William son of Bertram de Bulmer in 1176-78. The eventual 
heir of Geoffrey de Neville and Emma his wife was their daughter 
Isabel, who married Robert son of Meldred and was the ancestress 
of the Nevilles of Raby. Now in 1284-85 the vill of Aismunderby 
was held of Ranulf de Neville (the descendant and heir male of 
Robert and Isabel), who held of the Percy heirs.6 Unfortunately 
Markingfield is not mentioned in that return; but as the tenant 
of Ranulf de Neville in Aismunderby is named as Humphrey de 
Bassingbourn, who married Mary the descendant and heiress of 
Ralph son of Roger son of Wimar,’ and as the Aismunderby and 
Markingfield charters printed here show that Ralph son of Roger

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son of Wimar had an interest in both places, it can be deduced 
that an interest in Markingfield had passed to the Nevilles in the 
same Way. 

There is, however, a difficulty in adopting this solution. In 
the division of the Percy barony in 1175 a knight’s fee, assigned 
to the share of the earl of Warwick, was held by Guy de Humet; 
and it appears to be the only possible one that was held by 
Geoffrey de Valognes in 1166. It was not the fee which William 
de Humez had held in 1166 and was still holding in 1175. There is 
no satisfactory evidence for the identification of Guy de Humet;! but 
it is a curious fact that Emma daughter of Bertram de Bulmer was 
known as Emma de Humez. She was so described, as the widow 
of Geoffrey de Neville, in 1193; so described she gave to Robert 
de Humez 6 bovates in Thormanby (a member of the Bulmer 
fee) in the period 1193-1208; as Emma de Humace, with Henry 
de Neville her son and heir, she issued a charter for the settlement 
of a dispute with St. Mary’s York, 1199-1203; and she is named 
as Emma de Humez at her death in 1208.2 There is a possibility 
that her paternal grandmother was a member of the Humet 
family;3? but, even so, it would be unusual for a married lady, 
herself her father’s heiress, to adopt the name of her grandmother. 
A possible solution, for which however there is no vestige of 
corroborative evidence, might be that Guy de Humet was her 
second husband after the death of Geoffrey de Valognes in 1169 
and before her marriage to Geoffrey de Neville. In that case 
Guy de Humet might have been holding the knight’s fee in her 
Tight in 1175. , 

It must be added that, if in fact Aismunderby and Marking- 
field were lands of the Valognes fee, they only formed part of it; 
for in the incomplete list of the Percy fees in 1242-43 these places 
are given as making half a fee.®

The grantor of this charter, as will be seen in no. 159, was the grandson 
of Wimar the steward, a tenant of the honour of Richmond at the Domesday 
survey. An account of the family is given in the second volume on the 
Honour of Richmond in this series.2, Ralph son of Roger succeeded his 
father by 1146 and died between 1184 and 1195, probably early in that 
period. He was succeeded by his son Roger, the grantor of the next charter. 
The first two witnesses to the present charter were evidently canons of 
Ripon who occur as such c. 1174-1181.3 If this land was included in the 
half carucate, 3 acres and a meadow in Aismunderby confirmed by pope 
Alexander III,* the latest date is 1181. 


157. Gift by Roger son of Ralph to the chapel of St. John the Baptist

This gift, for Roger the chaplain of Ripon for his life, was confirmed 
by dame Emma de Asmunderby, the donor’s wife; Geoffrey son of Peter 
the chamberlain is so named; and the mill, of which a moiety was given, 
is named Ferke.! 

The donor also gave to St. John’s hospital, Ripon, with the consent of 
archbishop Geoffrey 3 acres of land lying between the spring of Aismunderby 
and Aldewyke, and pasture for 100 sheep in his land of Aismunderby.? 

The donor was dead in 1206;3 and Alan, the first witness to the present 
charter, became provost of Beverley in 1204 or 1205.4

The grantor was a younger brother of Ralph son of Roger son of Wimar. 
A charter of Roger son of Ralph, the latter’s son and successor, confirmed 
to Fountains abbey the lands in Aismunderby and Markingfield given by 
his father, by Adam de Ingerthorpe his brother, and by Roger le Bret his 
uncle (patruus).2 Adam de Ingerthorpe, who was also described as son of 
Peter the chamberlain in his charters to Fountains,? must have been a 
half-brother of Roger son of Ralph. 

Taking this and the ensuing charters together, and as Orm son of 
Hermer, who occurs ante 1150 (note to no. 162), witnessed three of them, 
and as William of Bedford, canon of Ripon, witnessed no. 160, a date in 
the first half of the reign of Henry II seems probable.

William de Percy II made a gift of his own, not apparently a con- 
firmation, of his land in Markingfield between Dracapot and Sckirabech; 
witnessed also by Orm son of Hermer (no. 17); but its date, ante 1150, is 
probably earlier than the present charter. 

The mention of Bertram, the grantor’s avunculus, shows that Roger 
son of Wimar presumably married a sister of Bertram—a marriage which 
is otherwise unknown. It would be a guess unsupported by evidence to 
suppose that Bertram was Bertram de Bulmer; but if this were so, and 
certainly they were of the same generation, it would give an explanation 
for the origin of Roger’s tenure under the Bulmer fee, and would support 
to some extent the suggestion made in the introduction to this section that 
Bertram de Bulmer had held Aismunderby and Markingfield as a tenancy 
of the Perey tee. 


so. » THE DAKEL, Fei 


The land constituting the knight’s fee of the old feoffment 
held by Thomas Darel in 1166 included the vill of Wheldrake, 
where at the Domesday survey William de Percy held 6 carucates 
6 bovates, with William Colevile as his tenant, and a church was 
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recorded. The charters printed in this section show that Geoffrey 
son of Thomas Darel held an interest in Warter, which consisted 
wholly or partly of the 4 carucates held there by William de 
Percy at the Survey, with Goisirid as his tenant. That was a 
separate holding from the 20 carucates of terra regis which, known 
as the Warter fee, passed to the Trussebut tenancy in chief for 
the service of about 5 knights’ fees.2 It is uncertain, however, 
that Thomas Darel had been the tenant of the Percy tenancy in 
chief in Warter, or that the land there formed part of his knight’s 
fee in 1166. 


Maud countess of Warwick gave to Richard Malebisse her 
nephew the service of the fee which Thomas Darel held of her 
father and herself in Wheldrake, doing to her and her heirs the 
service of one knight, c. 1180-1200 (no. 61). The representatives 
of Thomas Darel were thereby reduced to the status of under- 
tenants under the Malebisse family. In 1284-85 Wheldrake, 
consisting of 10 carucates, was held by the abbot of Fountains of 
(a later) Richard Malebisse, who held of the heirs of Henry de 
Percy.- 

Richard Malebisse (the elder)* paid 20 marks to the king in 
1200 for breaking up and cultivating 24 acres of his pasture at 
Wheldrake.> This shows that the gift to him by countess Maud 
had been already made. He gave to Fountains abbey all his 
holding in Wheldrake, with the services of his free tenants there 
and in Warter of the same fee, with the mere called Alemare® 
and the assart given him by king John and the mill.? He died 
in 1210, when his son John owed 300 marks for having his land.8 
The line of descent is shown in a case of 1257, when William 
Malebisse claimed a knight’s fee in Wheldrake (with small ex- 
ceptions) and the advowson against the abbot of Fountains, who 
successfully pleaded the gift of Richard, Wilham’s grandfather 
and the confirmation of John his father. Willham’s son Richard 
Malebisse!® held Wheldrake in 1284-85 (as above); and John 
Malebisse held 10 carucates there of Henry de Percy in 1314.4

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The earliest member of the Darel family recorded in York- 
shire 1s Geoffrey de Arel who witnessed a charter of Fulk son of 
Reinfrid giving land in Toulston to Whitby abbey, c. 1100-1118.1 
Ranulf and Robert Darel witnessed a charter of Serlo de Burgh, 
c. 1121-1130;? but of them nothing further is known. It is probable 
that Geoffrey was the father of Thomas Darel, the Percy tenant 
in 1166, though proof is lacking. Thomas Darel witnessed a 
charter of William de Percy II, c. 1147-1154 (no. 14), and was 
amerced 20 marks in Yorkshire in 1158.3 In 1167 his interest in 
Wheldrake was recorded.* His knight’s fee was assigned to the 
share of the earl of Warwick in 1175; and he was dead by 1180 
(see below), when he was succeeded in Wheldrake by his son 
Geoffrey, who as son of Thomas Darel gave land in the Percy 
portion of Warter to Warter priory (no. 166), which was confirmed 
by the countess of Warwick (no. 56). Geoffrey Darel was living 
in 1183 (see below), and was dead by 1185 (no. 170); and subse- 
quently his two daughters and their husbands held jointly the 
knight’s fee in Wheldrake of Richard Malebisse as the immediate 
tenant of the Percy fee. A charter of Geoffrey Darel, confirming 
his father’s gift of land there to Newburgh priory, witnessed by 
Ranulf his brother, is printed at no. 163. Besides another brother 
Marmaduke (see below) he had a brother Robert to whom he gave 
5 acres in Warter, which Robert gave to Meaux abbey in the 
period 1160-82 to be held of Warter priory.° 


A large number of charters showing the interests of Geoffrey 
Darel and his two daughters is included in the Wheldrake section 
in one of the Fountains Chartularies.6 One of Geoffrey and one of 
his brother Marmaduke are printed here (nos. 164, 165). Geoffrey’s 
two daughters were Beatrice and Cecily. Beatrice married 
Geoffrey de Fitling, who made grants in Wheldrake to Richard 
Malebisse, described as Geoffrey's lord;’ and Richard Malebisse 
took Geoffrey’s homage for half a knight’s fee there. They had 
issue a son Geoffrey who took the name of Darel and was the 
ancestor of a family of Darel of Wheldrake;® and Beatrice married 
as her second husband Thomas de Burton.1° Cecily her sister 
married Hugh de Bolton, and had a son William and a daughter 
Alice who married Ralph Burdun." 


Geoffrey de Fitling and Hugh de Bolton were engaged in a 
dispute with Richard Malebisse in 1207. In that year Richard

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Malebisse complained that Geoffrey de Fitling had done homage 
to William de Percy for his tenement in Wheldfake to Richard’s 
disherison, whereas Geoffrey had done homage to Richard and 
service for half a knight’s feet Geoffrey vouched to warranty 
Beatrice his wife, who said that the land of Wheldrake was her 
inheritance and had been held of William de Percy? and _ his 
predecessors and not of Richard; and Geoffrey denied that he 
held of Richard or that they had made a charter whereby they 
gave him their share of the second mill in Wheldrake, referring to 
their tenement held of him there by the service of half a knight.3 
A similar complaint was made by Richard Malebisse against Hugh 
de Bolton (Boton’), who vouched to warranty Cecily his wife 
similarly. In this case Hugh denied a charter by which he gave 
to Richard and his heirs his land in the castlery of Wheldrake, 
made after a dispute between them for the service of half a knight’s 
fee.4. It was stated that subsequently Hugh acknowledged that 
he had done homage to Richard, but by force. The steward of 
William Briwer, who had William de Percy in his wardship, said 
that homage was done by Hugh with others to the latter, but by 
Hugh wrongly, as the countess of Warwick had given Hugh’s 
service to Richard. Judgement was entered that Hugh should 
do homage to Richard and be in mercy; and, when Richard 
complained that Hugh was unwilling to do so, it was finally 
adjudged that Richard should seize the land and hold it for 
Hugh’s life, saving the right of Hugh’s wife and her heirs after his 
death.6 Hugh was living in 1218-19 when his son Wilham claimed 
5 bovates in Warter against the abbot of Meaux;’ and his claim 
was settled by a final concord in 1229.° 

Besides his tenancy of Wheldrake in 1166 Thomas Darel 
had an interest in Lund, wap. Harthill, which was a portion of 
the Percy under-tenancy of the bishop of Durham; and notes on 
his interest, which descended to his son Duncan, will be given in 
Chapter VI. It will be seen there that the heirs of Duncan, who 
died in 1202-03, were his three sisters. With Duncan his son and 
Marmaduke his own brother Thomas Darel witnessed a charter 
relating to Deighton, par. Escrick.? This place was a member of 
the honour of Richmond; and Duncan, described as son of Thomas 
Darel, acquired a tenancy there of St. Mary’s abbey, York, in or

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before 1176.1. Marmaduke, Thomas’s brother, was the ancestor 
of the Darels of Sessay, also a Percy under-tenancy of the bishop 
of Durham; see Chapter VI. 

The foregoing details show that, whereas the interest of 
Thomas Darel in Wheldrake descended to his son Geoffrey and 
his issue, his interest in Lund descended to his son Duncan. 
Moreover, at Duncan’s death his heirs were his three sisters, who 
inherited Lund jointly, with no participation by the heirs of his 
brother Geoffrey.2, The only plausible explanation appears to be 
that Duncan and Geoffrey were brothers of the half-blood, their 
father having married twice. At Michaelmas 1180 Geoffrey Darel 
accounted for 10 marks for the right of 2 knights’ fees in Lund 
against Duncan his brother, and he completed his payment in 
1183.2 The reference shows that Thomas their father was dead; 
and, having regard to the subsequent tenure of Lund by Duncan 
who held it at his death in 1202-03, it is evident that Geoffrey’s 
claim was unsuccessful. It might be suggested that Duncan was 
his mother’s heir; but this is not supported by the terms of Thomas 
Darel’s charter of the church of Lund (no. 265) which give evidence 
that he was holding Lund in his own right and not jure uxoris. 
It can be supposed that Thomas gave Lund to Duncan in his 
lifetime as the portion for his son by a second marriage—a gift 
which was subsequently disputed by his eldest son and heir. 


WHELDRAKE AND WARTER

for the houses of himself and his heirs in Wheldrake.

The fishery called Alemare was the subject of a final concord in 1218, 
the abbot of Fountains claiming it against Robert de Percy as belonging 
to his tenement in Wheldrake.1 

With regard to the castlery of Wheldrake, mentioned here and also 
above, it is recorded that in 1149 king Stephen, then at York, handed over 
to the citizens a small fortress at Wheldrake for its destruction. In 1200 
king John gave to Richard Malebisse a licence to fortify the castle there, 
but this was cancelled at the request of the citizens of York made to the 
sheriff, considering that it would be to their damage.? Sibyl prioress of 
Thicket, who was holding office in 1219,* quitclaimed to Fountains abbey 
all right in the castlery of Wheldrake.°®

§10.. THE ARUNDEL FEE 


It can be suggested that the knight’s fee of the old feoffment 
held by William Arundel in 1166 consisted of land in Foston on 
the Wolds, Nafferton, and Auburn, par. Carnaby, all in the 
wapentake of Dickering. The family also held an interest in 
Scorborough, wap. Harthill, and in Sneaton, wap. Whitby Strand. 
William de Arundel, not certainly the same man, was a joint 
holder of a third of a knight’s fee of the new feoffment; see §32. 

At the Domesday survey William de Percy held 5 carucates 
in Foston on the Wolds, where there was a church;? in Nafferton, 
apart from 6 bovates held by the king,* he held a manor of 23

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carucates 2 bovates, which presumably included Wansford, with 
soke of 5 carucates in Pockthorpe, apart from a carucate there 
held by the count of Mortain.1 In Auburn the king held half a 
carucate, and another carucate formed part of the king’s manor 
of Carnaby,” which passed to the Percy fee. Scorborough was 
held by Wilham de Percy as a tenancy of the bishop of Durham;® 
and 5 carucates in Sneaton, a berewick of Whitby, was held by 
him of the earl of Chester. In 1284-85 5 carucates in Foston, 
14 carucates 2 bovates in Nafferton, and one of the 2 carucates 
in Auburn were held of the Percy fee. No tenants are mentioned 
in these returns. In a final concord of 9 February 1226-7, pur- 
porting to settle the series of disputes between Richard de Percy 
and his nephew William, the service of the heirs of Roger de 
Arundel for 4 carucates in Nafferton was retained by the former.® 
There can be no doubt that this refers to mag. Roger Arundel, a 
king’s justice and canon of York, who had died in 1210;’ for in 
the account of a miracle at Nafferton in 1201 the vill is described 
as belonging to him.’ Details relating to his heirs, given below, 
materially help in the descent of the Arundel fee. 

A man named Arundel witnessed charters of Alan de Percy I 
to Whitby abbey, 1100-c.1115 (no. 2 and note), and one of Fulk 
the steward to Whitby, c. 1100-1118. With John his son he 
witnessed another charter of Fulk to the same house, c. 1115-25.1° 
John Arundel witnessed charters of Alan de Percy I towards the 
end of the reign or Henry | (mos..5, 6, 7); one of Kobert son ol 
Fulk, 1133-c.1144;" one of William abbot of Whitby, c.1120- 
1128;1" and one of William de Percy I], c. 1147-1154 (no. 14). In 
1148 Benedict abbot of Whitby instituted a rector in the chapel 
of Sneaton, subject to a yearly payment of 10s. to the abbey, the 
charter giving detailed stipulations for burials;!* and he afterwards 
restored the advowson of the chapel to John’ Arundel and his 
heirs, his charter laying down the same details as before.4 A 
charter of John Arundel to Whitby abbey is printed here at no. 172. 

It is probable, although documentary proof is lacking, that 
John Arundel was the father of William Arundel, the tenant of 
1166; for, as will be seen below, William the constable of Flam- 
borough, one of William’s descendants and heirs quitclaimed to 
Richard de Percy his share of the service of Sneaton.

In 1166 Wiliam Arundel was amerced in Dickering wapen- 
take—the wapentake in which Nafferton hes. He witnessed a 
charter of William de Percy II to Watton priory, c. 1168-1175 
(no: 31); and with William “de Percy~a charter 1075." Peter s; 
York, 1165-74.2, He was living in 1175, when his knight’s fee was 
assigned to the share of Jocelin of Louvain in the division of the 
barony. According to the statement of one of his lineal descendants 
he possessed the advowson of Foston on the Wolds. 


This statement occurs in an assize of darrein presentment to 
the church of Foston in Hilary term 1290-1, brought by Denise 
de Munchensy (de Monte Camiso) against the archbishop, William 
the constable, Robert Utred, John de Driffield and John de 
Hotham.? Denise said that a‘certain William de Arundel, her 
great-great-grandfather (abavus), whose heir she was, presented 
temp: \ohn a certain Roger Arundel? ins clerk. Robert) Uired 
said that William® [de Arundel] died without an heir of his body, 
to whom succeeded his sisters Maud and Agnes, that Maud had 
two daughters Eufemia, the great-grandmother (proava) of 
William the constable, and Alice the ancestress of Denise, and 
that Agnes had a son Thomas, the ancestor of John de Hotham 
and the father of Robert de Hotham who enfeoffed John de 
Driffield of land in Foston and the portion of the advowson 
pertaining to him, Robert Utred’s own interest being the result 
of a subsequent enfeoffment. Denise herself gave her line of 
descent from Cecily an elder sister of Maud; and, although William 
the constable disputed that, it was agreed by Robert, William and 
Denise that William should have the presentation for that turn, 
and William granted to Denise the next presentation, future 
presentations being made alternately. The archbishop had claimed 
nothing in the advowson.® 


Three of the parties to this case—Denise de Munchensy, 
William the constable and John de Hotham—also represented 
some of the heirs of mag. Roger Arundel. On 17 September 1213 
Thomas de Holm’ (sic, but presumably an error for Hothum’) 
made a fine for 500 marks and 5 palfreys for having the land 
which had belonged to mag. Roger Arundel, his uncle (avunculus), 
and ought to descend to him hereditarily;® and in 1221 William 
the constable of Flamborough and John de Beauver were named 
as sharing with Thomas de Hotham, Nicholas de Anesti and

The combined evidence suggests that William Arundel the 
elder had two sons, William the younger and mag. Roger, and 
that their heirs were the representatives of their sisters. If Denise 
de Munchensy’s own statement is true she was descended from 
Cecily; and it is known that she was the daughter and heir of 
Nicholas de Anesty and that having married as her second husband 
William de Munchensy, who died in 1255, she lived until 1304;? 
moreover, her paternal grandmother was Denise, one of the two 
daughters of Jordan Lenveise, the other daughter Joan being the 
first wife of John de Birkin (which explains the fact of their son 
Thomas de Birkin being one of the coheirs), Jordan Lenveise 
having married one of the sisters of mag. Roger Arundel. From 
Maud, a second sister, descended the Constables of Flamborough 
through her daughter Eufemia; and from a third sister Agnes, 
who married Robert de Hotham, descended the Hothams of 
Scorborough.* No satisfactory clue for the heirship of John de 
Beauver has been found.® 


There are several records showing the interest of these 
coheirs in the lands which have been suggested for the constitution 
of the Arundel fee. Thus, in 1224 Margery widow of Thomas 
de Hotham claimed dower in a large number of places including 
Foston, Nafferton, Auburn and Scorborough;® and Robert son of 
Thomas de Hotham gave to the church of Beverley 92 bovates 
in Foston, which he held of the fee of William de Percy [IIT].’ 
Members of the family of Constable of Flamborough held land in 
Nafferton.2 John de Beauver made an exchange with William 
the constable of his lands in Nafferton for the latter’s share of the 
mills of Scorborough, which formed part of an arrangement

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between John and Robert de Hotham, who quitclaimed the share 
to his lord Richard de Percy in 1230;1 and Thomas de Hotham,? 
William the constable, Nicholas de Anesti, Thomas de Birkin and 
John de Beauver, the heirs of Roger Arundel, quitclaimed their 
right in the patronage of the chapel of Scorborough to Richard 
de Percy.? John de Beauver also quitclaimed to Richard de Percy 
9 bovates in Foston for 15 marks of silver to defray a debt to the 
Jews.4 Denise herself, as dame Dyonise de Mountchenesy, held 
land in Scorborough, Foston and Auburn.°® 


With regard to Sneaton, which has been mentioned above, 
and which was included by Alan de Percy in his gift to Whitby 
abbey,® the interest held by John Arundel in the chapel has been 
already noted. Reginald de Sneaton, who was amerced for a 
forest offence in 1163 and in 1167 as ‘Reginald’ had an interest 
in Sneaton, and who as Reginald de Sneaton was amerced among ~ 
several men of Cleveland in 1180,’ witnessed charters to Whitby 
abbey c. 1150-1170.°8 It has been suggested® that he was a younger 
brother of William Arundel the tenant of William de Percy II in 
1166, and if so it supports the probability that Wiliam was a 
son, and as his knight’s fee was of the old feoffment the eldest 
son, of John Arundel living in 1148. 


Certainly there was a Reginald Arundel of Sneaton, whose 
daughter Joan issued a charter to Whitby abbey;?° and for the 
souls of Reginald her father and Agatha her mother she gave in 
her widowhood to the abbey 16 acres in the territory of Sneaton.! 
Her mother can be identified as Agatha de Gardham who gave to 
the hospital of St. Giles, Beverley, land in Newton in Gardham 
with the consent of John Arundel her heir, her charter being 
witnessed by Osbert Arundel, 1160-80. It is reasonably certain 
that this younger John Arundel was her son, and was the John 
Arundel who witnessed a charter to Whitby abbey, 1185-1211,1° 
and was described as the brother of Roger Arundel in a charter 
of 1190-1210.14 It so happens that Joan, the daughter of Reginald 
Arundel, issued a charter during her marriage to Roger Bayus 
which was witnessed by Roger Arundel her brother; and the 
deduction can be made that Reginald Arundel had two sons John 
and Roger and a daughter Joan. Further light in the descent is 
given by a pedigree put forward in a case of 1280-81 in which

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Joan widow of William de Upsall claimed common of pasture in 
Sneaton against the abbot of Whitby; it was said that John her 
ancestor was seised of the common in the time of Richard I, from 
whom it descended to Joan his daughter and heir, and from her 
to John her son and heir, and from him to his sons William and 
John who died without issue, and so to Joan their sister, the 
plaintiff The ancestor was John Arundel (presumably son of 
Reginald); and Joan daughter of John Arundel of Sneaton (Sutton 
in error) and widow of Roger de Neville is mentioned in the time 
of Richard de Percy.? It can be supposed that she was the dame 
Joan de Arundel who in 1267 made a presentation for institution 
to the chapel of Sneaton.? This is not impossible chronologically, 
but she would have attained a great age by then. She married 
Roger de Neville before 1218-19 when she was engaged in a plea 
of novel disseisin against the abbot of Whitby.* He was a younger 
brother of Ralph de Neville of Muston and died before 1227.5 
There is evidence that she was also the wife of Hugh de Alta 
villa; for a quitclaam made by him and Joan his wife to John 
abbot of Whitby of land in Sneaton was made for the soul of 
John Arundel;® and as the abbot held office from 1214 to 1222 
Hugh would have been her first husband. Her granddaughter 
Joan, the plaintiff of 1280-81, is described as Joan de Upsall 
daughter of John de Neville in a charter which she issued to 
Whitby abbey.’ She married as her second husband William de 
Percy son of William de Percy of Kildale, with whom she quit- 
claimed all their right in the advowson of the chapel of Sneaton 
which was a chapel of the church of Whitby.® A final concord to 
that effect, with a messuage and 10 acres in Sneaton, was levied 
in 1290.° In 1310 Alexander son of William de Percy of Kildale 
quitclaimed his right in the advowson of the chapel.!° 

At an earlier date William the constable of Flamborough, 
who as noted above, was one of the descendants and coheirs of 
Wiliam Arundel, the tenant of the fee in 1166, quitclaimed to 
Richard de Percy his share in the service of the land of Sneaton.4 
Similarly, to Thomas de Birkin, another of the coheirs, was due 
the homage and service of Joan daughter of John Arundel, 
mentioned above. It can be deduced that the Sneaton line held 
their interest there as a subordinate tenure of the main line of 
the family, and it can be suggested that Reginald Arundel, the

Nothing appears to be known of Ralph son of William, constable of 
Scarborough. But there is no reason to doubt that the charter belongs to 
the middle of the 12th century or that the grantor is the same John Arundel 
to whom abbot Benedict transferred the advowson of the chapel of Sneaton 
(see above). The locality of the land, possibly in Sneaton, has not been 
determined. 


Sit) THE POLIO (FEX 


The locality of the knight’s fee of the old feoffment held by 
Hugh Foliot in 1166 has not been identified. He was still holding 
it in 1175, when it was assigned to the share of the earl of Warwick. 

Farrer stated that Hugh Foliot held a knight’s fee of William 
de Percy in Barnby upon Don and elsewhere.? This was evidently 
based on the charter of Hugh Foliot, issued for the soul of Henry 
his brother with the consent of William his son and heir, giving 
a bovate of land in Barnby upon Don to Pontefract priory. But 
that land was presumably an under-tenancy of the Vavasour fee; 
and it has been here included in that section (no. 109). There 
was only a small tenancy in Barnby held of the Percy fee, 
amounting to 1 carucate 1 bovate, out of a total of 44 carucates; 
and in 1284-85 Richard Foliot held a portion of the vill of William 
le Vavasour.? 

It is probable that Hugh Foliot was one of the sons of 
William Foliot and his second wife Agnes de Arches, being 
mentioned with William his brother as the sons of Agnes in a

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confirmation charter of archbishop William to Nunkeeling priory, 
and so a half-brother of Jordan Foliot I, a tenant of the Lascy 
fee.2, William son of Hugh Foliot, mentioned in Hugh’s charter 
to Pontefract priory, can be identified as the Wiliam Foliot whose 
service was assigned to William de Percy in 1219 when one of the 
disputes between the latter and his uncle Richard was the subject 
of arbitration.2 It can be supposed that William son of Hugh 
Foliot was the ancestor of Richard Foliot of 1284-85; but the 
steps in the descent have not been traced. 


12> THE THWENG,. FEE 


The land constituting the knight’s fee of the old feoffment 
held by Robert son of Robert in 1166 lay in Legsby and Holtham, 
par. Legsby, wap. Wraggoe, with small portions in North Willing- 
ham, wap. Walshcroft, and Ludford, wap. Wraggoe, all in co. 
Lincoln. 


At the Domesday survey William de Percy held 2 carucates 
6 bovates in Legsby and Holtham, of which all except 4 bovates 
were held by his tenant Evrard; he also held 5 carucates in 
Ludford; and in 1115-18 Alan de Percy, in addition to his holdings 
in Ludford and Holtham, held 24 bovates in North Willingham.* 
It appears that Evrard, who, it is supposed,® was the same man 
as Ebrard, the tenant of William de Percy at the Domesday 
survey in Leathley and elsewhere in Yorkshire, and the ancestor 
of the family of Leathley (see §4), lost his tenancy in Lincolnshire. 
‘There is no evidence that it was held by Hugh his son and suc- 
cessor in Yorkshire; and certainly before 1166 it had passed to 
Robert son of Robert. In 1212 it was recorded that William de 
Percy [II] had held 14 carucates in Legsby and had given them 
in fee to Robert de Thweng for the service of half a knight, and 
a carucate and a bovate in Holtham and Ludford, which he had 
also given to him for the same service.® It was also recorded that 
Marmaduke de Tweng was then holding a carucate in North 
Willingham by the service of one knight with his land of Legsby.’ 
The interest held by Robert son of Robert, who can certainly be 
identified with Robert de Thweng, both in Legsby and North 
Willingham is seen in the confirmation charter of Jocelin of 
Louvain and Agnes de Percy to Sixle priory (no. 70); In the 
partition of the barony in 1175 the service of the knight’s fee due 
from Robert son of Robert had been assigned to Jocelin. 


In 1205 in a case relating to the advowson of the church of 
Legsby the prior of Sixle produced a charter® of Robert son of Robert

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de Thweng giving the church in frankalmoin to the priory with 
the confirmation of Robert bishop of Lincoln [1148-66], and also 
the charter! of the same donor granting the whole vill of Legsby 
in fee-farm; and the priory’s claim to the advowson was estab- 
lished.? In 1226 pasture in Legsby was recognised as the right of 
the prior of Sixle.* In 1240 the pmor of Sixle recognised that he 
held a tenement in Legsby and [North] Willingham of William 
le Constable and Cecily his wife at a yearly rent of 100s., doing 
the forinsec service to the chief lords of the fee; Robert de Thweng 
was present and warranted to the prior the tenement from which 
the service was due.* Cecily, as will be noted below, was Robert’s 
sister and daughter of Marmaduke de Thweng; and it is clear 
that the latter gave a part of the Thweng interest in Legsby to 
William le Constable in frank-marriage, when he gave him land 
in Kilham in the East Riding of Yorkshire.® 


At the death of Henry de Percy in 1272 half a knight’s fee 
in Holtham and Legsby was held of him by John Brand,® the 
origin of whose interest is not known; and in a return of probable 
date 1302-03 Walter Brand held this in Holtham.’ The interest 
of the Constable family in Legsby continued; and Simon le Con- 
stable of Burton Constable, the son and heir of William and 
Cecily, at his death in 1294 held of Sir Robert de Thweng 100s. 
yearly rent from the tenement in Legsby and Holtham held by 
Sixle priory in frankalmoin.® At the death of Henry de Percy 
the younger in 1314 the prior of Sixle held 8 carucates in Ludford 
and Legsby by the service of a knight’s fee.? At the Dissolution 
Sixle priory held several interests in Legsby valued in all at 
12. 8d.*° 


The family of Thweng took its name from Thwing in the 
East Riding, a member of the Brus fee. In 1242-43 Robert de 
Thweng, grandson of Robert son of Robert, held one and a half 
knights’ fees and 3 carucates of the honour of Peter de Brus; 
and in 1284-85 Marmaduke son of Marmaduke de Thweng 
apparently held 14 carucates out of the 17 carucates 2 bovates of 
the Brus fee in Thwing, 8 carucates being held by him of Percy 
of Kildale as the mesne tenant.

ROBERT SON OF ROBERT, who held this knight’s fee in 1166, 
and issued the charters to Sixle priory (nos. 173-4), married Emma 
one of the three sisters and coheirs of Duncan Darel of Lund,? 
wap. Harthill, a member of the Percy tenancy of the bishop of 
Durham’s fee. As Robert de Thweng (Tweng’) he witnessed a 
charter to Rievaulx abbey in 1172.2 He was the father of 


MARMADUKE DE THWENG I. In 1203 he was the defendant 
for a third of 4 carucates in Lund which was claimed on behalf of 
Sara, Duncan Darel’s widow.4 He appears to have joined the 
barons in opposition to king John as he made his peace with the 
Crown in 1217; he was a justice itinerant in the period 1221-29, 
and coroner in Yorkshire until August 1230, when he was to be 
replaced on account of infirmity.® Besides his son Robert he had 
a daughter Cecily, with whom he gave land in Kilham, including 
the service of 6 carucates there, to William son of Robert the 
constable of Holderness in frank-marriage, about which he made 
an agreement on 29 September 1227: He was living on 23 
November 1234 when he was a party to a final concord of land 
in Hinderwell, which he had been given by William Wirfauc, 
receiving a quitclaim from Osbert the latter’s son, of whom the 
. land was to be held, together with a quitclaim of the right in the 
advowson of the church there.’ 


ROBERT DE THWENG II, son and heir. Before January 
1228-9 he married Maud widow of Richard Dawtrey and heiress 
of the Kilton family, who brought him the castle of Kilton and 
land there and in Kilton Thorpe, held of the Brus fee, and land 
in Kirkleatham, held of the Percy fee. In 1231 under the name 
of William Wither he led the attacks on the alien clergy appointed 
to livings by the pope. In 1240 he was on crusade with Richard 
earl of Cornwall. He was a party to a final concord with Adam 
de Seaton in June 1246 relating to the advowson of Hinderwell, 
when it was agreed that they should make alternate presentations.®

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MARMADUKE DE THWENG II, eldest son and heir. He was 
present at the battle of Lewes, and was summoned for service in 
Wales in 1283. He married c. 1242 Lucy, one of the five daughters 
of Peter de Brus II of Skelton, and a coheir of her brother Peter 
de Brus III at his death in 1272;? and his father gave him Kilton 
and Kirkleatham to dower his wife. He died in or before 1284. 


ROBERT DE THWENG III, eldest son. He married before 
December 1265 Alice daughter and coheir of Roger de Merlay of 
Morpeth; and died in his father’s hfetime, leaving by a second 
wife a daughter Lucy, who was born on 24 March 1278-9 and 
inherited her grandmother’s share of the Brus fee.® 


MARMADUKE DE THWENG III, second son of Marmaduke II. 
He married in 1273 Isabel daughter of William de Ros of Ingman- 
thorpe. He was summoned to Parliament from 1307 to 1322, and 
died shortly before 26 February 1322-3.4

As noted above this charter was produced in the case of 1205 for the 
advowson of Legsby, and it was stated that it had been confirmed by

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so occurs in a charter to Newhouse abbey, c. 1150-1155.1 He was presumably 
rector of Kirmond le Mire and rural dean of Wraggoe. 

It is likely that the present charter preceded the next. As it was 
stated in the confirmation of Jocelin of Louvain and Agnes de Percy (no. 
70) that Robert son of Robert’s charter of all Legsby had been confirmed 
by William de Percy, 1175 is the latest date for the next one. 

As these texts are taken from early fifteenth-century copies it is evident 
that the form of the grantor’s name in the present charter cannot be re- 
garded as authentic; but there is no doubt of his identity.

§13. THE HALLAY FEE 


The land constituting the knight’s fee of the old feoffment 
held by Robert de Hallai in 1166 lay in Covenham, wap. Lud- 
borough, co. Lincoln, with sokeland in Grainthorpe, wap. Louthesk;

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and his half knight’s fee of the new feoffment included land in 
East Ayton, wap. Pickering Lythe, E.R. Yorkshire. 


At the Domesday survey William de Percy held 34 carucates 
in Covenham, with its soke of 34 bovates in Grainthorpe, and 6 
carucates in East Ayton; and in 1115-18 Alan de Percy held 2 
carucates in Covenham and a carucate in Cawthorpe in that parish. 


In 1212 Simon de Kyme! and Warin de Hallai held 3 caru- 
cates in Covenham of Richard de Percy for the service of one and 
an eighth knights.2. In 1238-41 Ralph de Haley held two-thirds 
of a moiety of Covenham, the other third being held by Wiliam 
de Kyme of Philip de Kyme;? and in 1242-43 Ralph held a knight’s 
fee of Richard de Percy in Covenham with his land in Yorkshire. 
The Yorkshire returns of 1284-85 do not mention the family’s 
holding of the Percy fee. 


The earliest recorded member of the family was Robert de 
Hallay who witnessed a charter of Alan de Percy I, c. 1125-1135 
(no. 5); and a William de Hallai witnessed a charter of Henry 
de Lascy to Kirkstall abbey, c. 1153-1159.°. The former was 
almost certainly of an earlier generation than the tenant of 1166. 
This; the younger Kobert, witnessed. a charter of William. de 
Percy II to Sallay abbey, c. 1147-1154 (no. 14). He still held the 
knight’s fee in 1175 at the division of the Percy barony; and in 
1189 he was amerced half a mark in Lincolnshire. He was a 
benefactor of Sixle priory, giving land in Grainthorpe, which was 
confirmed by Jocelin of Louvain and Agnes de Percy (no. 70). 
With his two sons Ralph and Jocelanus or Gossalanus he witnessed 
charters of William de Percy II (nos. 23, 27); and Ralph and 
Goselanus his brother witnessed others (nos. 24-6, 30-2), in one 
of which (no. 30) the latter’s spelling is Joelinus.? There can be 
no doubt that the latter was the Joelan father of Robert de Haulay 
mentioned in the Wansford case of 1218-19, and the Jolan de 
Hauley brother of Ralph de Hauley mentioned in the East Ayton 
case of 1231, both of which will be noticed below, though in the 
latter case it was stated that Jolan was the elder of the two 
brothers. 


Robert de Hallai, the tenant in 1166 and 1175, appears to 
have been succeeded by his son Ralph, who gave meadow-land in 
his fee of East Ayton to Byland abbey (no. 175) and witnessed a 
charter of Agnes de Percy, c. 1189 (no. 77). .It was probably he

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who, described as Ralph de Hallay son of Robert, gave meadow 
land in Covenham to the abbey of Louth Park.t Towards the end 
of the century he and Hugh de Hauley? witnessed a charter to 
Ormsby priory.® 

Before 1212, as noted above, Warin de Hallai had succeeded 
to part of the Percy tenancy in Covenham. As it can be deduced 
from the proceedings in the East Ayton case of 1231 that Ralph 
died without issue it is probable that Warin was his brother and 
so another son of Robert. For this there is some evidence, though 
incompletely conclusive, in the name Warin son of Robert de 
Hall’ as a witness to a charter of William de Percy II (no. 23). 
Warin de Hallei or Hallai witnessed a charter to Bullington 
priory,4 and one to Ormsby priory, both c. 1200,° and a charter 
of Richard de Percy to Byland abbey, confirming lands in 
Yorkshire (no. 87). In 1201 he defaulted as a recognitor in Lincoln- 
shire;* and was a knight on assizes there in 1202.’ 


No proof is available that Ralph de Hauley II, the next 
holder of the fee, was the son of Warin; but this is likely. Certainly 
he was the nephew of Ralph I, as can be seen in the proceedings 
in a case heard in 1231. This arose out of disputes between him 
and Robert de Hauley, who can be identified as the holder of the 
Percy tenancy in Wansford (see below). In 1225 Robert claimed 
against Ralph 9 bovates in [East] Ayton;® and in the following 
year a case between them for land in Covenham, Acton’ [? East 
Ayton] and Cawthorpe was postponed while Ralph, who had 
started for Gascony, was in the king’s service there.? In 123] 
Ralph de Hauley (de Hathlega) claimed 4 acres of meadow and a 
toft in [East] Ayton of which he alleged that Ralph de Hauley 
his uncle died seised and which William de Scrutevill and Agnes 
his wife then held, who called to warrant Ingram de Boynton; the 
latter stated that Ralph the uncle had an elder brother Jolan de 
Hauley father of Robert, and that Robert, then present in court, 
was the next heir; Ralph admitted this and withdrew his plea.1° 
At the same assizes Richard de Percy was unsuccessfully summoned 
to warrant to Ralph de Haulegh 4 carucates in [East] Ayton and 
Covenham owing to a defect in the writ; but in another plea

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Richard acknowledged that a wood called Hildegripe {Hill Grips 
in East Ayton]! was the right of Ralph.” 

The fee of Ralph de Hauley [II] in Covenham is mentioned 
in a final concord of 1226;3 and he was party to one of land there 
in 1231.4. His tenure of landian Covenham, and-im.-Y orksiure in 
the period 1238-43 has been noted above. As a knight he wit- 
nessed a Ludborough charter? and two Ormsby charters in the 
reign of Henry III.6 In 1246 the prior of Ormsby recognised his 
right to the advowson of the church of St. Bartholomew, Coven- 
ham, in return for which he gave the prior 2 bovates of land 
there.’ He gave land in Covenham and Cawthorpe to Rufford 
abbey, which the latter demised to Henry de Percy in 1252.8 
On 29 June 1254, being in debt to the Jews, he sold to Ingram 
son of William de Percy his chief messuage in [East] Ayton, with 
a mill there with the suit of 21 bovates adjacent, and other land 
and several services there, including that of Henry de Haulay for 
9 bovates, the warranty clause mentioning his land of Covenham 
in Lindsey, for which he bound himself by a separate charter.® 
By another charter he granted a villein and the sequel and chattels 
to Walter de Haulay his brother.t° The latter was probably the 
man of that name who had an interest in Foston on the Wolds," 
and against whom Ellen widow of William de Percy claimed 
dower in a third of 3 bovates there in 1246. 

Ralph de Hauley II was succeeded by his son John, who 
held half a knight’s fee in Covenham of the fee of the late Henry 
de Percy in 1274.8 In 1293-4 he did homage to Henry de Percy 
the younger for his tenements there, which he had had of the gift 
of his father Sir Ralph de Hauley.4 In 1303 he held an eighth 
and a twelfth of a fee in Covenham, formerly held by Ralph de 
Hauley, who had held one fee in Lincolnshire and half a fee in 
Yorkshire, small portions being held by the abbots of Kirkstead 
and Louth Park and the priors of Ormsby and Sixle.® He died 
before October 1314 when his heir held of Henry de Percy 4 
carucates for half a knight’s fee in Covenham, ‘Luthenham’ and

There was another tenure by knight service which was 
acquired by a member of the Hallay family at a date later than 
the carta of 1166. This was a carucate in Wansford, par. Nafferton, 
held by the service of a tenth of a knight’s fee. The Percy tenancy 
in chief in Wansford, a place which is not mentioned in the 
Domesday survey, but whose assessment was probably included 
in Nafferton, consisted of 2? carucates in 1284-85, 10 carucates 
making a knight’s fee. In a claim made in 1218-19 for a carucate 
in Wansford by Richard de Percy against Robert de Haulay* 
the latter, who had recovered seisin against the former by an 
assize of novel disseisin, stated in the proceedings on a writ of 
right that William de Percy [II] had given the land to Joelan his 
father, to hold for a tenth of a knight’s fee; but Richard replied 
that if Willham de Percy, his grandfather, made the gift it was 
during his last illness, and that Joelan could only have had seisin 
through Sibyl de Valognes, William’s widow; Robert was suc- 
cessful on the ground that Richard de Percy was not his grand- 
father’s heir.» Robert de Haulay’s tenure was further estab- 
lished by a final concord in November 1234, when William de 
Percy, the nephew of Richard and the heir male of William de 
Percy II, granted the carucate in Wansford to him for the service 
of a tenth of a knight’s fee and a payment of 20 marks of silver, 
the carucate including a bovate in respect of which William de 
Haulay had called Robert to warrant. Two months later Robert 
made a grant of meadow in Wansford, the meadow of William 
de Haulay there being mentioned.’ Robert de Hauley with Henry 
his son and William de Hauley witnessed a Nafferton charter of 
the same William de Percy who died in 1245.8 Other Nafferton 
charters of the same period were witnessed by Robert, Henry 
son of Robert, Henry brother of Robert and William brother of 
Robert de Haulay.® In 1244 William de Percy sold to Robert 
de Haulay and Henry his son the wardship and marriage of the 
heirs of Robert de Irton.1° At a date later than 1245 William de 
Haulay held a carucate in Wansford of the Percy fee;" and possibly

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he held this as an under-tenancy of Robert his brother or the 
latter’s heir. 

Henry de Hauley had a son William, who made a sale of a 
toft and croft in Wansford,t and who can probably be identified 
with William de Haulay of Wansford, the first witness to a 
Nafferton charter issued in 1309.2, Henry had another son Peter, 
who with his wife Agnes received a grant of 5 acres in the meadow 
of Thornham in Wansford by a deed witnessed by William de 
Haulai.2 A Peter de Haulay of Croom, par. Sledmere, witnessed 
charters in 1287 and 1288;4 and Jolan de Haulay, perhaps named 
after the first tenant of the Wansford carucate, and Peter his 
brother witnessed one in 1278.5 They served together on an 
inquisition in 1285,6 and Jollan Hauley of Hilderthorpe on one 
in- 1293." 

At. the. death of Henry dé Percy an, 1314 apcanicate an 
Wansford was held by William de Hauley;® and his holding of a 
tenth of a knight’s fee there, of the yearly value of 40s., was 
included in the dower assigned to Eleanor, Henry de Percy’s 
widow, in the following year.®

The second witness, Richard rector of Seamer and rural dean of 
Dickering, witnessed charters of Jocelin of Louvain and Agnes de Percy, 
1175-80 (no. 71 and note), and others of Agnes, 1180-1204 (nos. 75, 78). 
The grantor is therefore Ralph de Hallay I, for whom the earliest date is 
1175; and the address to the archbishop rules out the period 1181-91. 
Another charter relating to East Ayton is printed at no. 185.

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§14. THE CHAMBERLAIN FEE 


The land constituting the 2 knights’ fees of the old feoffment 
held by Stephen the chamberlain in 1166 lay in Scoreby, wap. 
Ouse and Derwent; and, in Lincolnshire, in North Reston and 
Little Carlton, wap. Louthesk, and Wickenby and Westlaby, 
wap. Wraggoe. There were also holdings by the Chamberlain 
family, then or later, in Gate Helmsley and Stamford Bridge, 
held by Percy originally as an under-tenancy of the honour of 
Chester. 

At the Domesday survey Osbern held 6 carucates in Scoreby 
of William de Percy, 3 carucates in North Reston and Little 
Carlton, and 2 carucates in Wickenby, Percy’s tenant of 1 caru- 
cate 1 bovate in Westlaby being Ralph. In 1115-18, at the Lindsey 
survey, Richard of Lincoln held 24 carucates in North Reston and 
Little Carlton of Alan de Percy, and he can be identified as the 
Richard who held of him 3 carucates in Wickenby; no tenant is 
named of the 1 carucate 1 bovate held: by Alan de Percy in 
Westlaby. 

It is stated in the returns of 1212 that William de Percy [I] 
had held in chief 3 carucates in Wickenby and Westlaby, which 
he gave for the service of one knight to Osbert the sheriff, whose 
heirs were then holding them;! and also that Alan de Percy had 
held 18 bovates in [North] Reston and [Little] Carlton, which he 
gave for the service of one knight to Osbert the sheriff, whose 
heirs were then holding them.? In 1242-43 Henry the chamber- 
lain held a half and a thirteenth of a knight’s fee in Wickenby of 
the Percy fee; in [North] Reston and [Little] Carlton William the 
chamberlain and Henry de Legbourne held a quarter of a knight’s 
fee of Henry the chamberlain, who held of William de Percy [IIT] 
of the old feoffment; and in the latter place John Cormaleys held 
two-thirds of a knight’s fee and Laurence and Robert de Maucu- 
venant a quarter of a knight’s fee of the said Henry, who held of 
William de Percy in chief.2 The holding of Henry the chamberlain 
in these places was thus about one and two-thirds knights’ fees. 

In Yorkshire in 1284-85 the heirs of the chamberlain were 
the immediate tenants of Henry de Percy in the vill of Scoreby 
consisting of 6 carucates, and also of 6 bovates in Gate Helmsley 
and of the vill of Stamford Bridge.* 

The ancestry and family of Stephen the chamberlain, the 
tenant in 1166, have been the subject of detailed papers by 
W. H. B. Bird,® who in the first place discussed Stephen’s ancestor 
Osbert of Lincoln, the sheriff, in the ight of Farrer’s paper, then

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recently published, on the early sheriffs of Lincolnshire and York- 
shire! Farrer gave evidence that Osbert was sheriff of Lincoln- 
shire from c. 1096 and of Yorkshire in the early years of Henry I, 
dying probably in 1114-16. He noted that Osbert was the ancestor 
of the family of Chamberlain of Wickenby, and that he and his 
sons Richard of Lincoln and William Torniant? held lands of no 
less than ten tenancies in chief which include that of Percy. The 
ancestry of Stephen the chamberlain is given in detail in a case 
in Michaelmas term 1223, when Robert the chamberlain was 
plaintiff against Thomas de Auesterne for a carucate of land in 
Houton [Hayton, wap. Harthill, co. York] as his right, of which 
William le Turneaunt his antecessor was seised in the time of 
Henry I, and from William the right descended to Maud his sister 
and from Maud to Milisent her daughter and from Milisent to 
Stephen her son, Robert’s father, and from Stephen to Robert 
his son and heir.? And in the following year Robert the chamber- 
lain was plaintiff against Roger de Rudestein for a carucate in 
Hayton, of which Milisent his grandmother was seised in the time 
of Henry Ti+ 

These details conform with a charter of Henry I, produced 
by the defendant in 1200 in a claim made by Simon de Kyme 
against Robert the chamberlain for the land of Marston [co. 
Lincoln], by which the king granted to Herbert the chamberlain 
Milisent, niece of William Turniant, in marriage with the land of 
the said William, Richard his brother and Osbert the sheriff 
their father, and also the land of Marston to hold in chief.6 That 
Robert the chamberlain’s defence was successful is shown by the 
fact that in 1212 he held 6 carucates in Marston of the king in 
chief by the service of one knight®—the same amount of land 
there held jointly at the Domesday survey by Osbern the priest’ 
and Ralph the dapifer.® 

Charters issued to Kirkstead abbey show that Stephen the 
chamberlain’s father was named Herbert. In one of his confirma- 
tions to that house of gifts of land in Snelland he is named Stephen

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son of Herbert the chamberlain (camerarit) of the king of Scotland, 
and in another Stephen the chamberlain of Wickenby, the two 
charters being dated 31 January 1159-60 and 1187 respectively.! 


There is conclusive evidence to prove that Stephen the 
chamberlain of Wickenby was the same man as Stephen son of 
Herbert the chamberlain (camerarit), who held a tenancy in chief 
in Yorkshire, returning his carta in 1166, his one and a sixth 
knights’ fees of the old feoffment and a thirteenth knight’s fee of 
the new feoffment consisting of land in Acklam, and Wharram 
[Percy], wap. Buckrose, East Riding, and Leavening, par. Acklam.? 
In a notification of his confirmation of a gift of the church of 
Acklam to Thornton abbey he is described as Stephen son of 
Herbert the chamberlain of the king of Scotland.? Farrer has 
given references to his payments in 1168 and 1172 in respect of 
approximately the same amount of knight service as was returned 
in his carta, and noted that he died c. 1190.4 In 1211 Robert the 
chamberlain, described as heir of Stephen son of Herbert, had 
quittance of the scutage of Scotland on one and a quarter and a 
twenty-sixth fees in Yorkshire, and his assessment for the scutage 
of Wales was on one and a sixth fees.® Moreover, in a return of 
1242-43 Henry the chamberlain (the grandson of Stephen of 
Wickenby) held in chief one knight’s fee in Acklam and Leavening, 
and a quarter of a fee in Wharram;® and in 1254 he quitclaimed 
to Peter de Percy’ for 40 marks of silver his right, either in 
demesne or service, in 84 carucates in West Wharram with the 
capital messuage and the advowson.® 


In the light of this evidence it can no longer be supposed 
that Stephen, the tenant in chief in 1166, was a member of the 
FitzHerbert family, being the son of Herbert of Winchester, 
chamberlain and treasurer of king Henry I, the father of Herbert 
the younger and of St. William, treasurer and archbishop of 
York.? This Herbert the chamberlain died in or shortly before

1160.2 
Farrer, aware of the descent of Stephen from Osbert the sheriff, 
supposed that he must have been brother of the half-blood of the 
younger Herbert and of archbishop William, and not brother of 
the full blood as given by Eyton.? But, in view of the evidence 
now available, it is clear that Stephen was neither the one nor the 
other. 

There is, however, a point of considerable difficulty. Except 
for his marriage to Milisent granddaughter of Osbert the sheriff, 
and his appearance as a witness to charters issued by kings David 
I and Malcolm IV of Scotland, little is known of Herbert the 
chamberlain, Stephen’s father, and nothing of his parentage. 
But he held of king David an estate later known as the barony 
of Kinneil in West Lothian;* and king Malcolm in the period 
1161-62 confirmed to Holyrood abbey the church of Kinneil 
which had been given by Herbert his chamberlain with the 
consent of Stephen and William his sons.6 This suggests that 
Stephen was the elder of the two; but there is no evidence to 
suppose that Stephen or his descendants ever possessed any 
interest in Kinneil. It is possible that Herbert had made an 
earlier marriage than his marriage to Milisent, and at the time of 
his gift to Holyrood an elder son had died, leaving an infant son— 
for otherwise Stephen would have been heir to Kinneil; or it is 
possible that an arrangement was made by which William, 
apparently a younger son, inherited Herbert’s interests in Scotland, 
while Stephen the elder son inherited the English lands of their 
mother Milisent.6 It can be noticed that William son of Herbert 
the chamberlain was living in Scotland in 1161-64, when he 
witnessed a charter of king Malcolm to Dunfermline abbey.’ 

Whatever may be the explanation of this difficulty it is 
clear from the details given above that Stephen had succeeded to 
at least part of the inheritance of his mother Milsent by 1160, 
and that in 1166 he was holding the 2 knights’ fees of William 
de Percy, besides his tenancy in chief in Yorkshire. But to his 
mother’s inheritance there was a rival claim made by the family 
of Bardolf, which, if dormant in the time of Stephen, was brought 
to the courts in the time of his son Robert. In a case which started

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in 1210 and was heard in 1212 Robert the chamberlain was a 
plaintiff against Ralph Bardolf for a knight’s fee in [North] 
Duffield and ‘Hulmo’,? of which Stephen the chamberlain his 
father was seised in the time of Henry II; a duel was fought, 
with the result that Robert was adjudged to have seisin.2. The 
proceedings of this case, including the duel and its result, were 
cited in a case of 1218-19, when the prior of the Hospitallers 
claimed against Robert the chamberlain a tenement forming part 
of the 7 carucates in [North] Duffield, the subject of the former 
case; and the prior stated that before Ralph Bardolf had any 
interest therein he had the tenement of the gift of Hugh de Twyt.? 
This reference to Hugh is of special interest as William Bardolf, 
Ralph’s father, married a coheir of the family of le Tuit.4 The 
Bardolf claim appears on a wider scale, including the land in 
Lincolnshire which formed the greater part of the Chamberlain 
fee-uunder Percy, in a‘final’ concord of 27. January 1221-2 when 
Hugh Bardolf® claimed against Robert the chamberlain, tenant, 
64 carucates in Wickenby, Westlaby, [North] Reston, Ludford 
and [Little] Carlton, and Robert claimed against Hugh, tenant, 
half a knight’s fee in Horningeton [Hornton, co. Oxford] and 
Hornleg {Hornley, co. Oxford], the divers counties being Oxford, 
Lincoln and York; a quitclaim was made by the claimant in 
each case, Robert granting that whatever he or his heirs should 
acquire of the inheritance that belonged to Osbert the sheriff, 
ancestor of Robert and Hugh, should be halved between them, 
Robert holding one moiety and Hugh the other moiety of 
“Robert.® 


From these records it is a possible deduction that Robert’s 
grandmother Milisent, granddaughter of Osbert the sheriff, had a 
sister or that Maud her mother had a sister, who married into 
the family of le Tuit and was the ancestress of Hugh son of Ralph 
Bardulf;’ but of this there is no supporting evidence.

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There is ample evidence for the descendants of Stephen the 
chamberlain.t Besides his son and successor Robert the chamber- 
lain, he had a son Roger.? Robert, who was captured at the fall 
of Chinon in Touraine in 1205, was granted licence to pledge his 
land of Wickenby for four years for his redemption on 15 February 
1206-7.3 References to him down to the year 1223 have been 
given above. He died before 11 November 1225 when the king 
took the homage of Henry the chamberlain for a knight’s fee in 
Lincolnshire.t| Henry was Robert’s son,® and the holding can be 
identified as in Marston, co. Lincoln. Robert had left a widow 
Aline, who described as Henry’s mother, was holding a third of 
the manor of Duffield in dower in 1251.® 

Henry the chamberlain died before 28 March 1256, leaving 
a son John who was born on 24 September 1235, and holding, in 
addition to Marston, a capital messuage and 13 bovates in Wicken- 
by of Henry de Percy for 24 knights’ fees there and elsewhere.’ 
In 1261, at the instance of Margaret queen of Scotland, John the 
chamberlain was granted free warren in his demesne lands in 
Wickenby and Marston.’ He died before 28 July 1273, leaving a 
daughter aged fifteen, his other daughter being dead.® In 1274 a 
knight’s fee in Wickenby, Welton le Marsh, Somerby, Little 
Carlton, North Reston and Ludford was held of Henry de Percy 
by the heirs of John the chamberlain.!® In 1303 Philip de Lindsey 
held a half and a thirteenth of a knight’s fee in Wickenby, and 
two-thirds of a knight’s fee in Marston, which Henry the chamber- 
lain had held;@ and in 1316 it was found that the manor of 
Wickenby had been held by Philip de Lindsey on the day he 
adhered to the Scots, by courtesy after the death of Beatrice his 
wife of the inheritance of John son and heir of Robert the chamber- 
lain, a minor in the king’s wardship, then aged fifteen.” It can 
be deduced that Beatrice was the surviving daughter of John the 
chamberlain, mentioned above. As she was born in 1258 and 
John son of Robert, to whom the inheritance passed, was born in 
1301 it is likely that the latter was of a younger generation, and 
that Robert his father was the first cousin and not the uncle of 
Beatrice; but in pleadings in 1333 (although such evidence cannot 
always be trusted) it was stated that Robert, John’s father, was 
a brother of John the chamberlain. The inheritance eventually

53, 54), the earl’s, 
including all the witnesses to the present charter, being issued on the same 
occasion. The 6 bovates mentioned were that portion of Westlaby which 
was not a member of the Percy fee. In 1115-18 6 bovates were held there 
by Ranulf Meschin (the honour of Chester).?

This charter has been cited to illustrate the uneasiness that the men 
of a Lincolnshire village might feel at the prospect of overstocking pasture.!

The exception of the pasture within the territory of Westladebi is given 
in the charter of Stephen de Wikingeby son of Herbert the chamberlain 
confirming the church to Barlings abbey (ecclesie de Oxeneie), given by 
Gregory de Swinthorpe (Sunthorp).2, The abbot of Barlings was presumably 
Achard who occurs late in the twelfth century and in 1201.3 


§15. THE WEETON FEE 


Richard de Weiton’ held a knight’s fee of the old feoffment 
in 1166; and, as Richard de Wyton, his knight’s fee was assigned 
to the share of Jocelin of Louvain in the division of the barony 
in 1175. In 1180-1204 the fee of Richard de Withetona was one 
of the five knights’ “fees given by Agnes: de. Percy to. Net sou 
Richard (no. 84). 

There is no evidence for the land which constituted this fee, 
nor indeed for the place from which the tenant drew his name. 
The most likely place is, perhaps, Weeton, par. Harewood, of 
which the spellings Wieton, Wyton and Wytheton occur;* for, 
although it was a member of the Meschin fee,® it lies about half 
way between the Percy holdings of Leathley and Kirkby Over- 
blow. No further information, however, is available about Richard 
de Weiton’. It is possible that he was of the same family as 
William de Wideton who was a joint tenant of half a knight’s fee 
of the new feoffment of the Paynel fee in 1166, and who took his

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name from Weeton;! but the christian name Richard does not 
seem to occur among the members of the Weeton family in the 
twelfth century.? 


§16. THE ARGENTOM FEE 


The knight’s fee of the old feoffment held by Wiliam de 
Argentoem in 1166 included land in Upleatham and Marske; he 
also had an interest in Ugthorpe, par. Lythe, and members of the 
family had an interest in Catton, par. Topcliffe, and in South 
Loftus. 

At the Domesday survey the earl of Chester held 10 carucates 
in Upleatham, where William de Percy acquired an under-tenancy 
shortly afterwards; in Marske Wilham de Percy held 8 carucates, 
apart from 2 carucates held by the earl of Chester and 10 carucates 
held by the count of Mortain; in Catton William de Percy held 
6 carucates; in North and South Loftus the earl of Chester and 
the king each held 4 carucates; and in Ugthorpe the king held 4 
carucates.? The interest held by William de Percy I in Upleatham 
is shown by his inclusion of the tithe of the hall there in his charter 
to Whitby abbey (no. 1). There is no evidence to show that the 
main line of the Percy family held an interest in Ugthorpe, where 
the chain of feudal tenures was complex;* a portion formed a 
member of the Fossard fee, as is shown by a claim made by Peter 
de Mauley against the prior of Guisborough for the manor in 
1280,° and a charter of William de Mandeville, earl of Essex, of 
~whom Wilham de Argentom was a tenant of his fee there, suggests 
that another portion formed a member of the honour of 
Aumale.® 

Farrer has printed several twelfth-century charters showing 
the interest held by the Argentom family in most of these places: 
(i) confirmation by William de Argentom to Whitby abbey of 2 
bovates in Upleatham given by his father;’ (11) gift by the same 
and Juliana his wife to the church of St. Peter, York, of 3 bovates 
in Upleatham;® (11) gift by the same to Guisborough priory of 2 
bovates in Ugthorpe;® (iv) gift by the same with the counsel of 
his wife to Guisborough priory of a bovate in Ugthorpe, and 
confirmation of a carucate there given by Peter de Cordanville;?° 
(v) gift by the same to St. Peter’s hospital of 2 bovates in Catton."

224 PERCY FEE 


These charters fall in the period 1160-85. Three more show the 
Argentom interest in Marske, Saltburn and Redcar of apparently 
a later date, the William de Argentom mentioned being probably 
the earlier William’s grandson.! 

In the middle of the thirteenth century Agnes de Argentom, 
described as lady of Upleatham,? gave to John Herbaud, her 
kinsman, all her lands in Upleatham, Marske and Ugthorpe with 
the services of several tenants in those places and in Redcar;? 
and in 1284-85 John de Percy of Topcliffe held 6 carucates in 
Marske and Upleatham for half a knight’s fee of the heirs of 
William Argenton.4 With regard to South Loftus there is a record 
of a gift to Whitby abbey of 2 bovates there made by Walter de 
Argentum and by William de Percy of Dunsley and Aaliza his 
mother. Walter, evidently of the same family, may have been 
the predecessor of Richard de Argentum of Loftus, who witnessed — 
a charter to Whitby with William de Argentum, c. 1180-1190,° 
and who also gave 2 bovates in South Loftus to the same 
house.’ 

Farrer has given an account of the descent of the family,§ 
showing that the father of William de Argentom was named 
Robert who gave the two bovates in Upleatham to Whitby abbey 
probably before 1148, and that Juhana occurs as William’s 
widow in 1185, William having been alive in 1179. Their two 
daughters were Agnes who married Roger son of Peter (no. 181), 
and Alice who married Gilbert de Stratton. In 1203 Gilbert and 
Alice claimed 34 carucates in Upleatham, Catton and Ugthorpe 
against Roger and Agnes as Alice’s share of their father’s in- 
heritance; and a further dispute was settled by a final concord in 
1206, when Roger son of Roger son of Peter was called to warrant. 
The younger Roger, known as Roger de Argentom,? was living in 
1217 and died without issue, as also did his brother William, the 
eventual heirs being his three sisters, of whom one was Agnes 
(named in the notes above as the lady of Upleatham), and another 
Christiana who married Albert de Craster and through whose 
issue the line descended. Closely related was Gregory de Argentom

Si7- THE KIRKEPATHAN FEE 


The knight’s fee of the old feoffment held by Ilger filius 
Roevt in 1166 included land in Kirkleatham, wap. Langbargh 
East. This is based on the assumption that the tenant can be 
identified as Ilger de Kilton.? 

At the Domesday survey William de Percy held a manor of 
4 carucates in Kirkleatham where a priest and a church were 
recorded; the count of Mortain held 9 carucates which passed to 
the Brus fee and were given by Robert de Brus I to Guisborough

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priory;! 3 carucates were terra regis; and the remaining 2 carucates 
were held by the earl of Chester. It is probable that the latter 
holding became a member of the under-tenancy held by Percy of 
the Chester fee, and was added to the tenancy held by Ilger or 
his predecessor, for in 1302-03 Marmaduke de Thweng, the heir 
of the Kilton family, held 6 carucates in Kirkleatham of the 
Percy deer 

No references are available for Roer the father of Ilger; but 
as the latter’s tenancy of Percy was of the old feoffment it is not 
unlikely that it had been held by Roer. 

In 1170 and the following years Ilger son of Roer owed 10 
marks for the right of one knight’s fee which Wilham de Vescy 
held of the bishop of Durham;’ and he paid this in 1178.4. The 
location of this knight’s fee has not been determined, but it 
possibly lay wholly or in part in High Worsall, par. Northallerton, 
and Landmoth, par. Leake. In the confirmation charter of king 
Henry II to William de Vescy in 1157 these places were included 
as of the fee of the bishop of Durham;°> and in 1208-10 Eustace 
de Vescy held of the bishopric of Durham half a knight’s fee or 
one knight’s fee in [High] Worsall and Landmoth.6 But no 
interest of the Kilton family has been traced there; indeed, in 
1284-85 Gilbert Hansard was the immediate tenant of the bishop 
of 4 carucates in the former place for a third of a knight’s fee and 
of 3 carucates in the latter for a quarter;’ and it is known that 
the Hansard interest was due to a grant by William de Vescy.® 

In the division of the Percy barony in 1175 the knight’s fee 
held by Ilger son of Roer was assigned to the share of Jocelin of 
Louvain. As Ilger de Kilton (if the identification is accepted) he 
gave 2 bovates in Kirkleatham to Guisborough priory with the 
consent of William his heir.?® 

William de Kilton, his eldest son and successor, gave the 
church of Kirkleatham to Guisborough, and his gift was con- 
firmed by king John in 1210.1° He also gave to Byland abbey a 
toft and croft in Coatham and other premises including a piece of 
ground which had been held of Ilger his father.' His wife’s name 
was Alice, who married Robert de Laceles as her second husband 
and with him was a claimant for her dower in Kirkleatham in 
1219.12 William de Kilton had several brothers,!® but his heir was

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a niece Maud, who married first Richard Dawtrey and secondly 
Robert de Thweng. Maud wife of Richard Dawtrey was under 
age in 1219;! with him she was the defendant in the case for 
dower in that year. In 1221 they claimed the advowson of the 
church of Kirkleatham against the prior of Guisborough, stating 
that the charter of William de Kilton, Maud’s uncle, whose heir 
she was, giving the church, was made on his death-bed when he 
had no power; but this was denied by the prior. The dispute 
lasted for several years; and in 1230 the prior, who had brought 
a writ of right for the advowson, withdrew his claim and granted 
his seisin of the presentation to Maud and her (second) husband 
Robert de Thweng.® 

Robert de Thweng was the son of Marmaduke de Thweng I; 
an account of his family has been given in §12. As Maud his wife 
died without issue by her first husband her inheritance descended 
to her son Marmaduke de Thweng II, whose son Marmaduke III 
held 6 carucates in Kirkleatham and 5 carucates in Kilton of the 
Percy fee in 1302-03.* 

With regard to the last holding it has been deduced® that 
the 24 carucates held there and in Kilton Thorpe by the count of 
Mortain in 1086 became a member of the Brus fee, and that what 
is known as ‘the Kilton fee’ included two portions, in Kilton and 
Kirkleatham, held by the Kilton family of Brus and Percy res- 
pectively. But, in 1086 the king also held 3 carucates in Kilton 
and 24 carucates in Kilton Thorpe; and it is possible that these 
holdings passed to the Percy fee and were represented by the 5 
carucates held by Marmaduke de Thweng, being an additional 
element of ‘the Kilton fee’, centred on the castle of Kilton.® If 
this is so, it can be suggested that the fee held by Ilger son of 
Roer may have included land in Kilton as well as Kirkleatham. 


§18. THE HUMEZ FEE 


It is probable that the lands constituting the knight’s fee of 
the old feoffment held by William de Humez in 1166 lay in Halton 
West and Hellifield, par. Long Preston, and Paythorne and 
Swinden, par. Gisburn. 

At the Domesday survey William de Percy held a carucate 
in Paythorne, a berewick of his manor of Painley, and the 2 
carucates held by Roger of Poitou passed to the Percy fee. William 
de Percy also held 7 carucates in Swinden with a berewick of 24 
carucates in Hellifield; and in Hellifield 3 further carucates were 
terra vegis and 4 carucates were held by Roger of Poitou; 
of these 4 carucates became members of the honour of Skipton,

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forming part of the Mauleverer fee of one knight,1 and if it can 
be assumed that Halton West was included with Hellifield? the 
total assessment of 94 carucates in the latter would be represented 
approximately by the 4 Skipton carucates and the Percy holdings 
of 2 carucates in Hellifield and 3 carucates in Halton West. 


In the middle of the thirteenth century, in the extent of the 
Percy fee, Sir Robert de Neville held a knight’s fee of 14 caru- 
cates, being 5 [? recte 6] carucates in Swinden, 3 carucates in 
Halton West, 3 carucates in Paythorne and 2 carucates in Helli- 
field:* and at the death of Henry de Percy in 1314 Kanuli‘de 
Neville held of him the same amounts of land in the same places 
(6 carucates being the amount in Swinden), making 14 carucates, 
for the service of a knight’s fee 


The returns of 1284-85 state that 3 carucates in Halton 
West and 3 carucates in Paythorne were held by under-tenants 
of Robert de Neville,> who held of the Percy heirs, and that 64 
carucates in Swinden were held by Robert de Brakenbergh of 
Ranulf de Neville, who held of the Percy heirs. In 1302-03 the 
hospital of St. John held 2 carucates in Hellifield of Ranulf de 
Neville who held of the Percy fee.’ 


The tenure of these lands by the Nevilles of Raby suggest 
that they had inherited them from Emma de Bulmer, known as 
Emma ‘de Humez’, the wife of their ancestor Geoffrey de Neville. 
But, except that it is possible that her paternal grandmother was 
the heir of Peter de Humez of Brancepeth,® there is no convincing 
explanation of the process by which the inheritance passed to 
her. She married, first, Geoffrey de Valognes and subsequently 
Geoffrey de Neville, and died in 1208.° 


The earliest member of the Humez family having a con- 
nexion with the Percy fee is Richard Humez, who witnessed a 
charter ot Alan. de Perey,.1100-¢,1195, (no..2). ~Iti 1s. propable 
that he was the predecessor of William de Humez, the tenant of 
this fee in 1166, and also in 1175, when it was assigned to the 
share of the earl of Warwick in the division of the Percy barony. 
William witnessed two charters relating to Farnley, par. Otley, 
in the period 1170-86.1° It can be presumed that he was dead in 
1187 when Swinden, Hellifield and Paythorne were among the 
lands in the king’s hand which were subject to tallage.' Sub- 
sequently these lands may have passed to Emma de Humez and 
so to her Neville descendants.

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It is reasonably certain that Guy de Humez, who issued 
charters nos. 182-3, the second of which was not later than 1154, 
was not the immediate tenant of the fee, but a subordinate tenant, 
for William de Humez held it in 1166 and 1175 and Guy was 
alive in the latter year; see §8. He was succeeded by his son 
Robert (note to no. 183), who at Michaelmas 1190 rendered account 
of 40 marks for having seisin of the land of Swinden.t’ He was 
probably the Robert de Humez to whom Emma de Humez gave 
6 bovates in Thormanby (wap. Bulmer and a member of the 
Bulmer fee), which had belonged to Godfrey de Meinil his uncle 
(avunculus), to hold to him and his heirs by Alice de Arches his 
wife, 1193-1208.2 In 1208 Robert de Humet was the defendant in an 
assize to recognise if Geoffrey de Valognes, uncle of Gunnora 
de Valognes, had died seised of 3 carucates in Swinden;® and in 
1210 Robert de Humez was vouched to warranty by Warin [de 
Vesci] and Emma his wife in an assize of mort d’ancestor for 2 
carucates in the same place.* 

Elizabeth daughter of Robert de Humez gave the homage 
and service from a toft and 6 acres in Swinden to Sallay abbey,5 
and Isabel de Humez (probably the same lady) gave a toft there 
to Sallay in the same period.® Gilbert de Brakenbergh and Isabel 
his wife held 3 carucates in Swinden at farm from Sallay abbey;? 
and in 1267 Isabel de Humez (Humas), widow of Gilbert de Braken- 
bergh, released to Sir Robert de Neville all her right in the vill 
of Paythorne.® It can be deduced that Isabel was the daughter 
and heir of Robert de Humez. The under-tenancy of Robert 
de Brakenbergh, who was the son of William son of Gilbert de 
Brakenbergh,®? holding 64 carucates in Swinden of Ranulf de 
Neville in 1284-85 has been noted above. 


The following notes refer to others who bore the name of 
Humez and who were probably closely related: 


Peter de Humet, who held land in West Auckland of the 
bishop of Durham,!° witnessed a charter of bishop Ranulf, c. 1125- 
1128.11 In 1165 Silvester de Humez owed 100s. for the right of a 
knight’s fee in Yorkshire; in 1176 he was still owing the same 
sum, with the note that he had not yet been able to have it, and 
the entry continues to 1184 when it was stated he was dead.®

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He witnessed a charter of Robert de Brus II, 1160-75;! and he 
is probably the Silvester de Hum[ez] who with Peter his brother 
witnessed a Lincolnshire charter late in the reign of Henry II.? 
He was succeeded by Wilham his son, who must not be confused 
with William de Humez, the holder of the Percy knight’s fee in 
1166. The same Robert de Brus restored to William de Humetz 
son of Silvester de Humetz and his heirs Elton [near Stockton, 
co. Durham], of which his father? had enfeoffed Peter Werenge 
the antecessor of Silvester, for the service of a quarter of a knight; 
giving to Peter de Humez the custody of the land until William 
should be a knight, and in default of Wilham’s lawful issue re- 
mainder to RKobert de. Humez and Peter de Humez and their 
heirs.4. In 1197-1208 Philip bishop of Durham quitclaimed to 
William de Humez and his heirs the advowson of the chapel of 
Elton, which he had claimed as his hereditary right and was — 
deemed to belong to him by the verdict of lawful men of the 
neighbourhood.® A Eudo de Humet witnessed a charter of Peter 
de Brus, 1196-c. 1212.6 He was probably the ancestor of a family 
holding lands of the Brus fee in Loftus, wap. Langbargh East, of 
which there are several records in the Guisborough Chartulary. 
Thomas son of Eudo de Humet gave to the priory a messuage and 
4 bovates there, which had belonged to his father.” William 
Homet held land there in 1285 and John Humet in 1428.8 


No clue has been found for a connexion between these 
families and the well-known family du Hommet, constables of 
Normandy, of which Humet and Humez were variant forms; but 
Stapleton, in his notes on that family, conjectured that the York- 
shire family derived its name from the same locality,® that is to 
say Le Hommet, dept. Manche, arr. St-L6.1°

There is evidence which suggests that Reiner le Fleming, the first 
witness, from whom the Fleming family descended, was dead in 1148.7 His 
son Walter died before 1184.8 The description of steward of Skipton shows 
that an official could be so described.° That this charter was witnessed by 
Reiner may suggest that the 2 carucates formed part of the 4 carucates 
in Hellifield which the Mauleverer family held of the honour of Skipton,}° 
but there is no evidence that Guy de Humez was an under-tenant of that 
family, and Meldred de Giggleswick was a Percy tenant. The tenth witness 
was presumably Elias de Steeton, who occurs earlier than 1155.4 For Bernulf 
de Hellifield son of Gamel see no. 126.

The same land so named was confirmed to the abbey by Robert de 
Humez as his father Guy de Humez had given it, with a confirmation of 
anything that the abbey could acquire by gift or sale from his freemen in 
Paythorne.! The places Sprohgescroft and Accescales of the gift of Guy 
de Humez were included in a confirmation to the abbey by William de 
Percy II, c. 1147-1154 (no. 14); and also, described as the land called 
Sprexcroft and Accascales, in pope Alexander III’s confirmation of 1172.7 
The grange of Ellenthorpe with Akescales and Sporiscroft was included in 
king Richard I’s confirmation of 1189.3 Another charter records the gift 
of Sprohescroft and Ackeschales by Ralph de Louthorp,* who was probably 
an under-tenant.

The first witness succeeded Malger as rector of Gisburn at a date not 

earlier than 1189 (no. 50). Elias son of Uctred de Bolton, king’s serjeant, 
was living early in the thirteenth century.’ 

This charter is included here in view of the preceding one, but it is 

uncertain whether the interest of Guy de Humez extended into Ellenthorpe 
itself. 


$19. 


THE FEE OF WILLIAM SON OF RICHARD AND WALTER 
SON OF RALPH 


There is almost a complete lack of evidence for the origin 
and descent of this knight’s fee of the old feoffment, and for the 
two tenants who held it. But it is hkely that it was represented

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by the knight’s fee held by Richard son of William for the land 
of Laysingby [Lazenby, par. Kirkleatham], which was assigned 
to the share of the earl of Warwick at the division of the Percy 
barony in 1175. If so, it can be deduced that Richard had suc- 
ceeded his father in the interval after 1166. There appears to 
have been a connexion between Lazenby and Wilton, which lies 
a mile to the east. 

Of the 34 or 32 carucates in Lazenby held by the king at 
the Domesday survey! 14 carucates passed to the Brus fee.? In 
Wilton one moiety of 44 carucates became a member of the 
Fossard fee, representing the holding of Robert of Mortain, and 
the other moiety was held by the king at the Survey.? It is 
probable that land in Lazenby and Wilton was given to William 
de Percy I shortly afterwards. Certainly he acquired an interest 
in Wilton, where he included tithe in his gifts to Whitby abbey, 
c. 1090-1096.4. The land in Wilton held by William de Percy II 
was assigned to the share of Jocelin of Louvain in 1175; and a 
final concord of 1237 shows that Richard de Percy had a superior 
interest in a moiety of the manor of Wilton and 12 bovates in 
Lazenby and West Coatham,° also in the parish of Kirkleatham. 
In 1302-03 half a knight’s fee in Wilton with West Coatham was 
a member of the Percy fee, though Lazenby is not mentioned in 
that return.® 

Nothing further seems to be known of Richard son of 
William, the tenant of Lazenby in 1175, though it is possible that 
he was the father of Emma daughter of Richard who quitclaimed 
her right in 6 bovates in Lazenby to four different people on 
19 February 1203-4.’ With regard to Walter son of Ralph, the 
tenant of 1166, who is not mentioned in the division of 1175, 
Farrer suggested’ that he was the man of that name who gave 
2 bovates in Dishforth to Fountains abbey with his body for 
burial.? But this is unlikely, as the gift was confirmed, apparently 
in the same period, by Emma Darel, widow of Ralph son of 
Baldwin, and so later than 1210.1 


§20. THE FEE OF DURAND DE CAYTON AND OTHERS 


Durand de Cayton (Chainton’), Richard son of Angod, 
Geoffrey son of Robert, Theobald son of Pain, and Gilbert de 
Arches held a knight’s fee of the old feoffment in 1166. 

The lands which constituted this fee included Deepdale, 
Killerby and Osgodby, par. Cayton, with a small portion of

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Cayton itself. At the Domesday survey William de Percy held 2 
carucates in Killerby, and the king’s holdings of 8 carucates in 
Deepdale and 4 carucates in Osgodby subsequently passed to the 
Percy fee. In Cayton, of the king’s 4 carucates, 2 carucates were 
given to Whitby abbey,! and 2 passed to the Bigod fee with an 
under-tenancy held by the counts of Aumale.? A small portion, 
however, belonged to the Percy fee; and this is shown by a charter 
issued by Richard de Percy (no. 87). 

The charter printed at no. 185 suggests that land in East 
Ayton also formed part of this knight’s fee. At the Domesday 
survey William de Percy held 6 carucates there, and a portion 
was held by the Hallay family; see §13. The name of Theobald 
son of Pain as a joint tenant suggests that some of his land in 
Wykeham, wap. Pickering Lythe, may also have been included. 
Of the 54 carucates held there by the king at the Survey half a _ 
carucate passed to the Brus fee;? and it was Farrer’s opinion that 
the remainder was held of Percy.’ For that reason and in view 
of the grantor a Wykeham charter (no. 196) is printed in this 
section, though it is far from certain that it belongs to the Percy 
ee: 

This knight’s fee was evidently represented in the division 
of the Percy barony in 1175 by the knight’s fee ‘circa Semer cum 
ij. carucatis terre in Pokethorp’, which was assigned to the share 
of Jocelin of Louvain.® None of the joint tenants® are named in 
the 1175 division; but the places Deepdale, Killerby, Osgodby, 
Cayton, East Ayton and Wykeham are all within two to four 
miles of Seamer. 

Durand de Cayton, the first of the joint tenants, was also 
known as Durand de Clyva, taking his name in Farrer’s opinion’ 
from the cliff at Scarborough. Walter de Clyve, who was possibly 
Durand’s father, witnessed a charter of Alan de Percy I to Whitby 
abbey, c. 1109-14. Durand gave the manor of Deepdale to 
Byland abbey, his charter, witnessed by Wiliam his son, showing 
that he held the manor of the Percy fee and that his interests 
extended into Osgodby and Cayton (no. 189); he also gave land 
in Cayton to Whitby abbey (no. 186). 

His son William, described as William de Cayton son of 
Durand de Clyva gave the church® of Rillington with half a

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carucate of land to Byland abbey, for the souls of Durand his 
father and Hilta his mother, 1180-90.1 With the assent of Richard 
his brother and heir he gave land in Deepdale to the same house 
(no. 190). Richard can be identified with Richard filius Durant 
who was a party to a final concord in 1200 with William son of 
Walter? for 2 carucates in Rillington and a carucate in Thorpe 
Basset, Richard’s interest being due to his marriage with Maud, 
William’s mother, by whom he had children.2 He can also be 
identified with Richard de Cayton who is mentioned in 1208 when 
William son of Henry gave 100s. for keeping Richard to an agree- 
ment between William de Cayton, his brother, and Henry, 
William’s father, for a knight’s fee in Cayton, Rillington* and 
Deepdale.® The ancestry of Wiliam son of Henry is shown in a 
charter of Wilham son of Henry de Cayton confirming to Brid- 
lington priory 14 bovates in Burniston, par. Scalby, which had 
been held by the priory of Henry his father, Henry his grand- 
father and Durand his great-grandfather.® 

Taken as a whole the evidence suggests that Durand de 
Cayton had held, besides his tenancy of the Percy fee, a sub- 
stantial holding under the counts of Aumale in Cayton, Rillington, 
Thorpe Basset and Burniston.’ 

Of the other joint tenants some notes on Richard son of 
Angot and Theobald son of Pain are given at nos. 185 and 196. 
No details are available for Geoffrey son of Robert.

This charter is later than no. 195 if William de Angotby who witnessed 
that charter was William, Richard’s brother, mentioned in this one. William 
de Percy II confirmed to Byland abbey gifts by Angot de Osgodby and 
his heirs, c. 1160-1166 (no. 22). Richard son of Angot, the joint tenant in 
1166, witnessed a Pickering charter 1157-58, and another as Richard de 
Angotebi with William his brother. As late as 1185-1211, but presumably 
early in that period, he witnessed a Wykeham charter.* The first witness 
to the present charter was William son of Durand de Cayton who issued 
nos. 190 and 191.

This charter and the next two show the alternative names used by 
the grantor. His gifts to Whitby are not included in the confirmation 
charter of William de Percy II, 1154-66,? and were probably made later; 
but there is no clue to any approximate limits of date, except that the 
grantor seems to have been dead by 1180-90 (see above). All three charters 
apparently belong to the same period, but this one is probably later than the 
other two. It can be deduced that Robert the palmer of Killerby was 
Durand’s father-in-law; and the charter of 1180-90 shows that Durand’s 
wife was named Hilta.

It is followed by notes 
of confirmation by William and Henry sons of Durand and by Henry de 
Flocton. 

William de Percy II confirmed the gifts made by Durand de Cliff to 
Byland in Deepdale, c. 1160-1166 (no. 22). Moreover Byland had buildings 
in Deepdale which are mentioned in the settlement of a dispute with

It has been suggested above that this land may not have been held 
of the Percy fee; but the grantor was Theobald son of Pain, one of the 
joint tenants in 1166. There were three other Wykeham charters included 
in Farrer’s Percy MSS.; but they are not printed here as it is even more 
doubtful that they belong to the Percy fee, and actually they have all 
been printed in the Monasticon in the account of Wykeham priory.! 

Pain son of Osbern, the grantor’s father, who founded Wykeham priory 
c. 1153, gave to Whitby abbey for the soul of his father and his own son 
Thomas half a carucate of land in Wykeham of the fee of Robert de Brus, 
c. 1125-1135.2, Theobald son of Pain de Wykeham witnessed a Pickering 
charter, 1157-58;3 and another in 1181.4 He held land in Burton Fleming 
of which he made a gift with the consent of Beatrice his wife, 1170-75.° 
With Baldwin his son, who is mentioned in the present charter, he witnessed 
a charter to Wykeham priory, 1185-1211,° presumably early in that period. 
Baldwin de Wykeham gave to Adam his son and Milicent his wife a messuage 
in Wykeham and all his land in Wykeham, Ruston, Brompton and Snainton, 
together with the advowson of Wykeham priory, as his ancestors had held 
them of the chief lord of the fee, rendering yearly to the chief lord 11s. 6d. 
of silver.’ 

The period suggested for the present charter is in conformity with the 
first witness who with Gilbert his son occurs in 1170-c. 1175 and 1185-95.8 


§21. THE RIMINGTON AND BRAHAM FEES 


Adam son of Norman and Henry son of Apolitus held a 
knight’s fee of the old feoffment in 1166. 


A. The land which constituted Adam son of Norman’s 
portion included Rimington, par. Gisburn. There was also a 
holding in Bramhope, par. Otley; but there is no evidence that 
it was an immediate tenure of the Percy fee, and it will be con- 
sidered under the Bramhope fee in §30.

Norman son of Uctred, Adam’s father, gave a carucate in 
Rimington to Sallay abbey at its foundation in 1147, his gift 
being confirmed by William de Percy II (no. 12) and by king 
Stephen in 1154 (no. 15). He also confirmed 4 bovates in Bram- 
hope to St. Peter’s hospital which had been given by his mother, 
his charter being witnessed by Walter his brother (no. 215). 
Mr. W. T. Lancaster, in his paper on Bramhope,? made the 
valuable suggestion that Uctred was the son of Alwin who was 
the predecessor of Gilbert Tison at Kirk and West Ella and 
Gunby and other places in the East Riding,? and that he was 
the Uctred son of Alwin who witnessed Gilbert Tison’s charter, 
giving to Selby abbey land in Gunby and tithe in Kirk or West 
Ella in the Conqueror’s reign.4 Farrer, who regarded the suggestion 
as one made with great reason, gave additional support by a 
reference to the final concord of 1208, by which 3 carucates in 
Loftsome, par. Wressle, were recognised as the right of Christiana 
wife of Hugh de Leathley;> for Christiana was the daughter and 
heir of Adam son of Norman, and Alwin was Gilbert Tison’s 
predecessor in the manor of Wressle.® 


The name of Uctred’s wife is not known, but it is possible 
that she was a member of the family which held the Bramhope 
fee;? see’ §30... Norman son of Uctred also held 2 carucates an 
Ingerthorpe which he sold to archbishop Henry,’ 1147-53.

Farrer made the suggestion in his E.Y.C. MS. that the carucate in ‘Strates- 
ergum’ was the one which Norman son of Uctred gave to Sallay abbey; 
and it will be noticed that in 1284-85 there were 9 carucates in Rimington 
which probably included it. Of the place Farrer wrote ‘‘The name is clearly 
derived from the Roman street which passes through the whole length of the 
township [of Rimington] from north-east to south-west. The site may be 
near Todber Hill, for to the west of that hill Greenwood’s map marks ‘Hark 
House’, now Little Todber. Hark may preserve the Old English word ‘hergh’, 
and as Todber Hill, a prominent feature of the landscape, stands immediately 
to the north of the Roman ‘street’ the name ‘Stratsergum’ may mean the 
‘home’ néar the ‘hergh’ ‘by the ‘street’, or the “home’-on the “street near 
the ‘hergh’.’’ He adds that Sallay had an estate at Gazegill, a place close 
to Todber; cf. Hugh de Leathley’s confirmation which included land there 
(Sallay Chartulary, i, no. 115). A different interpretation is given in Place- 
Names of W.R., vi, 178, the name passing through ‘Starkesbergh’ to a lost 
‘Starkerghs’.

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His son and successor was Adam son of Norman the tenant 
of 1166. In 1175 the knight’s fee of which he held a portion was 
assigned to the earl of Warwick in the division of the Percy 
barony. He made an exchange of land in Rimington with the 
church of Gisburn (no. 197); and it can be supposed that Elias 
son of Norman who gave land there to the same church (no. 198) 
was his brother. He also had an interest in Weston, where he 
gave 5 acres to Sallay abbey (no. 200). Reference has been made 
in the account of the Leathley family (§4) to the payment of 200 
marks for which Adam son of Norman and William son of Hugh 
de Leathley rendered account in 1180 for a marriage between 
Adam’s daughter and Wilham’s son; and Adam completed his 
share of the payment in 1188.2 His daughter was Christiana who 
married Hugh son of William de Leathley, and by this marriage 
Rimington passed to the Leathley family, as well as a moiety of 
Rigton and all Stainburn, and a carucate in Castley, members of 
the Meschin fee.* The final concord of 1208, mentioned above, 
shows that 3 carucates in Loftsome, par. Wressle, were held in 
her right; and the interest held by the Leathley family in Weston, 
a member of the Vescy fee, was presumably her inheritance. 
Christiana daughter of Adam son of Norman must not be con- 
fused with Christiana de Paythorne, who had an interest in 
Rimington and was the daughter of Uctred de Paythorne and 
wife of Adam de Winksley.* 

In 1284-85 9 carucates in Rimington with Howgill and other 
members were held by William de Roffes of Alan de Catherton 
_ who held of the heirs of Percy;® and in 1302-03 the same amount 
was held by Wiliiam de Roucestre (presumably the same man) 
of Alan de Catherton who held of Henry de Percy. Rimington 
had been included in the sale of Leathley and other holdings by 
Adam son of Adam de Leathley, the grandson of Hugh and 
Christiana, to Henry de Percy;’ and it appears that the Catherton 
family® had become the immediate tenants of the Percy fee.

Malger occurs as rector of Gisburn before 1175 (no. 231) and in 1189 
(no. 50). The present gift was included in the confirmation charter of king 
Richard I in 1189.5

Although Weston itself was not a member of the Percy fee the charter 
is included here in view of the grantor. The grange of Askwith was built 
on land held of the Percy fee, and a charter relating to it is printed at no. 
107, which is dated 1176. The grange with half a carucate of land, and 
also the 5 acres which are the subject of the present charter, were included 
in king Richard I’s confirmation of 1189.1 


B. The land which constituted the portion of this knight’s 
fee held by Henry son of Apolitus in 1166 lay in Great Braham, 
Follifoot and Aketon, par. Spofforth, and Middleton and Stubham, 
par. Ilkley. Henry son of Apolitus also held an under-tenancy in 
Askwith, par. Weston; see §3. 

The interests in Great Braham, Follifoot and Aketon were 
shared between the Trussebut and Percy tenancies in chief. Of 
the 13 carucates in Great and Little Braham at the Domesday 
survey, which evidently included Follifoot and Aketon, it has been 
supposed that 5 carucates came to be held of the Trussebut fee 
and 8 carucates of the Percy fee.2 In 1242-43 24 carucates in 
Follifoot and Aketon, where 10 carucates made a knight’s fee, 
were among the fees held by William de Percy;® and in 1302-03 
two holdings of 14 carucates each in those places belonged res- 
pectively to the Ros (formerly Trussebut) and Perey fees* In 
1167 Henry son of Apolitus held an interest in Braham;° and in 
1242-43 4 carucates in Middleton and Stubham, where at the 
Domesday survey 3 carucates in Middleton and 2 carucates in 
Stubham were held by the archbishop of York, had become 
members of the Percy fee, 14 carucates making a knight’s fee.® 

Several details relating to these places, with an account of 
Apolitus or Hippolitus de Braham and his descendants, have been 
given in the account of the Braham fee in the volume on the

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Trussebut tenancy in chief.1. Two charters, with facsimile illustra- 
tions, were printed there by which Apolitus de Braham, with the 
consent of Henry his heir, gave to Hugh his son 14 carucates in 
Follifoot, 14 carucates in Middleton and a carucate in Stubham, 
doing the service of a quarter of a knight’s fee, and Henry son of 
Apolitus de Braham confirmed the gift on the same occasion.? 
Apolitus also gave 8 bovates in Middleton to St. Peter’s hospital, 
and land and pasture in his land there to Hedley priory (no. 203). 

Henry son of Apolitus was a joint holder with Osbert de 
Arches of 2 knights’ fees which were assigned to the earl of Warwick 
in the division of the Percy barony in 1175.4 He was succeeded 
by his son Matthew de Braham by 1194; and the latter’s son 
William de Braham quitclaimed to William de Percy III a quarter 
of a knight’s fee consisting of 4 carucates in Middleton and 
Stubham.® 

Hugh the younger son of Apolitus was the ancestor, through 
Peter son of his son Robert of the Middletons of Stockeld.® Apolitus 
also had two daughters, to one of whom, Maud, he gave a moiety 
of Middleton amounting to 14 carucates in frank-marriage with 
Arthur son of Serlo de Westwick (no. 202); and a younger Serlo 
de Westwick gave land there to Wiliam de Hartlington in marriage 
with Agnes his daughter.* In 1284-85 Patrick de Westwick and 
Peter de Middleton held the vill of Middleton for a quarter of a 
knight’s fee of the Percy heirs;§ and William de Hartlington held 
the vill of Braham of the Trussebut fee, with other land including 
a quarter of Follifoot.®

Matthew succeeded his father between 1175 and 1194, and was living 
in 1212 and probably in 1218-19; Hugh son of Apolitus was living in 1208.2 
The present charter may have been issued shortly after the death of 
Matthew’s father.

As Henry son of Apolitus held the joint tenancy of this fee in 1166, 
and as it was of the old feoffment, the natural deduction would be that 
Apolitus was then dead; but the note to the next charter shows that he 
was probably living as late as 1175. At the same time, if his son Henry 
was born c. 1140, a date c. 1155-65 would be suitable for his daughter’s 
matriage.

On 25 Jan. 1290-1 Peter de Middleton confirmed the gift within and 

without the vill of Middleton which Apolitus de Bram and Hugh his son 
made to God and St. Mary of Hedley ‘et Willelmo monacho ibidem et 
monachis ibi successive habitantibus’.t It can be deduced that William, 
mentioned in the present charter, was then the monk in charge of the cell 
of Holy Trinity priory which had been established at Hedley. 
It was apparently due to this charter that Stapleton gave Robert as 
the third prior of Holy Trinity in succession to Martin and as living in 
1130.5 It is known that Elias Paynel was prior when he became abbot of 
Selby in 1143,6 and Philip was prior of Holy Trinity by 1154 and was still 
prior in 1175.7 A date as early as 1130 seems very doubtful for the present 
charter, for Apolitus can scarcely have been born earlier than c. 1115 as 
he had a daughter who was living c. 1234.8 It has been suggested that 
there was an intervening prior of Holy Trinity between Elias and Philip,® 
and it might be possible that this was Robert holding office in the period 
1143-53. ~ 

But this reasoning leaves out of account the presence of the witnesses 
of the Vavasour family. William Vavasour did not die until 1189-91 and 
his son Robert until 1223-27.1° It is therefore far more likely that Robert

prior of Holy Trinity was the prior of that name who occurs in 1180-90, 
and was the successor of prior Bernard.! The date 1175-c. 1185 can there- 
fore be suggested for this charter.2 That, however, would involve the 
deduction that Apolitus de Braham had not been succeeded in all his 
holdings by his son Henry by 1166, which would ordinarily be expected. 
On this point it can be supposed that, if Apolitus was born c. 1115 and 
Henry c. 1140, the latter may have been holding his interest in 1166 by his 
father’s resignation or in some other way. 


622. TRE WETHERBY AND CARLETON PE 


The knight’s fee of the old feoffment jointly held by William 
son of Robert and Peter son of Grente in 1166 included land in 
Wetherby, par. Spofforth; Owmby by Searby, co. Lincoln; and 
Carleton in Craven. 

At the Domesday survey William de Percy held 3 out of 
the 5 carucates in Wetherby, a knight named William being his 
tenant in two of them. 

In 1165 or 1166 William son of Robert made an agreement 
with William de Percy II arising out of his claim for Wetherby, 
by which the latter should hold his land there for life with re- 
mainder to William son of Robert, who in the meantime should 
hold 2 carucates in Stamford Bridge and Catton with remainder 
to William de Percy’s heirs; but after William de Percy’s death 
Wetherby was seized by the earl of Warwick and Maud de Percy, 
his wife, until William son of Robert recovered it by the judge- 
ment of the king’s court; these facts are recorded in a confirmation 
by king Henry II, probably in 1175-79, who ordered that William 
and his heirs should hold Wetherby (no. 36). In the spring of 
1175 Wetherby, with no tenant named, had been assigned to the 
earl of Warwick in the division of the Percy barony. For reasons 
given below William son of Robert can probably be identified with 
William [de] Auketon whose 2 knights’ fees were then assigned 
to the share of Jocelin of Louvain; but there is no clue to their 
locality. i 

It is probable that William son of Robert was the man of 
that name who rendered account of 50 marks in Yorkshire in 
1181 for having Helewise mother of Robert de Hastings as his 
wife.? He was living in 1187 when, in addition to the 30 marks 
payable in 1175,4 he rendered account of 40 marks for having 
the king’s confirmation of the land of Wetherby.® As William 
son of Robert de Sicklinghall,®* with Robert his son, he witnessed

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a charter of Maud countess of Warwick, 1175-94 (no. 62), and as 
William son of Robert de Wetherby one of Agnes de Percy in 
1182 (no. 73). 

In 1207 Robert son of William, his son, was the defendant 
against William d’Aubigny and Agatha [Trussebut] his wife for 
30 acres of land and 10 acres of wood in Wetherby; he called 
William de Percy [III], who was under age, to warranty, saying 
that he had the charter of the countess of Warwick whose heir 
William was.t In 1220 William de Percy claimed 3 carucates and 
a mill in Wetherby against Robert son of William; the case was 
postponed;? and by a final concord of 1221 the latter’s right was 
recognised, to hold of William de Percy by the service of half a 
knight.® 

In 1238 William son of Robert (grandson of the 1166 tenant) 
gave to the Templars in frankalmoin a mill and 38 bovates and 
90 acres of land in Wetherby and Skyrack (Skyruak).4 He is 
variously described as of Denb/y],° of Sicklhnghall (when the 
Templars’ service in Wetherby is given as half a knight’s fee),® 
and of Wodehall.? In 1314 Henry de Percy had claimed the 
manor as an escheat of the Templars;® and it subsequently passed 
to the Hospitallers.® 

The description of William son of Robert as of Sicklinghall 
identifies him with William son of Robert de Siclinghale who 
surrendered to Roger abbot of Whitby (1223-44) a mark’s rent 
that he used to receive for the vill of South Fyling, wap. Whitby 
Strand.!®° There can be no doubt, therefore," that he was a member 
_ of the family which also drew its name from Aketon in Spofforth, 
a near neighbour of Sicklinghall and Wood Hall, both in par. 
Kirkby Overblow. Robert son of William de Aketon (Aichetona) 
made two surrenders to Whitby abbey of the vill of [South] 
Fyling, one being with the consent of William his son, his sur- 
render being confirmed by archbishop Roger not later than 1160;

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and his grandson, a younger Robert son of William de Aketon, 
confirmed the charters of Robert de Aketon, his grandfather, and 
William de Aketon his father relating to South Fyling, quit- 
claiming his right therein.t The first Robert was clearly Robert 
the steward of Aechton who witnessed a charter of William de 
Percy II ante 1160 (no. 10). William son of Robert de Aketon 
(Atketona) witnessed a Horton charter, 1175-80 (no. 238). Thus 
there were the five generations William, Robert, William, Robert, 
William; and in the family holding the interest in Wetherby there 
were the generations William son of Robert (the tenant of 1166), 
Robert son of William (living 1207 and 1221), William son of 
Robert (living 1238), corresponding precisely with the last four of 
the Aketon line? 

It is not unlikely that the William son of Robert, the tenant 
of this fee, was the representative of William, the tenant of William 
de Percy I in Wetherby at the Survey. This is supported by the 
fact that the Percy tenant of the 2 carucates 3 bovates in Owmby, 
co. Lincoln, in 1086 was also named William. 

William son of Robert, the tenant in 1166, gave a meadow 
in Owmby (Audeneby) to Thornton abbey, which was included 
in king Richard’s confirmation of 1190;3 and subsequently the 
abbey had 6 bovates and 2 tofts there of the gift of William son 
of Robert, c. 1245,4 evidently his grandson. In 1314 4 carucates 
in Owmby were held of Henry de Percy by Thornton abbey for 
half a knight’s fee.® 

The reason why Peter son of Grente was associated with 
William son of Robert in 1166 has not been determined. In 1175 
he held half a knight’s fee which was assigned to the share of 
Jocelin of Louvain in the division of the Percy barony. It is 
probable that this lay in Carleton in Craven, where the 6 carucates 
held by Roger of Poitou at the Domesday survey passed to the 
Percy fee; for in 1184 at the request of Peter son of Grent the 
prior and convent of Bolton made a grant of the church of Carleton 
to Alexander the clerk as rector, the church having been originally 
a chapel depending on the priory’s church of Skipton.® In 1284-85 
there were 6 carucates in Carleton with Lothersdale;’? and in 
1302-03 most of these were held by Thomas Dawtrey of the 
Percy ee." 

Peter son of Grente witnessed a charter of Agnes de Percy, 
1180-1204 (no. 76). He also held with two others a knight’s fee 
of Amfrey de Chauncy in 1166;° and he witnessed charters issued

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by Amfrey in the period 1160-90, in one of which he is described 
as Peter son of Grente de Sutton.1 Sutton can be identified as 
Full Sutton, held as a Percy under-tenancy of the honour of 
Chester,? where in 1284-85 William Dawtrey held the 6 carucates 
of Percy.? Thus both there and in Carleton in Craven the holdings 
presumed to have been held by Peter son of Grente had passed 
to the Dawtrey family. 

Peter son of Grente can be identified with Peter filius 
Grenit who paid 40s. in 1196 for the right of 8 carucates in Linton’ 
and Litewell’ (szc) against Maud countess of Warwick.* In 1201 
Eborard son of Peter claimed precisely the same land—the places 
being named Lenton’ and Witewell’—against the countess, who 
had deforced him, and it was said by Walter de Percy on her 
behalf that William Musteill’, “qui de eo stipite est et de masculo’ 
had brought a writ of right against her for the same land; the 
case was postponed with licence to make an agreement.® The 
association of the two places shows that they were Linton and 
Whitwell (in Linton), par. Spofforth;® and in that Linton 84 
carucates were held of William de Percy I by his tenant Ebrard 
at the Domesday survey. Ebrard was the ancestor of the Leathley 
family, whose inheritance, however, does not appear to have in- 
cluded land in Linton; see §4. The descent of the Linton tenancy, 
the basis of the claims made by Peter filius Greni and his son 
Eborard, and the possible connexion of the latter and Wiliam 
Musteill’ with the Domesday Ebrard, are obscure. But the 
identity of Peter flius Grenw with Peter son of Grente is virtually 
proved by the fact that the latter had sons Everard and William, 
with whom he witnessed a twelfth-century charter.’ Moreover, 
it is significant that an Eborard or Evrard de Karltun occurs as 
a juror in a Paythorne case in 1210;8 and this gives some support 
to the suggestion that Peter son of Grente’s joint holding of the 
Percy fee in 1166 lay in Carleton. 


$73; THE POOL FEE 


No suggestion of any value can be made for the location of 
the half knight’s fee of the new feoffment held by Hugh de Pouill’ 
in 1166. Farrer® made the tentative suggestion that it comprised 
4 carucates in Painley, par. Gisburn,!® but he gave no evidence, 
only giving a reference for the descent of this fee to one of the 
archbishop’s fees. That suggests, however, that Hugh was a 
member of the family which took its name from Pool, par. Otley,

ie 2 €ar. in Painley, out of the 6 car. held: of the Percy fee, formed 

part of the Amundeville fee; see §7. 
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where Serlo de Pool (Powel) held a third of a knight’s fee of the 
old feoffment of the archbishop in 1166.4 

This Serlo de Pool was a benefactor of St. Peter’s hospital, 
giving land in the neighbouring Farnley in the last quarter of the 
twelfth century, one of his charters being made with the consent 
of Serlo his son.? He also confirmed a gift of land made in Farnley 
by a certain Serlo son of Hugh.? It is tempting to suppose that 
Hugh, the father of this latter Serlo, was Hugh de Pouill’, the 
Percy tenant. But. there is no evidence to support this; and, 
indeed, not only is there no evidence that Serlo son of Hugh was 
a member of the Pool family, but the fact that the half knight’s 
fee was not mentioned in the partition of the Percy barony in 
1175 suggests that Hugh’s tenancy was no longer in existence, and 
that if he was dead it had not descended to a son. 

As Hugh de Pouil he witnessed a charter of archbishop 
Roger, 1154-62 (no. 270), and, as Hugh de Pouilla, rendered account 
of 5 marks for right of land in Yorkshire in 1165.4 


§24. THE STOCKELD FEE 


The half knight’s fee of the new feoffment held by Nigel 
de Stockeld in 1166 included land in Stockeld and Linton, par. 
Spofforth, and Barrowby, par. Kirkby Overblow. He also held 
an under-tenancy in Hornington, par. Bolton Percy, of the 
Plumpton fee (§29), and land in Kirk Deighton as a tenant of the 
Trussebut tenancy in chief. 

At the Domesday survey William de Percy held a carucate 
in Barrowby, soke of his manor of Kirkby Overblow, and 83 
carucates in Linton, of which only a small portion became a 
member of the Stockeld fee.® He also held 2 carucates in ‘Crade- 
welle’, which wholly or in part came to be known as Stockeld, a 
place-name not mentioned in the Survey.® 

Evidence has been given in the note to no. 49 above which 
suggests that Nigel de Stockeld was a brother of Baldwin son of 
Ralph, the holder of the Bramhope fee (§30). That his father’s 
name was Ralph is seen in no. 204. An account of him and his

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descendants down to the fourteenth century is given in an appendix 
to Yorkshire Deeds, vol. v (pp. 184-7), largely based on the original 
charters in the Middelton collection and the documents entered in 
the Percy Chartulary. A facsimile of his charter giving to the 
hospital of St. Peter, York, the vill of Stockeld and land in Kirk 
Deighton of the Trussebut fee, which he issued in or shortly before 
1194 for the souls of Wiliam de Percy, his lord, and of William 
Trussebut, and also a facsimile of the confirmation by his son 
Walter, issued in the summer of that year, have been given in 
the volume on the Trussebut fee;! and it can be deduced that 
Nigel was then dead. Nigel’s gift to the hospital was confirmed 
by Maud countess of Warwick (no. 55), who gave land in Linton 
and Malham to Richard, Nigel’s son (no. 65). 

In the account mentioned above details are given of his 
seven sons Walter, Richard, Baldwin, John, Simon, Thomas? and 
Gilbert. Walter, the eldest, married in 1202-3 Agnes daughter of 
Adam son of Meldred de Giggleswick, through whom he had land 
in Beamsley and Nesfield.2 In 1202 with Richard his brother and 
Walter de Hornington he was a party to a final concord by which 
their right was recognised to 3 carucates in Hornington;* and in 
1208 he made an agreement with Richard his brother for a caru- 
cate in ‘Crawelleflat’ and the vills of Stockeld and Hornington and 
land in Micklethwaite.® In the same year he quitclaimed his right 
in 9 acres in Linton, par. Spofforth, to Juhana de Linton.® 

It was through the third son Baldwin that the tenure of 
Stockeld descended. He acquired Stockeld and the land in Kirk 
Deighton at a yearly rent of 10s. from St. Peter’s hospital,’ and 
his interest in Linton is shown in a final concord which he made 
with William de Percy III in 1223.8 He died before May 1246 
and was succeeded by his son Thomas, who was succeeded before 
1253 by his son Richard, then a minor. This was Sir Richard 
de Stockeld, who had a grant of free warren on 18 January 1256-7 
in his demesne lands in Stockeld, Linton, Whitewell,? Deighton 
and Spofforth.1° He madea settlement of the manor of Stockeld in 
1298;" but in the next generation it passed to Peter de Middleton.” 

The Barrowby charters show that Nigel de Stockeld held 
the Percy carucate in Barrowby, and confirmed the gift of it, 
made by his tenant William son of Gilbert de Micklethwaite, to 
Sallay abbey. The grange of Barrowby was included in pope

William de Percy II’s confirmation of the carucate, given by William 
Hallesire, is included in his charter confirming several gifts to Sallay abbey 
(no. 27). An agreement was made by which the abbey would pay 2s. yearly 
to the church of Kirkby Overblow for tithes in respect of the carucate in 
Barrowby.?

The first witness was succeeded by Henry as rector of Gisburn before 
1198-1200 (note to no. 259 in Chapter V). It is likely that the confirmation 
was issued after the death of Nigel de Stockeld, and so not before 1194. 
The second witness appears to be an otherwise unknown rector of Bolton 
by Bowland, earlier than Adam who occurs when Adam was abbot of 
Sallay,! the latter becoming abbot in 1198.2 The third witness died in 1207.3 


§25.. DHE FEE OF RICHAKD SON OF OSBERI 


No information has been found for the land which constituted 
the half knight’s fee of the new feoffment held by Richard son of 
Osbert in 1166, except that his name occurs among the men of

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Claro wapentake in that year.1 He witnessed charters of William 
de Percy II (nos. 10, 20, 21); but his name is not mentioned in the 
division of the barony in 1175, and it is not unlikely that his 
tenancy had escheated by that date. 


§26. THE FEE OF GILBERT SON OF FULCHER 


Nor is there satisfactory evidence for the land which consti- 
tuted the half knight’s fee of the new feoffment held by Gilbert 
son of Fulcher in 1166. Farrer suggested that it lay in Carleton 
in Craven and Lothersdale, supposing a connexion with Fulcher 
son of Ilbert de Carleton,? whose charter giving land in Kettlewell 
to Fountains abbey has been printed at no. 138 in §6. But the 
date of that charter is as late as 1176-84; and, moreover, evidence 
has been given in §22 that Carleton was held by Peter son of 
Grente in 1166. There is no mention of Gilbert son of Fulcher in 
the division of the barony in 1175. 


§27. THE MEAUX FEE 


In 1166 Peter de Meaux (Mthausa)® held three-quarters of 
a knight’s fee of the new feoffment; and in 1175 his land and 
service, of an unspecified amount, was assigned to the share of 
the earl of Warwick. In 1166 he was also a joint tenant with 
Reiner le Fleming and others in a third of a knight’s fee; see §32. 
In 1234 Peter de Meaux II recognised that the service of a quarter 
of a knight’s service was due to William de Percy III for land in 
Easby and Birkhou, par. Topcliffe,t which formed a portion of 
the half knight’s fee held by Percy of the honour of Richmond.® 
The location of the balance of the Meaux fee has not been deter- 
mined. It is probable that a portion lay in Foston on the Wolds, 
where William de Percy I held 5 carucates in 1086,° for a charter 
of 1293-94 records that John de Meaux had granted tenements 
there to master Robert of Scarborough;’ and the latter’s nephew 
and heir Robert Ughtred held at his death in 1310 7 bovates in 
Foston by knight service of Henry de Percy.® 

It is possible that further land lay in Kirmond-le-Mire, co. 
Lincoln, as it is recorded that Peter de Meaux gave some land 
there to Robert de Rudston in exchange for land in Easby (no. 
278); but this cannot have been a large holding,® and may, indeed, 
have been an under-tenancy. Peter, however, certainly had an 
interest in Lincolnshire, as will be seen below.

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There is no doubt that Peter de Meaux was the ancestor of 
a younger branch of the family of Meaux of Holderness, the main 
line of which had their principal residence, after the foundation 
of Meaux abbey, at Bewick, par. Aldbrough, as a tenancy of the 
counts of Aumale.t There is charter evidence which proves that 
the main line was descended from Gamel son of Ketel son of 
Norman,? whose son John de Meaux was living in the period 
1132-53,3 and was succeeded by his son Robert the husband of 
Maud daughter of Hugh Camin.* Maud was a widow by 19 May 
1196, when she made an agreement with John de Meaux her son 
relating to her dower.® 

The name John occurs both in the main line and in the 
branch descended from Peter, and this is apt to lead to confusion; 
but no representative of the main line had the name of Peter. 


PETER DE MeEAvux I. He can probably be identified as Peter 
brother of John de Meaux (of Bewick) who witnessed with him a 
charter of William count of Aumale, 1160-c. 1170.6 The charters 
relating to Easby, par. Topcliffe, printed below at nos. 278-83 
show that he married Beatrice daughter of Robert son of Rabod, 
by whom he was the father of John de Meaux; and they give 
reason to suggest that he obtained his interest in Easby through 
her. With Beatrice his wife and John their son and heir he was a 
benefactor of Alvingham priory, co. Lincoln; and Beatrice with 
the consent of her husband and John her son, for an acquittance 
of 874 marks of silver of their debts to the Jews, gave a moiety 
of their demesne in Alvingham and Cockerington to the same 
priory, where her daughter was received as a nun.’ 

He witnessed other charters of the count of Aumale,® and 
he was living in 1182, the date of the charter of John his son to 
Alvingham priory. A charter of Beatrice, then his widow, issued 
not later than 1189 (no. 281) fixes the period of his death. Accord- 
ing to the Meaux Chronicle he became a novice there, giving 2 
bovates in Owthorne.® 


JOHN DE MEAvx I, son and heir. In 1182, with the consent 
of Peter his father and Beatrice his mother, he issued a confirma- 
tion charter to Alvingham priory.1° He gave and confirmed to

Described as John son of Peter de Meaux he witnessed a 
charter relating to Fraisthorpe, par. Carnaby, and with Peter his 
son several other charters relating to the same place which are 
entered in the Bridlington Chartulary.? 

It is probable, though complete proof is lacking, that he can 
be identified with the John de Meaux who married Amice daughter 
of Thomas de Everingham, through whom he held land in West 
Ardsley, a member of the manor of Wakefield.? One of his charters 
relating thereto was witnessed by John de Meaux of Bewick;# 
and this rules out the possibility that the latter was the husband 
of Amice. Moreover it is significant that Thomas de Everingham 
witnessed charters of John de Meaux and his mother Beatrice 
relating to Easby, par. Topcliffe (no. 281 and note). The John 
de Meaux who held the interest in West Ardsley died before 16 
February 1218-9, when Amice his widow was a party to a final 
concord of land there.® 

Besides Peter his son and successor John son of Peter de 
Meaux had a son Thomas, who as Thomas son of John de Meaux 
gave 3 bovates in Fraisthorpe to Bridlington priory, witnessed by 
Sir Peter de Meaux his brother, who confirmed his gift. Thomas 
was living in 1226,7 and an account of him, his wife and des- 
cendants is given in the Meaux Chronicle. The fact that John 
de Meaux of West Ardsley had a son Thomas, to whom he gave 
a rent from land there,® supports the identification suggested above. 


PETER DE MEAvx II, son and heir. In 1217, after the war, 
he returned to the king’s service and his lands were restored.1° 
In 1218-19 he attorned Thomas his brother in a plea of novel 
disseisin against Peter de Marton." His tenure of land in Easby 
and Birkhou, par. Topcliffe, by knight service due to William de 
Percy in 1234 has been noted above. 

He must not be confused with a contemporary Peter de 
Meaux, also known as Peter Giliot, who was constable of Skipton, 
and appears to have been brought from Holderness by the count 
of Aumale for administrative duties in his honour of Skipton.” 

The family of Meaux of Owthorne, holding that manor of 
the Aumale fee by knight service, continued in the male line until

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the death of Peter de Meaux in 1349, a minor in the king’s ward- 
ship, his heirs being the three daughters of Philip de Meaux his 
grandfather.! The honour of Aumale was then in the king’s hand, 
and it may not have been necessary to refer to any tenure of the 
Percy fee in the division between the coheirs;? but so far as Easby 
and Birkhou are concerned the knight service due therefrom 
appears to have been extinguished at some date between 1234 and 
1284-85, when these places had been absorbed in the land which 
constituted the grange of Baldersby held by the abbot of Fountains.® 


$28; THE “FER OF HUGH SON OF PULCHER 


The quarter of a knight’s fee of the new feoffment, held by 
Hugh son of Fulcher in 1166, included land in Asenby, par. 
Topcliffe. 

At the Domesday survey William de Percy held 6 carucates 
in Asenby as a berewick of his manor of Topcliffe; and as 12 
carucates made a knight’s fee there* the land held by Hugh cannot 
have exceeded 3 carucates. In 1175, in the division of the Percy 
barony, 34 carucates held by Hugh son of Fulk, presumably the 
same man, ‘ad faciendum militem domini de Catton’, and a 
carucate shared by William Arundel and Hugh son of Fulk, were 
assigned to the share of Jocelin of Louvain. Although there is no 
evidence for the location of the carucate jointly held, it is clear 
that Catton was the place of that name in par. Topcliffe, where 
Hugh son of Fulk certainly had an interest. Unfortunately the 
returns of 1284-85 give no details which can help in tracing the 
descent of Hugh’s interest in Asenby or Catton. 

Hugh son of Fulk witnessed charters of William de Percy II 
ante 1150 and 1154-62 (nos. 17, 18, 20). Except for the name of 
his wife Adeliza, and the mention of his sons Henry, Ehas and 
William in his charter to Fountains abbey (no. 209), and of his 
nephew William senescaldus who confirmed his gift, nothing 
further appears to be known of his family. There is, however, a 
possibility that he was a younger son of Fulk the steward;® see 81; 
but, if so, he would have attained a considerable age by 1175.

Three of these witnesses, with Hugh son of Fulk himself, occur as 
witnesses to a charter of William de Percy II, 1156-62 (no. 20).

In the next charter the gifts of Hugh son of Fulk, described as his 
uncle (avunculus), were confirmed by William senescaldus, witnessed by 
Walter de Perci and Henry his brother and others. 

The last witness to Hugh’s charter quitclaimed land in Topcliffe to 
Agnes de Percy, 1180-1204 (no. 83). 


$29. THE. PLUMPTON PEE 


The land constituting the knight’s fee of the new feoffment 
held by Nigel de Plumton’ in 1166 lay in Cowthorpe, wap. Claro; 
Hornington, par. Bolton Percy; Plumpton and Little Ribston, 
par. Spofforth; and Rudfarlington in Plumpton. 

At the Domesday survey William de Percy held 3 or 4 
carucates in Cowthorpe, soke of Whixley, his tenant being Godefrid, 
and a church being recorded;' he also held 3 carucates in Horning- 
ton and 14 carucates in Little Ribston, his tenant being Godefrid; 
and 2 carucates in Plumpton and 2 carucates 2 bovates in Rud- 
farlington, his tenant being Eldred.? 

In 1166 or later the Plumpton family also held of the Percy 
fee 6 carucates in Grassington,® par. Linton; and an under-tenancy 
of 3 carucates in Nesfield,* par. Ilkley. They also held 3 carucates 
in Idle, par. Calverley, of the Lascy fee; an under-tenancy in 
Beamsley of the Mauleverer fee of the honour of Skipton;® and 
the other moiety of Plumpton of the Vescy fee.6 There was also 
a purchase made by Nigel de Plumpton of half a carucate in 
Tadcaster of the Percy tee (no. 213): 

The returns of 1284-85 show several of the holdings of 
Robert de Plumpton, the descendant of the tenant in 1166. He 
was the immediate tenant of the heirs of Henry de Percy in the 
vill of Cowthorpe, held of him by an under-tenant for a quarter

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of a knight’s fee; in the vill of Hornington, consisting of 3 caru- 
cates; and in 6 carucates in Grassington; he held a moiety of the 
vill of Plumpton of the Percy heirs, and the other moiety of John 
de Vescy; and the vill of Nesfield for half a knight’s fee of Robert 
de Percy (see §2), who held of the Percy heirs. There is also. a 
record that he held 4 carucates in Steeton, par. Kildwick, of 
Henry de Percy? but ‘the origin of this tenure is: not known? 
In 1302-03 Robert de Plumpton, his son, held 3 carucates in Idle 
of the Lascy fee;* and in 1314 he held of Henry de Percy 2 caru- 
cates each in Plumpton, Ribston and Hornington, each for a 
sixth of a knight’s fee, and 4 carucates in Cowthorpe for a third 
of a knight’s fee, together with 5 carucates in Steeton and Glus- 
burn, and 6 carucates in Grassington.® 


The Plumpton family is well known in view of the volume 
of their correspondence in the fifteenth and sixteenth centuries 
edited by Thomas Stapleton for the Camden Society in 1839. For 
their descent from Nigel de Plumpton, the tenant of 1166, there 
is a large amount of available material. Here it is proposed to 
give no more than a few notes on the twelfth-century members of 
the family. 

Peter de Plumpton occurs as a witness earlier than 1156 
(no. 120); and in a charter relating to Crooks House, par. Brace- 
well, a member of the Percy fee, c. 1160-1175 (no. 231). It is 
possible that he was the father of Nigel, whose son and successor 
was named Peter; but if so he was presumably dead by 1166, 
unless Nigel, whose fee was of the new feoffment, was granted it 
as a new creation by William de Percy II. An Adam de Plumpton 
of the wapentake of Claro occurs in 1166.’ 

Nigel de Plumpton’s fee was assigned to the share of the 
earl of Warwick in the division of the barony in 1175; and he 
constantly occurs as a witness to charters issued by the earl and 
his wife Maud de Percy.® In 1181-90 William de Stuteville gave 
him waste of the forest of Knaresborough between Plumpton and 
Rudfarlington, of which he was later disseised and which he 
recovered by a payment of 15 marks and a palfrey in 1205.% His 
land of Rudfarlington and Ribston was forfeited for a forest 
offence and restored in the same year until the king should come

Grassington and Plumpton are printed at nos. 210-212; and 
Stapleton printed another by which he gave to Robert son of 
Huckeman for homage and service 5 bovates in Plumpton, Scotton 
and Ribston, with specified additions in the latter, the knight 
service being on the basis of 124, 20 and 10 carucates to a knight’s 
fee in the three places respectively.2, Among other charters which 
he issued were one giving to Esholt priory an assart in Idle, held 
of the Lascy fee, 1185-95;? charters relating to land in Nesfield 
and Beamsley, 1202-03, held partly of the Percy fee and partly 
of the Mauleverer fee of the honour of Skipton;* a gift to William 
son of Gilbert his brother of 2 bovates in Nesfield which Maud, 
William’s mother, had held;> and a gift to Peter his son of a 
carucate in Ribston for the token rent of a pair of white gloves.® 

He was named among the men of the Yorkshire county 
court in January 1211-2, being an absentee;’ and it is probable 
that he died about then, and certainly not later than May 1212. 
Besides his son and successor Peter he had a younger son Robert, 
who succeeded Peter as the tenant of the fee and, having been a 
coroner in Yorkshire, died in 1230.8 From him the Plumpton 
family descended in the male line until the middle of the 
eighteenth century.? 

In Trinity term 1212, after Nigel de Plumpton’s death, 
Juliana, described as his widow, claimed against Peter de Plumpton 
her reasonable dower in a third of the vills of Plumpton, Grassing- 
ton, Nesfield and Idle and of a carucate in Ribston; Peter said 
that his brother, and not he, was holding Nesfield of the gift of 
Nigel his father, and further that Juliana was never married to 
his father who lived with her when his own mother was living.!® 
An agreement was made by a final concord of 1 December 1212, 
Peter giving her, described as Juliana de Warewic, land in Ribston 
and Plumpton and other specified benefits in exchange for her 
quitclaim of the remainder." In the following year she com- 
plained that he had not kept the agreement; and a further final 
concord, modifying the former, was levied.% Juliana can be 
identified as a former chamberlain of the countess of Warwick.™ 
She had a son known as John de Plumpton, to whom she gave 
the land in Spofforth and elsewhere which the countess had given 
her,© and who may be the John son of Nigel de Plumpton who

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witnessed a Stainburn charter with his father and Peter his 
brother.! 

Mention has been made above of Gilbert the brother of 
Nigel de Plumpton, his wife Maud and his son William. In 1184 
Gilbert de Plumpton ‘juvenis quidam nobili exortus prosapia’ 
was accused by Ranulf de Glanville of abducting a certain girl in 
the king’s gift, whom Ranulf had wished to give in marriage to 
Reiner the [deputy] sheriff of Yorkshire; he was condemned to 
death; but, as Baldwin bishop of Worcester forbade the execution 
on the day of St. Mary Magdalene, and as the king then at 
Worcester supported the bishop, Gilbert's life was spared. Howden, 
giving a shorter account, adds that Gilbert, described as miles, 
was imprisoned by Glanville for the rest of the king’s life.2 The 
identity of Gilbert is proved by an entry at Michaelmas 1190, 
when Nigel de Plumpton rendered account of 100 marks for the 
liberation of Gilbert his brother and the restoration of his wife 
with her land; he paid 53/7. 6s. 8d., paying the balance in the 
following year. 

Mention has also been made of Robert son of Huckeman, 
who not improbably represented a branch of the same family. 
His immediate ancestry is shown in two deeds, one in which 
Aldred son of Besing enfeoffed Huckeman le blunt of the vill of 
Brackenthwaite, par. Pannal, to hold as freely as Huckeman’s 
father Lefwin had held it, and the second in which Benedict son 
of Aldret enfeoffed Robert son of Huckeman de Plumpton of the 
same.* He witnessed charters of Nigel de Plumpton (nos. 210, 
212) and of Maud de Percy, countess of Warwick (nos. 43, 64); 
and he held land in several places including Follifoot,® as well as 
Plumpton and Ribston, noted above. His descendant and heir 
Cecily daughter of William de Plumpton married Sir Henry 
Beaufitz before 1300;° and their daughter and heir Alice married 
Sir William Plumpton of the main line of the family.’ 


(i) COWTHORPE

There is another charter of the grantor, giving 2 bovates in Coletorp 
to Geoffrey son of Hereward de Coletorp; with equestrian seal + SIGILL’: 
NIGELLI : DE : PLVMTVNA . (f. 131V). In 1206 Geoffrey de Coletorp and 
Alice his wife and Geoffrey de Wetherby (Werreby) and Isabel his wife 
quitclaimed their right in the advowson of the church of Cowthorpe to 
Nigel de Plumpton after an assize of darrein presentment.2 The date of 
the charter printed above, issued in the lifetime of countess Maud de Percy, 
was probably in the last quarter of the twelfth century. Peter de Plumpton, 
Nigel’s eldest son and successor, gave the church of Cowthorpe to the priory 
of Healaugh Park.’ But the priory’s possession was disputed;* and eventu-

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ally in February 1274-5 the prior quitclaimed his right to Robert de Plump- 
ton,! who was the grandson of Robert de Plumpton, Peter’s brother and 
heir. In 1280 Robert gave the advowson to Alan son of John de Walking- 
ham;? and in 1289 and 1290 presentations were made by Sir Richard Knout, 
who had parts of the land of Adam son and heir of Sir Alan de Walkingham 
in his wardship.?

Nigel de Stockeld, one of the witnesses, was dead in 1194; see §24. 
The right of passage subsequently gave rise to a dispute; and in 1274 Robert 
de Plumpton, son and heir of Nigel de Plumpton [the younger], inspected 
the present charter and confirmed it.®

Imania subsequently married Robert son of Henry de Stockeld and 
was living in 1225.2 It is not known which member of the Stockeld family 
married Isoud sister of Nigel de Plumpton. The first two witnesses were 
illegitimate sons of William de Percy II.

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§30. THE BRAMHOPE FEE 


The land constituting the knight’s fee of the new feoffment, 
which, together with a quarter and a tenth of a knight’s fee, was 
held by Baldwin son of Ralph in 1166, lay in Bramhope, par. 
Otley; Dishforth and Skipton upon Swale, par. Topcliffe; and 
Pockthorpe, par. Nafferton. It is probable that a further portion 
lay in Irton, par. Seamer, from which place Baldwin and his 
father took one of their names. 

At the Domesday survey William de Percy held 6 carucates 
in Dishforth, 6 carucates in Skipton upon Swale, a berewick of 
his manor of Topcliffe, 5 carucates in Pockthorpe, soke of his 
manor of Nafferton, and 34 carucates in Irton. In Bramhope the 
8 carucates held by Gilbert Tison passed to the Percy tenancy in 
chief. Only portions of the total in these places can have been 
held by Baldwin son of Ralph. 

Charters, cited below, show that the family had an interest 
in Fylingdales, either in North or South Fyling, the former and 
a moiety of the latter being held as a Percy under-tenancy of the 
honour of Chester; and also some small interest in East Ayton, 
par. Seamer.! Other references show that the family had an 
interest in Baldersby, par. Topcliffe, which was held as a Percy 
under-tenancy of the honour of Richmond.? And the charter 
printed below (no. 221) shows that Baldwin’s son Elias had an 
interest in Painley, par. Gisburn, where 2 carucates formed part 
of the Amundeville fee (§7) held of the Percy tenancy in chief. 

, The family represented by Baldwin son of Ralph used the 
names of Irton, Bramhope and Dishforth.? 


RALPH DE [rRTON, the father of Baldwin son of Ralph, was 
a witness with Daniel his brother to a charter of William de 
Percy II ante 1160 (no. 10); he also witnessed another c. 1160- 
1166 (no. 22), and one to Embsay priory ante 1156 (no. 120). 

Besides his son Baldwin he had a son Ralph, who witnessed 
a charter to Pontefract priory, 1177-93;4 and a son Henry, who 
with Ralph, brothers of Baldwin, witnessed the latter’s charter to 
Kirkstall abbey (no. 214). It has also been suggested that Nigel 
de Stockeld was another son; see §24. 


BALDWIN DE IRTON or DE BRAMHOPE. He gave land in or 
near Bramhope to Kirkstall abbey (no. 214); lands in Dishforth 
to Fountains abbey (no. 216); and, as Baldwin de Iretun, with 
his sons Ralph and Alan, 6 bovates in Fylingdales to Whitby 
abbey.® Details of his land held by knight service of William 
de Percy II in 1166 have been noted above, and it is possible

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that he was the Baldwin whose twelfth part of a knight’s fee was 
assigned to the earl of Warwick in the partition of the Percy 
barony in 1175, although Ralph son of Baldwin was then named 
among the tenants. He constantly witnessed charters of William 
de Percy II, and as Baldwin de Hireton one of Agnes de Percy 
in 1182 (no. 73). 

His wife’s name was Margaret (no. 214); and he had five 
sons and a daughter. Ralph the eldest son was his successor; 
Alan was mentioned in his charter to Whitby abbey; Adam became 
a monk at Kirkstall (no. 214); Peter, to whom he gave 2 bovates 
in Dishforth (no. 217), was a benefactor of Fountains;! and Elias, 
who with Ralph son of Baldwin his brother witnessed a charter 
to Fountains,? held land in Painley (no. 221). Margaret, the 
daughter, married Michael son of Theobald de Dishforth,? Theo- 
bald being son of Uviet (no. 218). 


RALPH SON OF BALDWIN. As Ralph son of Baldwin de 
Dishforth he confirmed his father’s gifts to Fountains abbey of 
land in Dishforth, adding several of his own;* and as Ralph son 
of Baldwin de Bramhope he gave to Whitby abbey a rent of 5s. 
from his land of [East] Ayton in Pickering Lythe, being described 
as lord of Staxton [par. Willerby].° So described he gave land in 
Bramhope to St. Peter’s hospital, York, which was confirmed by 
Emma his widow.* He confirmed his father’s gift to Kirkstall 
abbey, making a further gift of half a carucate in Bramhope with 
pasture belonging thereto.’ He was living in 1210.8 

He married Emma Darel, who as his widow was a bene- 
factor of Fountains abbey;® and had two sons Baldwin and 
Marmaduke, and a daughter Juetta who married Richard son of 
Hugh de Dishforth and was living as his widow in 1247.19 It was 
apparently this Emma Darel who married as her second husband 
Hugh son of William de Leathley after the death of his wife 
Christiana; see §4. 


BALDWIN SON OF RALPH, the younger. As Baldwin son of 
Ralph de Dishforth he confirmed to Fountains abbey all its 
possessions of his fee in Dishforth, whether of the gift of Ralph 
his father and his ancestors or of others," and made several gifts 
in addition. As Baldwin son of Ralph de Bramhope he gave

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land in Bramhope to the»chapel of St, ‘Giles there.! In\a case 
between William de Percy III and his uncle Richard heard in 
1228 it was alleged that Richard had distrained Baldwin son of 
Ralph to do homage for the service of Skipton [upon Swale], 
Baldersby [par. Topcliffe}] and Dishforth.? He held half a knight’s 
fee in Pockthorpe of William de Percy, who gave him two separate 
sums of 5 marks in his great need for quitclaiming the homage 
and service of Simon de Hale,? sheriff of Yorkshire, and of Stephen 
de Pockthorpe for tenements held of him there.* 

He appears to have died without surviving issue, being 
succeeded by his brother Marmaduke. 


MARMADUKE DE DISHFORTH. He also used his mother’s 
name of Darel. As Marmaduke son of Ralph son of Baldwin de 
Dishforth he made further gifts of land in Dishforth to Fountains 
abbey, and confirmed gifts made by Ralph his father and Baldwin 
his eldest brother;> and as Marmaduke Darel son of Ralph son of 
Baldwin de Dishforth he quitclaimed to Fountains all right in 
certain land in Baldersby, and confirmed all the gifts made by his 
ancestors in Dishforth and elsewhere, by a charter issued on 3 
February 1253[-4].6 He confirmed land in Bramhope to St. 
Leonard’s (formerly St. Peter’s) hospital,’ of which his younger 
son Marmaduke was a benefactor.® 

His elder son and successor was 


THOMAS SON OF MARMADUKE DE DISHFORTH, alias DE 
-BRAMHOPE. With Ellen his wife he confirmed the manor of 
Bramhope to St. Leonard’s hospital.® In 1279 he gave to Fountains 
abbey an acre of land in Dishforth for the use of the office of the lay 
brother for wool-working;?® and in 1286 confirmed to Fountains all 
the gifts made throughout his fee by his ancestors or other men in 
the vills of Dishforth, Baldersby, Birkhou and Easby." In 1284-85, 
of the 7 carucates in Dishforth the abbot of Fountains held 34 
carucates of Thomas de Dishforth, who with 24 other carucates 
held of the heirs of Henry de Percy, the remaining carucate being 
held of the same heirs by John de Dishforth.4? No tenant was 
then named of 4? carucates of the 6 carucates in Skipton upon 
Swale, nor of the 6 carucates in Pockthorpe; the vill of Bramhope 
was held by St. Leonard’s hospital.% In 1314, apart from the 
34 carucates in Dishforth held by the abbot of Fountains, the

(i) BRAMHOPE

The grantor also described as Baldwin son of Ralph de Irton (Hivrtun 
and Yvetun) had issued separate charters in respect of most of the bene- 
factions comprised in this general confirmation.

issued for the health of his soul and that of William de Percy, his lord 
(Chartulary, Dishforth, no. 164);! (b) the gift of the 134 acres (ibid., no. 
165); and (c) the confirmation of the gift of Hugh son of Hugh, with the 
same surrender by the abbey, including a quitclaim by Ralph, Hugh’s 
brother (zbzd., no. 4). 

The present general charter was confirmed by the grantor’s son Ralph 
(tbid., no. 166), who, described as Ralph son of Baldwin de Dishforth, made 
further gifts of land in Dishforth (zb7d., no. 148).

As noted in 
the introduction to this section Michael married Margaret daughter of 
Baldwin son of Ralph de Bramhope, who is named in the present charter 
as Baldwin de Irton. In 1234 Peter son of Michael [de Dishforth] made 
quitclaims of land in Dishforth.3

§31. THE FEE OF DURANT SON OF JOILIN AND OTHERS 


Durant son of Joilin, Theobald son of Oviet, Walter son of 
Richard, Joilin de Aichatun, Swane Child and William Graindeorge 
(Gran’ Order) held a knight’s fee of the new feoffment in 1166. 

In 1175 at the division of the Percy barony Theobald son 
of [?]Oviet was a joint tenant of another knight’s fee, and no 
reference appears to be made to the other five tenants of the 
1166 carta. 

Theobald son of Uviet witnessed charters of William de 
Percy II (nos. 14, 19, 20), and one of Jocelin of Louvain, 1175-80 
(no. 71). He gave 2 bovates in Dishforth to Fountains abbey and 
confirmed 2 bovates given by Ralph son of Durand (no. 218); 
but his interest there was probably an under-tenancy of the 
Dishforth family; see §30, where some references to his family are 

iven. 
: Joilin de Aichatun may have been the ancestor of Jollan 
de Ayketon, a witness to a charter of William de Percy III,? with 
whom he made an agreement for land in Aketon, par. Spofforth.® 

It is likely that the portion of the fee held by William 
Graindeorge included land in Newsholme and Nappa, par. Gisburn. 
In 1202 a Robert Graindorge made a quitclaim of half a carucate 
in Gisburn,? and a later William held a carucate in Newsholme.® 
In 1302-03 a William de Greynedorg held 2 carucates of the 
Percy fee in Newsholme and Nappa.® In 1208 a William Greinde- 
orge held 2 bovates in Barrowby, par. Kirkby Overblow,’ which 
was a member of the Stockeld fee; see §24; and members of the 
family made several gifts in Barrowby to Sallay abbey down to 
the early years of the fourteenth century.’ Their more important 
interests, however, lay in the honour of Mowbray. In 1166 William 
Graindeorge (Grain de Or) held half a knight’s fee of the new 
feoffment of Roger de Mowbray.® This lay in Flasby and Winter-

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burn, par. Gargrave. In 1246 a William Greyndorge confirmed to 
Furness abbey the gift of his ancestors of 6 carucates in Winter- 
burn and gave land and common of pasture in Flasby;! and in 
1302-03 a later William held 6 carucates in Flasby and Winterburn 
of the Mowbray fee.? 


§32. THE FEE OF REINER LE FLEMING AND OTHERS 


In 1166 a third of a knight’s fee of the new feoffment was 
held by Reiner Flandrigena, Peter de Meaux (Mzausa), William 
de Arundel and William Martin. 

The share of Reiner le Fleming included 2 carucates in 
Rathmell, par. Giggleswick, which at the Domesday survey were 
held by Roger of Poitou and passed to the Percy fee. In 1175 
Reiner held 3 carucates which were assigned to the share of 
Jocelin of Louvain in the division of the barony. He was the son 
of William le Fleming son of Reiner the dapifer, and in 1166 held 
14 knights’ fees of the new feoffment of the honour of Skipton at 
Wath upon Dearne and elsewhere.? In 1228 his son William the 
Fleming was holding Rathmell which belonged to the Percy 
manor of Gisburn;* and he gave to Sallay abbey a villein there 
with his sequel and chattels.° John le Fleming, William’s brother 
and successor, gave specified pasture in Rathmell to the same 
house;® and his tenure of the manor of Rathmell is mentioned in 
a final concord of January 1234-5 to which he was a party.’ In 
1256 Reiner son of John le Fleming demised the manor to Henry 
de Percy for a term of eight years, saving the lands of Sallay 
abbey therein. In 1302-03 William le Fleming held the 2 caru- 
cates in Rathmell of the Percy fee, of which Thomas Dautrey 
and the abbot of Sallay each held 2 bovates of him.® At his death 
in 1307 William held the manor of Henry de Percy worth 104s. 10d. 
yearly.!° His son Reiner le Fleming was granted free warren in 
his demesne lands of Rathmell and elsewhere in 1312;" and in 
1314 John le Fleming held 2 carucates there of Henry de Percy 
for the service of a twelfth of a knight’s fee.” 

Of the other joint tenants of the third of a knight’s fee 
William Martin was the father of Richard de Newby who held 
half a carucate in Dalton, par. Topcliffe (nos. 72, 73); and it is 
possible that this was included in the land held by William Martin 
in 1166. In 1175 William Martin was the joint holder with three 
different tenants of a knight’s fee assigned to the share of Jocelin 
of Louvain.

§33. THE MORERS FEE 


This fee was not included in the carta of William de Percy II 
in 1166; but in the division of the Percy barony in 1175 2 knights’ 
fees held by William de Morers were assigned to the share of 
Jocelin of Louvain. It must be supposed that the feoffment was 
made between those dates. 

The lands constituting the 2 knights’ fees included Elvington, 
wap. Ouse and Derwent; and Throxenby, par. Scalby; and in 
Lincolnshire, Frunthorpe (later known as Thorpe le Vale), wap. 
Wraggoe; with land in Ludford, wap. Wraggoe, and Stainton le 
Vale, wap. Walshcroft. 

At the Domesday survey William de Percy held a manor of 
6 carucates in Elvington, Alulf being his tenant; and Throxenby 
was evidently included in Scalby, soc of the king’s manor of 
Falsgrave.! In Lincolnshire William de Percy held 4 bovates in 
Stainton le Vale, Alulf being his tenant; and Frunthorpe may 
have formed part of his 5 carucates in Ludford, of which it was 
a hamlet.2 A record of 1212 gives the statement that William 
de Percy [II] gave half a carucate in Frunthorpe and Ludford to 
William de Mureres for the service of half a knight;3 and in 1242-43 
Richard de Murers held a sixth of a knight’s fee in Stainton le 
Vale of Richard de Percy.* 

In Yorkshire Richard de Morers held the vill of Elvington, 
consisting of 6 carucates, of the Percy fee in 1284-85, and William 
de Morers held 2 carucates in Throxenby for a quarter of a fee.5 
But the total holdings do not amount to 2 knights’ fees, even 
though the holding of Richard de Morers is given as a knight’s 
fee in Stainton [le Vale] and Thorp [?Frunthorpe].® 

The family is of special importance as the name was derived 
from Moriéres, dept. Calvados, arr. Lisieux, which is only five 
miles from Percy-en-Auge; and this fact is among the reasons for 
assigning the latter as the place of origin of William de Percy I.’ 
The available details, however, are insufficient for tracing the 
family’s descent. 

The earliest known member was William de Morers (Moriers), 
who was amerced for forest trespass in Yorkshire in 1167.8 He 
was presumably the William who held the 2 knights’ fees in 1175, 
and to whom William de Percy II had given land in Frunthorpe

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and Ludford, as noted above, and who witnessed a charter of 
Jocelin of Louvain as his steward, 1175-80 (no. 71), and other 
charters of Jocelin and Agnes de Percy (nos. 68-9, 76-7) or those 
also witnessed by one of them (nos. 220, 238).1 It was either he 
or a later William who witnessed charters late in the twelfth or 
early in the thirteenth century,? and who was living in 1205 and 
1208.3 Henry de Morers, who witnessed a Catton charter (no. 
228) and with Beatrice his wife is mentioned in a Dalton charter 
(no. 232) and was living (de Murariis) in 1206,‘ as was also Roger 
de Murarlis,® were contemporaries. 

Richard de Morers succeeded to the fee. In 1227 an assize 
of novel disseisin was to be taken at York against him for a tene- 
ment in Elvington, and in 1228 against him and others for common 
of pasture there. In 1235-39 he and the men of Elvington made 
an agreement with the abbot of Fountains and others to settle a 
dispute about common pasture in Wheldrake and Elvington.’ 
In 1240 he was a party to a final concord for land in Frunthorpe 
with Roger de Murers,® who gave 6 acres there to the church of 
Lincoln, which was confirmed by Peter his son. On 12 May 
1254 Richard de Murers was granted free warren in his demesne 
lands of Elvington.t° At some date earlier than 30 May 1278, 
when the charter was confirmed, Richard de Morers and William 
his son witnessed a charter of Warter priory to St. Peter’s, York. 

In 1276 William de Morers, kt, lord of Elvington gave to 
Henry de Percy his manor and vill of Throxenby.” But it was 
Richard de Murers who held a knight’s fee in North Stainton and 
Frunthorpe of Henry de Percy in 1274,'8 and who, as noted above, 
held Elvington in 1284-85. In 1314 William de Murers held 2 
carucates for half a knight’s fee in Stainton; and in 1346 a 
William de Morers held 6 carucates in Elvington of the Percy fee.

§34. THE NORMANVILLE FAMILY 


The carta of 1166 does not include any holding by knight 
service of the Percy fee by a member of the Normanville family, 
and the name is not mentioned in the division of the Percy barony 
in 1175. But their association with several places of the fee as 
under-tenants, and especially their tenure of land which had been 
held at the Domesday survey by Rozelin the tenant of William 
de Percy, gives the family an interest of a special kind. 

It has been noted in §2 that at the Survey Rozelin was 
William de Percy’s tenant of a total of 10 carucates, 3 bovates in 
Thrybergh, and Brinsworth and Dalton, par. Rotherham; that 
although Rozelin was his tenant at Bolton Percy the interest 
there passed to the descendants of Picot; and that, on the other 
hand, whereas Picot was the tenant at Bolton upon Dearne, the 
interest there did not pass to his descendants. In all these places, 
with the exception of Bolton Percy, the Normanville family 
acquired an interest. In 1242-43 Ralph de Normanville held a 
knight’s fee in Thrybergh of the honour of William de Percy;? 
but that this was not an immediate tenancy is shown in the 
extent of the lands of Henry son of William de Percy, in which 
Adam de Normanville held 11 carucates for a knight’s fee in 
Thrybergh of Sir Thomas de Heton and Sir John [?de Heton] of 
the Percy fee,? and in the returns of 1284-85 when Adam de 
Normanville held the vill of Thrybergh with part of Bolton upon 
Dearne, Dalton and Brinsworth for a knight’s fee of John de 
‘Hoton’, and of 1302-03 when he held a knight’s fee in the same 
places of John de ‘Hoton’, who held of Henry de Percy.* 

There is no doubt that Rozelin, William de Percy’s tenant 
in Yorkshire, was the same man as Rozelin, who held of the earl 
of Chester 6 bovates in Fulstow, wap. Haverstoe, co. Lincoln,® 
and whose sons at the Lindsey Survey held 3 carucates of the 
earl in Stainton by Langworth, wap. Wraggoe, where the Domes- 
day tenant had been Osbern.® It will be seen that the Normanville

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family had an interest in both these places. Osbern was also the 
earl of Chester’s tenant of 3 carucates in Newball, in Stainton by 
Langworth, at the Domesday survey;! and in 1121-29 Ranulf 
earl of Chester confirmed several gifts to the abbey of St. Evroul 
in Normandy including in Lincolnshire tithe at Stainton (Estentona) 
given by Roscelin, and the tithe of Newball (Neubela) given by 
Osbern son of Tezso, both of whom had been earl Hugh’s men.? 
It was recorded in 1212 that the earl of Chester held*in, chiet 
5 carucates in Newball and Stainton and gave them for the 
service of 2 knights to Helto de Boydille, whose heirs were then 
holding them;? and it is significant that in 1170 Ralph de Norman- 
ville on the Lincolnshire roll offered 40s. for right respecting an 
agreement as against Helte de Boisdele.* 


The Normanville interest in Fulstow and Stainton is shown 
by a charter, of which the original is preserved,® recording a gift 
by Ralph de Normanville and Avice his wife to Roger Arsic of 
their 6 bovates in Fulstow in exchange for 10 bovates which he 
had held of them in Brinsworth (Brunnesford), to hold of Ralph 
their son and his heirs, free from all service except a fifth part of 
the forinsec service belonging to Stainton, for which exchange 
Roger gave 20 marks of silver; the date is c. 1166-68. This charter 
not only shows the Normanville interest in Fulstow, Stainton and 
Brinsworth, where Rozelin or his sons had held an earlier interest, 
but suggests that Ralph’s interest was in right of his wife. And, 
taken as a whole, the evidence makes it probable that he had 
acquired in the same way his interest in Thrybergh, Bolton upon 
Dearne and Dalton, with which Brinsworth was associated in the 
constitution of the knight’s fee. 


There are two points which can be considered together. 
One is the identification in the Percy carta of 1166 of the knight’s 
fee composed of land in Thrybergh and the other places in York- 
shire; and the other is the manner by which the Heton family 
acquired the superior tenancy. With regard to the latter, in his 
account of Bolton upon Dearne Hunter stated that Rozelin became 
represented by the descendants of Swain son of Alric, and that

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Bolton came, in the division of his estates, to the Hetons.! Un- 
fortunately he gave no documentary reference for the first of 
these statements; but there is no doubt that the Heton family 
descended from Swain. Swain’s son Adam, who died in 1159, 
had two daughters and coheirs.2, The elder, Amabel, married as 
her first husband Alexander de Crevequer, who died in 1164-65, 
and secondly William de Neville; she died in 1207, her heirs then 
being her daughter by her first husband, Cecily de Crevequer the 
wife of Walter de Neville, and her daughter by her second husband, 
Sarah wife of Simon son of Walter.2 From Cecily de Crevequer 
descended Alexander de Neville of Mirfield, who died in 1249.4 
It was recorded in 1253 that the king had taken the homage of 
John de Heton who married Joan the fifth daughter and one of 
the heirs of Alexander de Neville® for a fifth of three knights’ fees 
which Alexander held in chief. John de Heton or perhaps a son 
of the same name’ can be identified with the John de ‘Hoton’, 
who was the superior tenant of Adam de Normanville in the 
Thrybergh fee in 1284-85 and 1302-03, as noted above. In 1314 
Thomas de Heton held 10 carucates in Thrybergh (which pre- 
sumably included land in the other places associated with it) of 
Henry de Percy for a knight’s fee;8 and at an inquisition held on 
1 March 1325-6 after the death of Thomas de Heton it was found 
that he held land in Mirfield of the king in chief as of the honour 
of Pontefract, John his son aged thirty and more being his heir.® 
Hunter cited a deed dated at York in 1328-29 by which John son 
and heir of Sir Thomas de Heton conveyed to Sir Geoffrey le 
Scrope a knight’s fee in Thrybergh, with the homage and service 
of Sir Adam de Reresby (the heir of the Normanville family); and 
he added that Thrybergh subsequently appears in the inquisitions 
of the Scropes of Masham.!° 

With regard to the identification of the Thrybergh fee in the 
Percy carta of 1166 there are the following data: 

(a) In 1166 William de Neville held in right of his wife 
Amabel daughter and coheir of Adam son of Swain 8 knights’ fees 
of the Lascy honour of Pontefract; (b) the Thrybergh knight’s 
fee held of Percy passed to the Heton family who descended from 
Amabel by her first husband; (c) in 1166 a knight’s fee was held

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by William de Neville of William de Percy, and it is the only fee 
of one knight in the carta which cannot be identified with certainty 
and whose holder could have had an interest in Thrybergh.! 


On the assumption that the two Williams de Neville were 
the same person, the deduction can be made that he held the 
Thrybergh fee similarly in right of his wife, and that his knight’s 
fee consisted of lands in Thrybergh, Bolton upon Dearne, Dalton 
and Brinsworth. This, however, would not explain the origin of 
the interest inherited by Amabel from Adam her father; nor is 
any proof available that Adam or his wife was the heir or repre- 
sentative of Rozelin, and it must be noted that none of Adam’s 
descendants can be traced in the Lincolnshire lands held by 
-Rozelin and his sons of the honour of Chester. Moreover, no 
explanation can be given of the origin of the inheritance of Avice 
wife of Ralph de Normanville in Yorkshire and Lincolnshire. 


Farrer has left extensive notes on the families which bore 
the name of Normanville.?, These refer to at least three families 
in the twelfth century which may or may not have been related. 
One of the best known of them is the line which held Empingham, 
co. Rutland, and Kenardington, co. Kent;? and from a Hugh de 
Normanville, whose origin is not known, descended a family 
which possessed Stamfordham in Northumberland by reason of 
Hugh’s marriage to Aline granddaughter and coheir of Ranulf son 
of Wilard of Stamfordham and Hickleton in Yorkshire.* Here it 
is proposed to give a few notes on the family which held the 
under-tenancy of the Thrybergh fee in Yorkshire and the land in 
Stainton by Langworth and Fulstow of the honour of Chester in 
Lincolnshire. 


The earliest known member of this line is the Ralph de 
Normanville who held these interests in right of Avice his wife; 
and the terms of their charter, c. 1166-68, relating to the Lincoln- 
shire lands and to Brinsworth, a member of the Thrybergh fee, in 
which their son Ralph, then apparently of age, is mentioned, have 
been described above. It was presumably the younger Ralph 
whose right to a carucate in Dalton was recognised in a final 
concord in 1197 by Elias de Normanville his brother, to whom it

Elias was dead in 1206 when Ralph gave a mark for a jury to 
inquire if Lettice his widow was dowered in a third of a carucate 
in Dalton before the final concord was made, and if she was 
married and dowered by Ralph’s leave.? Avice, the elder Ralph’s 
widow, was living in 1202, when she granted to William Takel 2 
bovates in Brinsworth, which he had recognised as her right and 
inheritance, doing the knight service on the basis of ten carucates 
to a knight’s fee.2 In the same year she had a dispute with the 
abbot of Louth Park for 80 acres in Fulstow sold by her husband, 
which she claimed as her right; and this was settled by a final 
concord.* In 1202 she also had a plea for 3 bovates in Stainton 
by Langworth and Reasby, sold by her husband; and one against 
the abbot of Barlings for land and meadow in Stainton as her 
right and inheritance of which Ralph and she had been seised in 
her right in the time of Henry II.° In 1203 she owed a mark for 
having record of her suit with Elias de Normanville.® 

The fact that the name Ralph is of frequent occurrence in this 
line and in the Normanville family of Empingham makes it difficult 
to avoid confusion. But, although no precise proof is available, 
it has been supposed’ that Ralph of the Thrybergh line was the 
Ralph de Normanville who claimed land in Molescroft in Beverley 
and Aike, par. Lockington, in 1200 as his right of which John de 
Augo the uncle (avunculus) of his father was seised in the time 
of Henry I,§ and whose right was recognised by a final concord 
of 1203.° If this is so, it can be deduced that the Thrybergh line 
had a connexion with, and possibly a descent from, Gerold de 
Normanville, steward of Henry count of Eu,1° who witnessed a 
charter of count Henry in 1106," and whose place of origin in 
Normandy was Normanville, dép. Seine-Inférieure, arr. Neufchatel, 
canton Argueil.!? In the collections of Vincent, Windsor Herald, 
a Gerold de Normanville is said to have been the father of Ralph 
de Normanville and Elias his brother of the Thrybergh line.? That 
is apparently untrue, for their father was named Ralph; and it 
may be a confusion with the Empingham line, for there is a 
charter of king Henry II confirming Empingham to a Gerold de

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Normanville as Roger de Mowbray had given it to Ralph de 
Normanville and afterwards confirmed it to Gerold.! It is likely 
that this Gerold was descended from the Gerold living at the 
beginning of the twelfth century; and it can be deduced, although 
some of the links are nebulous, that the Thrybergh and Empingham 
lines were closely related. 


Ralph de Normanville of the Thrybergh line, who, as noted 
above, was living in 1206, successfully defended a claim made in 
that year by Juliana de Reasby that he had disseised her of a 
tenement in Reasby (Reresbt).2 This place is in Stainton by 
Langworth, and it was from there that the family of Reresby, 
who succeeded the Normanvilles at Thrybergh, took their name. 
Ralph, who appears to have been born as early as 1147, must 
have died soon afterwards; and the Ralph de Normanville, against 
whom the abbot of Roche claimed customs from a free tenement 
in Brinsworth (Brineford) and Stainton in 1233,3 was evidently 
his successor. His tenure of a knight’s fee in Thrybergh of Wilham 
de Percy in 1242-43 has been noted above. In 1241 he received 
a quitclaim of land in Brinsworth;* and in 1250 he was a party 
to a final concord of 2 bovates in Stainton.® In 1256 he witnessed 
a charter in which land in Reasby, Stainton and elsewhere was 
given to Barlings abbey;® and on 3 October 1260 he and his heirs 
were granted free warren in his demesne lands in Stainton, co. 
- Lincoln, and Thrybergh, Dalton and Brinsworth, co. York.’ That 
the Ralph de Normanville who was killed at the battle of Evesham 
was of the Thrybergh line is shown by the mention of his house 
and lands at Stainton,’ and by the orders given in 1272 to Adam > 
de Normanville, with reference to that event, to restore seisin to 
Agnes de Vescy of the king’s gift of 35/7. 9s. 1d. worth of land in 
Thrybergh.® 

On 22 April 1275 Adam son of Sir Ralph de Normanville 
gave to Barlings abbey two bovates in Stainton and Reasby;?° 
and in that year it was found that he had been in possession of 
warren in Brinsworth and Stainton by Langworth for the past ten 
years. His under-tenancy of the Thrybergh knight’s fee in 1284- 
85 and 1302-03 has been described above. In 1316 he was returned 
as lord of Thrybergh and Brinsworth;! and he died before 22 Feb- 
ruary 1317-8 when Adam de Reresby made a presentation to the 
church of Thrybergh, following one which Adam de Normanville 
had made in 1313.13 At Adam’s death his heir was his nephew

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Adam de Reresby, son of Ralph de Reresby by Margaret his 
sister; and the Reresby family held Thrybergh until its sale in the 
early years of the eighteenth century.! 

A few notes can be added here on another family of the 
same name which held interests in several places of the Percy fee 
in Yorkshire. These places are Stainforth, par. Giggleswick, Tad- 
caster with Smaws and Oxton, and Horton in Ribblesdale with 
Birkwith. This family also held under-tenancies of the Steward’s 
fee in Coniston Cold (§1), and of the Leathley fee in Haggenby (§4). 

At the Domesday survey William de Percy held 8 carucates 
in Tadcaster. Roger of Poitou held 6 carucates in Stainforth and 
2 carucates in Horton in Ribblesdale.? Stainforth passed to the 
Percy fee,? and apparently a small portion of Horton. 

Richard de Normanville was the first of the line which held 
an interest in these places. His parentage is not known; but in 
view of the Percy connexion it is likely that he was a younger son 
of the Thrybergh line. In 1219 Joan wife of Richard de Norman- 
ville was a plaintiff against Alan de Staveley in a plea of warranty 
of charter.®> In 1223 Richard de Normanville and the essoiner of 
Joan his wife claimed against Beatrice de Calton® a moiety of a 
carucate in Stainforth (Stowresford’) and of 6 bovates in Horton 
[in Ribblesdale] and 40 acres of pasture in Birkwith [par. Horton] 
and of a moiety of the vill of Bland [par. Sedbergh] as their share 
of the inheritance of Almaric de Stainforth (Stanford), brother of 
Joan and Beatrice; the case was postponed and stood over as 
Beatrice died in the same year.’ In 1226 the right of Richard de 
Normanville and Joan his wife to a mill and land in Stainforth 
was recognised by Henry de Stainforth, saving his multure for 
his demesne corn, to whom they granted 3 bovates there to hold 
of them and Joan’s heirs; and their right to 3 bovates there was 
also recognised by Ranulf de Otterburn.® In the same year they 
recognised that a moiety of the manor of Bland [par. Sedbergh] 
was the right of Hugh de Maunby, who granted it to them and 
Joan’s heirs. In 1225 Richard de Normanville held a messuage

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in the territory of Tadcaster and Smaws of the inheritance of 
Thomas the lardiner.t He was granted a toft in Smaws for 4s. 
yearly by the prior of Healaugh Park;? and in 1234 had a quit- 
claim of land there from Thomas the lardiner and Emma his wife.® 
By a charter witnessed by Oliver de Normanville and T., the 
latter's brother, he gave to Sallay abbey a rent of 6d. from a 
house in Tadcaster in return for the abbey’s quitclaim of half an 
acre in Smaws.* In 1230 he was holding a tenement in Oxton of 
the prior of Healaugh Park;® and he held half a carucate there of 
Thomas son of Thomas the marshal of Tadcaster.6 In 1229 he 
was a defendant against the prior of Healaugh Park for common 
of pasture in Haggenby,’ for which he made a quitclaim.® In 
1231-34 he gave to the widow of Peter Giliot the custody of a 
carucate in Thorpe and Burnsall, held of the honour of Skipton, 
which had been given to Peter by Beatrice de Stainforth.? In 
1234 he acquired a small tenement in Swinton, par. Masham,!° a 
member of the Mowbray under-tenancy of the honour of Rich- 
mond. With Gerold his brother he witnessed an Ilkley charter of 
Roesia de Kyme." 

Oliver de Normanville, mentioned above, may have been 
Richard’s son and successor, for he held land in Stainforth where 
Richard’s interest was jure uxorts. By a charter, of which the 
date in view of the witnesses was probably not earlier than 1240, 
he gave to William Mauleverer in frank-marriage with Avice his 
sister a rent of half a mark which she was wont to pay him yearly 
for the land of Stainforth;!2 and it was stated in a case of 1317 
that he made a gift to her in the reign of Henry III of 7 messuages, 
a mill, 10 bovates of land with meadow and wood in Stainforth 
Scotan.® In 1284-85 11 bovates in Stainforth ‘cum altera Stain- 
forth’ were held of Wiliam Mauleverer (the son), who held of 
Ralph de Normanville who held of the Percy fee. Sir Oliver 
de Normanville, kt, witnessed a charter relating to Oxton, c. 1250.4 

Ralph de Normanville was evidently the successor, holding 
the land in Stainforth immediately of the Percy fee. In 1251 he 
enfeoffed. Peter Giliot, who had recognised his right, in 6 bovates

Cold makes it reasonably certain that he can be identified 
with the Ralph de Normanville who held 34 carucates in those 
places in 1259 of William de Kyme, the tenant of the Steward’s 
fee; see §1 above. As Sir Ralph de Normanville he witnessed 
charters relating to Tadcaster and Oxton in the period c. 1265-85;? 
and he made an exchange of land in Tadcaster and Smaws with 
Sallay abbey. His interest in Swinton, par. Masham, is shown 
by his confirmation to Fountains abbey in 1261 of lands and 
rents of his fee in Swinton and Warthermarske;* by a gift or 
confirmation of land in Swinton in which Amicius son of Turgis 
is described as his ‘ancestor’;> and by the record of his interest 
in 6 carucates there in 1286-87. He also confirmed to Fountains 
abbey whatever was held in Ilton, also par. Masham, of the gift 
of Turgis son of Malger and William de Solers or other of Ralph’s 
ancestors.’ He appears to have been succeeded by his son Richard 
before 1293, when the prior of Healaugh Park took the homage 
of Richard son of Sir Ralph de Normanville for a tenement in 
Smaws.® Richard was succeeded by a younger Ralph who as 
Ralph son of Richard de Normanville was given a release by the 
widow of Thomas the lardiner of her right of dower in Tadcaster 
on 15 February 1309-10.° Sir Ralph de Normanville held land 
and rent in Tadcaster in 1329 and 1331;!° and in 1330 he made a 
settlement of the manors of Swinton and Smaws, to hold to 
himself for life with remainder to his son John and Joan his 
wife and remainder in default of issue to John’s heirs. The 
family continued to hold interests in Tadcaster and Smaws for 
several generations.”

CHAPTER V. 
CHARTERS RELATING TO THE DEMESNE LANDS 


The charters printed in this chapter include lands forming 
part of the demesne of the Percy fee and those which cannot be 
assigned to any of the tenancies held by knight service in 1166; 
they also include certain charters of essentially ecclesiastical 
interest. They do not include charters relating to lands which 
were the subject of a feoffment by knight service between 1166 
and 1175, such as the Morers fee which is described in §33 in the 
preceding chapter, nor those relating to certain lands which, 
although not forming part of the various fees listed in the 1166 
carta, became a subsequent addition or were associated with the 
families in the 1166 list. An instance of the latter is the moiety 
of Bolton by Bowland which was held by the Vavasours (§3). 


(i) BROXA 


223. Grant by Nicholas abbot of Whitby to Torfin of 12 bovates of 
land in Broxa [par. Hackness] in fee-farm for 10s. yearly, making 
an aid when required, and providing ploughs and reapers once 
a year; he also had a toft in Hackness for helping the abbey’s 
churches there. [c. 1125-39]

Broxa is not mentioned in the Domesday survey, where it was pre- 
sumably included in William de Percy’s manor of Hackness. It was one 
of the places which he gave to Serlo the prior and the monks of Whitby, 
c. 1091-1096 (no. 1). 

Nicholas succeeded as abbot of Whitby in or before 1129 and is said 
to have died in 1139.2 Richard II, the grantor of the next charter, suc-

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ceeded in 1176, and had been succeeded by 1190, possibly having died 
or resigned by 1181.!' The editor of the Whitby chartulary suggested that 
the two witnesses to the present charter were Ralph de Everley and 
Aschetin de Hawsker, who witnessed a charter of Alan de Percy I to the 
abbey (no. 4). 


224. Grant by Richard II abbot of Whitby to Torfin son of Torfin 
and Odo his brother and their heirs of the vill of Broxa, rendering 
10s. yearly and providing the ploughs of the vill once a year and 
a reaper from each house in August; and grant of facilities in 
the abbey wood for building and fuel, and of rights of pannage.

At the Domesday survey, apart from holdings by the king, the arch- 
bishop and Robert Malet, William de Percy held a manor of 2 carucates 
7 bovates in Burnby, or 24 carucates as given in the Summary. No holding 
of the Percy fee is given in the returns of 1284-85 or 1302-03.! 

In January 1200-1 Robert de Rochford quitclaimed to Walter de 
Boynton his right in 11 bovates in Burnby.? 


226. Gift by Robert the prior and convent of Watton to Warter 
priory of half a carucate of arable land in Burnby which they 
had of the gift of Walter de Boynton, in exchange for a carucate 
of arable land in Hawold [par.

At the Domesday survey William de Percy held 4 manors in Catton 
with a total assessment of 6 carucates. In an exchange of lands in Catton 
between the monks of Byland and Richard de Percy there is mentioned a 
gift to the abbey by Thomas son of Warin of 3 roods at Richardesdaile, 
and also land given by Agnes de Percy.*+ A reference to 34 carucates in 
Catton, held by Hugh son of Fulk and assigned to the share of Jocelin of 
Louvain, is made in the partition of the Percy barony in 1175. He is 
probably the Hugh son of Fulcher who held a quarter of a knight’s fee of 
William de Percy II in 1166, and this lay in Asenby, par. Topcliffe; see 
§28 in Chapter IV. Had he not been the first witness to the present 
notification it would have been assumed that he was dead.

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abbey, one of which was confirmed by Robert his son;! and the donee gave 
inter alia the acre which Alan the hunter had given him, his brother Stephen 
son of Rainald de Catton also being a benefactor.2, Robert the hunter is 
mentioned in a charter of Richard de Percy dealing with lands in ‘Catton 
Southby super Swale.’ Henry de Mureres, the second witness, was living 
in 1206; see §33 in Chapter IV. 


(iv) CLOUGHTON 


229. Gift by Thomas son of Jollan de Duggleby to the church of 
St. Peter, York, and the hospital of Jerusalem in equal shares 
of two tofts in Cloughton [par. Scalby] and 3 acres of his demesne 
there, making up any deficiency from a culture near the mill of 
Cloughton which is crossed in going from Cloughton to Burnis- 
ton; and also common pasture for 240 sheep, I0 oxen, I0 pigs 
and 2 horses. [c. 1180-1200]

At the Domesday survey William de Percy held a manor of one 
carucate in Cloughton, his tenant being Richard; 4 carucates were soke of the 
king’s manor of Falsgrave which passed to the burgesses of Scarborough; 
and Robert count of Mortain held 2 bovates.2 As in 1284-85 one carucate 
2 bovates were held there of Henry de Percy,’ it can be deduced that the 
holding of count Robert passed to the Percy fee. 

The grantor’s family took their name from Duggleby, par. Kirby 
Grindalythe, which was not a member of the Percy fee. Henry son of 
Thomas son of Jollan de Duggleby made a grant of land in Cloughton, 
mentioning his sister Beatrice, his charter being witnessed by William his 
brother.t Adam son of Sir Henry de Duggleby gave land in Cloughton to 
the chapter of St. John Beverley, mentioned in the king’s confirmation 
charter of 30 April 1235;> and Henry de Duggleby occurs as a knight in 
1218-19. In 1231 Thomas de Duggleby and Adam de Duggleby were 
parties to a final concord for 2 bovates in Goodmanham.’ A younger Adam 
held the tenure in Cloughton of the Percy fee in 1284-85;8 and in 1285 he 
warranted to Bridlington priory the tenements held of him there. These 
details suggest that the charter printed here was issued in the twelfth 
century. That conforms with the witness master Paulinus son of the 
bishop, who can be identified as the master of St. Peter’s hospital, issuing 
a charter c. 1180-1200.1° 

Besides their interest in Goodmanham, another member of the Percy 
fee, noted above, the family held an interest in Swinden, par. Gisburn. In 
the reign of Henry III Jollan son of William de Duggleby gave or sold to 
William de Percy the services from 5 bovates and 2 bovates there.!! This 
Jollan was evidently of a younger line; in 1240 Alice his widow claimed 
dower in 2 bovates in Swinden.}4

In 1154-64 archbishop Roger issued a rescript in very different terms, 
but to the same effect, directed to the parishioners;? and Robert the dean 
and chapter one in somewhat the same words.? The archbishop also issued 
a similar rescript to the clergy of Holderness;* and the chapter one to the 
rectors and vicars-of the rural deanery of Ryedale.*> The present rescript 
was not printed in that series. The thraves were confirmed to the hospital 
by kings William II and Henry II. Ralph dean of Kettlewell, z.e. rector 
of Kettlewell and rural dean of Craven, witnessed a charter of apparent 
date 1176 (no. 107), and another c. 1164-1175 (no. 253). Richard, evidently 
his successor as rector of Kettlewell, occurs 1176-84 (no. 138).

At the Domesday survey a carucate in ‘Croche’ was a berewick of 
William de Percy’s manor of Rimington, par. Gisburn; and Roger of Poitou 
also held 2 bovates in “Croches’,! which passed to the Percy fee. The place 
was given to Sallay abbey by William de Percy II before 1154 (no. 14), as 
an addition to his initial gifts. 

Nicholas rector of Tadcaster, Geoffrey de Percy [rector of Gargrave] and 
Malger rector of Gisburn witnessed a charter of Maud de Percy in 1189 (no. 50). 
This charter shows that they held their rectories before 1175; and the 
earliest date can be taken as c. 1160. It is possible that as Peter de Plumpton 
appears to have been succeeded by Nigel de Plumpton by 1166 (§29 in 
Chapter IV) that year can be taken as the latest limit. 

Crooks House, now a farmhouse, lies a mile to the north of Bracewell 
and 3 mile to the east of Horton. Monks Bridge over the Stock beck lies 
at the foot of the hill on the road to Gisburn.

de Catton, Davi de Catton, Oliuero de Euereslai, Willelmo de Wirecester, 
Willelmo de Bieham, Johanne Burdun.? The witnesses to this charter and 
the one printed above, evidently of the same period and issued after the 
death of Theobald de Dalton, who was living in 1182 (no. 73), suggest a 
date late in the twelfth or early in the thirteenth century. Gilbert de 
Thorni, though not described as king’s bailiff, occurs c. 1190-1210.3 

At the Domesday survey Dalton, assessed at 7 carucates, was a bere- 
wick of William de Percy’s manor of Topcliffe. Alan de Percy I gave 2 bovates 
in Dalton to St. Peter’s hospital, and confirmed the gift made by Theobald 
of 2 bovates there, c. 1130-1135 (no. 6), the donor being presumably a 
predecessor of Theobald de Dalton mentioned in the present charter. 
William de Percy II confirmed to Newburgh priory the gift made by 
Theobald de Dalton of 4 bovates in Dalton with 4 tofts and 7 acres of land 
(no. 32). Theobald de Dalton occurs as a steward of Agnes de Percy.‘ 
Richard de Newby, mentioned in this charter, quitclaimed half a carucate

There are also two other charters issued by the grantor to Finchale 
priory ‘pro salute anime patris mei Hugonis episcopi’, giving all his land in 
‘Haliwarfolc’ and specified land in Durham and Northumberland, and his 
vill of Yokefleet (Yukeflet) in Howdenshire which he had bought from 
Adam de Warrum,° with the inclusion of the churches of Weighton and 
Giggleswick; also confirming half a carucate of land in Shipton® (Scupetun’), 
given by Stephen the clerk of Weighton; one is slightly more detailed than 
the other, but the lists of witnesses, headed by Americus the archdeacon’ 
and William son of the archbishop,* show that they were issued on the 
same occasion (ibid., 3.1. Finc. nos. 21a, 21b); their date falling in the 
period 1197-1211. One other charter by which the grantor gave to the 
priory the church of Weighton can be dated 1198-1200;° and this is pre- 
sumably earlier than the comprehensive ones. 

Henry du Puiset, the grantor of these charters, was a son of Hugh du 
Puiset, who became bishop of Durham in 1153, by Adeliz an illegitimate 
daughter of William de Percy II, who subsequently married Richard de 
Moreville (note to no. 253). He was given lands in the county of Durham 
by his father; and c. 1196 he founded Finchale priory as a cell of Durham

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his establishment of a cell of Guisborough priory.!. In 1180 Hugh Burel 
gave him the vill of Wingate, co. Durham, to hold of the bishop for five- 
sixths of a knight’s fee, in exchange for all the land which Henry held in 
Perci and Mureres to hold of Henry and his heirs for a quarter of a knight’s 
fee;? and having regard to the fact that Henry’s mother was Adeliz de 
Percy this charter is an important element in the proof that the Percy 
family derived its origin from Percy near Lisieux, from which Moriéres is 
only five miles away.? 

Henry du Puiset was given the manor of Market Weighton by king 
Henry II—a gift which led to complications as it had been given by king 
Henry I to Geoffrey son of Pain, whose interest descended to the Trussebut 
and eventually the Ros family.*+ It was presumably in virtue of the gift by 
king Henry II that Henry possessed the church, which with that of Giggles- 
wick he gave to the canons at Haswell and later to Finchale priory. In 
1204 the Trussebut heirs impleaded him for the manor of Weighton, and 
he proffered the charter of king Henry II, confirmed by kings Richard 
and John;> but the case was postponed in 1206 as Henry’s knights were 
overseas. There was also a complication about the church of Weighton, 
which king Henry I had given to St. Peter’s York as part of a provision 
for William FitzHerbert the treasurer;’ but in a case of 1218-19, in which 
Robert de Ros and Peter FitzHerbert claimed the advowson against Hamo 
dean of York and the prior of Finchale, the prior’s defence was successful 
by reason of Henry du Puiset’s charter which had been confirmed by king 
<, fobn? 

With regard to the church of Giggleswick there were no such complica- 
tions. The service of Giggleswick with the advowson was included in the 
charter by which Henry du Puiset was given the vill of Settle by Maud 
countess of Warwick, one of the daughters and coheirs of his ea 
William de Percy II (no. 62). 

Henry du Puiset married c. 1182 Denise daughter of Otes de Tilly and 
widow of Henry de Neufmarché, giving 100 :., completing the payment by 
Michaelmas 1185.9 With her assent he gave to Nostell priory the mill of 
Harlington.!° At Michaelmas 1195 he rendered account of 500 marks for 
having the king’s benevolence and his lands of which he had been disseised.!! 
He was living in 1209,!* and died before Michaelmas 1211 when Denise his 
widow rendered account of 200 marks and 6 palfreys for having her dower.}3

The witnesses Hamo the treasurer of York and Henry du Puiset give 
the extreme limits of date as 1197 and 1211. The handwriting of the charter 
suggests a date in the reign of king John. John was the second prior of 
Finchale;! and Laurence occurs as rector of Giggleswick as late as 1227-30.? 


(ix) GISBURN

The places mentioned in this charter were given to Sallay abbey by 
William de Percy II, with the exception of Crooks House, c. 1147 (no. 12),

The third witness was presumably the priest of Bracewell. As William 
de Percy’s charter, c. 1147-1154 (no. 14) was witnessed by Gladwin the 
priest of Collingham and Malger his son, probably the fifth witness to 
the present charter, a date in the middle of the reign of Henry II can be 
suggested. The fourth witness was presumably Richard who occurs as

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At the Domesday survey William de Percy held a manor of 43 caru- 
cates in Horton; and Roger of Poitou held 14 carucates there,! which 
passed to the Percy fee. In 1284-85 of the 6 carucates in Horton one caru- 
cate was held of St. Leonard’s hospital, and the remainder of the Percy 
heirs.2, In 1302-03 Sallay abbey held 2 bovates there of the heir ‘de Monte 
Alto’, 1.e. Mohaut, who held of Percy. These 2 bovates were given to Sallay 
in the middle of the thirteenth century.* 

An account of the Mohaut family is given in connexion with their 
tenancy of the honour of Skipton in East and West Morton and Riddlesden, 
par. Bingley.» The grantor can probably be identified with Simon de 
Mohaut I, son of Gospatric,® who with the consent of Maud his wife gave 
land in East Keswick to Pontefract priory.’ It is unlikely that Jocelin of 
Louvain, who was dead in 1180, witnessed a charter relating to Horton 
before the death of William de Percy II.

Either Hubert Walter or Henry Marshal. The former was the founder 
of the abbey of West Dereham when he was dean [1186-89] in 1188 (Mon. 
Ang., vi, 899); and H. probably stands for him; if so, the date of no. 239 
above is as suggested. 
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(ff. 310V, 311).1. There is also a quitclaim by Ranulf son of Walter? and 
Amabel his wife of their right and claim in the advowson (f. 310); and an 
agreement between them and Reiner son of Adam the clerk (clevicum) and 
R.3 the prior (sic) and convent of Dereham, by which they confirmed the 
gift of the church by Adam son of Adam son of Meldred, the prior and 
convent paying 10 marks of silver ‘ad studii sui subsidium’ to Reiner for 
life, who was not to claim a rectory or vicarage in the church (f. 310). 
Archbishop Geoffrey granted to Nicholas of York, chaplain, a perpetual 
vicarage of 10 marks (f. 310V). 

There are several gifts to the abbey of land in Kirkby entered in the 
Chartulary, including one by Alice de Buckden daughter of Elias de Giggles- 
wick, who included a confirmation of the church (f. 313V); and several 
gifts in Scosthrop, Airton, Calton and Hanlith, all in par. Kirkby Malham 
and members of the honour of Skipton (ff. 316V-336V).4 The abbey also 
acquired an interest in Ray Head in the forest of Gisburn, in par. Bolton 
by Bowland, which was a member of the Percy fee.° Maud widow of Robert 
de Beugrant quitclaimed to the abbey her right by reason of dower in land 
and pasture there (f. 341). 

The church of Kirkby Malham was included in king John’s confirmation 
charter to the abbey of West Dereham; 7 September 1199.° A note on the 
family of Adam son of Adam de Giggleswick is given at no. 131 above; his 
father was living in 1182.

At the Domesday survey 6 carucates in Litton, a berewick of his 
manor of Giggleswick, were held by Roger of Poitou;? and these passed to the 
Percy fee. In 1284-85, of the 6 carucates in Litton, 44 carucates were held 
by the abbot of Fountains and 2 bovates were held of St. Leonard’s hospital, 
both of the Percy heirs.3_ The latter holding had been given by William 
de Percy II, 1164-75 (no. 26).4 Sallay abbey also had an interest in Litton, 
where 2 bovates were given by Richard Malebisse and confirmed by his 
aunt Agnes de Percy (no. 80). Apart from the acquisition by Fountains of 
the half-carucate mentioned in this and the next charter, Richard de Percy 
gave the vill of Litton with the whole valley called Littondale, except the 
lands held by Sallay abbey and St. Leonard’s;> and in 1294 Henry de Percy 
recognised the right of Fountains abbey to the manor of Litton with Litton- 
dale, except 6 messuages and 12 bovates.° The holding by Fountains of 
44 carucates is thus accounted for. 

The present charter, which was certainly issued not later than 1191 in 
view of the third witness, who died 1189-91 (see §3), was presumably issued 
before the death of Walter de Denton in 1183-4 (note to no. 115)—unless 
there were two people of the same name, which is unlikely. It was con- 
firmed by Maud de Percy at the same time or shortly afterwards (no. 64).

There is also a quitclaim to Thomas de Litton by John son of Adam 
{son of] Copsi, to whom the land ought to descend from Copsi his grand- 
father and Adam his father; hiis testibus, Marmeuduc Darel, Henrico de 
Percy, Roberto persona de Preston’, and others named.t The subsequent 
history of the half-carucate is given in a memorandum entered in the 
Chartulary.? This shows that Thomas son of Gamel gave 2 bovates of it to 
his son William, who gave them to Fountains; that Thomas surrendered the 
other 2 bovates to Richard de Percy, the chief lord, because he had pur- 
chased the half-carucate without licence; and that Richard de Percy gave 
them to Fountains; further details show that Robert the chamberlain had 
a son William the chamberlain of Linton, whose daughter Elena married 
Henry son of William the marshal, and that Henry and Elena, after having 
made a claim against Fountains for the half-carucate, recognised the abbot’s 
right by a final concord, 3 Nov. 1257.3 

Robert the chamberlain had a sister Juliana, also a chamberlain of 
Maud de Percy, who gave her land in Spofforth and elsewhere, with a toft 
in Litton (no. 63). 


(xill) MALHAM

This gift was not included in pope Adrian IV’s confirmation of 1156 
to the abbey,! nor in pope Alexander III’s confirmations of 1162 and 1163; 
but it was included in king Henry II’s confirmation of 1175, referring to its 
confirmation by William de Percy.? The latter’s confirmation is printed at 
no. 25; and the gift was also included in the confirmation of the earl of 
Warwick and Maud de Percy in 1175 (no. 38). 

At the Domesday survey William de Percy held 3 carucates in Malham, 
par. Kirkby Malhamdale, as a berewick of his manor of Swinden, par. 
Gisburn; and 3 carucates were soke of the king’s manor of Bolton.* Of the 
latter one carucate passed to the honour of Skipton, and the remaining two 
to the Percy fee.° In 1284-85 one carucate was held by the prior of Bolton 
of William Mauleverer who held of the castle of Skipton, another by the 
prior of Bolton of the heirs of Percy, and 4 carucates were held by the 
abbot of Fountains of the Percy fee, including a carucate given by Maud 
countess of Warwick.°®

The donor, as will be seen in the next charter, was also known as Ranulf 
de Otterburn. Described as Ranulf son of Ulf de Otterburn he issued 
another charter to the same effect, specifying more precisely the nature of 
the exchange and granting pasture rights in detail, one of the witnesses 
being William the constable of Skipton,! who occurs earlier than Geoffrey 
the constable (note to no. 244). Ranulf made a further gift of 2 acres of 
land on the east side of Malham.? The date of the present charter is earlier 
than the next, in which it is mentioned.

Walter de Heselton, the first witness, witnessed as steward a charter of 
Baldwin de Béthune, count of Aumale, who held the honour of Skipton in 
right of his wife Hawise daughter of Cecily de Rumilly, confirming to 
Fountains abbey Kilnsey and all his right in Malham moor, 1195-98;! and 
Geoffrey the constable of Skipton occurs later than William the constable,” 
mentioned in the preceding note. Ranulf de Eston, the fourth witness, was 
dead in 1207.3 John occurs as prior of Bolton in 1206 and perhaps earlier 
than 1202-03.+ 

Some charters recording gifts made to Bolton priory from the land in 
Malham which formed part of the Mauleverer fee of the honour of Skipton 
have been printed from Dodsworth’s copies from the Bolton Chartulary.%

The remaining two of the 3 bovates which the abbey had by the gift 
of Meldred son of Thorfin were given by Godid daughter of Thorfin de 
Malham, and Hugh and William her sons, for a yearly rent of 12d.1 Other 
charters show that the husband of Godid or Goda was named Richard de 
Malham, and their three sons were Uctred, Hugh and William. Of these 
the eldest, described as Uctred son of Richard de Malham, issued a charter 
on the same occasion and to the same effect as the present charter of 
‘Sigeria, whom he named as his aunt.? He had a son Hugh who was given 
a bovate in Malham by Godid his grandmother, and who gave it to the 
abbey.* Hugh and William sons of Goda de Malham confirmed the gift of 
the remaining 2 bovates made by Uctred their brother;> and a further 
charter shows that Ranulf de Otterburn (presumably Ranulf son of Ulf 
son of Roschil of no. 243 above) was their superior lord in the feudal scale.® 

The first witness to the present charter was Rainer de Waxham, who 
occurs in 1184 and 1187 as deputy sheriff during the second term of office 
of Ranulf de Glanville starting in 1175.7 William de Vescy, the third 
witness, died before Michaelmas 1183.8 Of the others Hugh de Hartling- 
ton and Adam his brother were sons of Ketel; see §6 in Chapter IV; and 
William son of Helte was William Mauleverer who held a knight’s fee of 
the honour of Skipton in 1166.9 |

The donor was the wife of John ostiarvzus, with whom she issued a 
charter to the same effect on the same occasion.! They are mentioned in 
the confirmation issued by Maud countess of Warwick (no. 44), Cassandra 
had no issue, and her heir was Eleanor wife of William de Curton, the 
daughter of her sister Constance by Robert le Oyselur.2 William de Curton 
and Eleanor also confirmed Cassandra’s gift, and made gifts to Fountains 
of the services of their tenants Richard son of Hugh de Otterburn and 
Thomas son of William de Malham; in one of her charters, in her widowhood, 
Eleanor made a gift of land belonging to her fee of Studley. 

The first witness to the present charter can be identified as Roger 
son of Ralph son of Roger who held the Steward’s fee of the honour of 
Richmond, and was a tenant of the Valognes fee of the Percy tenancy in 
chief; see §8 in Chapter IV. He was dead in 1206.

confirmed in the presence of the chapter of Ripon. [1156-62]

Marton le Moor, par. Kirby Hill, is not mentioned in the Domesday 
survey. It was probably represented by the carucate in ‘Caldewelle’, soke of 
the count of Mortain’s manor of Cundall,3 subsequently passing to 
the Percy fee. The grange of Marton cum Caldwella is mentioned in king 
Richard I’s confirmation charter to Fountains abbey.* 

Alan de Meering, who is described as Alan son of Hervey in one of 
William de Percy’s charters (no. 21), was a member of a family taking its 
name from Meering, co. Nottingham, and holding land there of the family 
of Sutton, the tenants of the Sutton fee of the honour of Richmond, which 
consisted of two knights’ fees in Richmondshire and one knight’s fee in 
Sutton on Trent, Carlton on Trent and Meering.» Alan de Meering gave 
land in Meering to the dean and chapter of Lincoln, which was confirmed 
by Hervey de Sutton, c. 1150-60;° and as son of Hervey, with the confirma- 
tion of Hervey de Sutton, land in Meering to Worksop priory.’ His place 
in the Meering pedigree, of which Thoroton gave the later descent down to 
the last quarter of the sixteenth century,® has not been ascertained. As 
Henry son of Robert de Sutton described Alan as his avunculus (no. 250), 
it can be deduced that Alan’s sister married Robert de Sutton. 

Alan’s gift to Fountains abbey, made not earlier than 1156, was con- 
firmed by William de Percy II, 1156-62, who reserved a yearly payment 
of 20s. (no. 20). It was also confirmed by Alan’s nephew Henry son of 
Ivo the falconer, and by Henry’s son William, who released the yearly 
payment of half a mark, his charter being witnessed by Simon dean of 
York and Hamo the treasurer, the date being 1198-1214.9 At a later date,

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when Simon de Hales was sheriff of Yorkshire,! the same confirmation and 
release were made by Alexander de Meering and William his brother who 
described Alan as their grandfather.2 A charter of Agnes de Percy in 1182, 
dealing with the 20s. yearly payment to the chief lord of the fee is printed 
at no. 73. The present charter is followed in the Chartulary by letters of 
the chapter of Ripon testifying that Alan de Meering made his gift in their 
presence; no witnesses.?

At the Domesday survey a carucate in Middop, a berewick of his 
manor of Rimington, was held by William de Percy. 16 acres of land and 
a meadow, of the gift of Walter de Denton, were included in king Richard I’s 
confirmation of 1189.1 References to Walter de Denton, who died in 1183- 
84, and whose daughter Agnes married Mauger a younger son of William 
le Vavasour, have been given in the charters of the Vavasour fee in §3 in 
Chapter IV. The present charter was probably issued about the same 
time as Walter’s confirmation to Sallay abbey of land in Askwith in 1176 
(no. 108). 


(xvi) SETTLE 


252. Gift by Henry du Puiset to Elias de Bolton and his heirs of a 
carucate of land on the moor of Settle, rendering 5s. yearly and 
doing forinsec service on the basis of 27 carucates to a knight’s 
fee.

At the Domesday survey 3 carucates in Settle were held by Roger of 
Poitou,? which passed to the Percy fee. The vill of Settle and the service 
of Giggleswick with the advowson were given by Maud de Percy to Henry 
du Puiset for the service of a quarter of a knight’s fee, 1175-94 (no. 62). 
Notes on him are given at no. 235. The grantee, son of Uchtred, was the 
ancestor of the Bolton family of Bolton by Bowland.? He was also given

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by Robert de Percy a carucate in Settle which Picot de Percy had held, 
to hold of Robert for a yearly payment of 7s.; witnessed by Henry de 
Puteaco and seven of the witnesses to the latter’s charter.1. Robert de 
Percy can be identified as Robert de Percy II of Bolton Percy, who suc- 
ceeded his father William in 1209-13. Picot de Percy being his father’s 
younger brother; see §2 in Chapter IV; but the origin of his interest in 
Settle is not known. Henry du Puiset died before Michaelmas 1211; and 
the date for the two charters can be fixed as 1209-11.

Stockdale, which is not mentioned in the Domesday survey, lies 2} 
miles due east from Settle; and Attermyre cliff is half way between them. 
The road to Airton runs for 54 miles to the south-east from Settle. Langcliffe 
scar lies to the north of Stockdale. 

This gift of Richard de Moreville was confirmed by William de Percy II, 
1164-75 (no. 27). If, as is probable, Aliz de Percy, whose land and service 
was assigned to the share of the earl of Warwick at the division of the 
Percy barony in 1175, can be identified as the wife of Richard de Moreville 
and the mother of Henry du Puiset, a likely deduction is that Richard de 
Moreville was then dead. There is no doubt that he was the Richard de 
Moreville who held 5 knights’ fees of Roger de Mowbray in 1166,° and the 
son of Herbert de Moreville whose gift jointly with his son Richard to 
Kirkstall abbey of the land of Micklethwaite, par. Collingham, was con- 
firmed by Roger de Mowbray and king Henry II. Richard possessed an 
interest in Collingham in 1167.5

This is followed by a confirmation by Henry son of John de Percy of 
his father’s gift. John de Percy also gave to Oliver de Brincle half an acre 
in Smaws.! The latter gave this to the abbey, whose right was the subject 
of an exchange with Richard de Normanville.2 Some notes on the latter’s 
holding in Smaws have been given in §34 in Chapter IV. Smaws, which is 
not mentioned in the Domesday survey, was presumably included in the 8 
carucates held by William de Percy in Tadcaster. 

The second witness to the present charter was William son of Hugh 
de Leathley who held a knight’s fee in 1166; see §4 in Chapter IV. He was 
living in 1201; but must have died soon afterwards. The parentage of 
John de Percy has not been determined. 


(XVill) STACKHOUSE

This gift was confirmed by the donor’s son Adam (f. 115), and in 
1221 by his grandson Elias son of Adam de Giggleswick, releasing the rent 
of 10s., after disputes which had been settled by the intervention of the 
legate Pandulf (7b. and f. 116).? 

At the Domesday survey Roger of Poitou held a manor of 3 carucates 
in Stackhouse,* which passed to the Percy fee. Adam son of Meldred’s 
gift of Stackhouse was confirmed by William de Percy II (no. 33), and 
so was made earlier than 1175. Fulk the priest of Gargrave witnessed a 
charter of William de Percy II, c. 1147-1154 (no. 14). 


257. Confirmation by Henry du Puiset to Furness abbey of the gift 
in Stackhouse made by Adam son of Meldred [de Giggleswick], 
as testified by his charter and that of Adam his son.

As his present confirmation was made after the younger Adam 
had succeeded his father,? and as he himself died soon after 1209, the limits 
of date can be suggested as above.

At the Domesday survey Osbern de Arches held 6 carucates in Steeton, 
and William de Percy one carucate, probably soke of his manor of Bolton 
Percy.1 In 1284-85 44 carucates were held of the honour of Mowbray 
(representing most of the Arches holding), and one carucate was held of 
the Percy fee as of the barony of Spofforth, of which the abbot of St. Mary’s 
held half a carucate and the prioress of Appleton and her co-tenants held 
the other half.2 It can probably be deduced that the present charter refers 
to the Percy portion of the vill, notwithstanding the fact that in 1166 a 
Bertram de Steeton was a tenant of the Arches fee.3 Farrer has noted that 
Bertram son of William son of Ernefrid, who witnessed a charter with 
William his father, 1140-47, was the first to take the name of Steeton.+ 
A Bertram de Steeton was living in 1175-95 and 1185-1205,° who must 
have been of a younger generation, and perhaps the grantor of the present 
charter. This gift is not included in the detailed confirmation of king John 
to the priory on 12 March 1204-5,° and may therefore be later.

At the Domesday survey a manor of 4 carucates in Threshfield was 
terva vegis, and 2 carucates were held by Gilbert Tison.! These holdings 
passed to the Percy fee. In 1284-85 there were only 3 carucates in Thresh- 
field; and the fact that there were then 4 carucates in Linton as contrasted 
with only 2 carucates at the Survey,? which also passed to the Percy fee, 
may account for most of the reduction at Threshfield. 

This section of the Fountains Chartulary gives evidence for several 
generations of the family of Threshfield. William de Threshfield, as will be 
seen in no. 261, was the son of Fulk. He appears to have been living in 
1194.4 Elias son of William de Threshfield, with the concurrence of Adam 
his brother, gave the half-carucate of the present charter to Fountains 
abbey, adding an acre next to the hill called Harehou towards the south; 
the abbey to render 20d. yearly to Adam and do forinsec service; witnesses, 
Roger de Bavent, James de Poterna sheriff of Yorkshire and several others 
including Henry rector of Gisburn.2 As James de Poterna was deputy 
sheriff 1198-1200, William de Threshfield must have been dead by then. 
This gift of Elias was confirmed by Adam son of William de Threshfield, 
his charter being witnessed by Geoffrey constable of Skipton. As Adam 
son of William de Threshfield and Gunnilda his step-mother made an 
agreement with the abbey about the wood of Threshfield, following a writ 
of king John,’ it is clear that William married Gunnilda as his second wife 
and probable that his daughter Gunnilda (no. 262) was his daughter 
by her. 

Adam, evidently William’s eldest son, had sons Elias and Henry, both 
of whom were benefactors of Fountains,’ charters of Elias being dated 
1256 and 1259; and Elias had a son Elias, who issued a charter to Fountains 
in 1287 and was living in 1305 when he made an agreement with the abbey 
after an assize of novel disseisin.? In 1284-85 of the 3 carucates in Thresh-

who held of the heirs of Percy. 

Adam dean of Craven, the first witness to the charter printed above, 
can be identified as Adam dean of Arncliffe, z.e. rector of Arncliffe and 
rural dean of Craven, who witnessed a charter of Agnes de Percy, c. 1180- 
1204 (note to no. 80). He was a later rural dean than Ralph dean of 
Kettlewell, about whom see no. 230. The latest date for the charter is 
1200 in view of the gift made by Elias, the donor’s son, noted above.

This charter shows that William de Threshfield claimed an interest in 
Kilnsey and Bordley, both in the parish of Burnsall and members of the 
honour of Skipton. The agreement as to the bounds between them and 
Threshfield was confirmed by Adam son of William de Threshfield.* 

William de Stuteville, Roger de Bavent, Adam de Threshfield and 
Elias de Rilston witnessed an Addingham charter in 1192;5 and the present

This gift was confirmed by Adam son of William de Threshfield; 
witnessed by Reiner the sheriff and others, including master Peter brother 
of the sheriff; at York in the great assize.1 As Reiner de Waxham was 
deputy sheriff to Ranulf de Glanville in 1184 and 1187,? the confirmation 
was issued in the lifetime of Adam’s father. 

Subsequently William de Threshfield gave the abbey 2s. or 2s. worth 
of land with his body for burial, and remitted the yearly rent of 12d. for 
Carlecroft; this also was confirmed by his son Adam who added further 
land within specified bounds, the place-name Macushau being mentioned. 


262. Confirmation by William de Threshfield to Henry son of Uctred 
de Coniston and his heirs of 2 bovates of land and tofts in 
Threshfield which he had given earlier in frank-marriage to 
Gunnilda his daughter, who had bequeathed them to Henry 
before her death; together with common pasture; rendering rod.

Henry son of Uctred de Coniston, who was also known as Henry de 
Threshfield, was a younger son of Uctred who held the Hebden fee in 1166 

of the honour of Skipton, consisting of 6 carucates in Coniston in Kettlewell- 
dale; Simon his elder brother was the ancestor of the Hebden family.? 
Henry was also a benefactor to Fountains of land in Askrigg and Linton 
in Craven.

The period is suggested by a final concord of February 1218-9, by which 
Adam son of Adelin quitclaimed half a carucate in Tidour to Benedict son 
of Adelin.? 

At the Domesday survey William de Percy held 3 carucates in ‘Todoure’, 
a berewick of his manor of Kirkby Overblow. Tidover or Tetherfield is a 
lost place with the meaning Tida’s bank.*+ He also held 3 carucates in 
Kirkby Overblow itself, a place of which the early history, with no twelfth- 
century charters available,’ is obscure. But a case of 1211 shows that there 
were conflicting interests, either of immediate tenancies of the Percy fee or 
of under-tenancies. In that year an agreement was made in the king’s 
court at the Tower of London between Gilbert son of Roger and Helewise 
his wife,® plaintiffs, and Robert Bainard,’ tenant, for 34 carucates and 2 
bovates in Kirkby Overblow and ‘Tydovre’, a duel having been waged in 
the court, by which Robert recognised the land as the right of Helewise, 
who with Gilbert granted him all the land with a moiety of the advowson, 
to hold of them and to do homage and service with the assent of William 
de Percy [III] when he came of age; they and the heirs of Helewise retaining 
the other moiety of the advowson, with an arrangement for alternate 
presentation to the whole church after the death of Benedict de Millum, 
the rector, if the diocesan would not admit two rectors on their presentation 
or they could not agree on a single clerk. In 1242 an institution to the 
church was made on the presentation of William de Lancaster [IIT].° 


(xxii) TOPCLIFFE

The charter of William de Percy II giving the church is printed at 
no. 30, where Ralph is described as de Alneto. The archbishop’s legatine 
style gives the earliest date for this charter as 1164; and the latest is 
the death of William de Percy.

c. 1170-1174.1

CHAPTER VI. 


CHARTERS RELATING TO 
OTHER TENANCIES IN CHIEF 


The sections in this chapter relate to the holdings of other 
tenancies in chief by the main line of the Percy family before the 
end of the twelfth century. The tenancy of the honour of Chester 
and at least part of the tenancy of the bishopric of Durham date 
back to the time of Domesday. That of the honour of Richmond 
was probably acquired in the middle of the twelfth century. The 
remaining four tenancies were due to marriages. William de 
Percy I acquired the tenancy of the Port fee by his marriage to 
Emma, a member of the family of Hugh de Port, the ancestor in 
the male line of the family of St. John.t Alan de Percy I married 
Emma daughter of Gilbert de Gant; Agnes daughter and coheir 
of William de Percy II married Jocelin of Louvain, lord of the 
honour of Petworth which was held of the honour of Arundel; and 
Henry de Percy, their eldest son, married Isabel daughter of 
Adam de Brus. 


i) THE HONOUR OF CHESTER 


At the Domesday survey William de Percy held of Hugh 
earl of Chester the manor of Whitby, assessed at 10 carucates, 
with the berewick of Sneaton and soke in eleven places, a total 
of 43 carucates 6 bovates; and the manor of Catton, assessed at 
12 carucates, which included Stamford Bridge, with soke in six 
places, a total of 40 carucates.2, To these can be added a part or 
whole of the earl’s holding of 10 carucates in Upleatham, which 
appear to have passed to William de Percy shortly afterwards,’ 
and some of which was included in the knight’s fee held of William 
de Percy II in 1166 by William de Argentoem.* Several charters 
relating to all these lands were printed by Farrer in his section on 
the honour of Chester.® 

With regard to the manor of Catton in the East Riding® it 
appears that at an early date the tenancy in chief became vested 
in Percy;’ and the charter of Alan de Percy I to St. Peter’s hospital 
granting facilities at his mills at Stamford Bridge® may suggest 
that this was as early as the reign of Henry I. Besides the charter

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of William de Percy II to the same effect! Farrer printed an 
imperfect copy of his gift to Byland abbey of land and pasture in 
Catton and meadow in Cherry Burton (soke of Catton),? and 
several notes on Catton as an annotation to a gift by Ilger son of 
Ascur to St. Peter’s hospital of land in Stamford Bridge. The 
greater part of Catton was given by Agnes de Percy to Richard 
de Percy, her younger son (no. 84 in Chapter III). A tenancy of 
the Percy fee in Stamford Bridge and Gate Helmsley (also soke 
of Catton) was held by the Chamberlain family.* 


Gi) THE DURHAM FEE 


In 1166 William de Percy held 4 knights’ fees in Yorkshire 
of the bishop of Durham; and Farrer has given their composition 
as 6 carucates in Holme on the Wolds; 2 carucates in Scorborough, 
probably including the 6 bovates in the Domesday ‘Persene’; 18 
carucates in Lund; 3 carucates in Hutton Sessay; and 5 carucates 
in Sessay; making a total of 34 carucates.° It is probable that 
2 carucates in Gardham, par. Cherry Burton, can be added, as in 
- 1302-03 Henry de Percy held 6 carucates in Holme on the Wolds 
and 2 carucates in Gardham, which together made a knight’s fee.® 

At the Domesday survey all these lands were held by the 
bishop of Durham.’ It is stated that William de Percy held 
_ Scorborough of him and also the 6 bovates in ‘Persene’.® 

Alan de Percy I had a dispute with the bishop for Lund 
and Holme on the Wolds and their appurtenances in Welton; 
and on 9 January 1100 king William II recorded his restoration 
of them to the bishop; they continued to be held by the Percy 
family as tenancies of the bishop.? An abstract of a charter of 
Alan de Percy I and William his son relating to land in Holme 
on the Wolds, c. 1125-1135, has. been printed above at no. 5. 
Some notes on Lund and its church have been given in connexion 
with a charter of Helewise Darel to St. Peter’s York, giving half 
a carucate on the basis of 6 carucates to a knight’s fee, with the 
advowson of a third of the church.!® It was shown that Helewise 
was one of the three sisters and coheirs of Duncan son of Thomas 
Darel, who died seised of the manor of Lund at his death in 1202-03;

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that Emma who married Robert de Thweng was another sister;! 
that Thomas Darel had given the patronage of the church to 
Warter priory (see no. 265 below), but that Duncan Darel sub- 
sequently gave it to Thornholme priory (no. 267); that in 1209 an 
agreement was made by the two houses by which two-thirds of 
the advowson should be held by the prior of Warter and one 
third by the prior of Thornholme; that eventually the church was 
united and appropriated to Warter priory; and that the gift of 
Helewise Darel to St. Peter’s York of her share of the advowson 
was certainly ineffective. Later details show that in 1316 Marma- 
duke de Thweng [III] and Robert de la More held Lund, and in 
1346 Thomas de Thweng held 12 carucates there. All the 6 
carucates in Holme on the Wolds were given in alms. An extent 
in the middle of the thirteenth century shows that Nun Appleton 
priory held 4 carucates, Swine priory a carucate, Bridlington 
priory 6 bovates and Ellerton priory 2 bovates;? and in the returns 
of 1302-03 the holding of Nun Appleton in Holme and Gardham 
is given as 6 carucates.4— The benefaction to Nun Appleton was 
partly due to the: inherited interest,in diolme::of Alicesdesse 
Quintin, wife of Robert son of Fulk, land there being given by 
her younger son Henry and her daughter Sibyl, and the church 
being of her own gift. The 6 bovates held by Bridlington were 
of the gift of Walter de Percy.® 

At Scorborough the principal tenancy passed to the Hotham 
family, which has continued to the present day. In the extent of 
the Percy lands in the middle of the thirteenth century John de 
Hotham held 14 out of the 2 carucates there, where 8 carucates 
made a knight’s fee.? The fact that Denise de Munchensy also 
had a holding there suggests that the Hotham interest was due 
to the coheirship of the lands held by William and Roger de 
Arundel; see §10 in Chapter IV. 

Another branch of the Darel family held a Percy under- 
tenancy in Sessay and Hutton Sessay. This branch descended 
from Marmaduke Darel, a brother of Thomas Darel of Wheldrake 
and Lund. He was a constant witness to charters of William 
de Percy II, and he witnessed one of Agnes de Percy in 1182 
(no. 73). In that year William son of Odo and Alan Bruncoste 
owed 10 marks for the right of 8 carucates in Hutton and Sessay 
against him; but their right was denied.® At the division of the 
Percy barony in 1175 a knight’s fee of the bishop of Durham’s 
fee, held by Marmaduke Darel, was assigned to the share of 
Jocelin of Louvain (no. 89). He gave the church of Sessay to

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St. Mary’s York, 1170-80;! and he mentioned his wife Aceria and 
his sons Wiliam and Marmaduke in his charter to Rievaulx 
abbey, giving land in North Holme [near Kirkby Moorside], 
1180-90.2, He was succeeded by his elder son William, who in 
1208 was vouched to warranty in a final concord for 2 bovates 
in North Holme.? William’s son Marmaduke II married Helewise 
daughter and coheir of William de Lisle, with whom he obtained 
an interest in Brodsworth, a member of the honour of Tickhill, 
with the advowson.* The family continued at Sessay for several 
generations in the male line, and at the death of Joan Darel, the 
ultimate heiress, in 1525 Sessay passed by inheritance to the 
family of Dawnay.® A thirteenth-century extent of the Percy 
lands shows that the Darel holding in Sessay and Hutton Sessay 
was 5 carucates in the former and 3 carucates in the latter, making 
a knight’s fee;* and this corresponds with the immediate holding 
of the bishopric of Durham of a knight’s fee in Hutton and Sessay 
by Richard de Percy in 1208-10;’ with the tenure of a knight’s 
fee in the two places by Marmaduke III in 1284-85;8 and with that 
by Wilham Darel of 8 carucates for a knight’s fee of Henry de 
Percy in 1314.9 

| This branch of the Darel family also held an interest in 
Elmire and Crakehill, which lie 2 miles to the west and south- 
west of Sessay. At the Domesday survey William de Percy I held 
3 carucates in Crakehill in chief, which included Elmire, as a 
berewick of his manor of Topcliffe. In 1208 Wilham Darel held 
an interest in Crakehill,!° and his son Marmaduke II was granted 
free warren in Brodsworth, Elmire and Sessay in 1246." This 
tenancy descended with the manor of Sessay.% That there was 
a tenurial association between the Darels of Sessay and the Darels 
of Wheldrake is shown by the holding of a carucate in Wheldrake 
by William Darel [of Sessay] in 1314.8

(iii) THE RICHMOND FEE 


At the Domesday survey count Alan of Richmond held 3 
carucates in Baldersby, par. Topcliffe, and 4 carucates in Easby, 
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now a lost vill and then in Rainton, par. Topcliffe. In a return 
of the knights’ fees of the honour of Richmond, which can be 
dated late in the twelfth century, it is recorded that the heirs of 
Wilham de Percy held half a knight’s fee of the new feoffment.? 
It can therefore be deduced that the feoffment, created later than 
1135, was made to William de Percy II. The location of the land 
is proved by a notification by William de Percy III (grandson of 
Jocelin of Louvain) to Richard Fitton, constable of Richmond,? 
that he had attorned the abbot of Fountains and his successors 
to do forinsec service to Richmond castle for half a knight’s fee 
in Baldersby, Easby and Birkhou.* The latter was another lost 
vill between Baldersby and Rainton. It was recorded in 1284-85 
that the abbot of Fountains held Baldersby, Birkhou and Easby 
of the heirs of Percy, constituting the grange of Baldersby and 
formerly separate vills.° 

There is a large section in the Fountains Chartulary under 
the heading of Baldersby, consisting of nearly a hundred charters;® 
and they show that the principal tenants of the Percy fee in the 
twelfth century in Baldersby, Birkhou and Easby were the families of 
Baldersby and Meaux.’ Althoughin Baldersby and Easby a knight’s 
fee consisted of fourteen carucates, in Birkhou the number wastwelve. 
A half knight’s fee, however, would correspond with the total of 
seven carucates in Baldersby and Easby at the Domesday survey. 
| Several of the charters were issued by members of the 

Baldersby family; many of whom were benefactors of Fountains. 
A selection of the earliest is printed here. 

Gikel de Baldersby, lving in the middle of the twelfth 
century, had sons Wigan, Nicholas and Stephen; and, as Wigan 
had a nephew Walter son of Robert de Melmerby (no. 277 note), 
it is probable that Robert’s wife was a daughter of Gikel. A 
charter of Juliana daughter of Gikel de Baldersby, presumably 
another daughter, is printed at no. 274; and one of Robert son of 
Stephen de Baldersby at no. 275. Nicholas, who gave land in 
Baldersby to Stephen his brother (no. 273), occurs as a witness 
in the period c. 1174-1181.° 

Wigan, the eldest son of Gikel de Baldersby, confirmed a 
charter of his father to Fountains (no. 272). He had daughters 
Beatrice and Margery who gave land to the abbey which their 
father had given them.? His son and successor Hugh, who was 
holding a tenement in Baldersby of William de Percy in 1228,1°

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had an interest in Pickhill,! a member of the honour of Richmond. 
He died on 29 June 1250, leaving a widow Agnes daughter of 
Alexander de Ellenthorpe.? 

An account of the family of Meaux of Owthorne, a younger 
branch of that of Meaux of Bewick, is given in §27 in Chapter IV 
with reference to the three-quarters of a knight’s fee of the new 
feoffment held by Peter de Meaux of William de Percy in 1166; 
and a final concord of 1234, noted there, shows that his grandson 
Peter de Meaux II held a quarter of a knight’s fee in Easby and 
Birkhou. Some of the charters issued by the family are printed 
here. They suggest that Peter de Meaux I obtained his interest 
in these places through his wife Beatrice daughter of Robert son 
of Rabod; and one of them (no. 278) shows that he held an interest 
ine Kirmond, le “Mire,co. Cincoln,7a member of the, Percy. tee: 
The Scruteville family, whose interest in Easby and Birkhou 
(no. 283) was probably an under-tenancy of Meaux, also had an 
interest in Kirmond le Mire, for in 1230 the right of Richard de 
Scruteville to half a bovate there was acknowledged.? The charter 
of John de Meaux (no. 282) shows that members of the Ladris 
family held under-tenancies of him; and the process of sub- 
infeudation is illustrated by a final concord of 1208, by which 
Peter de Rainton (Renningeton) and Alice his wife* recognised 
7 acres of land and 3 acres of meadow in Easby as the right of the 
abbot of Fountains, following an assize of mort d’ancestor, in 
return for which they received several parcels of land including 
half an acre in Birkhou.®

Pope Adrian IV’s confirmation to Fountains abbey, 23 Nov. 1156, 
includes 6 acres in Baldersby given by Gikel;! pope Alexander III’s con- 
firmation, 26 Sept. 1162, includes 40 acres there given by Gikel;? and his 
confirmation, 27 May 1163, includes the land acquired from Gikel in 
Baldersby with common pasture of the vill.

The mention of the 40 acres in no. 270 shows 
that the limits of date for that charter are 1154-62.

Farrer noted that the description of the bounds suggests that the 
land lay between the great North Road and that leading from Melmerby 
to Topcliffe, and that it now bears the name of Howefield—which lies a 
mile to the west of Baldersby St. James. It can be supposed that the lost 
vills of Easby and Birkhou lay to the north of Rainton.3 

The grantor was Peter de Meaux I, who held a tenancy of the Percy 
fee in 1166, and was living in 1182; see §27 in Chapter IV. No. 281 shows 
that he was dead in 1189. It is probable that nos. 279 and 280, as was this

The gift was confirmed by the donor’s son John de Meaux in the county 
court of York, witnessed by Reiner the sheriff and eight others, including 
Thomas de Everingham, who witnessed the present charter.1 The first 
witness gives the latest hmit of date. The land here given was included in 
the confirmations of Maud de Percy, countess of Warwick (nos. 41, 42).

the date being 1198 to c. 1208. 

The third witness to the charter printed here occurs as Robert dean of 
Helmsley (z.e. rector of Helmsley and rural dean of Ryedale) and as Robert 
de Helmsley, dean of Ryedale, in the period 1170-90. William de Scruteville 
“was alive when no. 278 was issued; and this charter must have been issued 
after Peter de Meaux was dead in view of the reference to his son John. 


(iv) THE PORT FEE 


The Port, later St. John, fee included lands in Hambledon, 
Hampshire, and Isleham and Snailwell, co. Cambridge, which

At the Domesday survey William de Percy was entered as 
holding Hambledon in chief, assessed at one hide, which he 
received with his wife; though, as Round pointed out, his holding 
should have been entered as an under-tenancy on the fee of 
Hugh de Port? In 1l66an the caria of )jonmude Pore retuned 
from Hampshire Alan de Percy did the service to him for one 
knight of the old feoffment.2. This was Alan son of William de 
Percy II, of whom a note has been given in connexion with the 
charter to Whitby abbey restoring Isleham (no. 37 in Chapter III). 
He died in his father’s hfetime, and in the partition of the Percy 
barony in 1175 Hambledon and the mills of Winchester and 
whatever William de Percy had held in Hampshire were assigned 
to the share of Jocelin of Louvain. Jocelin gave land in Hambledon 
in the provision for his daughters (no. 284); and after his death 
in 1179-80 his interest passed to Henry his eldest son by Agnes 
de Percy. Before his death by 1198 Henry gave his demesne 
land in Hambledon to the priory of St-L6, Rouen (no. 285). In 
1242-43 a knight’s fee of the old feoffment in Hambledon was 
held of his son William de Percy, who held of Robert de St. John.® 

With regard to Isleham and Snailwell, at the Domesday 
survey Hugh de Port held a little more than 14 hides out of a 
total of 10 hides in Isleham, and a manor of 5 hides in Snailwell 
of the fee of the bishop of Bayeux.* William de Percy was not 
mentioned as Hugh’s tenant; but Emma de Port gave a carucate 
in each place to Whitby abbey, which was confirmed by Alan 
de Percy who can probably be identified as her great-grandson 
(note to no. 37 in Chapter III). In 1175 Snailwell was assigned 
to the share of the earl of Warwick, husband of Maud de Percy; 
and in 1224 and 1230 William de Percy held land there by knight 
service of William de St. John.®

(v) THE GANT FEE 


Emma daughter of Gilbert de Gant I brought Wold Newton 
to her husband Alan de Percy, son of Wilham de Percy I. She 
gave 2 carucates there of her marriage portion to a younger son 
Walter de Percy, who gave them to Whitby abbey to hold after 
his death with the service of his tenant Erneis son of Besing.? 
She also gave a carucate to Bridlington priory, not later than 
1139, which was confirmed by her eldest son William de Percy II, 
who also confirmed his brother Walter’s gift to Whitby.? 

At the Domesday survey Gilbert de Gant held 7 carucates 
in Wold Newton as a berewick of his manor of Hunmanby, and 
the king held 4 carucates there® which passed to the Gant fee.

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In 1175 a knight’s fee, held of earl Simon, the husband of Alice 
de Gant, was included in the earl of Warwick’s share of the Percy . 
barony; and this can be located in Wold Newton. An under- 
tenancy there was held by the family of Rochford; and Wold 
Newton was sometimes known as Newton Rochford.! In 1284-85, 
of the 12 carucates in the vill, the church was endowed with 2 
bovates,? the prior of Bridlington held a carucate in alms of the 
Gant fee, Waleran de Rochford held 8 carucates 6 bovates of the 
heirs of [Henry de] Percy, who held of Gant for a knight’s fee, 
and Robert son of Jordan? held 2 carucates of Whitby abbey.* 


The family of Rochford took its name from Rochford in 
Essex. This can be deduced from the fact that when William de 
Rocheford returned to the king’s service the writ on his behalf, 
dated 2 October 1218, was directed to the sheriffs of Yorkshire 
and Essex.® 


By a final concord, 8 July 1187, Simon de Rochford released 
his claim in the chapel of Wold Newton to Bardney abbey;® and 
by another final concord, 11 July 1192, and a separate charter 
William de Rochford made a similar release.? William son of 
Simon de Rochford confirmed to Bridlington priory the carucate 
in Wold Newton, given by Emma de Gant and confirmed by 
William de Percy her son. In 1202 William de Rochford and 
Beatrice his wife were parties to a final concord with Herbert de 
St. Quintin for the vill of Brandesburton, by which they quit- 
claimed their right, receiving 18 bovates in Thirtleby, to hold in 
marriage to him and Beatrice’s heirs, and also quitclaiming their 
right in the service for 6 carucates in Burton Pidsea and Roos 
and in 70 marks, the residue of Beatrice’s marriage portion.? In 
1240 Waleran de Rochford, evidently William’s successor, was a 
party to a final concord for a carucate in Thirtleby.t° It was 
a later Waleran who held the land in Wold Newton of the Percy 
tenancy of the Gant fee which has been noted above. 


There was an earlier Waleran de Rochford who had interests 
in Lincolnshire. With his wife Aubreye, daughter of Ralph de 
Fen, he occurs there in 1199, and in 1201 in a claim relating to a 
moiety of the church of Quadring.™ In 1202 they were parties to 
a final concord of land in Skirbeck and elsewhere; and in the 
same year Waleran was described as the ‘capitalis dominus’ of

In) 1212 he held an eleventh part of a knight's fee in Skir- 
beck of the honour of Richmond, and jointly a quarter of a knight’s 
fee there and in Fen,? which he evidently held in his wife’s right. 
Aubreye, as his widow, was engaged in a case relating to Quadring 
i 12272 

In addition to the tenure of Wold Newton there were Percy 
holdings of the Gant fee in Ganton and Staxton, par. Willerby, 
where the 6 carucates of the king’s holding in the latter and most 
of his 7 or 8 carucates in the former in 10864 had passed to the 
Gant tenancy in chief. It can be supposed that the Percy holdings 
in these places, as in Wold Newton, had formed part of the 
maritagium of Emma de Gant. In the partition of the Percy 
barony in 1175 a knight’s fee held by Richard de Ganton was 
included in the share of Jocelin de Louvain; and this can be 
located in Ganton and Staxton. In 1284-85 3 out of the 8 carucates 
in Ganton were held for a quarter of a knight’s fee by the heirs of 
John de Bossall of the Percy heirs who held of Gilbert de Gant, 
and 6 out of the 7 carucates in Staxton were held for three-quarters 
of a knight’s fee of the Percy fee as an under-tenancy of Gilbert.® 
These details conform with those given in the inquisition after the 
death in 1314 of Henry son of Henry de Percy, whose holding of 
12 carucates in Ganton, Staxton and East Ayton (Haytton) was 
held by Wilham de Bossall for a knight’s fee, in addition to the 
12 carucates in Wold Newton held of him by Waleran de Rocheford 
for a knight’s fee:? The holding of the Gant tenancy in chief was 
thus 2 knights’ fees. 

Some notes on the family of Bossall, which held three- 
quarters of a knight’s fee in Bossall and Claxton in that parish 
of the Stuteville tenancy in chief, have been given in the Stuteville 
volume in this series.® It was shown that Richard de Bossall, the 
successor of Norman de Bossall living in 1166 and 1175-85, 
acquired an interest in Ganton and Staxton by marriage with 
Maud daughter of Henry son of Richard de Ganton. Richard de 
Ganton, living in 1175 as noted above, gave land in Staxton to 
Bridlington priory for having a chantry at the chapel in Staxton, 
his gift being confirmed by Henry his son.® In 1206 Richard de 
Bossall and Maud his wife were parties to a final concord of land 
in Ganton, the land being held in her right.1° From their son

It has been noted in Chapter II that in 1115-18 Alan de 
Percy I held 4 carucates in Horkstow, wap. Yarborough, co. Lincoln, 
of Walter de Gant, and that in 1242-43 a knight’s fee there was 
held of Richard de Percy who held of Gilbert dé-Gant.~ Tis 
probable that this holding of Alan de Percy was also due to his 
marriage to Emma de Gant. In 1274 the manor was held by the 
heirs of William de Aynford in frank-marriage of the Percy 
tee

This is preceded by a shorter charter of Agnes giving the watercourse, 
with her daughter Lucy, to the same effect without the clause relating to 
the multure.

45V); she being the widow of William de Percy III who died 
in 1245. 


(vi) THE HONOUR OF ARUNDEL 


Petworth with its members, which became known as the 
honour of Petworth, was given to Jocelin of Louvain by William 
d‘Aubigny and his wife queen Adeliza, Jocelin’s sister, as a tenancy 
of the honour of Arundel. Their gift was confirmed by Henry II 
as duke of Normandy, 1153-54 (no. 288). In his descendants it 
became an important part of the Percy possessions. In 1166 in 
the carta of the earl of Arundel Petworth was held of him for 
224 knights! In 1242-43 William de Percy held 214 knights’ 
fees in Petworth of the honour of Arundel;? and in 1314 the manor

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and advowson of Petworth with other manors and tenements in 
Sussex were held by Henry de Percy of the earl of Arundel by 
the service of 21 knights’ fees.1 Farrer has given tables of the 
places which composed the honour of Petworth, with details 
relating to several of them, in his account oi thehonour ‘ef 
Arundel.? 

For some years after Jocelin’s death in 1179-80 the honour 
remained in the king’s hand; but at Michaelmas 1190 Henry de 
Percy, Jocelin’s eldest son, owed 500 marks for the honour as his 
father held it at his death, completing the payment by Michaelmas 
1193.3 A claim, however, was made by a certain Brian son of 
Ralph who at Michaelmas 1194, and repeated in the following 
year, owed 100 marks for the right to the barony of Petworth 
and to 15 enfeoffed knights belonging thereto against Henry de 
Percy, with the promise of giving 200 marks if he proved his 
claim. Brian’s claim was due to the inheritance of his wife 
Gunnor;> and it was settled by a final concord in 1195, by which 
they quitclaimed to Henry de Percy their right in the honour of 
Petworth except for three and a twentieth knights’ fees which 
they were to hold of archbishop Hubert who would hold them of 
Henry de Percy, a payment of 80 marks of silver being made to 
them.§

The extreme limits of date are the accession of Henry II and the death 

of Jocelin. If, as can be supposed, the first witness is given correctly without 
the comital style, it can be deduced either that he was the son of Wilham 
earl of Arundel and the queen, witnessing in his father’s lifetime, and 
therefore not later than 1176, or that he witnessed after his father’s death 
and before he obtained the earldom.? The latter alternative, giving the 
date 1176-80 is more probable, as in the former case some such description 
as ‘filius comitis’ would be expected.‘

This charter is crossed out in the same red ink as in the heading. It 
follows Henry’s confirmation of all the gifts made by his father recorded in 
nos. 290 and 291, the virgate of land being described as ‘de Chneppe quam 
Andreas tenet’; the monks gave him 25 marks in his need; testibus, Hugone 
et Willelmo et Willelmo Dunelmensi et Elyensi et Herfordensi episcopis, 
Bertranno de Verdun, Roberto de Withefeld, Jocelino archidiafco]no et 
multis aliis. The copy of the confirmation in Harley MS. 1708, f. 109, omits 
the witnesses, but adds ‘apud Westm{onasterium] coram just[iciis] domini 
regis Ricardi regni ipsius anno primo’ [1189-90]. This is preceded (f. 109) 
by a confirmation by William earl of Sussex, grandson of queen Adeliza, of 
the gifts made by Jocelin and Henry de Percy his son, including the half 
virgate in Shelfeld, to which the next charter printed here (no. 293) refers. 
The date is between 1193 and 1221.!

This is followed by another charter to the same effect, pro anima regis 
H{enrict| et aiorum. Jocelin married Agnes de Percy at some date, probably 

quite soon, after the accession of Henry II. The mention of the latter’s 
sons and daughters and of his own suggests a date not earlier than 1161; 
and the description of Henry II as ‘junior’ makes it unlikely that the date 
was later than the coronation of his son Henry in 1170. 


(vil) THE BRUS FEE 


Adam de Brus II gave to Henry de Percy, eldest son of 
Jocelin of Louvain and Agnes de Percy, and Isabel his wife, the 
donor’s daughter, in frank-marriage the vill of Kirk Leavington, 
with the exception of certain tenements amounting to 2 carucates 2 
bovates.2 The manor of Kirk Leavington, a member of the Brus 
fee, consisted of 6 carucates at the Domesday survey.* The gift 
was repeated by Peter son of Adam de Brus, the service of the 
manor being such that Henry and his heirs on Christmas day at 
Skelton castle should lead the lady of the castle from her chamber

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to the chapel for mass, and after mass to her chamber to take meat 
with her and then withdraw.! 

William de Percy III, who inherited the manor from his 
father, gave lands in it to his sons Alan and Willam;? and his 
son Ingram held the manor at his death in 1262, William his 
brother being his heir.2 William, a canon of York, subsequently 
gave it to his nephew Henry son of Henry de Percy, and it des- 
cended in the main line of the family.4 


So far as Yorkshire is concerned the number of carucates 
held as under-tenancies, given above, amounts to between 150 
and 160. If this is added to the total of about 575 carucates of 
the tenancies in chief held at the Domesday survey and acquired 
subsequently, given in Chapter II, at least 725 carucates can be 
taken as the sum total of the Yorkshire carucage in which the 
main line of the Percy family held an interest in the twelfth 
century. This is between nine and ten times the total of the 
interests in Lincolnshire.

Although land in Collingham did not form any part of the Percy fee 
the charter is included here in view of the grantor, who was a daughter of 
William de Percy II. Notes on her son Henry du Puiset and her husband 
Richard de Moreville are given at nos. 235 and 253. It is probable that the 
latter, who had an interest in Collingham in 1167, died between that year 
and 1175. Pope Alexander III included 2 bovates and an assart in Collingham 
in his confirmation to the hospital in 1173; and pope Lucius III the land of 
Collingham of the gift of Richard de Moreville in 1182-85.1 The principal 
interest in Collingham, however, passed into the possession of Kirkstall 
abbey; and in 1284-85 it was one of the manors held by the abbey of the 
Crown at fee-farm.? It is evident that Henry du Puiset acquired an interest 
in Collingham, for at Michaelmas 1191 he owed 20iz. for having seisin of 
the land there and in Compton of which king Henry had disseised him 
unjustly.? 

The earliest date for this charter is 1167, when Richard de Moreville 
was living; and on palaeographical grounds a date later than 1175 is un- 
likely. It may be that it was issued shortly after the grantor became a 
widow. : 


APPENDIX. C, 
THE OFFICIALS OF THE FEE 


It is disappointing that there is comparatively little evidence 
for the officials of the Percy fee. The lords of the fee were not 
accustomed to address their charters to their officials, as was the 
usual practice of the lords of such honours as Richmond or Holder- 
ness. An hereditary element can be seen in the succession of 
stewards—Fulk son of Reinfrid, his son Robert and his grandson 
Robert; but on the latter’s death, leaving two daughters who 
married members of the family of Kyme, the family tenure of the 
stewardship evidently lapsed. Moreover, there is no evidence to 
prove whether the family had held the chief stewardship for all 
the Percy lands or for only one area. Nor is there any evidence 
to show that any member of the Chamberlain family of Wickenby, 
of which an account is given in §14 in Chapter IV, held the office 
of chamberlain for the Percy fee. They appear to have used the

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style of their ancestor Herbert the chamberlain of the king of 
Scotland as a species of surname, in the same manner as the two 
Constable families of Flamborough and Burton Constable adopted 
theirs. 

The following notes give the few names of stewards, chamber- 
lains and butlers which are provided by the charters. A constable 
is conspicuously absent; and a baronial sheriff is something of a 
rarity in a tenancy in chief in Yorkshire! It is assumed that 
when a man is named as steward or chamberlain or butler, the 
three principal officials under consideration, as a witness to a 
charter issued by a lord of the fee, he was the lord’s official, 
though the personal pronoun may be absent.?
